Mr. Mollyn iidbrmed me, that Two Frencli Sliips, one carrying 70 Guns, and thr other 40,

cerning Inglia, who \va.. near to them, with 4 or 5 Men in a Boat from tiie Sli.p, who coming to 
Rio Dunda, vifited tiie Government (jomaltali, and through him wrote an Ar/ee to the Prelence, to 
be admitted to an Audience. Mr. Mollyn hearing this, rejirelentcd that th.e hhencli were in Alll.incr 
with llyder Ally Khan, anci that ic was nccefiary the Government lliould be on its Guard-, but t!ic 
Minillers paid no Regard tc him, but fent Orders to the Gomallahs at Rio lAii.da to ftirnilh the 
Imench who weie airived there with Conveyances to iianljort them to the Pre fence.

1 .hear that the French Sirdar has written Letters to France through the Fatkory of Surat> bur die 
purport is not known. Mr. Mollyn told me that the King oi France lent him to gain Intdligcice. 
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It is very certain he has a L.ctter from the King of France. The Minillers fent r)irj);uohcs to 
Europe thiough the Chief of Surar, in conlequcncc of whicli the King fent this Man, and it is pro- 
bable that whatever he may have propoled in Ins Tetrers will be complied with. 

For the Sake of Appearances, he brought (loods with him, and is engaged in Commerce, but his 
real Defigns are different. Ills Expences are great ; how flioiild he be able to make luch Prelents oi 
himfclf ? From thelc Circumdances it is evident that he is no Impollor, 

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

Having been fortunate enough to obtain fome Intelligence before I left luiropc, in which the In- 
terclt of the Eaft India Company and the Influence of Great Britain in India ajqjear to be deeply 
intcrefted, I think it incurr.bent upon me to take the earliefc Opportunity of communicating it to 
your Honourable Board: I am concerned at the fame I'ime to be under the NecefTity of laying the 
Fadfs only before you, without having it in my I'owcr to point out the Channels through which the 
Intelligence was conveyed to me*, as my Promile was moft particularly taken before I was mylelf tn- 
trufled with it, that I fhould conceal the Names of the Perfons from whom I received the Informa- 
tion. It was not without fome Difficulty that I obtained Permiffion to inform the Governor (jcncral 
and Sir John Clavering of this material Circumftancc, and that only upon Condition that they fliould 
not trull it to the Records of the Company, however fecrct they might be. The Opinions which 
thofe Gentlemen mult form as to the Authenticity of the Fadts which I now propolc myfelf the I lonour 
of laying before you, will be a fufficient Jiiflification of me for addreffing you in this Letter. 

It appears by the Information to which I allude, that Monfieur Sartine, Minillre dc la Marine 
of France, has concerted with Three or Pour of the principal Minillers of that Country a Scheme, 
the Objeft of which is the total Overthrow of the Englilh IntereHs in India; that he was fcnfiblc the 
Force which France could herfelf lifing againft our Settlements would prove infuflicient for lo great 
an Undertaking, and had therefore thought it ncceflary to the Completion of his Views, to begin by 
intriguing with the Country Powers, and by endeavouring to fecurc them in the Interell of iMaiiLC., 
in Oppofnion to thofe of Britain ; that for this Purpofe it was refolvcd to fend a Perfon to India with 
full Powers, in the Charadler of Agent, and likewifc to fend out Perfons, who in the InlbruKUiori 
are called des Excrceurs, to dilciplinc the Natives of India, and a confidcrablc Q^iantify of Arms and 
Military Stores. The Perfon who was nominated to this Office was defenbed to me as one who had 
before been in India. He was to go to Pondicherry firll, bur to afllimc no public ChaiaL^lcr, that he 
might not be fubjedled to the Sufpicions of the Englifli ; he is furnifl'ied with Letters from the 
Court of France to all the Country Princes ot any Note in India, to be ulld at his own Difcretion*, 
he likewile carries out Prefents of confidcrablc Value, which he is to dillributc as he ma) judge 
ncceflary. The Subllance of his Inflrudions are as follow.s : To treat with fuch of the Counuy 
l^owers as he may have Keafon to think will mult readily affill the Views of France, and to form 
Alliances with them in the Name of the King of France ; to endeavour to perfuade tin C.'ountry , 

Powers to fall upon the Englifli Settlements ; and he is authorized to promile luch as will accede 
his Propofal, the warmelt Support of his Nation fecretly till Hollilities are actually commenced, and 
then openly. He is warned however in his Inftrudions, that France is not to take the i.ead in the 
War, but is to come in as an Affillant only. 'I he Perfon from whom I learned thefc Particulars 
knows for certain that the Agent failed from Marfcilles in the Beginning of April lafl, but was im- 
acquainted with his Name, and unable to inform me for certain what Road he had followed to India, 
but feemed to be of Opinion that he muft liave palled over to Alexandria, in the Intention ol em- 
barking at Suez for India. 

Having informed you of what I venture to fay may be relied on as authentic, it will not be 
mifplaced to add an Account more in Detail of fome Enquiries which my Knowledge of the above 
'Circumflanccs led me to make, which though by no Means lb fuccefsful as my Zeal on thi.s Occafioa 
would make me wiffi, will nut, I flatter mylelf, be deemed unworthy of your Notice. 

A Circumllance which I learned from Colonel Capper, who had pafled through Egypt in Febru- 
ary lall, and which was confirmed to me by Mr. Dighton, who was in his Company, rendered it vciy 
probable that the Agent had pafled through that Country in his Way to India, i hat the Freiuh 
Cjnfu! at Cairo was in daily Expe6lation ot the Arrival of a Ship at Cairo, when they pafled ihiough 
that 'Town ; and I was told by Mr. Baldwin, an F.nglifli Gentleman refiding at Cairo, that when an 
Account was brought of a Ship’s being fecn off or in the Red Sea, which afterwards proved to be 
the Swallow Sloop of War ; the French Conlul laid in his hearing that he was fine it was a French Ship, 
as he had certain Intelligence that one was difpatched from India, which Ihould arrive about t.hat 
Time. I was afl'urcd ncverthelcls by Three or Four Idench Merchants at Cairo, fiom whom I made 
Enquiries upon this Subjcdl, that they never had any Expectation of Iceing a I'fench Sliip at Suez ; 
and I learnt .nt Mocha that there has not been a Angle French Ship in the Red Sea this Year. In 
pafTing through Marfcilles I made all the Inquiries that I could, without rendering myfelf lufpicious, • 
but could learn nothing of any Confequence, but that fome Ships had failed from that Port early in 
the Year for India. As there was no Ship to fail from Suez under I'hree Weeks or a Month after 
my Arrival at Cairo, I had an Opporfuity of tracing a Gentleman who ha i left Cairo a few Days be- 
fore my^rrival, and who in many Particulars anlwercd the Defeription given to me ot theFiench 
Agent on tlic other Side of the Water. It appears from the Intelligence which I received, which was 
principally jierived from Mr. Baldwin, and partly from the Geiulcmcn of the French Factory in 
Egypt, and from a Turk whom 1 fhall afterwards have Occafion to mention more particularly, that

in April a French Gcnileman wearing a Ciofs, and calling himfclf the Chevalier de Montagny, 
arrived at Cairo from France. It was reported upr)n his firft Arrival that he was going to India, but 
after having (laid at Cairo about a Month that Keport was entirely dropped *, and upon my alking 
the QucRion of the Fientli Conlul, w’as poliiivcly tontradided. lie aObciated but very little with 
the Gentle nun of Cairo, which is uncommon where the Suciety of f'uropcans is lb fmall. A Vene- 
tian Gentleman and a Janizary who attended upon the Chevalier, informed Mr. Baldwin and myfelf, 
that he had a IVrfian Mailer whilfl at Cairo, and iiled to (huly that Language gi*cac Fart of the 
Day. With iome Dillicuky the Man, a Native of Damaleus, with whom he had Itudied, was traced, 
and I had an Opportunity of converfmg with him moie ih.in once. From him I learnt that the Che* 
valier had iludicd Feilianwith him about Six Weeks or 'Fwo Months before his Departure from 
Cairo-, that he under llood the I.anguage vi little btioie he came to Egypt, and was able to converfe 
in it, thougli not without iome Dillicultyi that he brought IVrfian Books with him from France, 
the Names of which wcic mentioned to me, and had likcwile many Perfian l.etters, which up>on 
oueflioning the 'Furk I found were l.etters of 1 lindollan, as their Alcabs^ or complimentary Addreffes 
v\ere iifed in liiiuiutlan only; that his Aftciuion was given more to thofe than to the Books ; anti 
that he informed this Man he was going to India, and olFered him advantageous Appointments if 
he would accompany him, which from an Apprehenfion of the I 3 angcr of a Sea Voyage was 
reiuied by the I'uik. About the 2c^th of June he went away from Cairo in a very fccret Man- 
ner, taking Leave of no one, as is always cuilomary anioiiglt the Europeans at Cairo*, which was not 
only ob'cived as a Singukuuy by Mr. BaUlwin and the V'enctians but likewife by the French Mer- 
chants, who expidlld their Ailonilhmcnt at what they deemed a Want of Politcncls. It is obferv- 
liblc that he left Cairo the Day after the Arrival c)f a Mail from l-’rance. Mr. Baldw’in would have 
remained ignorant of his Departure, as the Clievalar had not been vifible for a Month before, had 
lie not by meie Accident ken a coniidcrable Q^uantity of Hag^;age going out of Cairo, which upon 
iMVjuiry he found to be his, and he was then told by the Arabs, a Body of whom always 
elcort travellers acrofs tlie Dclart, that they were going to Suez. The Air of Myllery with 
which every 'Filing was conducted which liad any Relation to this Gentlemen, led Mr. Baldwin 
to be more particular in his Enquiries, and the Cullom Mailer, a Native of Figypr, and 
who could conferjuently have but little 
cT'kTved that theie mull be Ibmcthing 
vveie Four F.nglilh Vcficls at Suez, could not be pcrluadetl to embark on one of them for India, 
where he was going, but was iclolved to go to Judda or Mocha on a Boar, in which he was lub- 
jccted both to Danger and Delay. 1 cannot lielp dwelling a little upon this Circumllance, bccaufc it 
jeemsto me tcT be a flrong prdumptive Froof that the Chevalier is in Ibmc Shape employed by the 
Court of France. It was necellary to apply to the Cullom Maker, from his Office, for a Country 
Boat ; and he was the Ferfon who I conjedure advilcd him to embark on board an Englifh Veffel ; 
and iinieis the ChevalierN Diflikc to this Mode had been exprcfTcd in a Manner very marked, it is not 
^^’^.'^obaoie that a Native of Cairo would have drawn iuch a Cpnclufion from it. "Fhe Misfortune 
which belel Mr. Grand Maifon, and the Seizure of his Fapers after his Death on board the d crriblc, 
i.- a Circumllance with which your I lonourablc Board mull be atejuainted, and of wbu h the Chevalier 
could not be ignorant, as I myiclf heard the Stoiy rekued at Cairo; after which it is not to be won- 
dered at, if he would not trull himfelf in an EngliHi Vellei. The lall Circumllance which I learned 
at C airo, leems w lie the moll conclufive, which is, that he was furmihed with a very large Credit by 
the Court of France; and ciiis Circumllance I rely upon as authentic, becaule I was informed of it by 
a I lench Merchant ac Cairo, and likewile by a French Renegado at Suez, who learned it from the 
Chevalier s own Servant. It will not be milplaced here, to obkrve, that Monlicur Grand Maifon had 
a hmilar Credit for 1 cn rhoulaiu! Vernetian Seejuins, about 4,500!. When 1 enquiied, whether it was 
cukomary for the C ourt of France to grant iuc.h Credits, the Erencli Gentleman who informed mr 
of ig lenfibic that he had cummitied an Imprudence, and laid that he jmnr»inc*d the Clic- 

va.ur de Montagny was employed by the Court as a Man of Literature and Knowledge, to make a 
Jnuriiey info F.gypt. Upon my Airival ai Suez, I/ouiul that the Ciievalier had been rhere ; and noc

Mor.nt Sinai, from whence he returned a few Days after my Arrival at Suez, and had killed for Jud-

There is one 
Part of the Intclligcnee I received at Cairo which does not agree with ilie Information oiven me in 
Eiirojte, as it was pofitively aflerted that he had never before been in Indi.i ; tiioirgh the Truth of 
his Affertion may be doubted, as his talking Perfian, and his being in Folfeirion of Indian Corref- 
pondence, arc iufficient Kealoii' lor fulpeifting that he had been there. One French Gentleman 
went lo far as to fay to me, that he was a Perlon, qui vouloit fe donner du merite envers les Bu- 
reaus. If the Chevalier de Montagny had been enirullcd with fo important a Commilfion, it is 
very extraordinary that a Veflel fliould not have been ready to receive him at Suez ; and none having 
even come into the Red Sea in the Courfc of the whole Year, affords a firong Prefumption that he 
is not the Perlon, though it by no Means amounts to a Proof, as many pollible Accidents m.iy have 
occafioned fuch a Millakc anti it muft be obferved on the other I land, that the French Conful, 
who is the National Agent there, aflured hirnfclf that one would airive, 'i'he French Merchants 
difagreeing with him in this Expedation, leaves room to conjedure that the Ship he expeded was 
employed by Government, and not upon a trading Voyage, as he is iiimfelf reftiided from Trade. 
On the whole, I doubt not your Honourable Board will deem the Appear.inces fufficicntly flron^ 
to think it worth while to take fome Steps to clear up whatever may appear doubtful about thi*s 
Gentleman, and as it is poffiblc, and indeed likely, that he fliould alfumc another Name and Cha- 
rader upon his Arrival at Mocha, I matie particular Enquiries about his Perlbn, and venuire to 
add, however ufelefs it may be, the Defeription i received of it; He is Ihoit in his Stature, (loops 
much, and looks down when he is fpeaking with any one; his Hair is brown, ami his Complexion 
inclinable to be dark-, his Leg? are remarkably ill proportioned, being nearly as thick at Bottom as 
at 'Pop he is accomp'anied by a F.iin^pean .Servant, wlio is a Hour, tall Man. 

He will in all Probability make an exceeding long Voyage down the Red Sea, and will not be able 
*0 reach Mocha till the latter End of Aiigufl. He will find no French Ship at Mocha, and will be 
reduced to the Necefllty of embarking on board the Alexander, an iLiiglilli Ship trading in the Red 
Sea, or of going over Land to Mufeat, on the Pcrlian Gulph, a Journey not to be performed with- 
out much Difficulty and great Delays. It is however pollible that he may arrive Timecnomdi to fail 
in a Portuguele Shij), which intended to fail from Mocha to Surat about the 2Cth Augiifl.*^ At any 
rate I think it is not pollible that lie fliould be landed in any Part of India fooner than the Find of 
Odober 1777.

Mr. Francis having drawn upObjedions to the Refulution of the Picfident and Council of Bombay 
in the Form of a Proteft, with his Reafons Hated in iliftind Articles, I have thought it propefi'tv 
cojiy his Minute entire, and to xnfert my Reply oppolite to each corrclpoiuling Paflagt% for the better 
Comprchenlion of the fcvcral Arguments co.ntained in both. 


I would propofe that the Board fliould protefl, 
as 1 mean to do myfelf, feparately, againll the 
Rclolution of the Prefidency of Bombay, com- 
municated to us in tlieir Letter of the 12th De- 
cember laft, for the following Reafons : 

ift. Bccaufe their rcfolving to join with a Party 
ifl the Maratta Government in Mcafurcs tending 
to engage the Company in a War, or their enter- 
ing into Engagements to that Efled, as they 
declare they will do iiiflantly on receiving an 
Applic.ition from the Perfons who are fuppofed 
to form the above Party, without the Confent and

I cannot agree to the Motion made by Mr. 
Francis, for protefling againfl: the Rclolutims of 
the PrerKient and Council of Bombay, bccaufe I 
approve thofe Kefolutions, for the Reafons which 
will occur in the following Anfwcrs to Mr, Francis’s 
Objedions: 

ill. This is a partial Conftnidion of the Ad 
of Parliament, which admits cf Two Exceptions 
from the general Prohibition. That no Doubt 
may be left upon this Cafe, I will quote the Clank- 
of the Ad at large wiiich Mr. Francis allude-, 
to, in pronouncing theRefolution of the Ptefidcncy 
of Bombay to be “ againfl l,aw.” It is as fol- 
lows : 

“ And be it furtlicr enaded by the Authorits 
“ aforciaid, 1 liat the laid Governor (icneral anil 
“ Council, or the major Part of them, fliall have, 
“ and they are hereby authorized to have Power 
of fuperintending and controlling the Govern- 
“ rnent and Management of the Prefidcncies of 
“ Madras, Bombay, anil Bencoolcn refpedively, 
“ lo far and in fb much as that it fhall not be 
“ lawful for any Prefidcnt and Council of Madras, 
“ Bombay, or Bencoolcn, for the 'I'ime being* 
to make any Orders for commencing Hofl:ilitic*s, 
“ or declaring or making War againfl any Indian 
“ Princes or Powers, or for negociating or con- 
* “ eluding 
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‘ 2d. Becaufe it is equally againfl: the Company’s 
Inflriirtions in their General Letter of April 
^ 777 > by which the Expediency of any future 
Alliance with Ragoba is exprefsiy left to our 
Determination. , 
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eluding any Treaty of Peace, or other Treatyj 
with any fuch Indian Princes or Powers, with- 
out tlic Confent and Approbation of the faid 
“ Governor General and Council Hrll had and 
“ obtained ; except in luch C'alcs of imminent 
“ Necelliry as would render it dangerous to polt- 
pone fuel] Iloftilities or 'Ibcaiics until the 
“ Orders from the Governor General and Council 
might arrive; and except in luch Cafes vvheie 
the laid Prefidents and Councils relpe(^lively 
lliall have received fpecial Orders from the 
“ laid United Company.’* 

The Reloluiion of the PrcTidcncy of Bombay 
was formed on Ibch a Cafe pf imminent Nccellity 
as would have rendered it dangerous to poftpone 
the Execution of it till the Orders Irom this 
Council might arrive ; a 'Preaty concluded near 
Two Years ago yet unaccomplilhcd, and the 
Grounds of a hoflilc Alliance formed by one of 
the Parties to the Treaty, Ballajee Pundit, be- 
tween the Maratta State and the Crown of France; 
fuch were the Dangers impending over the Prefi- 
(Icnt and Council of Bombay. A Mcafurc was 
offered to flieir Choice, by which theie Dangers 
might be removed and averted, and it was in its 
Nature luch as required their inllant Acceptance 
or Rcfufal, for it would have been impolfiblc to 
have kept a Defign, planned by One of the Two 
ruling Parties in the Maratta Aclnvnillration to 
dilpoUlls the other, in Sulpence and Secrecy, 
till it could be communicated to the Governor 
General and Council of Bengal, and receive their 
San6lion for its Execution. No other Expedient 
could have occurred, which could promife fo 
cffedually to reconcile the Differences fubfilVmg 
between the Governments of Poona and Bombay, 
nor which, if lucccfsful, could with Certainty 
prevent the Effe< 5 fs of French Intrigues. It was 
therefore a Cafe of equal Danger and Neccfllty, 
and fuch as juflified the Refolution taken upon it 
by that Picfidcncy, on its own Icparatc Au- 
thority. 

2d. The Company’s Indruaions, to which 
this Paffage rcfeis, are contained in the 2 5tli Pa- 
ragraph of their General Letter of the 5tli Fe- 
bruary 1777, which runs as follows: 

‘‘ You cannot but obferve, that we have hi- ’ 
therto fuppofed the Affairs of Ragoba are 
“ rendered defperate, and that the Minifters at 
“ Poona maintain their Ground, and conftitute 
“ at prefent the Maratta Government. Wc are 
neverthclefs of Opinion, that an Alliance ori- 
ginaily with Ragoba would have been more 
“ for the Honour and Advantage of the Com- 
‘‘ pany, and more likely to be latting, than that 
‘‘ concluded at Poona; his Pretenfions to the 
“ Supreme Authority, either in his own Right, 

“ or as Guardian to the Infant Pefliwa, appear to 
us better founded than thole of his Competi- 
“ tors : And therefore, if the Conditions of the 
“ 1 rcaty of Poona have not been ftridlly fulfilled 
‘‘ on the Part of the Marattas, and if from any 
Circumfttnccs you fliall deem inexpedient, wc 
“ have no Objedlion to an Alliance with Ragoba, 

“ on the Terms agreed upon betwee/Aim and 
•* the Governor and Council of Bombay.’* 

Thcfe Inftruftions were immediately addreffe^ 

to 
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to the Governor General and Council, as • they 
related to a Point depending on their general 
Controul j but mufl be fuppofed to include the 
fame Exceptions as the prohibitory Claufc above 
quoted in the Afl: of Parliament. The fame 
Sentiments are exprefled in the general Letter of 
the 1 6th April 1777, to Bombay, and almoftin the 
lame Terms, without any direct Reftridtion of 
them, to the exclufive Authority of the Governor 
General and Council, which it is not probable that 
the Company would have omitted, had it been in- 
tended to bind the Prefident and Council of 
Bombay in the Execution of them, further than 
they were already bound by the Aft of Parlia- 
ment. 

Difobedience of Orders neceflarily implies 
the Exiftence of Orders. Thofe fuppofed in 
the prefent Cafe mufl: be Orders forbidding an 
Alliance with Ragoba ^ but the Declaration made 
of Orders given to the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal, to form an Alliance with 
Rogaba, cannot pofTibly admit the Conftruftioa 
of Orders given to the Prcfidency of Bombay, not 
to form an Alliance with him. The Refolution 
therefore of that Prcfidency, fo far as it tends 
to the Formation of an Alliance with Ragoba, 
js not a Dilobedience of Orders, nor, to life 
Mr. Francis’s Words, is it “ againft the Com- 
pany’s Inftruftions ?” On the contrary, I am of 
Opinion, that the general Tenor of their In- 
ftruftions, the Urgency of the Occafion, and * 
the legal Latitude allowed them, amount, by 
their combined Weight, to an Obligation on 
the Prefident and Council of Bombay, to aft 
in fuch a Cafe as they have done. 


3d. Becaufe it is a Violation of the 9th and 3d. The loth and 12th Articles, which 1 
loth Articles of the Treaty concluded between fuppofe to be here meant, exprefs, that * 
the Governor General and Council and the Englifh fhall withdraw their Forces from Rago- ' 
Peftiwah. nauc Row, and that they (hall not alTift him ; 

that is, that they fliall not take his Part againft the 
Maratta Governmenr, as the 12th Article exprefies 
in Terms *, but if that Government itfclf adopts 
the Party of Ragonaut Row, and folicits the 
Airiftance of the Englifh in his Behalf, it can 
never be inferred from their Compliance, that 
they are guilty of a Violation of the Treaty, 

It will be remembered, that the only Perfons 
who have figned the Treaty on the Part of the Ma- 
rattas, arc Succaram Pundit and Ballajee Pundit, 
not as Principals, but as the profclfed Reprefenta- 
(ives of the Pcfhwa, who is yet an Infant ; of 
ilKle, Succaram Pundit is acknowledged to be 
ihe Su)-ciior, being by Office the Dewan. To 
him only all our full Letters were written ; and 
Colonel Upton’s Credentials were addrefled, as 
to tfie Pcrion in whom the legal Adminiftration 
was veiled. By the Conftitution of all Indian 
Governments, the executive Power is always held 
by the Hands of a fingle Man, The Pcrlbn of 
I lie Pcfhwa and his Seal, by which all Afts of 
Government aie authenticated, are in the Pof- 
jeHion of Succaram Pundit 5 whole Afts are there- 
tore the regular Afts of Government, whilft the 
Members of it continue divided. 

He is I'uppofed to have invited the Prcfidency 
of Bombay, to unite with him in giving AlTiftancc 

to 
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. 4tli. Becaufe fuLh Violaiion of a public Treaty 
pctween I wo States is not to be jullified by the 
Realons aflj^ned tor ic, viz. 1 hat a Number ot 
Individuals in one ot ihofe States are inclined to 
engage in Mcafures lubverlive ot all or any ot the 
Stipulations of luch public rrcaty, and have pri- 
vately applied for Alliitance in tarrying futh 
Mcafures into Execution. 


5th. Becaufe even the Evidence of fuch a Dif- 
pofition in Perfons alluded to, appears to us very 
uncertain and defective, being no more than a 
:private verbal Mcflage from them to Mr. Mof- 
•'T') n’s Subftitute at Poona ; meant perhaps for no 
other Purpofc but to difeover our Intentions with 
arefpeft to Ragoba, and which they may difavow 
Plcafurc. 


6th. Becaufe there arc no Proofs before us to 
warrant our giving Credit to an Aflertion fo im- 
probable as, that Succaram Baboo, whofe Letters 
to the Governor have been conftantly, and arc to 
this Time, filled with Complaints againfl the Non- 
^ execution of the Treaty, and particularly of the 
■Proteftion given to Ragoba, Ihould voluntarily 
enter into private Engagements, to rcaore Rapo- 
ba to the Regency, and folicic the Afliftance'"of 
the Prcfidcncy of Bombay for that Purpofc.

to Ragonaiit Row; and wc have received Af- 
iuranccs from that Prtlidcncy, that they will not 
comply with the Invitation, until they Ih'all receive 
the due Evidence of its Aiithenticuy. Their Af- 
liflance of coiirfe will be granted equally to the 
Maratta State as to Ragonaut Row ; and to the 
Pelhwa, the adual Ruler of the Maratta State. 

Ic is not ihciefore a Violaiion of the 'Preaiy con- 
d tided between the Governor General and Coun- 
t il, and the Pelhwa. 

4th. This Objection appears to me to confift 
of a finn>le Denial of an Argument erroncoufly 
flated. I'he Propofition which it introduces, is 
incompatible in I’crms. A Violation of a public 
Preaty cannot be jullified by any Reafons aOigned 
for it. The Kealbns afligned to the Prefident 
and Council of Bombay, are not that a Number of 
Individuals in the Maratta State are inclined to en- 
gage in Mcajurcs fuhverfivc of all or any of the 
Stipulations of the Treaty^ and have privately applied 
for JJfiJlance^ but, d'hat the ruling Member 
of the Maratta State has himfelf removed the 
Obligation of the Treaty which relates to the 
Perfon of Ragonaut Row, by defiring the Englilh 
to grant tflac Alfiflance to Ragonaut Row in 
behalf of the Maratta State, which they had before 
pledged their Faith to him to withhold while he 
was confidcred as an Enemy to that State. The 
Reafons thus afTigned appear to me to be a com- 
piece Juflification and Acquittal of the Prefident 
and Council of Bombay, in their fuppol'ed Ac- 
quiefcencc from the Charge of having violated 
the 'Preaty, 

5th. If ihc Meafures of the Prefident and 
Council of Bombay, have been decidedly taken on 
I'uch weak Grounds as arc fuppofed in this Ob- 
jedlion, their Conduff would have been truly re- 
prehenfible. The contrary appears on the Face 
of their Proceedings. I have not either of the 
Copies before me, underllanding that they are in 
Circulation ; but I iruft lecurely to my Memory, 
ill alfirming, that their Refolutioiis are guarded 
with all the Cautions which fuch a Cafe demanded, 
with perhaps one Exception ; 'Phey had done 
nothing on the Overtures made to them, but had 
only agreed on what they would do, if thefc 
were confirmed and authenticated by an Inltru- 
ment in Writing, figned by the Minificr and hi 5 
Colleagues, and fcalcd with their Seals, and de- 
livered by a Perfon deputed by them exprelsly to 
the Governor. Such F.vidence will be certain 
and complete ; and on fuch E^vidcnce only have 
the Prefident and Council of Bombay refolvcd to 
enter into Engagements with the Minificr. 

6th. Wc have been long fince informed of the 
mutual Jealoufies of the Two Minifiers. 7 his is 
an Eftcd which requires no Evidence of Fafts to 
prove it ; it being phyfically impolfiblc for Two 
Men, lliaring with equal Power, and without any 
conftitutional Right, the chief Adminirtration of 
a defpoiic Government, to maintain their Union 
entire againft the Competitions excited by their 
particular Intcrefis, or the mo^je interefied Sug- 
geftions of their refpedive Partizans^i^id Depen- 
dants i added to thelc Caufes, which are common 
A a to 
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to all Men placed in a Condition fimilar to tlicir% 
their Profpeds and Dilpofit.ons arc fuch as mull 
draw them in contrary Directions and this too 
is a Coniequcnce which limple Speculation may 
form independant of formal Evidence : One is dif- 
qiialified from Adion by the Infirmities of Oid 
Age, and whatever Influence his Ambition might 
have had on his Mind when he firft engaged in a 
Scene of Troubles, this mull have wholly for- 
faken him with the Object, which moll probably 
excited it in the Lofs of an only Son. To fuch a 
Man Eafe and pcrlbnal Safety are the only Com- 
forts that Life can prefent to him, or that can 
animate him to any Degree of temporary Exer- 
tion : We arc accordingly told, and on the Au- 
thority of Credit, that he refides entirely in the 
Fortrefs of Poorunder, which is his own Property, 
with the Infant Pclhwa in his Pofleffion, and (as 
I have heart!) a confiderablc Hoard of Treafurc, 
which he refufed to part with, even at the 'l ime 
when his Colleague was involved in great Diffi- 
culties by the Want of Money to pay the Army, 
whilh had mutinied for their Arrears, 1 he other 
is yet in the aftivc Sealon of Life, fupported 
partly by the perfonal Interell of his Affbciaie 
joined to his own, partly by the Attachment 
Hurry Punt Furkia, the Commander in Chief 
of the Forces of the Maratta State, and partly by 
the immediate Direftion of all tlje current Bufi- 
nefs of Government, which he has either afliimed 
or his Partner has left to his foie Charge*. To 
fuch a Man it was an obvious and neceflary Po- 
licy to employ the prefent Means of precluding 
all future Competitions, and for fecuring the firlt 
Place in the State on the Event of the Death of 
Succaram Baboo ; T he Means employed for fuch 
an End, and cfpecially the Provifion made of a 
foreign Alliance to promote it, could not fail to 
heighten the Sufpicions of his prefent Rival, ^i^^d 
to breed DifalFe£lion in others. 

If Succaram Baboo can obtain the alTurccl Con- 
ditions of perfonal Safety, and the unmolcflcd 
Pofleffion of his own Property, from Kagoba, I 
fee no Caufe to regard his Acceptance of them as 
improbable, although he ftiould have joined in 
more adverle Adis againlt Kagoba, than that in- 
ftanced by Mr. Francis of his Complaint of the 
Protedtion granted by the E.nglifh to Ragoba, 
whilfl his own Interell and Safety appeared to be 
endangered by it. 

I am not certain whether I may not mifconccivc 
the 1 cndency of this and the preceding Objec- 
tion, but they feem to me to imply that the late 
Overtures made to the Prcfidency of Bombay by 
Succaram Baboo and his Party, through Mr. 
Lewis, may have been an Artifice concerted 
between them and Nanna Furncefs himfelf, not 
only to difeover our Intentions with refpedl to 
Ragoba, but to gain the PoirefTion of his Per- 
fon and to dcllroy him. This would be a very 
dangerous Policy both to the Minifters thcmfelves, 
if they were fincerely united in it, as it would draw 
on them a very unnecefiary Scene of Troubles, 
which from pall Experience of the Succefs which 
has generally attended the Englilh Arms, they 
have fo great a Caufe to folicit, and particularly 
to Nanna Furncefs, as it would place him prccifcly 
and truly in the Situation which it was intended 

to 
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to feign, and leave him at the abfolutc Mercy of 
his Accomplices, if they chofc to convert a pre- 
tended Plot againft him into a real one. In eiieft 
I (hould confidcr the Exigence of Inch a Defign as 
in the Nature of Things impollible. 


7th. Becaufe, admitting that a Party has been 

! E>rmcd to fupport the Pretenfions of Ragoba, luch 
^arty is either ftrong enough to accomplilh their 
^irpofc without our AHlltance, confequcntly our 
ateiference is unneceflary j or if their own 
trength be in itlclf unequal to the Knrerprize, they 
’ill then want an immediate and continued Sup- 
port which the Presidency of Bombay is in no Con- 
jition to give them. In their l .etter ot the 7th 
December they tell us, that their European Batta« 
lions aie greatly deficient of their proper Com- 
plement, which tliey have no Means or Prolpeft ot 
:ompleting: And ih-it notwithftanding they give 
►very iMicouragcmcnt, it is very difficult to raife 
food Sepoys on tliat Coaib. 1 hat they arc un- 
ibh to co-operate with the other Prefidencies, in 
jafe of an Attack upon either of tliem ; that li- 
nited as their Power is, and unprovided as they 
irc with Rcfources, they cannot exert themlelves 
i^s the Occafion requires, they can do no more 
han reprclcnt their Situation and Circumftanccs 
6 us, &c. 

It follows then that theRefolution of the Bombay 
?refidency, to carry Ragoba to Poona, may involve 
is in a War, in which the Safety of our Pofleffions 
m the Maratta Coaft may be immediately ha- 
zarded, and which can no Way be fupported 
iercafter but by Supplies of Men and Money 
irom Bcngak • 


Stii. Becaufe it is at all Times the Duty of 
his Council to give their utmoft Attention to 
he Prefervation of Peace in India, but at this 
un<iturc more particularly than at any other, 
3 while 


7th, I agree with Mr. Francis, that the Prefi- 
dency of Bombay is unable to fupport a continued 
War, but by Supplies of Men and Money from 
Bengal. 1 his is an Argument to (iipply them 
with Men and Money, but it is not in itfclf an 
Objection to their Rcfolution ; if their own Means 
are equal to its immediate Execution, and to its 
Support until they can be alfifbed from Bengal. 

This Ciovernment can affift them with both 
Men and Money, and I trull without feeling the 
Want of cither for the Suppoit of its own Con- 
cerns. By the lall Returns from Bombay, the 
grols Numbers of their dificrcnc Military Corps 
flood as follows : 


Artillery, Rank and File — 261 

European Infantry, 1J“ — yS^ 

Sepoys — 5621 

Irregulars — — 1231 


The Force of this Prefidency was much lefs at 
the Battle of Plafley. It was much Ids, when it 
was at the fame Time occupied in the Defence of 
thefe Provinces againll the Shahzadc, and in the 
Expedition under Colonel Fordc againft Mafuli- 
patam-, and it was mucli lefs when unllipported by 
any Country Power, it wrefted the Provinces of 
Bengal and Bahar from the Hands of Coflein Ally 
Cawn. 

I have no Doubt of their being in a State to 
enter upon tl>e Meafure which they have pro- 
pofed. The Diftance of Bombay from Poona 
is but a March of Four Days. I am informed 
that Madajee Sindea and I’uccojee Holkar are 
both encamped in the Neighbourhood of Poona, 
with about 20,000 Horfe. They are, if the Af- 
fociation has taken Place, in the intereft of Ra- 
goba. Hurry Punt Furkia was, 1 am informed, 
on the Banks of the River Kiftna, at a Place 
called Kiftna Teer, with the main Army of the 
Maratta State, engaged in a War with Hyder 
Ally : He is reprefented to be attached to Nana 
Fiirneefe, but can afford him little Service on 
fuch an Occafion and at fuch a Diftance. Such 
is theprefent State of the IVties on which the” 
F.vent of an Undertaking, fuch as has been pro- 
pofed by the Prefidency of Bombay, is likely to 
depend, at Icaft fuch I have gathered it to be 
from Authorities unconncdlcd with thofc of Bom- 
bay. I lhall not prefume to draw any Conclu- 
fions from fuch uncertain and variable Materials ; 
but I am fatisfied that all Appearances, fuch as 
they are, arc favourable, and convinced that it 
depends on the Prudence of the Government of 
Bombay to prevent the Company’s Affairs from 
fuftcring any Prejudice by the propofed Engage- 
ments ; if they Ihould even fail to derive any in- 
ftant Benefit from it. 

Sth. The Argument which is here introduced 
as an Objedion to the propofed Meafure, would, 
in my Judgment^ be better applied tOi the De- 
fence of it* If the Apprehenfion of a War with 

France 
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a confiderablc Part of the national Force is 
employed ,in America, and while the Apprehen- 
fion of a War with France and S[)ain hangs over 
the Councils of the Nation. 


5th. Becaufe the Requifition made by the Pre- 
fidency of Bombay to that of F'crc Saint George, 
of a Body of I'roops for any Purpofe but that of 
immediate Self-defence without our Conient and 
Approbation, appears to us highly irregular, and in 
its Confequences dangerous, as it tends to defeat 
the Intention of the Legifl iture in the Inftituiion of 
this Council •, and to make it impoffible for us to 
provide for the Safety of the Britifh Empire in 
India by any general Plan of Meafures. 

It is not podible that the Company’s Forces 
fhould adt under a fteady and united Diredfion 
for the general Safety and Defence of our Poflef- 
fions, or move together in any one Plan of Adion, 
as long as the relpedive Dirpofuion of the Forces 
of each of the other Prefidencies is liable to be 
altered without our Knowledge or Confent. 


lOih. Bccaufe the Resolutions taken by the 
Prcfidcncy of Bombay not only ftand in dired 
Conti adidion to the Authorities and Engage- 
ments hereinbetore recited, hut more efpecially 
to the Inltrudions of this Council, unanimoufly 
agreed, on the i8th Augutt lalf, which they 
appear to have totally difregarded, and which it 
is our Duty to iupport and infift on.- I dcfire 
the Second Paragiaph in that Letter may be 
read. 

The firfl; Point has undoubtedly afforded juft 
Caufc of Olfciue and Jealoufy to the Maraira 
Governn^^nt. We wilh that Ragoba had been 
induced to uteepe the I'crms of Conciliation lately 
10 ofl^cred 
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France and Spain hangs over the Councils of 
the Nation, we relieve them from a confiderablc 
Share of their Apprehenfion, by eftabliffiing a 
firm Intercll in the moft powerful State of India; 
and by checking in its firfl: Growth the Seeds 
which the French have Town of an Alliance with 
it, and which, if fufFered to grow to Maturity, 
may prove fatal to the Britifh Pofleflions in In- 
dia. At the fame Time it is the moft unexcep- 
tionable Way by which the French Defigns could 
polfibly be obviated *, as they have no oftcnfible 
or direct Concern in thefe Difputes, but will be 
eventually crulhed by the Overthrow of their 
Friends ; whereas by waiting till they have ac- 
quired an Eftabliflimcnt in the Maratta Domi- 
nions, we (hall be reduced to adt openly againft 
them, which we cannot do without an immediate 
additional Hazard, nor without involving the 
Two Nations in a War. 

9th. A like Application was made by the Pre- 
fidcncy of Bombay to that of Fort Saint George 
in the Year 1775, with which, in a Letter written 
to the latter on the 7th September, we forbad 
their Compliance. 

The Sentiments expreffed by the Court of Di- 
reftors in the 45th Paragraph of their Commands 
of the 24th December 1776 on that Interference, 
is fo pointedly oppofite to the Objedfion now ftated 
by Mr, FTancis, that 1 fhall infert an Extradt of 
that Paragraph as a complete Reply to it. 

“ We are forry to obferve, that you appear 
“ to entertain an Opinion of the controlling 
Powers vefted in the Governor General and 
Council of Bengal over our other Prefidencies, 
beyond what in our Opinion is authorized by 
“ the late Adi of the Lcgiflaturc. 

“ This Obleivation arifes from your Inter-* 
fcrcnce with our Governor and Council of Fotf 
Saint George, to prohibit them femiing Troops 
out of their own Diftridls for Aid to our Settle- 
ment of Bombay, although the faid Adi cx- 
prcfsly forbids any of the other Prefidencies to 
engage in political Negociations with the Na- 
♦- tives, or foreign Nations, without the I’articipa- 
tion and Concurrence of the Supreme Council ; 
yet it certainly leaves each dilbncl Government 
“ Power to take from Time to Time fuch Steps 
as the immediate Exigcni y of their Affairs may 
require for Self defentc or Protedlion, or for 
the neccflliry Aid or Affiftance to be given to 
other Settlements ; and on this Principle we 
murt difapprovc your Interference in this Cafe.” 

10th. While I was preparing the Minute re- 
corded on the 26th January, and written before 
the Receipt of the late Advices from Bombay, 

I cabled the lafl of ihefe Expedients to be llaied 
in a Cafe and referred to a learned Pundit for his

I am afTured, that though it is cuftomary 
for Hindoos to navigate Veflels on the Well 
Coall of India, yet they are always joined with 
Mahometan Lafears, who are conllaiitly em-

Soeiety of luch Men being thcmfclvrs polluted, 
is, as is well known, equally forbidden to the 
moie fcrupulotis Hindoos with that of the Pro- 
fefVors of a different Religion: This Expedient 
was tlierefore impracticable. What Objedfions 
either Ragoba’s Dilfruff of Madhajee Sindia and 
I'uccojec llolcar, or their Refulal to give the re- 
quifite Securities, might have created to the other 
Expedient, wc cannot know,becaufe I'ime was not^ 
given for the 1 rial of either *, but had either beea*^ 
praClicable, it ought not to have prevented the 
PrcTulent and Council of Bombay from accepting 
a Propofitlon which prom i led lo much more 
elfectual a Conciliation of the Differences fubfifl:- 
ing between them and the Minifters *, and at the 
lame Time accorded fo perfectly with the declared 
Wifhes of the Court of DireCtors.

Sandal Wood and Pepper in his Dominions.” 

11. Wc have jull received a Letter trom the Prefident and Council at Fort Saint George, 
dated i6ih ultimo, wltich contains a State of the Force and Refources ot that Prefidency, with 
many other Informations of Confequence *, we have therefore caufed a Copy of it to be added to 
our laft Confultation I’or your Notice. 

12. In this Letter the Prefident and Council have given us, as nearly as they could judge of 

them, an Account of the probable Views, Interefts, and Connedl ions of the different Country Powers 
adjacent to your Pulleffion.s on the Coall, with Inch Informations as they had received refpefting 
them. It appears that tlie Attention of Hyder Ally is wholly occupied in the Defence of his own 
Dominions againft liis natural Lnemies the Maratta^, but that he has a Vackecl at Pondicherry, who 
receives FaKOuragement from the (mvernor, Monfieur Bellecombc, and that this Gentleman main- 
tain.s a Corrclpondenec with Hyder, by which he endeavours to fee u re him to the Interefts of the 
French. ‘ 

13. The Maratta Army oppofed to Hyder’s was greatly fuperior to his ; but he furprizbd them in 
the Niglu of the 5th ultimo near the ILnks of the Jungabuddra, drove them acrofs that River, and 
obtained a confidcrable Advantage over them. 

14. We arc further iiiiormed iVom Madras, of an Application which they had received from the 
Prefident and Council at Bombay to hold in Readinefs 2co Europeans, a Battalion of Sepoys, and 
50 Artillery, to march to Anjengo if their fubfequent Engagements flaouJd make it neceffary to re- 
quire them. Although the Prefident and Council at Fort Saint George did not think proper to ! 
comply with this Requeft, we have informed them of our Refolution to afford tfec Countenance and 
Support of this Government to the Undertaking at Bombay in favour of Ragdtii, provided it be 
confined to the Objeds which have been defined *, and we have earneftly recommends it to them to 
grant a Reinforcement of Troops if the Application ftiould be renewed.

Mr. Lewis refers to a Letter which he wrote to the Prefident at Bombay, on the 
1 2th Deccmbqf, for the Purport of a Convcrfaiion which had paffed between Moraba Furnefe and 
him, prerious to the Receipt of the Orders of the 12th December *, this wc conclude is of fomc Im- 
portance, as it muft either have confirmed or difapproved the Authority of the firft Overtures madc .;^ 
for the Company’s Affiftancc •, but by fomc Accident wc are not furniAcd with a Copy of it.

bring 'I’vvt inv thouiand Men into the Field, if your Honour and the Board thought proper to go; 
upon the Buhnels in his N.uue. He further added, that if the Council would declare their Relo. 
lution to aft conioimable to what he now faid, he would open himfclf entirely to me, and tell me 
how many rnoic Troops he could bring, and on whom he could depend for Affiftance : ‘But, fays 
he, it will be improper to explain myfelf further, until I know their Anlwer ; for the Bufineh 
inuft be mana<'ed in my Name only. He alfo faid, that if the Englifli and he once undertook 
the Affair in a i)roper Manner, he would anfwcr to fettle the Government in Three Months 
Time. Befoic I left this Gentleman, he made me promife, that I would write your Honour the 
above before 1 went to fleep, and to rcqudl that an Anfwcr might be fent in Five Days from this 
Date, if poflible.

Honourable Sir, 

I addre/Ied you the 7th at Night from Compolee, enclofing Two Letters I met on the Road from 
Mr. Lewis ; I make no Doubt of their having reached you. As there was nothing in their Contents 
to prevent my proceeding, I let out the next Morning, and arrived here Yefleiday about 10 o’Cloac. 
Nothing occurred on the Road, nor did the Government take the Icaft Notice of me, not even by 
a complimentary Mefiage, though they were publicly advifed of my coming into Town that Morn- 
ing by Mr. Lewis. Immediately on* my Arrival I gave the necell’ary Notice both to Nanah, Mado 
Row, and Byrow Punt, and requeffed of the former that 1 might be favoured witli an Audience as 
foon ns poflible, not only to acquaint them with the Iffue of the Bufmefs they had entruflcd me with, 
but alfo the Bufinefs I was charged with from your Honour, &c. He rcplieti, that that Day was 
their Sancrant, and that '1 o-day was an unlucky one ; he therefore could not fee me, but To-morrow 
would ('OJifider of it. I know no Remedy but Patience, but will ufe every Fmdeavour to procure 
one as loon as 1 can j until when I fhall defer addrcfhng the Board, and alfo forwarding the public § 
Packet for the Governor General and Council \ not only that I may inform them with the Detenni- 
iKuion of the Durbar, but it may be altogether unncceflTary from the Letter you will receive from 
Mr, l.ewib, and a Letter I now forward you from Moraba. This Letter I procured eaily this 
Morning, and will I hope convince you of his Sincerity, and alfo confirm what Mr. Lewis has wrote 
you. 1 wiiii to God you may be able to undertake the Bufinefs \ fuch another Opportunity may 
never again oiler. Sacram I firmly believe is concerned, and will aflill privately all he can, but I 
am afiaid will not yet be brought to give it under his Hand. Moraba’s Defirc, that the Bufinefs 
may be done in his Name, is I judge to prevent Biichaba laying a prior Claim to the Duanfhip, 
wlio is appointed by the Rajah, has never yet himiclf been the afting Man, and indeed is unequal 
to the Cluirge in thefc troubldbme Times. 

Ydleroay being a Holiday, I could get little or no Intelligence i and indeed the drift Watch that 
kept over every one belcniging to us will make it very tedious, as it can only be done by Night. 
You mi.y depend on my bcinp^ as expeditious as pofilble. 

Permit me to entreat an early Anlwer to Moraba’s Letter, and that it will be fuch as not to dif- 
appoint all his Hopes of concluding Matters through us.

Hurry Punt has again been defeated by Hyder, and has retreated to Panchmal, on the Northern 
Bank of the Kiftna, in Hopes of receiving fome Affillance fronn Downfa, who is encamped at 
Narrain Pent, about 7 \vcdve Cols from Hurry Punt. Hyticr’s Army has crollcd to the Northward 
bf the Tongebodias in Purfuit of him. "J'hc Durbar are ufing every Endeavour to perfuade the 
Nizam (who, on account of a Wedding in his Eumily, has not yet left Hyderabad, as was re- 
ported) to join them againft Hyder, biu which he refufed doing till they comply with the Pro- 
tnifes made him when he joined them againll Ragoba, which are, their delivering him the Forts of 
Affiur and Amadanagur. * I have Rcalbn to believe this Intelligence can be depended on, having 
received it from fevcral Hands. 

On my entering the Town, obferving fevcral Parties of Iloife encaniped about it, I fent People 
to make Enquiry of the Numbers; from whole Reports I find there are from 8 to 10,000, be- 
longing to (liltercnt Officers. 

Monfieur de Coicelle, the French Gentleman who took our Protc6lion, having received Affiurances 
from People in whom he could confide, that he had nothing to fear, on the 14th at Night delivered 
me a Letter, Tranflate of which is iiiclofcd, and immediately left the Fadory.

Enclofcd is Duplicate of our lad Letter, dated the 3d Inftant. 

By the Intelligence we have fince received from Poona, contained in the enclofcd Papers, it appears 
tfiatMoraba, moll probably from Views of Ambition, infills on the Bulinels being carried on in his. 
Kame only ; upon which we immediately rclblved, that nothing further could be done, unlefs Sacca- 
riam Bappoo, the Principal in the late Treaty, joined in making a formal Application to us *, and wc 
in confequence fent the neceftary Orders to the Relident at the Durbar, as per Copy fubjoined to the 
;'; 3 Lctters from Poona. 

We have lent Orders for the Recall of all the European Infantry from the Garrifons of Surat and 
CTannali •, but Ironi the Diltancc ot Broach, and the Importance of that Province, wc judged it would 
be imprudent to weaken that Garrifon, and therefore continued it exadly upon the former Footing. 
We have alfo thought it improper to remove the Detachment of Artillery cither from Surat or Tan- 
,nah \ the latter indeed is fo contiguous, that wc can always command its Service at an Hour’s Warn- 
ing. 

Wc now have it in Contemplation to throw our whole Body of Infantry into One Battalion inftead 
of Two, as the Companies are nearly reduced to a I'hird of their Complement. 

On the 30th ultimo 3 French Gentleman landed at Choul, from a Snow commanded by a King’s 
Officer, which had come dired from Pondicherry, and proceeded to Poona. On the i8th inllanc 
Kao(jba fent a Melfage, acquainting us he had received Advice from Poona, that it had been a<yrecd 
by a written Inftrument, to give Lhoul or Row Dundah to the French, and that the Sunnud would 
be heicaftcr i filled. 

, Combining the above Circumftances with Ragoba’s Intelligence, we are very apprehenfive that 
thehrcnch vvill loon be in Pofiefiion ot Choul-, and that the French Gentleman had lome Commiflion 
from Monlicur Belcombc to the Durbar, which may have occafioned the Cclfion of that Place. Wc 
have however direded Mr. Mollyn to fpare neither Pains nor Expcnce to arrive at the Truth on thelc 
Points, and to advife you inftaiuly of the Refult of his Enquiry.

I object to the Governor General’s Letter, intended to be written to the Prefidcnt and Council of 
Bombay •, becaule, fuppofing the Board had already rcfolved to grant that Prcfident and Council a 
Military Force equal to the effedual Support of one Part of the Maratta State againft the otfier, 
♦hich I GO not think advifable, the Route which the Troops appointed for that Service are to take 
iji neither fixed nor afeertained, but left to the future Determination of the Governor and Council at 
Bombay, or to the Pleafure of the commanding Officer •, and more particularly becaufe it is nor, pre- 
vious to the March of the I'roops, in any Degree akertained, that the reigning l\)vv( rs through wIk fe 
Dominions it fliall ultimately be judged expedient for them to pals, arc eitlier in Union or Alliaiue 
with the India Company, or tliat they an- dilpolcd to give inch Aid and Affiltance to the Support of 
the Detachment, as the commanding Oliiccr may from I'lmc to I'ime require *, witliout which Affifi- 
ance and Security I am apprehenfive wc lhall expok the Detacliment to imminent Kitqiie.

carrying into Fxccution fuch Meafures as may mod efkelually tend to frufirate kudi dani>erous 
Defigns,” is in my 0 [finion extremely objedionable *, becaufc a Paragraph lo looiely woidcd may 
fibvolvc not only the India Company, but likcwifc the Knglilb Nation, in a War wiih ('ranee and 
Becaufe 1 do not think we fliould be jullified in commencing Ilollilitics againil the French lor the 
ViVOwed Purpofe of depriving them of commercial Advantages faid to be acquired by Treaty. If 
' therefore the French have already obtained, or arc likely to obtain Advant.iges from their Negoda- 
<i|ons with the iMaratta States, wc fliould endeavour to counteraft thole Atlvant.igcs by Ncpocfation, 
•ind not by Forcci but above all, we ought to be particularly careful ac this d ime to remder our 
Inftruiftions to the Governor and Council of Bombay lo plain, dillincl:, and edwious, as not to afford 
Ipbcm the fmall Plea or Pretence to become the Aggrcllbrs, by commenLlng I loftilities againlt the 
French ; and as Mr. Moltyn has given it as his Opinimi that no Agreement has yet been made be- 
tween the Maraiias and the French, I am induced to believe that it will require no great Ingenuity 
or Adtlrek to countcraft their Intentions.

Governor General— I mun: beg Leave in this Ifiacc to reply in a very few Woids to Mr. Whelcr’s 
Minute, which I think is grounded on a Mik:onfbudion of my Motion : I have not formally pro- 
pofed tlic Route which is to be taken, becaule the Formation of the Detacliment, if it is to go, is 
the Objed that requires an immediate Detcimination j but I do nor propofe that it ffioiild be Icfc 
Cither to the commanding Ofneer or tlie Prelidcnt and Council ol Bomliay : I have already deter- 
mined tlie Route in my own Mind; thde I will mention verbally to the Board; I hope it is not 
ttcccfiary yet to put them on Record. 1 have had Opportunities of Itudying the Interefls and Dif- 
pofitions of the difierent Powers of llmdoitan and die Decan, although we liave had little Intercourfe 
with them ; and from the Knowledge which I have obtained, I believe the March from Calpee, ac 
kaft as far as Burramporc. to be pradicable and eafy, and to lead through the Country of our Friends : 
Bepnd that I cannot anfwcr ; but the Diftance is fo Imall, that I have no Doubt of making the Re- 
mainder of our Way good, whether it (hall lead us to Poona, to Bombay, to Surat, or to Broach, 
cve*' oy Foice if it (hould be neceffary. Mr. Wheler has (aid, that the following Paragraph in the 
Letter propoled ro be written to Bombay is lo lookly worded, that it may involve not only the India 
Company, but the F'aighffi Nation, in a War with France ; viz, “ No Time ought to be loll in form- 
mg and carrying into Execution Inch Meakires as may moll efibaually tend m fruftrate fuch dan- 
gerous Defjgns. 1 (hould delerve to forfeit the Place I hold were I wantonly or (liidioufly tocngaf>e 
this Government in Meafures which ffiould have (\ich a Tendency, if it could be avoided. The 
Words which arc above quoted are not the Words in which the Plan is uekribed whickwe are to 
undertake, but they arc the Grounds or Reaibns on which the Plan is concluded. All Rie public 
^^dvices from Bombay and IVma, corroborated by Intelligence through other Channels, prove 
^^yond a Doubt, that the French have already formed a dole and intimate Conned^n with the 
ptuling Adminiltration of the iMaraita State ; have obtained Pofleffion of u Port, not a P(^ of Trade, 

9 ^ but 
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but a Pont Inr the Tntroduflion of Arms and Troops into the Maratta Country, almofl without Sigl.t 
of Boiibay ; that they liave promilcd a military yXiuilancc to the Marattas, which whether cxpcciiai 
from hra ice, oi irom then Ciariilons at the Ifle of Mauritius, may in the Courlc of a few Months 
be landed on tlic Manrta Conlh I'he Frenc.h already affedf to fpeak of the Port of Ghoul as tlicir 
own. 1 have iiilur/ned the Bedard ot an Lxprels, which I have every Realon to believe has been 
lately lent by Mr Chevalier to the Malabar Coaft, addrefl'ed both to Monfieur Bcllecombe'-and the 
Chevalier Sr. Lubin. I Inall not be furprized if the next Month’s Intelligence fliould inform us 
that Monlicur Bellec ofnlje, the Chief of all the French Fftablilluncnts in India, has made his perfonal 
Af)pcaran(c at Ih ona. It is, and always has been my Opinion, and I believe that 1 have more than 
on< e exprch<-d u on thcic Records, that it ever the French make any Attempts to regain their for- 
mi.r Power and Influence in India, it will not be by a naval Armament, which I repeat is impradicable, 
but by the previous PofleOion ot a political Ellablifliment in the Dominions of fume Country Power 
oi the III It Conlideration. There are but Two Powers whofe Alliance would avail them, Hyder 
Ally and the Marnttas ; the former will no Doubt, upon Principles of good Policy, keep upon good 
d errns with them, but will never attach himlelf lb clolely to them as to become their Dependent. 

1 he prclent Rulers ot the Maratta State are prccifcly in that Situation that will make them greedily 
catch at the Offers of the French of their Alliance, and to make any Sacrifices to obtain it j and I 
lay it down as a Point incontrovertible, that if a Detachment of much Ids than looo Europeans, 
with Arms for difcijilining a Body of Native Troops in the European Manner, llnll have once obtained 
a booting in the Maratta Country as the Allies of that Cjovernmenr, ail the Native Powers of In- 
doftan united will lie at their Mercy, and even the Provinces of Bengal be expofed to their Depre- 
dations. 'Phe brench therefore have now leized on the only Means by which they can ever become 
formidable to us in India •, and it is tt) avert the dreadful C onfequenccs of llich a Defign that I have 
propofed to Itrengthen the Hands of the Prefident and Council of Bombay, and to enable them to 
counterad: ir. It is impolllble to form a Plan completed for this Purpole, bccaufe it mutt depend 
upon Circumttanccs, and even in a great Meafure upon the Operations of our Enemies ; it mutt be 
left to the Prdidency of Bombay, to whom nothing is necelTary to be afforded on our Part but a 
Strength adequate to the Calls whicli they may have to exert it: I have therefore propofed that the 
Detachment which may be formed lhall be ordered to march as foon as it is formed, to the Afliftance 
of Bombay, and this I apprehend is all that is at prefent necefiary. I do not propofe that they fhouki 
ad againft the French, but be ready to oppofe any Defigns of the French j to oppole any Defigns 
of the Marattas, if the Marattas Ihould prove our F.nemies •, or to aflift the Marattas of that Part of 
the Maraita State with which we are in Alliance. There is nothing in this Intention tnat can pofTibly 
involve the Nation in a War with France, fince the French are not the declared Objed of the prefent 
Enterprize •, and we have even the Authority of the Paifhwa and Minitters tiiemfclves to affirm, that 
the French have no Connedion or Concern in their Affairs, but have been received fiinply on the 
Footing of 1 lorpitality, and that Civility which is due from one State to another. 

Some 'fime will be required to form and equip the Detachment before it can march. It is not 
necefiary to lend any Inttrudions to the Governor and Council of Bombay rdpe£ting the Applica- 
tion to be made of this Reinforcement, until it fliall have adually begun to move: But I fliall liavc 
no Objedion, and I think it highly j^roper, to enjoin them in the ttndett Manner, that they do not 
on any Pretence become the Aggielfors, by commencing. Hottilities againtt the F'rench, nor yet 
againtt the Maratras •, but to continue to adhere, as they affure us they will do, to. the ftrid Letter 
of the Treaty iubfitting between the Company and tiie prefent Admiiiillratlon of the Maratta State. 

I never tinderllood or luppofed that a formal (jrant by Sunnud has been made to the French of 
the Port of Choul, but it is notorious that the French are in PoiTeffion of that Port ; and althoUf^h 
Mr. Mollyn does declare, nearly in the Words made ufe of by Mr. Whelcr, that a Perfon well and 
officially informed, had affuretl him that he did not believe there was any Agreement entered into 
between Monfieur St. Lubin and the Durbar; yet what he adds in the Words immediately follow- 
ing, prove that Mr. Mottyn himfelf did nor mean by this F-xprellion to contradidl the Belief that 
an Agreement paffed between Monfieur St. Lubin and Nana r urnefe ; his Words are as follows: 

“ It therefore appears to me, that the Writing alluded to by my Superiois can be no other than 
‘‘ the private Treaty between Monfieur St. l.ubin and Nana Furnefe, of which your Honour, &c. 

“ were informed under the 29th November.” This Mode of Allufion implies, that Mr. Mottyn 
had not even a Doubt of the private Agreement which had paffed between Nana Furnele and Mon- 
fieur Sr. Lubin. 

Since writing the above, I have verbally mentioned the Precautions taken for fecuring a free and 
peaceable Paffage for the Detachment whenever it lhall march ; w'e cannot wait for their Efteds, 
bccaule the Scafon will be too far advanced but if in the Interval between the Orders which may 
be iffued for forming the Detachment, and the l ime propofed for the Commencement of its Opera- 
tions, either the Advices which we may receive from Bombay lhall render their March unnecelfary, 
or any better Means can be fuggerted for obviating and fruttiating the Defigns of our Enemies ; in 
cither Cafe I wdl gladly agree to remand the Troops to their refpedive Corps ; and as Mr. Whcler 
has laid, /fhat it the French had already obtained or are likely to obtain Advantages from their Nc- 
gociations with the Maratta State, we ffiould endeavour to counterad thole Advantages by Nego- 
ciation, and hus even concluded with expreffing his Belief, that it will require no great Ingenuity 
of Addrej^to countcrad their Intentions. I hoj)e he will point out the Means by which a Nego- 
ciacion 0 ^ this Kind can be conduded with Succcis, and the Otters which may be made to induce 
' • the 
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ithe Miniftcr to cancel his Engagements with his new Allies, and to accept of the Friendfhip of the 
tnc^lifli Company in their Stead : 1 afk this not from any Defire of combating an Arguinent, but 
W obrainincy either, fuch Lights as may be afforded on that Side of the (^uellion, and profiting by 
them for the Peace and eafier Condud: of the Company’s Affairs, on a clear Convidion that no 
licgociation whatfoever will avail with the Powers of this Country that is not immediately and point* 

idly direded to their Intcrefts or their Fears. • r 1 * 

li Mr. Whcler— Ii is evident from the Explanation which the Governor has now given or hiS 
tetter, '^hat no Part of rny Minute was either grounded upon Error or Mifeonftrudion. 1 he Go*- 
Iternor afferts, that the French are now in PofTefTion of a Port, not a Port of 1 rade, but a Door 
for the Introdudion of Arms and Troops into the Maratta Country, almoft within Sight of Bom- 
bay. I ret^ueft that the Governor will favour this Board with his Authority for that Afiertionj and 
iikewire explain what he means by “ FoUenion.” 

r I’he Governor Genetal— I hope Mr, Wheler docs not exped that I lliall give up my Time td 
Examination of all the voluminous I'apers which have been written upon this Siibjedl. 1 hat 
the French arc in Poffellion of the Port of Choul, has been alfcrted in the Letters from Bombay 
hhd Poona •, in the Intelligence tranimitted from the Nabob of Arcot; in other Papers ot Intelligence ; 
and it has been charged to the Minifter, as I think, in Letters written fiom hence. The French 
Ships have been for near thel'e I'wdve Months pall at Choul their Goods have been landed at 
Choul, and continued there when the laft Advices were difpatched from thence. This life of the 
Pert is piefcnt PofleHion, The Sunnud or Grant can only give them Property, 

Mr Wheler— I cerr.iinly do not mean to give the Governor any uniieceffiry I'rouble : I thought 
the A'i'crtion a very extraordinary one, elpecially as I had not mrt with any Grounds for it upon tlie 
Comp.iny’s Records : I do not confider the l,aniling of Goods, witliout Interruption for Twelve 
Months, as a Proof of Right, or PofleiTion of a Port, 

Governor General — Whenever thel'e Minutes Ihall be read iti England, the Company will be pof- 
ftfled of much more authentic Evidence than can be given here, cither in Proof that the Fienchare in 
Pofl'enion of Choul, or that they are not in Pofleflion -, it is unncceflary therefore for me to continue 
to affirm my Belief of the Faft, nor will any Contradiftion invalidate it. 

Read the Minute delivered by Mr. Francis on the propofed Letter to Bombay, which was circulated 
on Sa/urclay. 

Mr. Francis— I difapprove of and objedl to every Part of the Letter propofed by the Governor 
'General to be written to the Prefidency of Bombay the Meafiire, which it Itaies as refolved on, viz. 

of alfemblinw a Force at Calpec with conditional Orders to march to Bombay,” h.as not yet been 
[jgebated, or eveti propofed in Council i much lefs have the Objections to which fuch a Step is liable^ 
the Conleqflences which may attend it, been duly confidercd : At preient I have no Idea of any 
likrgumcnts that can induce me to confent to the March of Four Battalions of Sepoys into the Heart of 
Imdoftan, through an immenfc FraCt of Country, in which we have no Alliance or Connexion 
phatfoever ■, no Magazines, nor a finglc Place of Strength to retreat to : I will not be anfwerable for the 
^onfequences of hazarding a Detachment of our Troops, which we can very ill fpare upon an Ex- 
ijpedition in which they will probably be cut off, and for no Purpofe but to fupport an olfcnfive 
;^ar, which I do not doubt will loon become general. 

' I beg Leave to fay, that I am not at all alarmed at the Steps fuppofed to be taken by the 
French for obtaining a Setileinent on the Malabar Coaft. If the whole Story be not fabricated by 
Ragoba’s Party, to anfwer particular Purpofes, 1 have Mr. Moftyn’s Opinion and Authority for be- 
lieving that no Agreement has yet been made between the Marattas and the F’rench, for putting tlie 
lattcrin Pofieffion of Choul : 'Fhe Intelligence comes from Ragoba, and Mr. Moltyn himfclf tliinks 
there is no boundation for it ; but admitting it to be true, what Right have we to make ufc of 
Force to prevent the French from obtaining luch a Grant by Negociation with an independant State ? 
Or will the Members of u fictitious, not a rcab Majority ol this Board, created by a calling Voice, run 
the Rilque of engaging the Nation in a W'ar with France, with no better Caufc of Qiiarrel, than that 
they are forming an advantageous Treaty or Alliance with the Marattas ? If our’s had been faithfully 
tXccutcii by us, and Ragoba difmiired from Bombay, the prefent Queftion would never have cxifted, 

' The Prefidcnt and Council of Bombay now afk us, Whether they Ihall ufe their Efforts to prevent 
fuch a Settlement taking place ? The Anfwer propofed by the Governor, tells them, that “ in our 
**■ Opinion, no Time ought to be loft in forming and carrying into Execution fuch Meafurcs, as may 
**■ moft eftcClually tend to fruftratc fuch dangerous Defigns But what thofe Efforts and Meafurcs 
arc to be, rem ains to be explained. I conclude, that Military Operations againft the French are 
intended, as our former Permiffion would hardly be neceffary to authorize any others 5 but the Bombay 
Prefidency at this Moment tell us, that their I’roops arc nearly reduced to a Third of their Comple- 
inent-, and before the intended Detachment could reach Bombay, even if they met with no Interrup- 
tion in their March, the Rains would be let in 5 they muft march in the Months in which the hot 
?Winds prevail with the grcaieft Violence in the upper Parts of India j and when they arrive, the Rains 
fill prevent their admg. 

■ In my Opinion, we ought to forbid the Prefidency of Bombay from engaging in any offenfive Ope- 
irtions whatfoever, and moft particularly againft the French : I Ihall referve what I have farther to 
'.mv on this Subjeft till the Meeting of the Council. %

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Mr. Francis — No Member of this Council makes a freer Ufe of his Privilege of dictating Minutcj 
tit the Boaxd, than the Governor General. I do not complain of it 5 on the contrary, I liftcn to him at 
all Times with Reij)ed, with Temper, and Attention. Yet, as much I'ime is joft by delivering 
Opinions in this Manner, I mull' own I am unwilling to enter into a DifcuHion of all the fuppofecl 
Fadls, Aflertions, and Arguments, Hated in his lall Minute. I fear it would be endlcfs, and lead to 
no Conclulion. Public Advices not before the Board ; general Intelligence from different Qiiartcrs; 
the fuppofed Notoriety of Fads not proved, and the Language fuppofed to be held by the 1^’re.ncli 
on Occalions where their Interefts are concerned, may have Weight with the Governor General j 
they have none with me ; nor will they, I prefume, be deemed by our Superiors to be a folid and 
warrantable Foundation for the important Conclufions of Fads propoled to be drawn from them. 
One Inftance of the Uncertainty of fuch Reports, as well as of the Facility with which they are 
introduced into our Debates as acknowledged F'ads, appears in the Governor’s repeated Affertion, 
that the French are now in Poffeffion of Choul ^ of which the only Proof afterwards produced is, 
that fome of their Ships have been admitted into the Port, and that they have been fuffered to land 
their Goods there. Choul is laid to be almolt within Sight of Bombay j it would be very extraor- 
dinary, if the French had adually taken Poffcflion of that Place, and the Prefidcncy of Bombay had 
never mentioned to us a Fad from which they might have drawn Inferences fo favourable to their 
prclent Dtfigns. Mr. Mollyn’s Letter of the 241!! January, is the lateft from that Fait of India : 
So far from intimating that the French were in Pollellion of the Place, he denies the Exiftence of any 
Agreement for that Purpofc, and lays “ he cannot think that Nanah Furnefc will be fo weak to do it 

until the required AUiltance arrives.” What may happen hereafter, 1 know nor. My prefent 
Opinion and Refolution muff be founded on i^’ads, and the authentic Intelligence of Fads, as they 
cxilt before me, I will not at prefent enter into any further Confideration of the Governor’s Mi- 
nute, but endeavour to bring back the Qiuffion, on which this Debate has arifen, to its original 
Ground. • 

The Danger, ftated in the propofed Letter to Bombay, is faid to arife from the Steps which are 
taking by the French to obtain a Settlement fo near Bombay. The Means recommended for ob- 
viating that Danger, are “ that no Time ought to be loft in forming and carrying into Execution 
** fuch Meafurcs as may moft eftcdually tend to fruffrate fuch dangerous Defigns.” An Opinion 
given in this Form, is plainly an Inffrudion to the Bombay Council. The Objection urged againft 
it is, that the. Terms arc not clear, dired, and fpecific ; and that in the only rational Conftrudion 
which can be given to them, they amount to an Authority from us to commence Hoftilities againft 
the French, to prevent their being put into Poffeffion of Choul. The Cafe of an Attack of the 
French againft any Parc of the Company’s Poffeffions is not fuppofed, nor is it made the Condition 
of our undertaking hoftile Meafures againft them. The Letter, as it Hands, refers Oiily to their ob- 
taining a Settlement on the Coaft, and the NecelFity of our preventing it at all Events. If the In- 
ftrudion recommended by Mr. Whelcr, be now added to the Letter, “ That they do not on any Pre- 
•• tence become the Aggreftbrs, by committing ( lollilitics againft the F'rench,” I fliall very muck 
apj)rovc of ir, becaiife I think it annihilates that Part of the Inftrudions to which I objed ; but then 
the Form of the Letter muft be altered. I have nothing furtlier to obferve, but that the main 
Qiidlion, “ whether a Detachment ftiall or fliall not be fenr, and of what Force it (hall confift,” has 
not yet been debated or propofed ; and tliat, before tliat Q^ieftion is refolved, the Confideration of 
the Letter to Bombay is out of its Place. 

I he Governor General — When the fevereft Wounds are aimed at my public Charadcr, it is hard 
to deny me the Privilege of Self defence •, but if 1 have taken up more of the Time of the Board 
than 1 ought, in the Minute which I dictated at the Board this Day, 1 do not think that any Perlon 
wlio fliall lead the preceding Minute and attend to the Length of it, will think ir fealbnably prefaced 
with a Complaint of that Nature ; I will however profit by the Suggeftion 5 both the preceding Minutes 
*uf Mr. Fiancis, both that written and that didated by him, flaall remain unanfwcred, but by this fhort 
Remark, that they combat Propofuions which I have never made, and quote f'roofs as given by me 
even where I declared that I meant not to produce any ; repeated Arguments and Affertions long fince 
combated and refuted, and employed the Attention of the Board on a verbal Difputation ; for the 
Whole that is faid and repeated of the Paffage quoted from my Minute by Mr. Wheler, is really fuch. 
The Propolitions which were intended to follow the laft Minutes of the Board in the Military De- 
partment, and which related to the Sciength of the intended Detachment, and the Manner in which it 
fhould be formed, have been fent to the Military Secretary, and will be fenc in Circulation to 
the other Members of the Board, whole Opinions may be more deliberately given by the fame Mode. 

It is neither my Willi, nor did 1 introduce the Praftice, to fpin out the 'I'lmc of the Board in dcful- 
tory and indefinite Argumentations. 

Mr. Francis— I do not know that any Wounds whatfoever have been levelled at the Governor, or 
that his public Character could poffibly be in queftion in this Debate. I fubmit to Judgment, whe. 
ther I have or have not ftuck clofe to the Meafure propofed for Deliberation. One I'hing 1 muft beg 
Leave to explain, bccaufe I (hould be forry to remain under the Imputation of a Failure in refped to 
the Governor General, or any Member of this Board. The Notice I took of the Length of his Minute, 
arofe from fome.Words which he himfclf let fall in his Anfwcr to Mr. Wheler, “ That he hoped that 
‘‘ it was i\fJt expcvfted he fhould give his Time to the Examination of voluminous Papers, which have 

been written on this Subjedl,” It appeared to me that the Queftion did not lay a Foundation for 
that Anfwcr. 1 fliall be ready toconCi^ the Papcis when they arc fent in Circulationt That Mode 
/ of 
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Jf conducing Bufincfs is convenient in Matters of lefs Importance, and I have no Ohjcclioii to it 5 
|Mt in a Cafe of this very great Conlequcnce I hope the Refolution, whatever it may be, will be caked 
|||^ Council. ^ 

The Governor General — If the Words I ufed in my Reply to Mr. Wheler could contain any Sub- 
of Offence, I fuppofc Mr. Wheler was the moft competent Judge ot it, and did not require any 
her Perfon to refent it on his Behalf I meant thofe Words only as an Kxculc i<>r i.ot replying to 
CyC^eftion which he put to me, and do afl'ure him that they were dieftated with J'emj)er^ and 
StniEVhjt Refpeft to his Charafter from whkh 1 never yet departed in any l^ebatc. 

Since Mr. Francis objefts to the Mode which I propofed for coliecung the Sentiments of tbc 
!cmbers of the Board, on the Propofitions whicli I mentioned that I had lent to the Secretary in 
i^e Military Department, although it was in Dcterence only to the Objedlions which had been juft 
rged by himfelf againft Minuies didlated at the Board, that I propoled to colleift the Opinions of 
he Members in Circulation; I now bring them befoie the Board, defiring only that they may be 
pmanded, with the Debates and Opinions given upon them, to tlie Military Department. 

Mr, Francis — I confider myfeU as a Party to every Qiiellion propofed for the general Informa- 
}n of the Board, let it come from whom it will, and of courle intercfted in the Anfwer to It. 

t y Remark was made on my own Account. I did not prelumc to Ipeak for any other Member of 
c Board. 

Mr. Barwell — The Length of this Debate has to me been quite iincxpeftcd ; and t have declined 
^^kiiig a Part in it, bccaufe it is no more than a Ucpetition of what has already pafled up >n the 
'^nbjedof the general Interefts of the Company, in influencing the Durbar of Poona. The Votes 
and Refolutions on the ad Inftanc are, or are not, to be fupported. They ftand at j^refent binding 
on the Council ; and any Attempt to prevent d'cir Operation or defend them, is Amply fubjeft- 
hg the Company to the ill Confequenecs of Milcarnage in a Point extremely ii*terefl:ing to their 
Afl^airs ; and from the Refponfibility of which Milcarnage I, hold mylelf exempted, fliould it in 
Faft, ns I apprehend it will, arife from the Difficulties tlirown in the Way of the executive Power. 
Whatever Meafuies in Prudence and Policy are propofed uj)on the Votes that are already pafled, 
'ought not neceflarily to involve the Propriety or Impropriety of thefc Votes. That Queftion is 
difmilTed totally, and the new one becomes of a very different Nature, whether you will baffle the 
Pow^tS of the Government, or give way to them. 1 agree to the latter. 

Mr. Francis — I underffand it to be conformable to the Sentiments of the Board, that the Prefident 
Und Council of Bombay fliould be reftrained from commencing I loftilitics againfl the French, I 
tthcreforc propofe, that the following Paragraph may be added to the Letter now rcfolved

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

In Compliance with your Defire, I now beg Leave to offer you my Sentiments, “ upon the Pro. 

“ pricty* of augmenting the Sepoy Ellablifhment, by new Levies of Thirty Pt'vatc to each Com' 

“ pany, and making the Strength of each Battalion One thoufand Men complete. 

“ AJfo upon the Means of lupplying the Prcfidency of Bombay with a Military Force, and 

-Number which may be (pared from this Ellabliflimcnt.” 

With refpea to the Eirll, it is my Opinion, that augmenting the Sepoy Battalions to One thoiifand’f 
ftrong, would be improper, ami at the fame Time not anfwer the Ends propoled from ic, for thc^! 
following Reafons ; 

iff. By being encrcafcd to the above Number, they would be too unwieldy a Body to manccuvic 
and move together without Confulion in the Fielil, and with that Celerity and Compa6tnels whieii 
is requifitc, ami which ought to be particularly attended to in the Formation of all Bodies ot 
Troops, but more cfpccially in the Sepoy Corps, amongft whom, in Timeof Aftion, it is well 
known to every Officer who has ferved with them, that it is with the utmoft Difficulty 'Kcgularitv 
can be preferved, even in the beft-difciplined Battalions. ' 

2d. By increafing the Battalions to the Number propoled, would make them larger Bodie.s than 
are required for the difl'eient Services for which they aic generally detached .and fent out upon, par- 
ticularly in the Company’s Provinces. This could only be remedied by breaking the Battalions 
which would introduce great Confufion into the Service, and be attended with many Difadvantages' 
but above all be greatly prejudicial to their Difcipline, and take off from that Refponfibility whicii 
every Caprain has for the Regularity and good Order of his Corps. 

3d. There, where a larger Number of Men are icquired than the prcTent Strength of the Battalioas 
or with the fmall Augmentation that I (liall propole, it will feldom happen that a Thoufand Men 
will be fufficient for the Service ; for in fuch Calcs generally Two Battalions, and Ibmetimes Three 
are necclfary to be detached, to prevent every Poffibility (as Jar as Prudence and human Forefighc 
can do it) of a Failure, ° 

4th. To llrcngthen the foregoing Arguments, give me Leave to obferve, that the Honourable 
the Court of Directors, from their Diredions rtfpeciing the European Regiments, feem to have 
adopted the fame Opinion, that a Thoufand Men .are too large a Body for one Battalion ; and it is 
to be prelumed they did not form their Refolutions tlicrcupon without (irft taking the Advice of the 
General Oificeis now in F.ngland, who have ferved in this Country. 

But though I am of Opinion that the B.ittalions cannot with Propriety be raifed to One thoufand 
flrong, for the Realons I have urged, I think they may with Utility be augmented from their preffnt 
Eftablidiment of Seven hundred to Seven hundred and Edghty, Rank and File; that is, from 3 Ila- 
valclars, 3 Naicks, and 64 Private, to 4 Ilavaldar.s, 4 Naicks, and 70 Private each Company. 'J his is 
the fame as to Number, excepting a Colourman, who ranked as Havaldar, as the Companies (food 
Rank anti File upon the old EJlablifhment ; and is as large a Body as ought at any I'ime to be 
formed into One Battalion, and that can aCl together with Force and Adv.u)tage. 

By this Augmentation an Increafe will be made upon the whole 30 Battalions, attached to Bri- 
gades, now in the Pay of the Company, of 2,400 Men, Rank and File, equal to Three Battalions 
which may be drafted as the Exigences of the Service may require, and their Numbers fupplied 
by fredi Recruits, without being much felt by their relpedive Corps, My Reafon for propofino 
One additional Havaldar and Naick to each Company, i>, that the Number now allowed to the 
Companies, as they (land at piclcnr, is not found upon many Occafions Jufficient for the Duties 
of the Battalion ; belides, thele Men, whenever Draughts are wanted, will be ready to cro with 
them; It will be moreover enl.irging the Door of Preferment, and giving additional Encourage- 
ment to Emulation, a Matter highly necelfary to be attended to amongd the lower Ranks '^id 
Sepoys. No Augmentation will be required of the Officers of higher Rank, holding Warrants • a 
(mall Addition of Pay given to the jamadars, would not be iiiijiroper, as what they receive at pre- 
I'ent is not lufficicnt to Jupport them in Inch a Manner as to keep them from affociacino' with the

*roops from this Prefidency, for the Service of the Prefidency of Bombay, keeping at the fame 
;^imc in View the Defence and Security of the Provinces of Bengal and the Vizier’s Dominions, 
altogether form an Extent of Country, for the Defence of which, in cafe of a War or 
rubles, but particularly of an European War, the Force we have at preilmt on Foot would in my 
pinion be rather inadequate. To as to give Proteftion in every Part, and repel the diffirrcnc Attacks 
It may be made at the lame Time by the Country Powers and a foreign Enemy. Europeans cither

Tlie great Diflkulty vvhic h has been ever found in prevailing on the Sepoys to embark on board 
of Ship, and the great Delcrtions iliat have always happened when this Mode of tranlporting them 
has been adopted, lender it necelTary, as well as on account of their Numbers, to confider of the molt 
eJigi blc Method of lending the above Detachment by Land.

^ The greatcll Part of the Country lying between the DiUiidt of Bundelcund and the River Nur- 
Budda towards the South-weft and Engine, is at prefent in PulVeffion of the 1 wo Maratta Chiefs, 
Maddajec Sindiah and 7 'okajee Holkar, who both have very large Armies on Foot, and are clleetncd 
to hold a confiderable Influence in the Maratta Government : It will therefore be nccefl'ary to Iccure as 
as pofiible the Friendlhip and Affillance of thefe Leaders, for whatever Troops may be ordered 
to march through their refpeftive Provinces. Tokajec is mentioned in the Papers received Irom 
**^Ombay, which the Board have done me the Honour to give me the Perufal of, to be one of the Par- 
|s who are in the intereft of and dclirous of placing Ragonaut How at the Head of the Maratta 
ite, in whofe Favour the Force in (jueftion is intended to aft in Conjunction with the '('roops of

Governor General — As the Letter juft read from General Stibbert contains a Variety of Matters, 
which I ruppofe the Board would chufc to confidcr very maturely before they pafs any decifive Rc- 
folutions upon them ; I recommend, that it be fenc in Circulation for the deliberate Perufal of the 
Members of the Board, previous to any Refolution which they may colledlively form upon them ; but 
there is one Subjeft which may require an earlier Attention to it. I hope that there will be no Necellity 
to fend any Military Afliftance to the Prcfidency of Bombay ; but it is very probable they will require 
it but it cannot be efteftual unlefs it can reach them before the periodical Rains. The Mode by 
which the Commander in Chief has recommended a Detachment may be raifed for this Service, namely 
to draft 100 Men from each Battalion, would take up fo much Time, that before they could be 
drafted and formed into their refpedive Corps, and aflembled at the Points from which the Roads 
mentioned by him that lead to the other Side of India, the rainy Seafon would approach fo near as to 
render it impraflicable for them to undertake the March. For which Reafon I fubmit the following 
Propofuions to the Confideration of the Board : 

ift. That a Detachraent be formed of Six Battalions of Sepoys from the firft Brigade, with their 
Ordnance, One Company of Native Artillery with its Complement of Ordnance, to be furnifhed from

j^EAD a Letter from Mr. Moftyn, as follows : 


To the Honourable Warren Haftings, Efquire, Governor General, &c. Council at Fort William. 

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

Mr. Lewis addrefled you laft under the 29th November, and I have now the Honour to inform 
you that I returned hither on the loth Inftant. 

On the 14th ultimo, the Durbar received certain Advices of the Death of Ram Rajah > but they 
have not yet placed a new Rajah at Setrara. 

Mr, Lewis on the 28th ultimo, having received Intelligence, that Two or Three New Chokies had 
been placed as Spies on the Fadory, lent a Meflagc to Madahrow Jaddaroi, complaining thereof, 
and requefted to knew the Durbar’s Rcalon for lb doing ; it being contrary to their Promifes of the 
Englifti being treated in the fame Manner as heretofore. He received no other Reply, than that he 
was ignorant of the Matter -, but would alk Nanah Furncfc. Madahrow at the fame Time added, 
that Nanah wanted all Europeans to leave Poona ; and that if the Englifti mufl: have a Vackccl here 
he thought a Cafcoon with Four or Five People would be fufficient for every Purpofc, On the 29th 
the Chokies abovemcntioned having Hopped and abuled a poor Shop-keeper, who had only been to 
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Fadory for the Payment of fome trifling ArticFs which had been bought of Iiim, for prefuming^ 
i they lai d, t o go to the Englilh without their Pcrmiflion, Mr. Lewi? immediately fent a Perlbn to

the Affair as it had really happened; to whidi Nanah replied, that he had been informed by 
be M^ihjee Punt, a Man whom he had placed upon the Faftory, That Gentleman had fent Forty 
b Fifty Sepoys to diflodge the Chokies *, but upon the Set vant requefling that Nanah would fend for 
he laid Miidalijee Punt, and enquire into the Affair, when he would find he had been gteativ im-> 
»ofcd upon, Nanah refufed complying thetewith, faying, he was well convinced Madahjee Punt 
iad told him the Pruth. Nanah then direded the Servant to deliver Mr. Lewis the fame Mcffagc as 
^iad been fent the 13 ay before by Madahrow with refpeft to the Fnglilh leaving Poona, and de- 
Sred he would imniediately write it to the Honourable the Prefident of Hombay.— Mr. Lewis requefts 
Leave to declare in fiis own Vindication, that not a finglc Sepoy was lent, nor a Word exchanged 
feith the Chowkics further than one of his Servants afking them^ by whole Orders they adlcd in giving 
[uch Freaiment to any one who came to our Fadory. 

In confequence of Mr. Lewis’s Reprefentations to the Prefidency, the Honourable the Prefident 
fvrote a Letter to the PefFwa, which this Gentleman was diredled to deliver himlelf, and obtain an 
flnfwer ; but notwithflanding lie frequently applied for an Audience for that Purpofe, Nanah ab- 
folutely refuled to give him one, faying, that he would not receive the Letter from any one elfe than 
Vladahrow Jadahroi and Byroo, who were appointed to tranflid the Englifli Bufinefs with tiie 
’durbar ; and that if Mr. Lewis infilled on delivering it himfelf, he muff go to Proonder for that 
.^^iirpofe ; lie accordingly wrote a Letter to Saccaram Pundit, informing him of the above Circum- 
Ranees, and requefling he would appoint a Day for receiving tfee Prefident’s Letter ; but Saccaram, 
jt>y a Mcflage through Madahrow, referred him back to Nanah. 

f Immediately on my Arrival, I fent proper Notice thereof to the Durbar, and requefted to have 

Audience as ioon as poffible ; to which Nanah replied, that that Day being a Holiday, and the 
Xiext an unlucky Day, he could not take it into Confideration till the 121I1; however, after re- 
peated Meflages, I at lali obtained an Audience on the 13th, when I delivered the above-mentioned 
i.etter, and Duplicate of one from the Honourable^ the Governor General, on the Subjebl of the 
Ship Aurora : After making an Apology for entering on Bufinefs at my firlt Vifit, conuary to tiic ufual 
Cuftom, I remonflrated in the ftrongdl Terms on the Dilrtdped: fliewn the Company, by the Kc- 
^ridions laid on their Reprefcntative ; and demanded a Ipcedy and pofitivc Anlwer to every 
Point in the Letter frorn the Governor of Bombay: I'o which Nanah replied, that the Durbar 
“would give luch an Anlwer as was ufual with them. When I ol)!eived to him, that no other 
lhan a plain and dired one would be received. J then, agreeably to my Inllrubtions, acquainted 
ihem with the Iffue of the Commiflion they had given me to Ragobi *, of which your Honour, &c. 
have already been advifed. 

- yVhen I had taken Leave of the Durbar, I repeated to Byroo Punt, who attended me out, 
M has I know great Influence with Nanah, the Neceffiiy of a fpeedy Anfwer, which he pro- 
lulled fhould be delivered in Two Days ; but as from the Knowledge I have of' the Dilatorinels of 
this Governmenr, I did not place any great Confidence in this Promife. I wrote the next Day to 
Madafirow and Byroo Punt, that I hoped they would ufe their joint Endeavours to procure one as 
ioon as poffible ; to which they replied, That they had talked with Nanah on the BufineE, who 
laid It was neceffary he flmuld firll confulc with Saccaram Bapoo. Being now convinced that Nanah 
was iifing every Artifice to evade giving an Anfwer, 1 thought it neceflary to addrefs a Letter to 
the Telhwa requefling one, which I enclofed to Saccaram Bapoo, tfnder the 16th. I beg Leave 
too erve here, Gentlemen, diat notwithflanding n>y Remonflrances, the Chowkies are ftiH conti- 
nnec on t le av ory *, by which I am lo Itii^^tly watched, that it is almoft impofliblc lor me to have 
an Intercourfe with any one in Town. 

Soon after my Arrival Moraba Furnefe fent me a Letter for the Honourable the Frcfidcnf, 
which was forwarded under the nth; in conlequence of which the Board have direded me to in- 
form him, that they cannot take any Fart in tlie Affairs of the Maratta Government, unlds diredly 
called upon by the Perfons with whom ihe Treaty was concluded.

J did myiclf the I lonour of addreffing you under the 19th inhant. 

Monfieur cic Corccllc, the French Gentleman who had taken our ProtecS:ion, as mentioned in a 
former Addrcis, having received Affurances from Cruft Row Balol, in the Name of Nanah, that no 
Harm ftiould happen to liim if he would leave tlie Protedion of theEngliffi, that Gentleman on the 
jqth wrote me a l.ctter (Copy and I’rannate of which are now cncloled) and immediately quitted 
the Fadory ♦, putting himfelf under the Protedion of Senhor Norronho, a Portuguerc Offic er in 
Command of the 7\uillery heie, who has pafted his Word to Monfieur de Corcelle, that the Govern- 
ment do not mean him the leafl Injury, and with whom he ac!:tually now lives without having the lealt 
Connedion with Monfieur Sr. Eubin; nor ilo I fuppole he will ever j)ut it in the Power of this Gen. 
tleman to make a Second Attempt on his l/ilc, in the infamous Manner repicfented in Monfieur de 
Corcellc’s Letter of the 5th November laft, which has already been forwarded to you. My Superiors 
nj^prehending from Monfieur de Corcclle’s leaving us lo ftiddcnly, that his coming to us at all may 
have been a Scheme of Monfieur de St l.ubin’s to get at a Knowledge of what wc were doing here, 
has induced me to be thus particular with rerpcLi to liim ; and I beg Leave to arfuie you, Gentle-* 
men, that he has not received the leall Intelligence of Confequence during his Kdidcncc in the 
Fadory : Indeed it appears to me, that his lole Moiive ioi running 10 the Englifli was to lave his 
Life •, and liis Peafbn for quitting them was, as he explained the Matter, to convince his Friends in 
France that he remained no longer under the Englilli Protection than was ablolutely ncccflary for that 
Purpofe. 

1 he Honourable the Prefident and Council, in a Letter dated the 20th, acquainting me tliey have 
rccelscd Inlbrmation that the Durbar had adually agieed by a written Inllrument to put the French 
in Pc fieffion of Choul, but that the Sunnud had not been iftued, 1 made the ftriefteft Enquiry into 
thel’rmh thereof, and have received Aftlirances from the Perlbn whole Province it is lo draw out all 
Siinnuds, that no Orders have been iftued tor that Pui pole, nor did he believe the Durbar had any 
Intention of the Kind, at leaft until they lliould be convinced t/ut the French would afibrei them 
ample Alliftance; neither did he believe there was any Agreement entered into between Monfieur St. 
Lubin and the Durbar, and if there was any luch he was totally ignorant thereof. It therefore ap- 
pears to me, that the Writing alluded to by my Superiors can be no other than the private Treaty 
between Monfieur St. Lubin and Nanah F'urnefe, ol whicii your Honour, See. were informed 
under the 29th November. I make no Doubt that Nanah, in order to cany his ambitions Views 
into Execution, would readily give the French the above-nanKcl Place, yet I cannot think he will be 
lo weak as to do it until the required Affiftance arrives. 

My Superiors likewile mention that they had leceived Intelligence of a French Geruieman having 
landed at Ghoul, and proceeded Jo Poona. J liis Perlon, who proves to be a Monfieiii Ic Uoy, arrived 
heic the 8th or 9th inftant *, but I cannot pretend to lay wliai may be lus real Motive for coming 
hither ; lie was cliTpatched by Monfieur St. Lubin in Augull laft, a ; uas then qj/en out by him, v/ith

Marattas by Colonel Upton, and have particularly ordered the Prefident and Council of Bombay 
to prevent Ragoba from forming any Plan againft what is called the Minilterial Party at Boona; 
every Mcafure taken or intended to be taken by that Prefidency, in conjuneflion with Ragoba, againlt 
the ruling Power at Poona, will ftand in direft Violation of the Company’s prefent Orders, and 
for that Rcafon, cxclufive of all others heretofore urged to the fame Kffcdi, ought not to be fupported 
or countenanced by this Government. On the lame Principle wc beg L.eavc to fubmit our Opi- 
nion to you, that all the Orders already iflued for tlic March of the intended Detachment to Bom. 
bay Ihould be immediately countermanded. 

Wc have taken this Method of communicating our Thoughts to you on a Subjefl equally im- 
portant and prefling, as the Meeting of tlie Board in Council will not in the ordinary Couif- 
take place before Monday next, unlels the Contents of this Letter fliould induce you to think it 
advifable to fummon a Council before that J^ay.

Mr. Francis — An Objeftion to the Form in which Mr. Whelcr and I thought fit to introdifce t\\^ 
Conficlciation of a Qudlion of fuch Importance as that contained in our Letter to the Goveinur 
General, appears to me fo very immaterial that 1 lliall make no Reply to it. 1 leave the Letter to 
defend and anfwcr for itfelf : The Court of Directors will judge whether it dclervcs the Stridifrcs 
which have been palTcd upon it. 

A Difpute about the Conllriiftion of Words might be endlefs ; I will therefore not enter into if, 
but content myfclf with ftating what I think the true Senfe and Meaning of the Company’s prelcnt 
Orders; every Member of the Board will judge for himidf : It appears to me that, in the Words 
quoted by the Governor General, there are Three Declarations on the Fart of the Company ; the 
Two Firlt pofitive, and without any Qiialification ; the d'hird, conditional : I heir Refolunon toadhei^: 
to Colonel Upton’s 'Frcaty is pofitive ; their Order to the Prefidency of Bombay, to prevent Kagobi 
from forming any Plan againll the Minilterial Party, is alfo pofirivc : The Third Declaration, which ^ 
forbids that Prefidency from engaging with him in any Sehen e whatever for retrieving his AGair;, 
is not abfolute, but may be departed from, provided they have our Confent, or that ot the Court ot 
Direftors. The true Ciiieftion then If, Whether the late Refolutions taken at Bombay, and con. 
firmed by the Approbation of this Board, are or are nut a Violation of Colonel Upton’s Treaty r 
and, Whether they do or do not make a Part of a Plan concerted with Ragoba againlt the Mimltei inl 
Party at Poona? In my Opinion they do. I'hc Information given us by the Prefidency of Bomba}, 
in' their Letter of the 12th December lafl:, of Propofitions made by or expedted iiom the Mim- 
fterial Party, in favour of Ragoba, ap’ cars to be totally without Foundation. Does there ex 
any one Faft, or the Reprefentation of a FaA, either from Bombay or Poona, fubfequent to 
Firft Information, that tends immediately or remotely to confirm or fupport it ? I affirm that then 
docs not. If I am miftaken the pofitivc Proof may be diredlly ptoduced againft: me-, yet the Kt 
folution taken, and the Orders given on the Receipt of the firlt Intelligence, and on die Prefum;- 
tion that that Intelligence was wcll founded, remain in full Force, and have been partly executco. 
We have remitted 10 Lacks of Rupees to Bombay ; and wc have given Orders for forming a 
tachment nearly equal to a Brigade, and for their Match to and Aflembly at Calp-cc; the final Cf 
ders tor their Match from thence to Bombay are not yet iliued, but every preparatory Stej) is taken, 
and I take for granted the Battalions are now on their March from their relpetdivc Stations to 
Calpee. Thcfe are the Orders which, as Mr, Whelcr and I meant, Ihould be countermandeti 
According to my Underftanding, the whole Meafurc ftands in direft Oppolicion to the plain Seul- 
and Meaning of the Court of Direftors, expicficd in their Letter now before us. I have acquirrc^^ 
myfelf of the Duty which belongs to my Station, in contributing to bring the Queftion again un(!ct 
the Confidcration of the Board, which 1 apprehend I am warranted in doing by the Inllruftions ru 
ccived Yclterday, and mull leave the Determination of it to the Senfe of the Majority. 

Mr. Whcl^r — Confidcring as I do that the (Jrders already iflbed for the afleinbling of Six B.ufc’ v 
lions at/Salpce, with the further Defign of proceeding to Surat, Bombay, or Poona, are in dirc^:' 
Contradiftion to the Orders of the Court of Direftors, it became my Duty to promote a funhr-^ 
Coi\|dcration of thofc Orders, and if poffible to prevent their being earned into Execution. I ; 
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I c^ine a Letter, addreflW to the Governor General jointly with Mr. Francis, whofc Opinion is well 
wn to have concurred with my own upon this SubjcCl, would have more Force and Efficacy witli 
fit '^VnorTierieral than my fingle Application : But I am forry to find it has had the contrary 
‘(5t j and if I could flatter rnyfelf that the Mode now recommen 'ed to me by the Governor would 
he Means of uniting our Opinions, I fliould be very ready to adopt the Mcalurc. I have done 
my Duty, in joining with Mr. Francis in an Addrels to the Governor ; and I have no Doubt but 
ill be confidcred as fuch by thofe who arc ultimately to judge ot the rranfa<ftion. 

Ir. Barwell — If the Objeft of the prefent Queftion, agitated by a Letter to the Governor General, 
I prevent the Interpofition of this Government in fuch political Meafures as may arife in the Vv ell 
of India ; and under any Circumftanccs whatever propolcs to decline giving the Prefidcncy ot

We have given this F.xtiadt at full l.engtli, becaufe we fliall make it the Ground-work of ourj 
Inllrudlions on that Part of it which refliains you from forming any Engagements with Ragoba ■ 
without our Confent. ! 

Although Two Years are pall fince the Conclufion of the Treaty made by Colonel Upton, yet it 
docs not appear that One Article of it has been accomplilhed, except thofe which contain the Declaration 
of Peace between the Company and Marattas ; and thefe, from the Incfficacy of tiie rell, and fiom 
the rlangerous Connexion which has been formed by one of the ruling Members of the Maratta State 
and theVrench, Hand on lb infccure a Footing, that wc can place no Reliance upon them : We 
think it neither confillent with good Policy nor with our public Duty, to fulFcr the Interclls of our 
Employers to remain longer in this State of Sufpence and Alarm ; nor the Obligation of the National 
Faith to be made the Inllrumcnt of a Policy, which aims at the Ruin and Excirjiation of the Britilh 
Influence in India, without making fuch Eflbrts as our Means will allbrd, and the Treaty will allow, 
to remove the former, and frullrate the latter. 

Your late Advices contain no GrbVinds for any rational Expeftation or Conclufion, but that the 
Dillradlions and Wcaknefs of the aftual Adminillration at Poona were lb ripe for a Change, as to 
make it probable that fome great Event will have taken Place before you can receive tins Letter j and 
the Objcifls of it anticipated or precluded, by your own Application of the Advantages which may 
have been prefented to you, to the more permanent Security of our com"i.>ri Interefts. 

Yet as the Reverfe is probable, we fhall proceed to give you fuch Inftrudions and Authorities for 
your Guidance, as are necelTary,'; on the Suppofition, that the fame Adminillration remains, and that» 
the Treaty continues on the fame Footing as that on which it has li'-c ' 10: \v-\t i’ vo Years pall.

^e formed between them would at once relieve all their mutual Wants, and alford them all 
kcquifites to difpute with us on equal Terms the Dominion of India, which we at prefent in a 
fcgrce poflefs without a Rival.

To Mahah Rajah Modjce BhoofiLi ; Written 22d February 1778. 

T HAVE received moft authentic Intelligence from different Channels, that the French are now,' 
carrying on Intrigues at Poona; partly with a View of forming an advantageous Alliance for theu 
own Nation, and partly with a View of deffroying the Friendffiip which has for fome Time fub 
filled between the Englifli and Maratta Governments. I have likewile learnt that the French Agcni 
Sc. Lubin has met with great Encouragement from fome of the Chiefs ; that a Treaty has aftuallv 
been concluded with him, and the valuable Port of Choul granted to the French, which is only a 
few Cofs diftant from Bombay. The Grant of this Port not only marks an Indirpofition toward! 
us, but puts into the Hands of the French an Arllnal where they may collcft military Scores, anc 
make Preparations for attacking our Poffcilions when we are unaware of their Defigns. I who hav( 
the Superintcndance of the whole Engliffi Force in India have nothing to fear from the Exertions 
of a Nation who are Infants in Strength in India, and who muff: tranfporc every Soldier they have 
to bring into the f ield from a diftant Country, and over a wide Ocean ; and the Conduft of fuch 
of the Maratta Chiefs as may have joined the French in Preference to the Plnglilh interefts, ex- 
cited my Pity for their Want of Wildom rather than my Anger for their Prefumption. It is my 
Duty however to guard againft the future F'ftcds of their Intrigues ; for if 1 permit the Ene- 
mies of the King of England and the Company to gather Strength, though my own Nation i« too 
ftrong to fuffer in its Interefts from any Thing they can do, the Lives of many Men may be facri- 
ficed in repelling Attacks for which we might not be prepared in one Part of our Dominions, 
though we fhoukl have more than fufficient Force on this Side of India to punilh our Elncmics for 
whatever Lofs our (jovernmenc might fuffer from fuch Difturbances. 

For chefe Reafons I have refolved to fend a ftrong Military Force to reinforce our Settlement at 
Bombay; and have direfted a large Detachment with a well-appointed Artillery, and commanded by* 
cxperience(i Officers, to aflcmble at Calpee, that they may be ready to march towards Bombay : 
There are Two Roads by which they may march, one by Soubah Malwah and the other through 1 
Berar. The Road through Soubah Malwah is the fhorteft, but 1 have not yet formed any Friend- ' 
fhip with the Rulers of the Countries fituated on that Road ; and as my Enemies are your Ene- 
mies, and our Wilhes in all I’hings the fame, I have refolved that my Troops fhall pafs through 
Berar in their Way to Bombay; that by this Means our Friendfhip may be declared ..to all the i 
World, and that the Seeds of an Alliance between the Englilh and you, which has long been both ; 
my Defire and yours, may be fown. The Detachment will march in lefs than a Month from this ' 
Time, by which 'Fimc I have no Doubt you will have given Orders for their free Paffage through ' 
your Country, and have fent Information of your having given Inch Orders to Caipce. It will be 
better if you lend a trufty Pei Ion, and Part of your own Army, to accompany ours. I afllirc my- 
fclf you will give me this Proof of your Friendlhip, that the whole World may be a Witnefs of 
its Sincerity, but as it is neceffary to be certain of your Confent before the Troops have proceeded 
too far, I dcfire that if you ffiould not chulc to comply with this Rcciuell, you will give Notice of 
it to the Commander of the Detachment, who will accordingly take another Road. But this I will 
not fiippofc.

To Bcncram Pundit : Written 4th April, 

I hav^e received your Letter informing me of your Arrival at Benares : I underftand by the Lettcrj 
written by you to your Brother, that Colonel Lcflie has defired you to go to him to Cora, and that you 
have been much alarmed by the Reports communicated to you from Dondo Pundit *, I before defired 
your Brother to inform you of my Wifh, which I now repeat ; that whenever you (hall have finifhed 
the Bufmefs which was the original Caufe of your Vifu to Benares, you will proceed to Colonel Leflie, 
and aflift him with your Advice and fuch Communications as may be ufeful to him, until he fhall have 
commenced his March. Uondo Pundit has no Authority for any Intelligence which he may pretend 
to have received from Calcutta; and you too well know the inventive Uifpofitions of the People of 
this Place to give Credit to Rumours originating from them. 

I have already communicated to you, in a confidential Manner, all that was ncceflTary for you to 
know, and have told you, that the Object of the prefent Undertaking was to reinforce and ftrengthen 
the Prcfidcncy of Bombay, and to enable them to frullrate any Defigns which may be formed againft 
the Peace and Rights of the Company on that Side of India : On this Subjed^ I have written more 
fully to Mr. Thomas Graham and to Colonel Leflie *, from either of whom, wherever you may be 
when you receive this Letter, you will underftand it. 
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E^tra^l of Bengal Secret ConfultaticnSy i^d March 1778. 

H E Draft of the Letter propofed by the Governor to be written to the Prefident and Council at 
Bombay, was returned, with the following Minutes from MefTrs. Francis and WheJer: 

Mr. Francis — As the intended Letter to Bombay profefles Two general Principles in which I con- 
cur ; Firft, to make the Company’s Orders of the 4th of July 1777 the Ground-work of our prefent 
Inftruftions : Secondly, to make the Eltablifhment of a lading Peace our foie general Objedt; I have 
only to confider how far the Inftrudtions contained in this Letter arc confident with thofc Principles, 
with one another, with the Mcafurcs already refblved on, and with the Motives originally alfigned 
for ihofe Mcafurcs. 

The Third Paragraph dates as preliminary Fadts, that no One Article of the Treaty has yet been 
accomplidied, except the Declaration of the Peace; and that a dangerous Connexion has been 
formed by One of the ruling Members of tlic Maratta State and the hrench. 

From thence a general Conclufion is drawn, that we arc bound by Policy and Duty to make fuch 
Efforts as our Means will afford^ and as the Treaty wilt a/lozvy to remove the Sufpence and Alarm of 
our prefent Situation, and to frudrate a Policy which aims at our Ruin and Extirpation. 

On this Paragraph it is fufficient to oblervc that we continue in the peaceable PoflTcflion of Salfcttc, 
alfo of the Ma'-atta Share of the City and Purgunnah of Broach. 

That the compleat Execution of the 5th Article of the Treaty has only been retarded by a Dif- 
putc about the literal Meaning of the Words Kamil Jummay or in Effcdf, whether thofc Words mean 
a nett Revenue of 2,10,000 Rupees, or Three Lacks. 

In our Letter of the i8th of Augud lad, we faid we underdood the Term to mean z grofs Reve- 
nue, which I think decides the Difputc againd us. 

At all Events wc retain Chickley, Corial, and fcveral other Places, and enjoy the Revenues thereof 
as Pledges, until the Sunnuds for the Country of Three Lacks (hall be made out. 

That the Sixjh Article of the Treaty is alfo executed by the Marattas, fince they have given and 
we have accepted of jamboofeer, as a Mortgage to be held until the Revenues coUefted from ihcncc 
(hall have liquitated the Debt of Twelve Lacks. 

Thcfc important Conceflions having been made and fulfilled on the Part of the Marattas, it feems

iould be removed from Bombay with a proper Provifion for his Lftablifhmcnt in a pnv^c Station,

*|.Tlic Two Miniilers thcmfclves, Succaram and Nanah, having gone without the Tent Walls, to 
S^incet him o< his alighting from an Elephant provided for him by the Circar, and introduced him 
fVinto the I^rbar •, whereas Mr. Moftyn was only received by Two inferior Officers, and with 
^much Icft^eremony. We have remonftrated againft the Indignity Ihewn to the Nation by this

'Illn Confultation the 22d September is entered a Letter from the Bombay Council, enclofing a 
li^per obtained by Mr. Moftyn at Poona, from an Englilhman in St. Lubin’s Suite, faid to be the 
^odudlion of his Secretary’s Pen in which it is ftated, that Monfieur de Sartinc was the Minifter 
who was cntrulled with tlis Management of the Expedition to India ; that he was fo much intcrefted 
Jh its Smeefs as to vifit the Ports where the Ships intended for the Expedition lay ; that 3,000 
Men indcr the Command of Monfieur Dennas, late Governor of the Ifle of France, were originally 
Wtended for t!ic Expedition ; that St. Lubin was appointed Minifter Plenipotentiary to the Maratta 
Court, and was bound to lend an Exprefs to Europe upon his Arrival; of which, (hould the Con- 
tents be favourable to their Views, the above-mentioned Number of Men would be fent, &c. 

’ The next Information in Order of Time which came before us, was Mr. Elliott’s Letter, which 
circulated amongd the Members of the Bodrd on the ift Oftober, though for the Sake of Secrecy 
was not thought proper at that Time to put it upon Record. It is to be found in Confultation 
2d February. As I mean however this Minute tqgfcntain a pretty full Abftraft of the Whole 
If the Evidence of the French Intrigues, and of the high Authority from which they originate, I 
1^11 here quote that Part ot it which relates to the Oqcftion which I am now writing. 

‘‘ Having been fortunate enough to obtain fome Intelligence before I left Europe, in which the

If we had no other Proof of the Authenticity of the Information contained in this Letter, but i> 
agreeing fo cxadly in all the material Fafts with the Intelligence tranfmitted to us from Poona, 
the Paper I have already mentioned, and in the Letters of Mr. Farmer and Mr. Madgctt, entercG 
Conlultation the 26th January, I fhould hold it to be incontrovertible. 

The fame Circumftanccs bropglit from Europe^ and traced in the Capital of the Maraita Frr 
pire, upon the lame Subjeft, muft he Facts; the Authenticity of Mr. Elliott’s Infoimation docs no 
however, fingly depend even upon this ftrong Ground; he takes upon him in his Lctur to pronouni 
it to be authentic, and he has communicated to me, as he would have done to Sir /(An Clavenii* 
li:id lie been alive, which Mr. Elliott thought he was when he drew up the Letter, as will api^i 
from the Terms of it, the Grounds upon which he makes the Declaration ; and 1 now declare tin 
lie has not in the fmallell Degree Rated the Authenticity of his Information more forcibly than Ik i: 
warranted from the Nature of it. It is not therefore in fupport of Mr. Elliott’s Letter, that I 
the Compaiifun between the Intelligence difeovered in Europe and at Poona *, but it is to examine he 
lar weflioukl give Credit to thofe Parts of Mr, Madgett’s Letter, which arc not corroborared i) 
Mr. Elliott’s. If the Parts of his Letter which admitted of Proof arc alcertaincd by that Prooi 
being obtained, we are I think bound to believe that the other l^arts of it arc equally authentic, 1 
iuppoit ol which wc arc fcnfiblc no Proof could be obtained. The following is an ExiruT of li; 
Letter : 

I have (icard it repeatedly n'lentioned by different Gentlemen who were there, that there n 
‘‘ lomc written Inllrument, to one Side of which Nanah fwore by the Cow, and the other Side Mon

Dcw.igur Punihr, the Duan of Moodajee Booflah, writes to me, that an experienced Ambaflador is 

arrived from France, Nc. 

' In a l etter from Mr. J.ew is to ilie (Governor of Bombay, which is recorded in our Confultation 
the 16th J ebruary, we find, that Chokees were placed upon the Englilh Fadtory ^ and tliac none of 
'tlie l^nglifla Kerident’s People could Rir without being attended with One or Two*, and that the Info- 
knee of the Chokees was carried lb far as to have ill treated a Shopkeeper who ferved the Factory 
with the common Necefi'arie.s of Life : The only Satisfadfion which the Durbar would give for an 
Ind gpity greater than ever was borne by any Nation, was a Declaration that Nanah FurneRe

1 he Governor and Council of Bombay in their InRrudtions to Mr. Moftyn, entered in the fame 
Coniulration, diredl him to obtain a fatisfadlory Explanation of the Indignity offered to the Company 
' in tlic Pci (on of their Refidcnt; and to declare to the Durbar, that if they continue to treat their Re- 
fidcni wiih the fame Indignity in future, it will be confidercd as a Breach of the I'reaty, &c. 

Mr. MoRyn informs us in his Letter of the 19th January, that he was promifed an Anfwer to his 
Complaints in 1 wo Day.s *, on the 13th of January, that he has not only received no Anfwer to his 
Com|)lainrs, but the Chokies are continued on the Fadlory, 

In Anlwer to all this, I am told that I take a Fadt for granted without Proof : I have Rated my 
‘^ Proofs, and I think they are clear and decided, and unlels wc could fend a Commilfion to Poona to 
Intake the Evidence of the confidential Officers of the Maratta Government, 1 know not how ftronger 
Proofs could be obtained, and 1 do not conceive, that upon a political Queftion Rronger could 
be required.

In the Minute to which I mean this as a Reply, he fliews, pretty clearly, that he does not !o 
totally diftcr with me in Opinion as he would appear to do ; for he apologizes for t;;e Protedlioa- 
given by the Maratras to the French. The Apology which he makes for them is, that our Cenn 
dudt in the Proteftion of Kagoba has authorized tliem to feek for Safety in the Arms of onr 
natural Enemy. Wc do not then differ in the Faft *, we only differ in the Caufes which gave Rl{^ 
to the Connexion. 1 fliall not now enter into an Argument with Mr. Francis upon the Reftitudtt

of Meafures which arc paft. It will be here fuflicient to fay, that the Court of Diredors made Rap/ , 
ba’s pcrfonal Safety an indifpenfablc Condition of their Approbation of the Treaty. It will fcariciy 
be denied, that fhould he be delivered up to the Minifters, or driven naked and defencclels Ironi 
under the Proteftioti of the Britifh Flag, his Life mull fall a Sacrifice to fuch Injuftice. 1 he Con^ 
veyance of Ragonaut Row to Bengal by Sea, has already been under the Confideration of the Board, 
and proved to be imprafticable. Mr. Francis, I cannot doubt, though he has introduced this Sub. . 
jett by Way of Argument, would fliudder at the Thought of delivciing over a Man, to whom the 
Britifh Faith has once been pledget!, to certain Death. He fays, ncverthelefs, that the true Way to 
defeat the PVenchViews, is to give the Marattas a folid Proof of our Friendfliip by difmifling Ragoba. 
The Connexion which he fuppofes to be formed between the French and the Maratras, and which 
he makes the Ground-work of this Propofal, might polfibly be diflblved by adopting it *, but if 
it fhould not be diff^lved, we fhould, by an untimely Adt of Submiflion, contrary to Hofpita- 
lity, contrary to tiie Inftruftions of our Superiors, and contrary to Policy, give additional Strength 
to that Power which has been proved to be in Combination with our natural Enemies, the French. 
The pcrfonal Safety of Ragoba wa^.an implied Article of the Treaty ; no Member of this Board 
will, I apprehend, ftain the Britifli Faith with fo foul a Reproach as to fuppofe it was not : Ii, 
however, it was not, the Uccifion of the Court of Diredlors has made it fo. The Article of the 
Treaty which relates to his pcrfonal Refidence, is incompatible with his perlbnal Safety; for i: 
was ftipulated, that he fliould rcfide in the Heart of the Maratta Dominions. Mr. Francis may 
argue on this Qiieftion, as he has on another, that there is no Proof that his Life would not be 
fafe in the Place allotted for his Refidence. 1 mult leave the Decifion of this (i^iellion to the 
Convift on which every Man will feel upon it in bis own Breaft: ; and fhall only fay, that fliouid • 
we try the Experiment, and the Proof afterwards come, it muft be fealed in Blood. Mr. b'ran 
cis feems to dwell upon an ExprefTion ufed in the Preface to the Infirudtions to Bombay. He lay:^, 
that to make ufc of fuch Eftbrts as our Means will aflbrd, and as the Treaty will allow, is a Con- 
tradidion in Senfe without faving Apj)earances. 1 am forry he fliould think it Jvorth while to 
play with Words when deliberating upon tlie moft important Queftions which can co\Se before this 
Board. It is torturing Words to make them convey a Meaning which they do not "jply. "I'he 
Efibres which our Means will afford muft be direded by future Events, by Neccflity, rr'by Policy. 
They may be produftive of War; but they may be prbdudive of Harmony betweei the Engiilh 
and Maratta Government: If they Ihould be hoftilc, it muft be upon the Principle oV no Treat; 
of Friendfliip and Peace exifting. The Treaty might allow us to demand the Payment oi ^ 
I'welve Lacks of Rupees for the Expcnces of the War ; it might not however follow, that our 
Means would allow us to make ufe of fuch Efforts as might enable us to enforce the Payment 
of our Due. 


1 fliall here reply to that Part of Mr. Francis’s Minute which alludes to the Fifth Inftriidion in 
the Letter to Bombay, becuufe it is conneded with the Subjed of which I am now treating’. 
The Impreflion meant to be conveyed by it is, that not having originally approved the 'i'reai;; 
of Poorundcr, I was refolved to break it at all Events. Mr. PTancis fays, that all the late Mcalura 
originated from the Refolucion of the 2 d February ; and upon the Truth of this Fad, he ap- 
pears to reft his Proof of my Determination on a Breach of Faith. 

I fhould draw this Minute to an unwarrantable Length were I to quote all the Paffages from my Mi- 
nutes, prior to that Dace which clearly difjprove the Fad: aflerted ; I am loth to lu{)pore that Mr. 
Francis has made this the Ground-work of his Attack upon my Meafures, in Hopes that the Papers, 
which are upon Record, are too voluminous to be read. In Anfwcr to what he has laid on that 
Subjed, particularly to thefc Words, « The fuft Ground failing, another muft be alfumed,” 1 quo^e 
the following tixtrads from my Minute entered in Confultation the 26 th January, which was prioi 
to the Receipt of the Letter on which the Refolutions of the 2 d February were founded.

hat the Fads it refers to are clearly difapproved, or taken for granted without Evidence, has forced 
Be in my owt^Defence to dilprove the Alfertions of Mr. Francis. 

Let Mr. F/incis and Mr. Wheler weigh the Force of Evidence upon which the Proof ot the Com- 
iin-ition bcr/cen the French and Marattas is founded. Should they hcierfter fecthe Armies and Fleets 
if France' nf Alliance with the Marattas, the Offspring of the prclent Intrigues, and their propofetl 
inadion, trlimi'hing over the Fngliffi Settlements in the Weliern Parts of Indi.t, it would be a 
fad Fxci^ to their Country and to themfelves, to lay, “ \Vc had no Proof that it would

I I am well aware of the innumerable Caiifes which may aiife between this Time and the Period 
htended tor the Execution of this Plan, to prevent its being executed at all-, had I the lame Con- 
ri<fllon that the Plan would be carried into Execution, as I have that it exilts, I Ihould not have 
^ropofed that 'Iroops Ihould be fent to reinforce our Settlement at Bombay, but I fliould have pro- 
>oled, that Englifh Armies from Calpee and Bombay fhould have met at Poona. 1 do not therctore 
idb upon the Conviction that the hrench will fend out Armies to India for the Purpofc of effeft- 
ng our Overthrow *, I acknowledge the Chapter of Acfidcnts to be open, and that it is a vohi- 
TOinous one. I am convinced however that when Monfieur Sc. I.ubin was dilpatched from France, 
t was the Intention of that Government to back his Negociations by Eorce •, and, as far as human 
Forelight can lead us, we have every Keafon to think that the French Adrninillration will do every 
riling they intended, lor St. l.ubin’s Negociations appear to have been much more fucceistul than 
heir moft languine Expedations could have permitted them to hope.

If it Ihould flop 
the Country of the Kajah ot Bcrar, Poona will be between an Englifli Army at Bombay and anot!,^ 
in Berar. Its Maich may be fulpended, or it may be rendered wholly unnccellary, by Advices rc. 
ceived from Bombay, tliat the Members of that Prefidcncy have of themfelvcs efiedted the Purpol,^ 
for wliK^h it was formed, either before the Detachment has made a conliderable Progreis, or pollib’y 
before it has even irawed from the Ground of its firlt Station. But even in thefe Cafes it may have 
been prodiidtive of lomc Advantage by the Confidence excited in our Friends, and by the lin. 
prefliun which the Rumour of lb powerful a Reinforcement may have made on the Minds cl 3 
weak, uncofillitutional, and divided Miniftry; which abandoning all its Hopes in the French Al. 
liance, may c hole, on any 'Perms, to lolicit ours as their only Refourcc ; or to yield into tlicn 

Hands, for the Condition of perfonal Safety, a Power which they are unable to retain. 

I fliall now endeavour to prove my I'hird Proppfition, that the Treaty of Poorunder pafled on the 
ift March 1777 is not yet executed •, which will at the fame Time anfwer the only Part of Mr. 
Francis’s Minute which remains unanfw'crcd. 

The firfl: Proof which is produced in that Minute in fupport of the Opinion, that the Treaty b 
executed, is, that we are in Pofllfiion of Salfette, and the Maratta Share of the City and Purgunnah 
of Broach. 

It would be flrange indeed if we were not ; We were in PoflefTion of them when tlic 'Preaty was 

concluded, and nothing but Force could have wrefted them from us ; and that Pbree nuift have been 

greater tlian the whole Maratta Empire, unfupported by an Eurojiean Alliance, could have brought 
againft us. 'Phis is not a very flriking Inftance to produce of the Maratta good Faith. 

It is lUpulated in tlie 'i'reaty thatcSalfctte and the other Iflands fliould remain in our Pofiefilon. 
The only Way by which this Condition of the Treaty could be accompliflied was by Silence and Ac- 
quielcence; but the Treaty was fcarcely figned when the Minifters reclaimed thofe CelTions, and 
have fince repeated the Rcquifition not as a Point of Option but of Right, with an Intimation 
too ftrongly implied to be rnifundcrftood, that at a proper I'ime they would ule Force to recover 
it j yet Mr. Francis inftances this as One Condition of the Treaty which has been accomplifiicd : 
Surely it has nor. » 

1 lie 5ih Aitjcic of thc^Trcaty entitles us to a Country of Three complete Lacks of Rupees, 
&c. ^:c. 1 his Article is *^not executed*, and Mr. Francis acknowledges it, for he fays, ‘‘ The com- 

‘‘ plctc Execution of the Treaty has only been retarded by a Difpute about the literal Meaning of 
the Katwiil Jtimma, &c.” Mr. Francis fays, ‘‘ That in our Letter of the 18th Auguft, we dc- 
“ dared that wc underftood the Term to mean a Grofs Revenue p* which he thinks dVides the Dif- 
pute againft us : By no Means ; Mr. Francis has miftaken or forgotten the Point in DilpiLf. it is not 
a Grols Kevenuc ol Three Lacks which the Minifter offers, for that we fhoiild have accepte^I^aut Lands 
which (land rated in the Books at a Revenue of Three Lacks, Our Inftruftions to th^ Prefidcncy 
of Bombay upon this Article in the Letter quoted by Mr. PTancis, arc llridUy confon^t to thole 
which w'e have now given, as will appear from the Pcrufal of both, ^ ^ 

Mr. Francis aflis, “ Is it meant that we Ihould go to War? &c,” The Inftruftions dired the 
Council of Bombay to afeertain the Right •, if wc arc wrong to rclinquifti our Demands, if we are 
right to infill on our Right ; and if not admitted to declare it a Breach of Treaty. It is extraordinary 
that it upon Proof it appears that we have Rights, that we fhould rclinquilh thole Rights bccaufe they 
arc contiovcrtcd by the Marattas. It is not very confiftent with the Honour of this Government to 
yield at fo ciitical a Time to the Didates of an Ally, the T'erms of whofc Alliance are not yet com- ‘ 
pleated. 'Fo declare it will be a Breach of Treaty is not a Declaration of War, but it is a Decla- 
ration that we have a Right to go to War, and will I have no Doubt be fufficienc to fccurc us 
our Right, unlels the Marattas fhall be fupported by an liuropean Ally. 

^ T'hough I am not fond of commenting, I cannot help taking Notice of a Word ufed by Mr. 
Francis, in the Part of his Minute which alludes to the Execution of the 5th Article of the Treaty. 
He fays, T he complete Execution of the 5th Article of the Treaty has only been retarded by 
“ a Diipute about the literal Meaning of the Words Kaumil Jumma,** Any one not acquainted 
with the Subjed would infer from this Fxpreffjon that t!ie Execution of the Treaty was delayed, 
till by looking into a Didionary wc could afeertain the Meaning of a Word. The T reaty has been . 
concluded upwards of 'Pwo Years, and this Article by Mr. Prancis’s Confeflion is not yet accom- 
plifhed. How long would he permit it to remain fo ? 

He fays, Wc retain Chickley, Corial, and fcvcral other Places, and enjoy the Revenue thereof 
“ as Pledges till the Sunnuds for the Country of T hree Lacks can be made out.” 

Wc do not hold the Places he mentions as a Pledge: T'hcy are the Ceftions made to us by 
Futry Sing, and are our Property, as will be feen in my Anfwer to Mr. Francis’s Objedion to 
the 'Phinl Inftrudion. 

T he 6th Article of the Treaty is equally unaccomplinied. The M.irattas agree to pay us Six 
Lacks within Months of the Date of the Treaty, and Six Lacks within Two^Ycars of the fame 
Date, which laft Period expired on the Firft of lalt Month.

The Governor General’s Minute, recorded in the Coofultation of the 15th Inftant, having been 
culatcd agreeable to his Defire, Mr. Francis wrote the following in Reply to itj a Copy of which 
$ lent a Number in the Rclolution’s Packet. 

I will not continue to argue a Queftion on which I have already fubmitted to Judgment. If the 
rent of the prcicnt Meafures fhould ever force an Enquiry into the Origin and Motives of them; 
i Merit of thofe Perfons, who have promoted or oppofed them, will not be tried by nice verbal 
ftinflions, or by torturing particular Expreftions in Debate to a Senfc inconliftent with the general 
inciples, avowed Opinions, and uniform Condudl of thofe who ufe them. The Inquiry will 
nimence at the Source of the Meafures in queftion. The Part unanimoufty taken by this Council 
the firft Inftance, that is when the Treaty between Ragoba and the Prcfidcncy of Bombay was 
ft communicated to us, will be compared with the Ideas which have fince been adopted by fomc 
embers of the Board on the fame Subjeft, and with the Meafures lately refolved on and now in 
tecution. A careful Review of our Debates will lead to a decifive Judgment on that Point, which

They can have no Motive for introdui mg the French into their Country, but to proted themlelvc, 
againft that Spirit of CoiKpiclli whicli pievails in our Cuuiuils, and which they lee is never to be 
faii.sfied.

Ragoba, naturally fufpicious and timid, as I am told he is, can never triift his Interefts and Perfen 
to the Difcrction of his new Partisans ; Men who were lately his moft inveterate Enemies, and ^ho 
even in their former Connexion with him betrayed him. He will have had more Caule ihan'il.^ 
Government of Bombay to be alarmed at an Invitation made to him, to put himfclf inio their Ikmij 
without any Stipulation or Propolal, either for his pcrfonal Safety or for the Share which he was to 
expcdl in the public Adminiftration. Nor could he be better plcafed with the Comproniile made 
with Nana Furneefe, when in Addition to the peribnal DifafFedlion which he has ever borne to Ragoba 
in a more eminent Degree than the reft, and from which he will have departed only from the! 
Motive of urgent Neceffity, pofteftes the Support of Hurry Punt Furkia, the Commander in Cluei^ 
of the Forces, and Engagements with the French Nation, which if they are ever carried into Effect J 
will give him an abfoluce and irrefiftibie Command of the Maratca State. 

With fuch Reafons to diftruft the Party which has recalled him to the chief Adminiftration of 
Affairs he muft ftrongly feel the oppofite Neceffity of trufting to the Prote(!:Uon of the Governnicrt 
of Bombay as his only and fure Rclburce : 1 hat Government has cfpoufed his Caufe with a Zeal f.r 
exceeding that which a political Principle alone would have excited, a Zeal heightened by common 
Difappointment, and a long peribnal Communication of the fame Regrets, Appiehenfions, and 
Hopes. 

Such being his Situation, I canpot fuppofe that he will confent to move from Bombay wi(!i. 
out an Englim Military Force, nor perhaps under any future Situation of his Affairs, however proi- 
perous, to part with it while thofe are in Power to whofe Friendibip he may think he can iruft. 

I'he Prelidcncy of Bombay have a Right to require Conditions of equal Advanta^re for that wliidi 
they beftow. Thefc arc not likely to be unrcaionabJe, and wliatcvcr they may be he is not ini 
Condition to refufc them. 

I'he Union of Nana Furneefe with the Paity muft inevitably produce this good Effeft. It wiL 
indifpofc every other Member of the Adminiftration to the French Alliance, by which if it takes 
Place, he alone will be a Gainer. Had he fallen in .the Contention, it is not improbable that hisvi 
Adverfaries would have taken up the Negociation where he left it, and one grear, if not the only rcal| 
Benefit expcAed from the Revolution, would have been loft to us. In a Word, I repeat that this 
eommodation muft prove an Advantage. It completes a Syftem of disjointed and uilcordant Parts, ' 
which the Government of Bombay may hoki together, but no other Power can ; or by withdrawing 
their Grafp, let it fall to Pieces, and creft any other that they pleafe in the room of it. 

But to enable them to fuppori the Cbarafter which 1 have affigned them in this important Scenr, 
they muft poffcfs the Means both of furmounting all immediate Obftaclcs to Kagoba’s Elevation, ; 
and of maintaining him in the Pofleffion of it, until his Authority fhall be thoroughly cV^ffirmed by 
the Suppreffion of every Party capable of oppofing it. The fame Me.ins, and the lamc^^^or- ‘ 
tunity will equally ferve forilkc Advancement and Security of the Company’s Interefts, which, ;is 
their primary Concern, I cannot fuppofe will be neglcded. For the firlt of thefe Ends, the Fonc 
which they tell us they propofc to lend will be lufficicnt ; it will preferve the Afcendant of Ragoba 
over his Affociates, and.quiec his Apprebenfions with refpeft to their Fidelity : But it may prove an 
inadequate Provifion for future Contingencies. The Reinforcement which wc have prepared lor 
them, will render their Strength equal lo any Service r^I have no Doubt of its hnvii-g already pro- 
diiccd fomc Eftcft; for if wc refleft upon the Languor which followed the firft Overtures of tie 
Confederacy, and the fudden Execution of their Drfign, in the faux: Inftant of Time in. which the 
Knowledge of the Armatncnt formed by this Government muft have reacbcil the confederated Party, 
wc muft attribute the former to a Diffidence in their own Strength, and the latter to the Confidence 
excited by their expeded Aid which though not immediately intended for them, was profcftedly cah 
culated to counteraft the Defigns of our common Adverfary. 

If in the Crifis of fuch a Projed wc were to recall the Detachment, it might alarm our Friends an i; 
infpirc their Enemies, who in Effed arc our’s, with the Hope of fucceeding in any Attempts to h'b 
vert all that has been already effeded. By a Perfeverance we fliall be fare of maintaining tlit GrounJ 
which we may have gained ; and it it (hould be found ncceffiiry to let the Detachment proceed to itJ 
Deftination, of commanding every Point whicli we can with for the Company. On the Whole, I repeat, 
becaufc I think it conclufivc of the prefent Argument, that if the Services of the Detachment Ib^ll 
not be wanted, nothing will have been loft by i:s having marched, and it may be eafily recalled;! 
^ but if it (hould be now withdrawn, and its Aid lliould be hereafter required, it will be too late 
afford it. “ 

All the Difficulties which feemed at firft to oppofe the Meafurc have gradually difappeared :

I do not allow the Principles which Mr. Francis has imputed to me, and has beeii plcafed to fa 
he admits: Of courfc it is unneceffary to reply to his Inferences from them. 

Mr. Francis dill pcrfills in affirming, that a Revolution has been accomplifhed at Poona, b 
which Ragoba has been ledored to* the chief Adminilliation of the Maratta State, the F'rcnch k 
fliunce dedroyed, and the Dcfigns of St. lAibin defeated; to this I refer for a Reply to the Rep! 
contaiijed in my lad Minute on this Subpd, and to Time, the bed Arbiter in fuch a Conted. 

In Mr Francis’s Minure of the i6tli I.iilant, he faid, that ‘‘ we know with Certainty that !

fimple Operation of the Revenue, whether for the Alleviation or Ivncreafc of the public I’axes, may b 
condrued to aim at tlie Ruin of the French Commerce in this Country : Fhe Cantonments at Barrapo^ 
may give Umbrage by their Vicinity to Ghiretty; and the unulual Affiemblage of our Forces 1:

“ Situation of your Affairs, to offer our Relief, if it fhall appear to us tliat you have the Means of 
“ it left in your own Hands unapplied.” Either the Me.ans herein alluded to could never be in their 
own Hands, or their Affairs could not be in the moft preffmg Situation. 

When the Draft of the Letter was lent round, the State of our 'i'rcafury now prefented to the 
Board was not before me, nor is it mentioned or alluded to among the Rcafons affigncd for nor 
granting the Supply requeded of us ; if it had I fliould have thought it unanfwerablc, becaufc as 1 
deem the Prefervation and Secuiity of Bengal of all others the molt important ObjcC of Confidcia- 
tion to the Company, I (hould never have approved of fiipitlying the Wants of the other Picfiden- 
cies out of the Treakiry of this Government, already fo nearly exhauded on the fame Principle I 
fhould have endeavoured to difeourage every Finterprize likely to be attended with extraordinary Ex- 
pences, particularly the prefent Expedition to Poona. I confider the Moi'cy in the new Fort as a 
Relource againd a poffible Invafion of tliele Provinces, and not to be cnq-lo/ed for any other Service 
but their immediate Defence ; dedudting this Sum, and the otliers already appropriatc'd from the 
Balance in our Tiealury, it appears that we are going to maintain a War on the other Side of In- 
dia, or Military Operations at lead in Point of Exj)cncc equivalent to a War, with an unappropri- 
ated Surplus in our freafury of 'Fhrce Lacks and a Half, and which I'rom the Sealon of the Year 
we are fo little likely to cncrcafc, that we lhall meet with fome Di/ficiihy in our ordinary Expences. 
In tliis Situation of our Affairs I certainly fliall not be for fending Supplies of Money either to Madias 
or Bombay, and I would aliign the true Rcafons of our Conduft to thofc Prefidencies. 

GovernorGcncral— The State of our Two principal Trcaluries is prefented to the Board everv 
Monday Morning, and a daily Report I underdand to be conftantly made to everv Member of the 
Board : It was to thefe Treafuries only that my Minute alludes, as it is fiom thefe only th'tt Re- 
mittances could be made to the other Prefidencies but Mr. Francis has carried his ('onclufions 
far beyond mine, and greatly mifunderdood me if he fuppofes that I mean to rcprelent' the Com- 
pany’s Refourccs as exhauded. I'lie State of our Treafuries at the Prefidency has ever been at its 
lowed Ebb in the Three fird Months of the Year ; but this does not prove that our Rciburces are 
exhauded ; a fair State of the Company’s Refourccs can only be feen in the colleitive Sum of all 
their Treafuiies, and the Edimate of their growing Refourccs and Difburfcmcnis 'I'he Cafh in 
the principal Treafuries may be diminiflied by Means which proportionably augment that of the 
Provincial, as is adually the Calc in the Twelve l.acks of Rupees lately ordered to be granted to 
the Board of 'I'rade at the Prefidency, in I'xchangc of the provincial Affignments formerly made to 
therp.

I have been f avoured with your Refolutions of the 23d ultimo, through the Commander in Cli's 
and I cheerfully embrace the Honour you conferred upon me, in the Command of lb confiderabl 
Fart of the Honourable Company’s Troops ; and the Confidence and Reliance you have placed 
me demands my utmoll Gratitude : I am very fenfible of this Mark of your Favour, which it v 
be my Duty to dell rve. 

I fliall proceed with all Diligence to colled together the F.quipment of this Expedition, .iw 
hope with the Power you have intrullcd me, to be able to proceed upon it in due Time, and that! 
may anfwer the Purpole you intend. I beg Leave to fuggelt to you that it will be abfolutely ncceliarj 
it be attended with a Corps ot Cavalry, in order toefcort my Stores and Supplies, and prelerve ni! 
Baggage and Bazaars from Infult, arvl the frequent Alarms that are given on Marches of this Kind bv 
a llraggling Cavalry Enemy, as well as to prelerve my Communication and Correfpondence. 1 asi 
therefore to requelt you will permit me to take the hirft Regiment of Cavalry (now here) with ns 
on this Service, which 1 flatter myfelf you will approve, I have ordered it in KeadincTs and to procce, 
with me to Calpec, wlicre I hope to receive your Approbation. 

'I he Artillery you have appointed to this Command is very rcTpedable, and I do not appreluT,,; 
the Golundaze Company from this Brig.ade fufficient to conduct it probably. You are plcafed to adJ 
Four Oflicers from tlie Full Company to join ir, and I mull rtqucll you will add Twenty-five c , 
Thirty European Aitillery Men, with fome Serjeants, and One hundreil l.af'cars from the l irll Coii;'^ 
pany, that this Artillery and the Magazines may be properly conduded; anti if you plcr.fe to indiil e 
me with a Company of Fifty Men from the Firll Regiment, as a Guard to tlic 'Vhole, it v\ill mve ,;

The Detachment marclied from the Beach, and met with no Oppofition, the Maratta T'roops

but the Road being much inrcrlci^ed through the deep broken Ground, he was led near a Mile 
from the Extremity of tlie Village, almoft intercepting the Retreat of the T'roops from the Fortj 
at this T'lmc the Parties that had gone off with their Baggage and EfFeds to a Pofl; about Three 
Cois on the Jellalpoor Road, wcic returning in Search of Plunder, and to aid in harralfing our 
Troops, collecled here to the Numb^ of about 1,200 Men, they attacked the Grenatliers with 
Ibme SuLtrenalls and Rockets, and [)rencd them fo hard, that the 41!) Battalion, with Two Guns, 
immediately rnarclied from the Village to their Relief ; and the yih Battalion was ordered to follow. 
On the Junftion of the 4th Battalion, a few Rounds decided the Concert, and the Enemy retreated 
to Etowrah, the Place where they had carried tlieir Eflccfls. It was too far in the Day, and jthe 
Troo]).s too much harralled by being a long T’imc under Arms, to think of puiiuing them, and tlic 
Detachment returned to the Bank of the River, taking up their Port between the Village and the 
Fort. The Fore tliey found evacuated •, Colonel Goddard therefore pofleffed it immediately. In 
this Attack a few Grenadiers were wounded, but none dangcroudy. 

I have been thus particular to point out to you, Gentlemen, that the Steps I have purfued, and 
the Endeavours I uled to obtain the Acquiefcencc of the Chiefs Ballajcc and Gungadur, were confo- 
nant to your Orders, and luch as will obtain your Approbation ; and that the jealous Difaffeftion 
of the Maiatia Cliiefs alone has produced this lirrt Ilollility. I do alfo allure you, that I will 
yet ftrive to lecure their peaceable Admiflion of my March. The Fort of Culpee is an excellent 
liortage*, this, together with t lie Knowledge they now have that your Troops will not patiently 
bear an Inluk, may effedt their ready Acquiefcence. 

Another Vackeel tiom Ballajee is with me, who denies that the Oppofition has been made by 
Authority, and folicits B'riendfliip from me : On proper Pledges 1 will grant it; but the Deceit 
they have already ufed, will not admit of my placing too much Confidence in their Pro- 
feffions. 

I have the Pleafure to acquaint you, that the Officers and Troops behaved with the grcatcll 
Alacrity, at the fame Time they obferved the flridert Pkfcipline and Regularity.

It affords us great Satisfa<ftion, and adds to the Confidence which we before repofed in your 
Conduct, to obicrve the Attention which you have fhevvn to our Inflrudion in your Endeavours to 
conciliate the Maratta Chiefs to the March ol your Detachment, and in your Forbearance to reta* 
liatc their FJoftilities until the Safety of your Party made it nccefl'ary to repel them. 

W’e do not regret the Oppofition which you have met with, fince it has afforded you an Occafion 
of proving the Sincerity of our Profeffions, and the Marattas to be the Aggreffors in this early 
A <51 ot Hoftilit)^; at the fame T ime that the ill Succefs which attended it cannot have failed to 
make an Imprcffion which we hope will difeourage them in their future Attacks, for fuch we ought 
to cxpe6t, nor can we doubt that this was made by Authority, though difavowed by their Prin- 
opals. VVe have IcTs Apprehenfion of their open Ilortilitics than of their Treachery, and therefore

Jed us to fend an Order to the Officer in Command of the Forces you have been plealed to order to 
our Afliluincc, not to advance any further, until he may again hear from us. 

It is proper you ffould be acquainted, that when we came to this Refolution, we had Expeflation^ 
of a Reinforcement from Madras, which were indeed formed upon private Advices ; but the Pat- 
tamers which brought thelc Letters, having been Hopped near Poona, and their Packets opened, wc 
concluded the jiublic Advices from that Prcfidcncy had been intercepted, and gave tl.e more Ciedii: 
to the Private. 

Alfo that Meffrs. Draper and Scackhoufe did not concur with us in this Refolution, which they 
were of Opinion was not warrantable by any Change in our Situation, either with reipeft to thj 
Dc/jgns of the French, the Condtkl of the Poona Government, or our own Military Refourccs. 

Sir Edward Vernon, after leaving this Place, fell in with tlic French Ships the Priliiant and the 
Sartine, and immediately returned to the Northward, taking his Station ulf Choiil, with a Kelo. 
lution to prevent the P'rench from, landing any 'Fioops there ^ he continued crui/ing oH’ that Pon 
till the i8rh, when the French Ships not making their Ajipcarance, he proceeded to the orht: 
Coaff. 

cHeem it incumbent on us to lend Sir Edward Vernon a Letter of Thanks for his Conduct 
on this Occafion, in which he cliTplayed fo pointed an Attention to the intcreff and Welfare of the 
Ilonourabic Company, 

We have fince learned that Monfieur Bellecombe himfelf remained at Malic, and that the Brilliant 
proceeded to Mangalore, where fevtral Artillery Officers, Two hundred Men, and a large Q^iantity of 
Military Stores, were landed for the Service of the Nabob Hyder Ally j and the Ship after Sii 
Edw.ard Vernon was out of Sight to the Northward of her, returned to Mahc, to carry Monficui 
Bcliccombc back ta Pondicherry. The Sartine is gone to Goa River, where flic may probably remain 
during t.hc Monfoon ; and it is there laid the French were deterred from proceeding to Choul by the 
Appearance of our Squadron, and I'uppofing that War was declared, and perhaps by the News of 
the Revolution of Poona ^ but we have learned that the Captain, who was at Choul, has ordered 
her up thither (to Choul.)

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

I did myfelf the Honour of acldrefllng you laft under the 19th ultimo; on the 25th I receive^' 
a Letter from the Honourable the Governor General, inchding Three for the Durbar, and m- 
({uainting me with your Determination to fend a Reinforcement of Troops to Bombay. As I appre:- 
liended the March of fo large a Body of Forces through the Maratta Dominions might greatly alarm 
the Durbar, I thought it ncceffary to fend Mr. LewisS to Camp, not only to prelent die Letters, 
but alfo to explain the Caufe of our Apprehenfions, from the Connexion between Nana and Mon- 
iiciir St. Lubin, and to apply for the ncccffary PafTports for the free Paflage of rhefe Troops, and 
their being lupplied with a friendly Buzar. He accordingly fet out the 28th ultimo, and returned 
the 4th Inflant, when he delivered me the Minutes of his Proceedings ; to the cnclofed Copy ol 
which I beg Leave to refer you, from which your I lonour, 6 cc, may perceive, that no Depcndancc 
can be had on what the Durbar jointly, or the Minifterr. individually, fay ; for notwithftanding their 
16 publicly difpatching me, of which they alfo advifed the Prefidency of Bombay, and Moraba’s 
Aliurancea to Mr. Lewis, they have not to my Knowlcidgc taken one Step towards compleating that 
Bufinefs. 

I cannot account for Moraba’s evafivc Behaviour refpccling the Diiflucks, in any other Manner 
than the Hopes he entertains of the Troops not marching until the Governor General fliall have 
received the Durbar’s Anfwcrs, agreeable to what he declared their Vackcel h;id written, or that they 
will be recalled in confequcnce of the late Change in tins Government; however to leave him as 

litd# 
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little room as pofliblc for further Evafions, under the 5 th Inftant I wrote Moraba a Letter, de* 
manding a decifive Anfwer, in Writing, and declaring him accountable for any ill Conicqncnces 
which may happen from the Want of the Duftucks. But I am forry to inform you, that noewith- 
Handing this, and fevcral Meflages I have fince fent him, 1 have not been able to procure an 
Anfwer. Notwithllanding Moraba’s Affertions to Mr. Lewis, Monficur St. Lubin has not yet been 
to Proondur, though it is faid he is now fent for 5 but from the equivocating Condud of the Durbar, 
both before and fincc Moraba has had the executive Authority, it is a Doubt witli me whether they 
will difpatch him, or even if they do, whether he will leave Poona, as Irom the Latenefs of the 
Seafon, he will have it in his Power to delay the Time till the Rains fet in, when he will make the 
Plea of its being impofTible for him to go any where. 

In confequence of Hurry Punt’s Retreat to Miretz, Hyder has lately taken Two fmall Forts, 
named Copallee and Bchadurburrali, and was by the laft Accounts attacking the Fort of Danvar, 
about 1 hirty Cofs to the Southward, after the Redudion of which it is fuppoled he will attack the 
latter Place, particularly fhould the Reports of Hurry Punt’s being on his March from thence to 
Proondur, by Orders from the Durbar, be true. 

The enclofcd Packet to your Addrefs was received Yefterday, in Duplicate from the Prcfidency of 
Bombay. On the 9 th I received a Letter from the Chief of Mafulipatam, dated the 22 d April, 
enclofing a Packet for Bombay, from your Honour, &c. which wa^ forwarded immediately.

This Afternoon M(jrabah went to Sac.iram Bapoo at Bury, where were alfo Nanah and Crudrow 
Belobi what palled [between them I cannot learn, but a Ilircarrah whom I fent there informs me, that 
Nanah on his p^oinij; .^way faid to Morabah, he might bring Dadah.Saib to Poona, but he rcquclle.l 
Morabah would take Caie he did him no Harm. However I look on this as a mere Blind, as 1 am 
informed Morabah has told Tookajec llolkar that he does intend bringing Ragoba to Poona befou- 
Decera, and has rcqnelted 1 lolkar would lend for Aniindy Bhoy and her Child immediately, and let 
the latter live with the young Peftiwa in the Fort; to which Holkar replied, that he had nothing to 
Jay to Savoy Badjceiow, (meaning Ragoba’s Son,) but infilled on Dadah Saib’s being brought diredtly. 
I'hc public Uealon given for the Meeting between Morabah and Sacaram, was the Bcirad Rajah and 
1 Javaldar of the Matchy, coming down to pay their Compliments to Morabah ; it is true they did 
come down, and the Hircarrah informs me that after Nanah returned to his Camp Morabah gave the 
Bell Buiidah to tlie Rajah and Havaldar, and their People, in the Name of Ragoba, that they 
Jhould not jiermit any one to go into either Fort without his Perniifiion. 

I am alio informed tliat Ragooputrow, Nairoo Sunker’s Son, wlio is encamped with Holkar, has 
deilared to him that unlefs he will force the Durbar to bring Ragobah immediately into Govern^ 
ment, he will march into the Conkan with his Troops, amounting to about Four ihoufand Men. 

jrday, u. This Afictnoon Saccaram Bapoo ^paid a Vifit to Tookajee Holkar, from whence he came to tfic 
Pagoda, in the J'ope of which Morabah is encamped, and about Four o’clock let off on his Journey 
to Ninygam, a Village about Six Cols on this Side Settera, in order it is faid to be married. 

I have been inJormed fiom feveral Peifoiis that Morabah by the Advice of Rapoo, has now 
laid nfide all 'Fhoughts of bringing Ragoba into Government. Buehabah Preondur particularly, 
on the 29th ultimo, fent a Meffage acquainting me that Sacaraiu and Morabah had totally brokt 11 
the Agreement made with him and Holkar, and were rcfolved iliac Ragoba fhould not come to 
Poona, but tliat he and Holkar was dcierniined on bringing him, and wiflied much the EngliHi 
would alfill them. And at a Vilit 1 paid CiiCiabah this Evemrg, hr fiid he could not give me a pri- 
vate Meeting on the Subject as he had Spies on him, Imt icqudlcd i would leprcfent to Mr. Molly i\ 
he liad already lent me, and that whatever we might have to fay on the Bufinels may pals through t!ic 
Perfon who ads as my Finguill. 

Not having heard any d'hing from Morabah thcic Fhrce Drys, in th(‘ Jrvening 1 fent the Linguid 
defiring to know w^hen lie intended dilpatching me, as Mr. Mollyn would be vciy defiious of lending 
the Durbai’s Reply regarding the Dulluck to the Cioverror (jUKial *, w hen Morabah laid he would 
certainly lend for and dilpatch me befoie 'Fen o’clock in live Morning. 

j.iy 3d, 1 fent again at Noon to Morabah to afk, when he would rlifj’iatcli me he replied, that as Mr. 

Moftyn h.ad lo often fpoke to the Durbar with ref))e(ft to ddparching M(*n[ieur St. LubiP, they had 
fent for him in order to give him Iiis Dllpatches, after wifudi they would difpatrh Mr. Mollyn to 
Bombay. About 6 P. M. Morabali lint a Melliigc, defiling niy Atieiulance ai the Durbar; I accord- 
ingly went, and tound there Ciultrov; Bdob, Chimoo Wutul, and Ciopaul Naique Tumbucker. Mo- 
labah told me, that as llielauers irom the Governor Genei al rneniioned the d>o()[)S he was lend- 
ing to Bombay to be on account ot the French being hcie, ha had lent Monlieur Sc. Lubin in 
orcler to give him Ins Dilpaiches ; and rcqucdlcd to know il m fuc It Cale we ffoulcl IBII want the 
Dulducks I afked lor at la!l Vifir, or whether the d roops wt uld be prevented proceeding? I an- 
fwered, that according to the Governor Gencrars Fetter to Mr. Mollyn, the droops would noNf 
have been near i vventy Days on tlieir March, and that of courfe the Duftucks would be nc- 
eelVary to prevent any Difpiues (m tlie iiewd ; to winch hcanfwercd, that the Duibar’s Vackecl had 
vviitien them, the Go\ei nor Cieneial had told him thed'roops would not marcli until tlie Durbar’s An- 
Iwcis were received. 1 replied, tliat this was contraiy to what the Governor General had written to 
Mr. Mollyn, but that perhaps they might be Hopped, lliould the News of the Change in Government, 
v.luch Mr. Mollyn had dilpatched the Day after it happened, reach Calcutta in ddme ; but as this 
very uncertain, I rcpeaic<l my Kcquell tor the Dullucks being delivered n'.e to prevent any bad 
Coiikujuence which might liappen for the Want of them.

what they would not fuffer. Morabah immediately replied, that the real (. aide ol Mt. ^inllv^’s 
Detention was a Letter he had received from Ragoba, defiring that 'rumb.hk'ir iiii dit not be di!-^ 
patched for fome Days*, th?t Dadoo Punt arrived this Day from Bombay with i.erter Irom Dadali 
Sahib, wh:ch would require a fevv Days to confidcr of ; and that then the Durbar would pofinvely 
fend Mr. Moftyn to Bombay. He then afked me if I thought it would be proper he fhould write a 
Letter to the Governor, accounting for this long Delay ? I told him, that he undoubtedly ought to 
have done it before, in order to remove any bad Opinion the Governor and Couned miplu cnrcrr.un 
fiom this trifling Behaviour of the Durbar.

Alter iny Rmnn Irom the 
Durbar I fent the Linguift to Morabah, to know whether he would grant the Duftueks 1 had applied 
for ; when he replied, that he was obliged to go to jefury To-inonow, wlieic he Ihould remam 1 wo 
Days, but that on his Return he would confuler ot it, and lend his Anlwer to Mr. Moliyn.

Received the follow inp^ Letter from Colontd Leftie : 

Gentlemen, 

I did inylcit the Honour of uddrefTing you on the 30th ultimo, tranfmitting to you a Copy of a 
Letter received from the Honourable Prefident and Council of Bombay. 

'I'he Day belore Yelieiday I advanced with the principal Part of the Troops that form this De- 
tachment, with Intention to take jjoft on the Banks of the Retowah River, leaving Pan of the Paik 
of Aitiiicry, the Magazine, and One Battalion ot vSe[)0^s, at Kalpce. 

Ycfterday Kxprellb arrived at my Camp from the Refident at Poona, coveimg Uif.as under 
Date the 4th of May, that were dilpardied m (Quadruplicate from the I’refidency ot Bombay, which 
etjuirc the Profecution ot my M uch towards that (Quarter, in Countermaiul ^ tl^eir former Orders 
at the 22d April. I’lieir original Letter I now do mylclf the Pleafure to lay bci u, together 
A^ith the Refulcnc Mr. Mollyn’s Letters of Advice, which accompanied it from Poona, b' ^unle* 
qucnce of th.cle Inftriidions, I have difpatchcd Orders to the OlTicer commandn g at Kalpee to j^in 
my Detachment with the Magazine and Troops under his Charge, and (hall wait his Jundtion on the 
Bank of the Betowali, from whence I (hall proceed on my Route through Bundlecuntl with all polFible 
Expedition. 

I am forry to inform you, that the Backwardnefs which the Maratta Chiefs have (hewn to the Per- 
formance of the Engagements they have entered into with me, make me dubious of their real Inten- 
tions. This Circumftancc will in lome Shape protradl my March ; but you may be allured that I (halt 
not be diverted from my dircdl Route through thefc Diftridts by any Kefentment of their Duplicity, 
however thei: Condudt may meric it, more than the Security of my Detachment may abloluicly 
require. 

I have dir[)iitched ColFids in Acknowledgment of the Letters I have received from Pooiu and 
Bombay, and (hail be pundually attentive to their Dcfirc of being frequently informed of my Ad- 
vance.

Received the following Letter from Bombay : 

Gentlemen, , , , . , n r 1 

We have the Honour to forward a Triplicate of our lad Letter, dated the 2d Inllant, lince when 

we have received your Letter of the 23d of March. 

We have not fincc received any furtlier Advices from the Rcfident at Poona, nor taken your 
Letter into full Confideration and we only difpatch this to acquaint you, that wc have taken oil 
the Redraint we had laid on the March of the Troops from Calpee, and direfled the commanding 
Officer to advance towards this Side, agreeable to the Orders he has received from you. 

We ffiall do all in our Power to facilitate his March, and to procure a I'afc and unmoleded Paflage 
for the Army, and write to you with all poffible Precifion, the Moment wc have taken our 
Rclblutions. 

From the friendly Intercourfe that has appeared for fome Time pad to fubiid between the French 
and Hyder .Mly Cawn, of which we gave an Indance in our lad Letter, wc think it would be a 
very proper Meafurc to keep a Refident at his Durbar, to endeavour to penetrate and countcrail 
their Schemes ; we therefore requed to knov/ if you approve tliis Meat'ure, to which wc prcluiue 
the Nabob can have no reafonablc Objedion, as we are allured both the Fieuch and Dutch main- 
tain Refidcnts at his Court. 

Having hitherto obtained no Satisfadion from the Durbar for the Concerned in the Aurora, not- 
withdanding our repeated Reprelentailons, and the Letter from the Governor General, we have 
fixed the Amount of their Lois as a Claim upon the Revenues of J amboofecr, after the Company’s 
Demands on account the Twelve Lacks and the Country of 'I’liree Lacks arc made good ; and have 
rcfolved to retain that Purgunnah until the Sum due to the Sufierers is difs harged with Intcred ; 
our Proceedings, and the Papers now tranfmitted by a Sea Conveyance to Madras, will diew the 
Care we took to examine and afeertain the Claims, and to do all poffible Judice to tlie Poona 
Government ; and we doubt not you will approve the Method we have taken to obtain Satisfadion 
for the Merchants, whom it is our Doty to proted. 

It is with much Concern we acquaint you, that by the London Gazette of the iCth December, juft 
received from'Budbra, wc learn that General Burgoync with his whole Army, confiding of 
Fighting Men, was compelled to furrender to General Gates on the 14th of Odober, on Condition of 
being tranfportsd to England from Bodon, and not to ferve again in America during the War.

Mr. Francis — As a formal Motion from me on the Subjefl of the preceding Letters would only be 
pTodudivc ot uleicls Debate, I lhall content my fell with lading my Opinion bdore the Board, 
lea ving It to their Confideration to adopt any Part of it they may think proper. Thele Letters bring 
new Matter, andofeourfe a new Qiicllion before us. On the Second of May, the Prcfidency of 
Bombay inlorm us, that the Opinion they had formed ot tlie pndent Situation, added to other Con- 
ficierations, had induced them to Bop the March of the Detadimcnt. in d'wo Days they luddenly 
change t'leir Kcloiution without affigning any Kealbn for it, and ortler the Detachment to proceed. 
By this txiraordinaiy Omiliion, I think they have failed very much in the Rclpcd they owe to this 
Government, and in their Duty to the Company. If they a6t capricioully and without Reafon,

My Language and Opinion, witli rclpecd to the Defigns of France, an.i the Policy to be oblcrved 
by this Govemnient, will be found invariably tlie fame. I do indeed believe tliat the Schemes im- 
puted to them of Alliances witli tiie Murattas, and of hollile Piojcbls on the Mal.ib.ir Coalt, w'cu 
chimerical-, their Connedions with llyder Ally fhew at leaR that they have taken a very dillcieiir 
Turn : But I have conllantly urged the Necellity of arming in Bengal, -and If, Hiding in a Polture of 
Security and Defence here, without provoking a with France, as long as it could be avoided, 

becaufe I am inltrudcd by the Company, and convinced by my own Judgment, that we ouglit tu 
make the Safety and Prefcrvation of Bengal our principal Objed. — As I hud there are no puhia 
f.ettcrs before the Board, to inform us of the particular Circuirilfanccs th.it attended Colonel f.cllics 
March on the Firll Day from Calpec, I beg Leave to lay before die lioaui an Extrad of a priv.uc 
Letter from Camp, to which I gave Credit, and which I think defervc.s our Coniideiation : I uriuei- 
ftand there are many private Letters in R own which give tiic lame Accounts . 

“ On their Firlf Day’s March from Calpee, by the little Caic that was t.iken to provide prop-r 
“ Guides they loll ilicir Road -, and although the Ground they propoled to eiic.imp upon was bm 
“ Eio-ht Cofs from Calpee, yet they were Klcvcii Hours on tlic Road, from MKlnight till Elevin 
“ o’clock ; during this 'lime they marched above Miles, over a burning l.uvly Phi n, without 

“ Drop of’Waterj between Three and Four hurulred Sepoys and Followers of ilie Camp died rav 
“ ing mad with Thirft. 

“'Captain Crawford, One of the bed and braved Military Cliaradcrs in India, died that Day, rt- 
“ cording to the Opinion of the Dodors, for Want of a Draught of liniple Water ; he died mad aftci 
“ 'I'wo Flours lllnels ; Colonel Parker, M.ijor Fullartori, Captain ;\flic, C.ij lain Shoners, and abo. t 
“ Ten Subalterns, were dangeroufly ill.” 

Governor General— -IMay 1 afk R^Ir, Francis the Name of the Writer of this Letter, lince it is cle* 

livered as authentic ? . . , 

Mr. Francis 1 have dated it to be a private Letter, confequenrly cannot mention the Writer s 

Name -, nor would I have introduced it at all, if iliere had been any public Letter from Colonel Leflie, 
ftating’thc Circumdanccs that attended his Marcli : I do not find that he has even reported the Deadly 
2 
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of Captain Crawford •, but I can afllirc the Board with Ccjtainty that there are many Letters in this 
Town to the fame Effeft. 

Governor General — Of the Death of Captain Crawford I received Advice from Colonel Leflle,’ 
written at the fame Time with His public Letter to the Board ; and confounding one Letter with the 
other, did believe till this Inftant that it was mentioned in his public Letter *, I have not the 
✓Letter by me, but will fend it, or an Extraft of it, that it may be entered in this Place. I believe thaC 
Xhe d roops mull have fufTered from the Heat and Want of Water on the Road ; I did in effeft fore- 
tell it in a Minute dictated at this Board j but I believe that the anonymous Exirads produced by 
Mr, Francis is a grofs Exaggeration, and calculated more to conciliate the Favour of the Perfon to 
whom it was probably addreiled, than to convey a ftrid Relation of the Fruth. 

I will addrefsyou again To-morrow ; 1 have fent the requifite Orders for the Magazine to join 
‘‘ me from Calpce, and can afiureyoii I (hall do my utmoft to get on, though vve have at preient to 
ftruggle with a molf inclement Seafon. 

I have had the Misfortune to lofe Captain James Crawfoid, who commanded the 4th Battalion of 
“ Sepoys, by a moft violent Fever which carried him off in Icfs than Two Hours ^ his private Cha- 
“ rafter, and acknowledged Abilities in his Profeflion, arc not unknown to you. 

I bear more than my Share in the univerlal Regret and Grid at this Accident, not only by the 
Lofs the Service in general fuftains, but the prefent F.xpedition in particular.

I now return to Mr. Francis’s lad Minute. I cannot agive with Mr, Francis, in terming the 
Silence of the Prefidcncy of Bombay, new Matter tor a Qudlion depending loldy on our own Re- 
folutions i but whatever Weight this Argument may have on one Side, it is equally counteipoilcd 
on the other, and leaves us jull where we wxre with rdpe(!:l to the Motives of our own Aftiuns. They 
were filent on the Catifcs which induced them to lulpend the March of the Detachment : I'hey wer« 
filciuon their Motives for repealing this Suljienliun i and 1 for rny own Part am better pleafed 
with the Solicitude they have (hewn, to make Colonel Ldlic acquainted with their luff Intentions, than 
if they had waited •, and of courfe, unneedrarily impeded the Service, for the tedious official Forma- 
lities of a j)ubric Letter, derailing all their Realons. 

If Mr. Francis does indeed dill believe, that the Schemes imputed to the French of Alliances 
with the Mararras, and of hodile Prujefts on the Malabar Goad were chimerical, 1 would beg 
Leave to alk him, but do not infid on his Anfwer, Whether he believes the Charafter aflumed by 
the Chevalier St. Lubin of a Minifler from tlie Court of France to be faife ? and whether the At- 
tedations of it l-iy Sicuram Baboo, and Nana Furnde, the Miniliers of the Maratta State, 
and the formal Notification made by them to this Government, that the Chevalier St. Lubin had 
delivered Letters and Prefents from the King of France, were falie, and for what Purpofe this 
CoIIufion was conceited i* if it be admitted, that the Chevalier Sc. Lubin is Minider from the 
Court of FVance to that of Poona, What is the Objeft of his long Refidence and what was the 
Objeft of his Miffion ? When the Conclufion which I have drawn from each Appearance, and 
which has been ecchoed by all the World, is pronounced chimerical, 1 have a Right to require 
that fomc other be fee up in its dead. Much Strefs has been laid on a I'ormcr Afierrion made 
by me, rdpefting the fuppoldl Grant to St. lAibin of the Port of Choul. 1 had but repeated what 
I knew to be on our Records •, but could not immediately turn to the Pafiages whicli related to it; 
and 1 traded to Time, the bed Difeoverer of 'I'ruih, to jullify the Opinion which I founded upon 
them, I now beg L.eavc, in this Place, to quote the following Pafiage of a Letter liom Fort St. 
George, dated i6ih January lad, which mentions the Grant of the Port of Choul as a Faft of 
undoubted Notoriety. With refpeft to any Conneftions which may have been formed by the 
Maratta State, we can only Ipeakd'rom Conjefture. It feems probable that fomc J’mo;agcments 
may be in Agitation, or perhaps concluded between that State and the Soubah ; and They have 
“ lately we believe maintained a clofc Correfpondence with the French ; as appears from the 
Proceedings of Monfieur St. Lubin at Poona, and the Grant which they have given to the 
“ F'rench at Choul on the Malabar Coad, of which you have lately been adviled.’' 1 never fup- 
pofed that a public Grant or Sunnud had been executed for this Purpofe. This would not have 
luited the Policy of cither Party. The prefent Ufe of the i^ort, and the Promilc of it in Pro- 
perty, was all that the Chevalier St. Lubin could defire, until his Defigns were ripe for Execution. 

I believe mod fiimly, that Inch a Promilc was made him by the ruling Member of the Admini- 
ftration ; nay, I Inive been informed, and by an Authority which (though 1 think myfelf not at 
Liberty to mention it) merits my entire Credit of it, that Sc. Lubin did make a Purchaleof a Church 
Handing near the Shore, for the Purpofe of cdablifliing a prdent Stoicdioufe, and of converting ir, 
with the Ground around it, 10 a Fortrefs hereafter. I ftiall now produce the lad and mod Jorv- 
clufivc EvidcMire ot the Reality ot the Engagements, executed between Nana F^irnefc and the 
Chevalier St. Lubin, and even of the Defign to grant the Property of the Pore of Choul to 
the latter. It is extrafted from Mr. Lewis’s Diary. I lhall inferc the Paflage at large, and dcfiic 
that the Parts to which I allude may be marked by a Line drawn underneath. 
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“ Wednefday 29th April. On account feme particular religious Ceremonies Moraba was engaged 
in, this being a Holiday, I had not an Oppoitunity of feeing him until 7 o’Clock, F. M. I found there 
“ Chiruco Wiitul and Gopaul NaiqucTumbuckur. After delivering the Letters from the Governor 
“ General agreeably to Mr. Molly n*s Orders, I explained their Contents, when Moraba afleed me, whom 
“ we had to fear ? I told him that in confequence of the Governor General and Council being ad- 
“ viled of the Tieaty w ith Monfienr St. Luhm, they had Caufe to imagine fomc evil Defigns were 

intended againit the Company’s Settlements on the Weftern Side of India. He immediately,^ 
anfweicd, 1 hat tliere was no Treaty between this Government and that G entleman, 1 replied, that I 

4* fincerdy believed there wa^ not*, but that I was convinced there was One lubfilting between Nana 
and him, the Contents of which we had the greateft Reafon to fuppofc were greatly to our Freju- 

dice; and that it was in confequence of this Treaty that the Troops mentioned in the Governor 
(ieneral’s Letter were coming to the AHiftanre of Bombay. 1 therefore rcquclled the neceflary 
Duftucks for their treely palTing through any Fart of the Maratta Dominions they might have Oc- 
“ cafion to come to, as well as their being properly fupplied with a friendly Buzar. Moraba confcflcd .i 
‘‘ Knowledge of the I'rcaiy between Nana and Monficur Sc. Lubin *, but faid he could not give me 
an Anl'wer with refpc6l to the Duftucks 1 required, until after the Durbar met To-morrow. 

“ Sunday 3d May about 6 P. M. Moraba fent a Meffagc defiring my Attendance at the Durbar. 

I accordingly went and found there Cruflrow Bclol, Chintoo Wittal, and Gopaul Naique Trum- 
buckar. Moraba told me that as the Letters from the Governor General mentioned the Troops he 
was fending to Bombay to be on Account of the French being here, he had lent for Monlieur St. 

“ Lubin, in order to give him his Difpatchcs, and requefted to know if in fu(h Cafe we flioiild Bill 
** want the Dullucks I afked for at my lall Vifit, or vvhether tlic Troops would be prevented pro- 
cecding? I anfwered, that according to the Governor General’s Letter to Mr. Moftyn, the Lroops 
would have been near Twenty Days on their March, and that of courle the Dullucks would 
** be necclfary to prevent any Difpute^’on the Road ; to which he oblerved, that the Duibar’s Vackeel 
“ had written them, that the Governor General had told him the Troops would not march until the 
Durbar’s Anfwers were received, I replied, that this was contrary to what the Governor General 
“ had written to Mr. Mollyn, but perhaps they might be Hopped Biould the News of the Chanf>-c 
in Government, which Mr. Mollyn had dilpacched the Day after it happened, reach Calcutta m 
“ Time; but as this was very uncertain 1 repeated my Kcqueft for the Dullucks being delivered to 
me, to prevent any bad Conlcquenccs which might happen from the Want of them. Crullrow 
‘‘ Bcloll then took up the Dilcourle, and mentioned again the Lxtters they had received from the 
Governor General, teipeSmg Choul being given to the French, and Monlieur St. Lubin havin-^ the 
Command of the Toff Counah, and made fome trifling F.xculcs for Monficur St. Lubin lla^in*'- 
“ here fo long ; he allowed that fomc Kind of Fromifes had been made that G rifleman, but faid they 

were given only with a Defign to amule him, i replied, that the Dm bar bell knew their own Kea^ 

‘‘ fons for detaining him ; but that aficr the many Equivocations they had been guilty of, until he 
arrived at lome French or Englifh Settlement, wc could not believe that they really meant to fend 
him away ; and that Mr. Moffyn had already replied to the other Points. Moraba then laid, that 
“ the Durbar had hitherto aifted very improperly in making fo many Evafons about h im, from which 
“ the Rnghlh had an undoubted Kiu:hc to lulped iomerhing was intended aKainll them: bur f mhWir 
<• however depend M(;n(ieor St. L.ubm (houlci bedifpatched in Two or I hree D.i , s.” ’ 


Mr. Francis— My private Belief is not dated as an Argument that ought to weigh with the Board 
but merely to clear rlie Confidency of my own Condudt and Opinion, in Anfwcr to an Obiedliori 
urged againd it. In many of our late Debates I have formally admitted the PofTibility of the 
Schemes and Negociations laid to be carrying on between the French and the Maratras but at tiie 
fan^e Time have contended that all luch Schemes and Negociations have t( L.fly fuled'of Succefs 
The Fad beyond all Quedion is, that the French at this Day are not in Poffellion of Choul • and I 
prdume it will not be difputed that they are engaged in Connedions with I iyder Ally who is at War 
with the Marattas, and that they have furndhed him with Military Affidancc. 

With rdped to Monfieur Sc. Lubin, he is an Agent of fo low an Order,* and a Ferfon of a Cha 
rader lo infamous m India, that I cannot believe he was ever intruded witli a Letter from rh^^ K,nrr" 
of France. What his Defigns have been, or what Indrudions he may have nxeivccl frl his E^^^ 
ployers, I know not : It is kifficient, tor the Support of every Argument in which I have taken a 
¥m on this Subjed, that his Hopes, whatever they were, liave been dilappointed, and that his 
Defigns are aaually defeated. ’ 

Governor General— As Mr. Francis has fiiifted the Grounds of the Outditm I im not honn.l 
to continue the Argument but in Anfwcr to One Paflage only which is dncdly a’j.plial ro’the pre- 
fent Subjeft of Debate. As Mr. ^ancis .s now pleafed to fay, that he cannot bd, eve that he was 
ever entrufted with a Letter from chc King ot hrance, I beg Leave to enter here for tl.c Third d'.me 
the arongeft Proof winch a I-adl of that Nature can admit, the Declaration ,o which 1 have before 
alluded of the Mm.ftm themlclves tn the following Extrafts of their Letters to n.e. With refpeft 
toiheFrcnchtonnea,onsw.th Hyder Ally, thofe ladn and fltall hereafter explain, a, w 'll as 
tltc Inconfidency imputed to what I alledged on th.s Subjedt in the Minutes delivered by ^^'10

Governor General — I forbear in this Place to comment upon the preceding Letters •, I fup- 
pofe that the Orders fent by the Prefident and Council of Bombay to Colonel Ldlie mull: have 
been received *, but as it is poffible that they may have been intercepted, I propofe that a Letter be 
written to Colonel Lcflic, informing him of the Subftance of this Order, and confirming it by an 
Order from this Board \ but that he be direded to complete the Preparations which he has been making 
for the Equipment of his Detachment, and that he hold himfelf in Readinefs to mardi on immediate 
Warning, 

Mr. Whelcr — I fed myfelf very much averfe to throwing any Difficulty or Embarraffment upon 
the Siibjed now before the Board. 

Tlie Queftion as it (lands I can approve of in Part, but without fomc further Explanation, I fear 
I cannot entirely accede to it; the Firll Part of the Letter, advifing Colonel Lellieof the Subftance 
of the Bombay Letter, and the Confirmation of this Board, is acceded to, and likewife that he be 
direded to complete the Preparation which he has been making for the Equipment of his Detach- 
ment, as I have Reafon to fear he is very ill provided and prepared for fo long and hazardous a March : 
As to the lall Part, “ that he hold it in Readinefs to march on immediate Warning,” I do not confenc 
to it, unlds the Order (hall previoufiy receive the Sandion of this Board ; I likewife think it Ihoulcl 
be afeertained, whaher Colonel Lcflic fliould with his Army rccrofs the Jumna, or if not, where 
and how he is to dilpole of it during the approaching Rains, 

Mr. Francis-^Conlidenng the Nature of the Advices received Yeflerday from Bombay, I own I 
had not the leall Doubt that the prefent extraordinary Council was fummoned with a View to coun- 
termand the l\xpedition, and to recall our Forces to the Defence of our own Dominions. The Pre- 
fidcncy of Bombay tell us, “ that the; Opinion they had formed on tlie prefent Situation of Aflairs, 
“ and their Defire to lave the Company from the heavy Expcnce, and their Troops from the Dari- 
“ gers and Difhculties of a March from our Provinces to that Side of India, had led them to put 
“ a Stop to the March of the Army.” After fuch a Rebuff as this from the Government, in fupport of 
whole Projecls ihefe cxtraordinaiy Steps have been taken here, and after fo plain a Declaration from 
them, that they will not take any Part in the Reiponfihiliiy of a Mcafurc fo expenfive, fo dangerous, 
and (o difiiculc, I confefs 1 had no Thought that any Idea of perfevering in the Fxecution of iuch 
a Mealure could dill prevail at this Board. I was in Hopes that nothing would be required of me 
To-day, but to join as I Ihould have done, heartily in approving the Reverfal of Meafures, wliich I 
had conllantly oppofed and condemned the Motion by no Means anlwcrs my Expectations or comes 
Home to my Opinion. 

1 think wc liiould immediately lend Orders to Colonel Leflie to recrois the Jumna, and to 
ftation Ids 'Froops in Inch Places as may be moll convenient and moll eafiiy made for their Reception 
during ihc Rains ; I.can never agree to iheir halting on the ocher Side of the River ; ific be in an Ene- 
my’s Country, the Army mull be cxpoled to many of the Dangers and Difficulties whrcli would attend 
their March, and probably be foiced into Afts of 1 lollihcy, which mav produce a general War. If ic be

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meant that they lhall quarter in the Territories of the Raja of Bundlecund, I fuppofc it may be thuie 
without Uanuer, but it muft be attended with the Ruin of his Country, at the lame l ime that our 
Army is \ieuincd from the Defence of our own Frontier. It is in vain for me to fay more on » 
Subjeft which has been fo often difcufled; I muff leave it to the Majority to decide as they thinly 
proper. One Circumdance only 1 think it neceffary to point out to the Attention of tlic Court of 
Direaors. We have been hitherto told that the French were engaging in dangerous Ncgociatiop. 
with the Marattas, and this Fad has often been preffed upon the Board as a Realon for ilie Fart 
have taken in their .\fFairs : It now appears by the Letter from Bombay, tltat Monfieur Bcllecombe 
had fent a Ship of War to Mang.alore, where fcvcral Artillery Officers, Two hundred Men, and a 
larec Quantity of Military Stores, arc landed for the Service of the Nabob Hydcr Ally. But Hyder 
Ally is^ War with the Marattas, and has lately obtained fome Advantages over them •, it is impoflible 
then that any Intrigues between the French and the Marattas can have taken Efied if ever tliey 
exifled. The Conclufions therefore drawn from that fuppofed Fad fall to the Ground, and it wc 
ad confiflcntly with our Reafonings, the Meafures built on ihofe Conclufions muft fall with them. 

Mr. Barwell— It feems to be the Sentiments of Mr. Whcler .and Mr. Francis, that the Detachment 
fhould continue embodied and remain under the Command of Colonel Lcflie. The only Fropofuioi, 
contained in cither of the Votes, that appears at all to militate agamft the Orders piopoled by the 
Governor General, is that the Troops Ihall be direded to re-crols the Juqina. Confidenng the 
Policy that renders it neceffary to continue the Detachment eiiibudied, I lee no Rcafon tor rcltrift. 
intr the Officer in Command of it from chufing that St-ation for the Troops he may in his Judg- 
nsent conceive beft calculated either to facilitate his Progrefs, or to enable him to return to the 
Provinces From the Time that has clapfed in preparing this Force, the Readinefs in which it is 
to be kept to march at a Minute’s Warning, is equally calculated for Olfence and Defence and 
whilft it IS not advanced to a greater Diftance than Thiity or Forty Cols from the Frontier of Oude, 
nr Raia Cheyt Sing’s Dominions, I will venture to affirm that our Powers of Defence are greatly 
increiled In <dving my Opinion for, the piopnfed Order to Colonel l.cllie, I do not think it cl- 
Entialto'go bade into the Policy that gave Rife to the Armament at Calpee, though I ilunk ,c 
neceffarv to propofe an Addition to the Quotation made from the Bombay Letter by Mr br-mcis, 
foilowni difworcis “ landed for the S^jvice of the Nabob Hyder Ally i” ‘‘and the Ship after 
« Sir Edward Vernon was out of Sight to the Northward of her, returned to Mahc, to c.iny Mon- 
« fieur Bcllecombe back to Pondicherry. The Sartinc is gone into Goa River, wheie flic probably 
« may remain during tlic Monfoon j and it is there faid, that the French were ckteired from pro- 
“ ceedinff to Choul by the Appearance of our Squadron, and luppofing that War was declared,

Mr Francis——! have not made my felt undciltood. My Opinion is, that the F.xpcdition fhould 
be abfolutelv countermanded, and Colonel Leftie’s prefent Command of couife diflolved as loon as 
he has quaitercd his Troops on this Side the Jumna, in the bell Manner the Scalon will iiermiti 
after the Rains, tlic leveral Detachments of which his Army is compolcd, ought to be remanded to 

'*^Gwernor Gaieral— If I had thought it neceffary to have replied minutely to the Objeflions. which 
have been made to this Queftion, Mr. Barwell has precluded me, by anticipating all that I could 
have faid upon the Subjed j but there is an Obfcrvation which Mr. Francis has introduced, and 
cxprefEd as it is, to be foreign from the Queftion of which I am compelled to take Notice, by 
the Iblemn Reference which he has made of it to the Court of Diredors. Mr. h'rancis has l.iid,

1 am in Pol- 
fellion of Materials, received through Channels too remote for the Poffibility of their having been 
fuggefted by the Knowledge of what has happened on the other Side of India, by which 1 leaf'* 
that the Deftination of the Troops, which were landed from the Brilliante at Mangalore, were for 
Choul.

they were uncertain vvhether the new Miniftry were fincere in their Promifes, they did not mean to be 
relax in their Vigilance towards the Intentions of that Government; however, until they could judge 
with moie Certamty of their Difpofition, the Opinion which the Prefident and Council had formed of 
the pref< lit Situation of Affairs, and their Defire to lave the Company from the heavy Expcncc and 
our I'roops from the Dangers and l^ifHculties of a March from thefe Provinces to the Weil Side of 
Jiuiia, had induced them to fend you an Order not to advance any further until you fhould hear again 
from them.

:ano;) with tiurle Provinces.

E C E I V E D the following Letter from Bombay : 


Gentlemen, 

We have been favoured with your Letter of the 6th ultimo, enclofing Copy of your InftruftionS 
to Colonel Leflie. 

Our Letters of the 2d and 9th Inftant have been already forwarded in Duplicate. 

In the Firlt of thefc Letters we acquainted you of having direded the Commander of the Bengal 
Detachment not to advance without further Advice from us ; and in the latter, of our having taken off 
that Reftraint, and direfted him to move forward agreeable to his Inftrudions from you. 

When the lute Change was effeded in the Poona Government, we at firft entertained Hopes it 
would be followed by all the good Confequences our propofet>Meafures were intended to produce, 
but we more particularly depended that the French Influence at the Maraita Court would be de- 
llroyed by that Event : for thefe and the other Reafons mentioned in our Letter of the 2d Inftant, 
we judged it beft to ftop the March of the Bengal Detachment till we could form a more certain 
Judj^ment of the Uifpofition of the Adminiftration. 

flaving indulged thefe Hopes as far as Probability will warrant, we think we can no longer in 
Prudence take our Meafures upon fuch Expedations j and your Letter of the 23d March more fully 
explaining your Views, and giving us Authority to demand proper Explanations from the Durbar on 
certain Points, we then judged it expedient to order the Bengal Detachment to advance^ which, from 
the Nature of your Orders prior to that Letter, we did not think could anfwer any End adequate to 
the Expence and Danger of the March, for we beg Leave to obferve, that after the Plan for Ragoba 
had milcarried, it was impofllble for us to defeat the Defigns of the French, and not to break the 
'I'reaty of Poona. ^ 

Every Letter we have received from Poona fince the Revolution, and the uniform Tenor of the 
Condiud of the new Adminiftration, evidently prove that they ftill mean to continue the fame 
Line ofevalive Condudl fo long purfued by that Government j we doubt not but your Advices from 
Mr. Mollyn will have imprefled you with the fame Opinion. Though the executive Power is transferred 
from Nanah to Moraba, the former is ftill in Oflke, and a Member of the Durbar; the latter, as 
lar as we can judge, feems inclined to tread in the Footfteps of his Predeceflbr, and unwilling to part 
with any Share ot his Power to Ragoba, may feck to fecurc the Whole to himfelf by the fame Means. 
Monlicur St. Lubin is Ibll permitted to remain at Poona, although his Difmiftion was the firft 
Objtft of our In(lru6tions to Mr. Moflyn, after the Change in the Adminiftration took place, and 
he received every Satisfadion on that Head that Promifes could give, fo long ago as the loth of lalt 
March. Notvviihftanding the Reqncft then made in public Durbar to Mr. Moftyn, to accompany their 
Agent to Bombay, with Propofals refpeding Ragoba, we find by his latell Advices, that they have 
been only trifling v.'iih him, nor have they to his Knowledge yet taken one Step towards fettling that 
Bufmers, though riiC Seal'on is now fo late. I'he Treaty (Till remains on the lame Footing on which 
it has flood thefe I'wo Years paft, not has the new Government taken any Meafure whatever for 
fulfilling the unexecuted Articles. 

Such Iking the Siiuation of Affairs, we could not, with your Orders before us, wait any longer in 
Expedation of Broj^olals from Poona; we have therefore given Mr. Moftyn Inftrudions to the fol- 
lowing Purpoit, being cxadlly agreeable to the Uiredions contained in your Letter.) of the 23d 
of March. 

Firft. We have dnee^lcd him in the Name of this Government, and under your Authority, to 
call upon the new Adminiftration to declare exprclsly whether they confider the MaratU State as 
bound by the Treaty of Poona, and to pledge their own Faith to it. 

Secondly. We havediredcd him, agreeable to the faid Treaty, to demand immediate Poflcflion of 
a Country of I'hree compleat Lacks of Rupees, near or adjoining to Broach in the Manner ftipu- 
Jated by ihe Fifth Article, and in cafe the Minifters fhall refufc to comply with this Demand, we 
further direded him to declare their Refufal to be a Violation of the Treaty. 

It IS nccefl'aiy to oblervc that we diredled Mr. Moftyn to fignify to the Minifters the Time he 

made his Demands, that \\t were willing to receive, in full Completion of the 5th Article, a Country 
9 that 
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that will produce to the Comj).iny Thice Lacks of Rupees a Year in the grofs Revenue, without 
any Allowance being made lor the Charges of Colle(!:lion. 

I'hirdly. We iKivctlircded him to acquaint the MiniUers that we have Orders from you to keep 
Poflefilon of the Countries ceded to the Honourable Company by Futty Sing, fince they have failed 
in producing the l'nK)fs rcquiied by the Treaty, that Futty Sing Guicawar did not 
Authority to make luch Celhons. 

Fourth. We direded hiin to make a proper Remonflrance, agreeable to the Terms of your 
letter, againll the ('ounienance allbidcd to the Chevalier St. Lubin, againll his being permitted 
to continue at Foun.u notwithftanding the Proinilcs we have received fince the late Change in tlie 
Govcinmtnr, and to demand from them a clear and fatisfadory Explanation of their Intention . 
wiiih rclj)iLl; to the Ficneh *, declaring to them, that the Governor General and Council will take 
fuch Meaiurcs as Prudence ikall dictate for the future Safety of the Company’s Interelt and PoC 
felfions committed to their Ch-:rge. 

In this Place we think it lair i^uty to requefl: to be informed wliat Meafures you propofe to 
puifue, in cafe their Anfwcr on this Occafion flaoiild not prove latisfaflory, or their future Con 
dud ikould give us Reafon for Apprehcnfion, as our being furnilhed with timely Infirudions ma/' 
be ol the lumoll Importance. 

Fifthly. As we liave experienced fo much Equivocation and Delay in the Condud of the Poona 
Government, vve thought it neceflary, in Addition to the Points laid down by you, to dired Mr. 
xMofiyn to deliver his Demands in Writing; and at the fame Time to acquaint the Minifters, that we 
expeded an immediate and explicit Anlvver likewifc in Writing; but that if fuch an Anfwcr was 
not returned within Fourteen Days from the 'Fimc of the Delivery of our Demands, we (hould 
confickr any further Evafion or Delay as a Kcfufal, and take our Meafures accordingly. 

'I'hc v'ettlcincnt made by Colonel Upton refpcding Jamboolcer having been agreed to by ns, 
rendered it unneee flary to make the Second of the Demands enjoined in your Letter. You will 
pleafe to bear in mind, that our Claim on Jamboofter has been increafed by the lurciicr Demands 
for an k-quivalent for the l.ols the Company have fufiained by the l^elay ot the Miniilcrs in 
making over the Country of Three Lacks, and for RcRitution of the Lol’s lullaincd by the Mer- 
chants concerned in the Aurora, which we have fixed as Charges on the Revenues of that 
Province. 

The Refolutions we have taken, will put the Condud of the new AclnFiniRration to a clear 
TcR ; and their Anfwcr will enable us to form a Judgment of the Footing we are to be on with tliat 
Government. 

The Anlwer Mr. MoRyn has received from the Durbar to his Application for Paflports and 
Supplies for the Bengal Detachment, amounting to a Denial, we gave him Diredions, w'hich lie 
had anticipated, to make a direct Application for that Purpofe to Tookajec ITulkar himfclf, and to 
Mhadjee Scindy ; to boiii of whom the Prefident has likewife written, and given them the AR 
furances direded in your Letter. Mr. Lewis’s Report, tranfmitted to you by Mr, MoRyn, will 
place the Condud of the Durbar on this Point in a clear Light, and give you a turthcr Idea ol 
their Views and Intentions. In a Letter juR received, he further acquaints us, that being uncer- 
tain which Route the Army would take, wlieiher by the Road of IJgein and Indoor, or through 
the Toll Bopall Country, which lies upon the Nerbudda, to the FaRward of the two former, 
and is the Road generally taken by the Patiamars, he had, in order to provide as much as po'Ible for 
our Troops having an unmoleRcd March, written to the Nabob of that Country, and had E eii 
aiiured by his Vackccl at Poona, that there was not the leaR Doubt of the Nabob readily complvio;: 
with his RequcR. 

We have acquainted Colonel Leflie with our Proceedings refpeding the Paflports, and direded 
Mr. MoRyn to communicate conRantly with him. We have aifo, with a further View of expediting: 
his March, direded Colonel L.eflie to correfpond with Mr, MoRyn, and (liall ouriclves give hni) 
every Intelligence and Advice that can be of Service. 

Wc beg Leave to fuggcR to you, that if on any future Occafion it Rioiild be nccefiary to ru[)ply us 
with a Reinforcement of Troops, the eaficR and bcil Method would be to lend Proops hither 
dircLlly fiom Madras, whidi can be replaced from your IdlabliRimcnt if nec^dfary. 

Mr. MoRyn has been inRruded to obtain, if polfible, a Copy of the iMigagement entered into 
by Nana Purneic with the Chevalier St, Lubin, and a Knowledge of the Meafures which may have 
been taken for its Icxecution. The Intelligence tranfmitted in our laR Letter, adds much Strength 
to our Sufpicions, tliat a Grant has been given or promiicd then) for the Puic of Choul.

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

My laR Rclpeds w.utcd on you under the ntli Inflant. On the 13th I received an Y\niwer to 
^tiJ|hc Letter. 1 therein informed you I had written to Morabu, on the Sub]e(^t ot Pailports for the 
Tfedoops you arc lending to Bombay, telling me, that as thefe 1 rfa^ ps are connng on Account ot 
fi^he Liench, he had fent for Monfieur St. lAibin, in order to diipatch liim ; alter which he fays, 

t e fees no Necelhty for the Troops continuing their March, or lor his gianting Dulliicks. Al- 
^OLigh this Letter is no dirceR Reply to my Rcciuelt, I could not but conlider it as a Refulal 
ftliowever, to avoid if polfible all luUiic Altercation on this Bufinels, I thought it my Duty to write 
P^oraba a Second Letter, dcfiring he would re-confider the Matter, and again declaring him anfwcr- 
P^blc for any ill Confeiiuences whlda might enfae from hu Relulal telling liim, as the J'roops had 
Ife'Undoubutlly begun ihcir Match, 1 had not Authoiuy to countermand them, nor would the Want 
^'-of Palfpons Hop iheir Proceedings. To this I rec.ivx'd Moiabahs Anfwer on the 16th, relerring me 
i ’ to hi.s lad. 

' Finding from Morabu’s Anfwer that there was no I’rofpeft of obtaining Padports from the Durbar, 
and as the March of our Troo})S may probably lay through Madjee and I ookajee Ilolkar’s Coun- 
tries, I embraced the Opportunity of a I'erlon*! could trull; going to Scindy, to write him a Letter, 
requeuing he would lavour me with Orders to his Officers tor our forces having a Irce PaOage through 
Ugein, a's well as their being fupplied with a friendly Bnzar *, a»d that no I'ime might be loll in 
conveying them, I enclofed Scindy a Letter to the commanding Oflicer of our 'I'roops, which I rc- 
queded he would forward with the above Orders. I did intend to have made a like Application to 
>.o-Holkar as foon as 1 could find a proper Channel through which to ajiply to him, being apprehenfive 
dire.td Ap[)lication might have given Offence to this Durbar*, however my Superiors having lately di- 
l/'redcd me to make immediate Aj^plication both to Scindy and Molcar for Palfports, I wrote the latter 
^^‘Under the 24th Indant, and am in hourly Fx})C(flation of receiving Anlweis from each : Jc being uiv- 
k certain which Route our Tioops will take, wiiCther by the Road of Ugein, Indoor, or through the 
Kl'oll Bhopall Country, which lays upon the Nuibedah to the Lad ward of the 'fwo former, and is 
;^^..the Road our Pattamars generally take *, to provide therefore as much as poffiblc for our Troops 
J^lhaving an unmolelled March, I have written a Letter to the Nabob of that Place, which 1 prevailed 
il^’cn his Vackcel here to forward with one from himlelf, requeding, in cafe they take that Route, he 
t. will grant them a lice Paillige, and afford them every Affidancc in his Power; which the Vackecl 
adures me, he makes no doubt his Mader will readily comply with. 

On the 13th Monfieur St. Imbin went to Camp, and the next Day had a Meeting with Moraba, 
who then told him, that as tlie Lnglilli had taken amils his daying here lo long, it was neceffary he 
flaould go .away for a Time; but that he might depend tliis Ihould not occalion any Difference in the 
Friendihip between the jMcnch and this Government. On the 17th in the Afiernoon, Morabah, 
Buchabih, Chintoo Witiul, and Crudrow Belol, paid Monfieur St. Lubin a Vifit at his Tent; and 
alter Haying with iiim about Half an Hour returned to Morabahks Tent, whither Monfieur St. Lubin 
followed tliem lliortly after, and Raid with them lome flours. Morabah then made him a Prefent, 

: and difpatched lum. On the 20th Nanah came down from the Fort, where he has refided fomc Tiire 
pad, to pay a Vilic to Sacarum B.ap'uo at Bury, when they lent for Monfieur St. Lubin, in order to 
take Leave ; and he accordingly waited on them : Nutwithdanding tiiefe Appearances of Monfieur 
Sr. Lubin being difpatched, it is beyond a Doubt with me, that he has no real Intentions of leaving 
Poona, or at lead if he does, that he will fpeedily raurn ; and that the Durbar aie in Hope.s, by 
publickly difjiatching him, to lull us into a Belief of their gooil Intentions, wdiilR they Jiave Re- 
couile to the French for AlTidance, a Door for winch has alre.ady been opened by Monlieur St. 
Lubin’s Negociarions with Nanah, and wiiich have been lately taken up by Morabah, as your Ho* 
nour, c?cc. will pleafe to oblerve by the encloled Copy and Tianllate of a Letter 1 liavc received from 
a Perfon at Camp, who, from the Knowledge I have of him, 1 do not think would deceive me : '1 he 
Intelligence contained in this Letter of Morabah’s 'Pranfaaions with Monfieur St. l .ubin, has been 
finec confirmed by Two Perlbns, whole ICmploys in ilie Government Service are Inch as to afford 
them freejuent Opportunities of knowing what pafics.

St. Lubin ; and I am convinied tiic French will nut only get ili.u, but much moie, the Moment tiie 
French can afford the promiled .Mlidance. AliUmdi 1 have hnheito filled in my Ftidcavoms to 
obtain a Copy of the Fngaguneius emerLd inu; laween Nanah and Monfieur sSt. Lubin,

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I have lately been fortunate enough to procure the enclofed Copies of fome Letters written by 
latter to the Viceroy of Goa and the Governor of Damaun, which prove, that he had made 
Agreements of the Kind. I am not acquainted with any Steps having been taken by the Durbar 
the carrying this Scheme into Execution, excepting Monficur St. Lubin being permitted to tema;J 
here, in direft Violation of the moft foletnn Aflurances to us that he fliould be lent away, and lU 
prefent Conduft of the Durbar. vj 

On the 27th 1 received a Note from a Perfon at Camp, informing me, that in confcquence of 
Troops coming from Bengal, and a Report of Hyder’s Army marching this Way, the Durbar ||„|1 
determined on fending Chintoo Wittul and Gopal Naique Tumbuckur to meet me, and requdl p 
would proceed to Bombay. They accordingly vifited me Ycflerday, and informctl me tiicy were 
purpofely to requeft I would accompany the former on the Bufinels the Durbar had already Ipokm 
to me about. I replied, that 1 did not fee any Neceflity for my going, iinlefs the Durbar would 
explain themfelvcs, which was now become the more necellary from the evafive Manner they i^d 
hitherto a£ted in this Affair. To this they gave me the fame Anfwer the Durbar had before d ;nt, 
that it was to affurc Ragoba they were his finccre Friends. I immediately replied, that 1 eonfidirfd 
their prelcnt Requeft as a mere Fincfle, intended only to Hop the March of the I roops we expe< 3 rd 
from Bengal, and to gain Time ; for had they been finccre, the Durbar would long fince have oil. 
patched me on this Bufinef?, and fent Monfieur St. Lubin away, but that I was convinced, Itom 
the extraordinary Attention Morabah and the Durbar hail paid him, the former had taken up Nanai, ’s 
Plan, and entered into fome Engagements with the French. This they pofitivcly denied, though 
they acknowledged Monfieur St. Lubin had made a Teiider thereof m Morabah, who told him, that 
as long as this Government continued in Fricndfhip with the Englifh they would not enter into an 
Alliance with any other European Nation, and that Morabah had abfolutcly difpatched him. I told 
them, that I confidcred his being publicly difpatched as ilone with a View to blind us, and perhaps 
fome others; but that I was poffefled of what I deemed a fufficient Proof of my Allegation, pro- 
ducing the cnclofcd Copy of a Lcttfr written by Monfieur St. Lubin to the Viceroy of Goa, ui.iltr 
the 26th April, which I had a few Hours before luckily procured. They anfwcrcd, it was very 
poflTible Monfieur St. Lubin might have written in that Manner ; but they laid, they defied me to 1 
produce any Writing from the Durbar : Upon which I obferved, that it was the Art of this Durbar 
not to give any thing under their Hands, that they might have an Opportunity of denying their, o»d 
Words. It was therefore for this Rcafon, before I would give Credit to Monfieur St. 1. iibin bcii)« 
finally difpatched, or my Promife to accompany Chintoo Wittul to Bombay, that I infilled on the j 
Durbar giving me a Writing, with their Sicca affixed, declaring they had not at prelenr, nor would ■ 
in future have, fo long as they continued in Fricndfhip with the Englifh, any Treaty with the French, 
nor fuffer them to trade in any of the Maratta Ports, being cxadtly conformable to the Promild 
made me by Sacaram Bapoo when I was difpatched by the Durbar to Bombay in Aiiguft lall : This 
they promifed to deliver me, together with a l,citcr for the Prclidcnt, accounting lor my being de- 
tained fo long here; and requefted I would lend the Lingiiift with Tumbuckur to Camp to bring 
them. The Lingciift accordingly fet oft’ this Morning; and if he returns in Time with the above 
Paper, I fhall accompany Chintoo Wittul, who leaves Poona To-morrow, otherwife will follow him 
as foon as I receive the Paper. 

From the Information contained in the Letter from Camp, mentioned in the foregoing Paragraph, 
it appears to me that this fudden Embafly has been let on foot in confrqucnce of Hyder’s Army ad- 
vancing this Way fince Hurry Punt’s Retreat, and our Forces coming from Bengal, by winch they 
judge we are determined to be no longer trifled with, and that they arc in Hopes thereby to arnule us 
until the Rains fet in, which will caciie a Delay of Four or Five Months, by which 1 ime, if ever, 
they fuppofc Monfieur St. Lubin can perform his Promifes. That the Durbar have already Ihewn their 
Willingnefs to enter into Engagements with the French, highly prejudicial to our Honourable Em- 
ployers Intereft, all Accounts I have received agree ; and though I do not imagine it will be in 
Monfieur St. Lubin’s Power to comply fully with his Engagements, yet it is poftibic the French may 
be able to bring fuch a Force as to give them the fuperior Influence in this Durbar, the dangerous 
Conlcqucnces of which are too plain to need my pointing out. 

Madjee Scindy is come from Rimutporc to Javer, a Village within Eight Cofs of Proondur. You 
will already have perceived. Gentlemen, from Mr. Lewis’s Report, that Holkar had been very urgent 
with Morabah to keep his Engagement for bringing Ragoba into Government; he ftill continurs 
prefting Morabah on this Subjedt, in which, from the beft Information I can procure, Scindy hcartilv 
concurs; and it appears to me that thefe Two Maratta Officers are by no Means fatisfied with tr.c 
prefent Conduft of the Durbar. Hurry Punt has been for feme Time paft near Fundapore. 

Since writing the above I have received a Letter from Madjee Scindy, infornfing me that he ha* 
forwarded my Letter to the commanding Officer of our Troops, with an Order to his own Offiec.'s 
for their free Paftage through his Country, and that he had forwarded another to me by one cf iai 
own Hircarrahs ; the latter however is not yet come to Hand.

At Noon 1 received your Note by Shahjje, and obferved the Contents thereof. Morabah has had 
Two Councils regarding ilic I lench, I le lold Monficur St. Lubin, that he had made an Agreement 
with Nanah to bung 20UO huropenns within bifreen Months, which he has not yet complied with j 
but that if it is in his Power to fiiltil that Engagement, Morabah dcfircd he would fend for them with 
Ammunition, fo as to be here before the Battalions can arrive from Calcutta; which Monficur St. 
Lubin has agreed to, and difpatchcd a Letter exprels to Ins Place. 

1 he Contents of the Letter wrote by the Durbar to Bengal, are as follows: Colonel Upton 

“ concluded a Treaty between our Two (iovernments *, where then is the Neccffity of your 
fending Troops into my Country ? If it is on account of Monfieur Sc. Lubin remaining here, I 
have, in Confuieration of our Fricndfliip, difpatchcd him ; and you may depend, I never will 
“ do any thing that fliall injure you. The French brought Goods here to fell, which is the Rea* 
fon of their Haying fo long; but he now intends to go away, and I have accordingly 
given him Leave : I therefore wifli you would recall your Forces, and prevent a Breach in our 
** Friendlbip. I hope you will pay no Attention to what the Bombay Gentlemen may have al- 
ready written, or (hall hereafter write you on this Subjedf. With refpedt to Ragoba, 1 have 
determined to bring him here ; but as Hurry Puiu is coming hither with a large Force, it is 
neceflliry he (hould be conlulced on it ; for fliould Ragoba t)e brought without his Concurrence, 
it will probably create fome Difturbances, lie will foon be here ; and I (hall fadsfy the Troops 
that are with him ; after which Ragoba fhall be fent for. I dcfire you will write to the Bombay 
‘‘ Gentlemen, not to make any Difturbances.** 

TIk following is the Contents of a Letter written by this Durbar to Europe: “ There is Friend- 
« fti'ip fubfifling between our Governments ; befides, a I'rcaty was concluded with the Gentlemen 
of Bengal, of which you arc acquainted, and with which 1 am complying. Notwithftanding 
this, the Bengal Gentlemen are fending their Forces in my Country, which will make a Difference 
^ in our FriencKliip. This is not right ; I thctcfoic hope you will fend poftdvc Orders, both to 
Bengal and Bombay, on this Subjeft.** 

The following is the Contents of a Letter fioni the Durbar to the Nabob: The Englifli arc 
fending Forces from Bengal with bad Intentions: Should they make any Difturbances, I fhaj) 
fend for your Forces ; and hope you will aifift me with your Army. The Englilh allb intend tQ 
bring Ragoba by Force, which will caufe a Difputc with them; therefore, in Confideratipn of 
^ our Friendthip, it is ncceftary you (hould attend with your whole Army.** 

Monficur St. Lubin is dilpaccheci, and Morabah wants him to go away, in order to haften the 
^^^roops he has promifed ; but he (ays, he will remain heie, and fend a Man with Letters for 
'him. I his they arcatprefent confidcring about.

V faftory, or their future Conduft Ihoultl give no Reafon for Apprehenfion ; as our being furniflied

jpeneial’s Sentiments upon it. There is another I’art of the Letter in which I would beg Le.-ive to 
Ijropole a Paragraph in Reply : “ We beg Leave to fugged to you, that if on any future Occalion it 
(hould be necellary to fupply us with a Reinforcement of Troops, the eaficft and beft Method 
“ would be to lend Troops hither diredlly from Madras, whirh can be replaced from your Ellablifli- 
ment it neceffary.” On the zd February I fubmitted my Opinion to the Board on this Point in 
ihc following Words : “Suppofing it a Point lieiermined by the Majority, that a Reinforcement of 
I* Troops fliould be fent to Bombay, I think it had better go from the Coaft, and if neccITary be re- 
1 * placed Lorn hence, than diredly fiom Bengal to Bombay, on this Principle, 1 yield to the 
f Propofition.”

The Firll is tlie Support of his Prctcnlions to the fovereign Power, the Second, 
the Recovery of the Captures made on his Dominions by Nizana Ally. On our Parts, we (hall 
pofTcfs a powerful Barrii'r on our Frontier, an Alliance which may counterbalance, and if properly 
employed, may totally overthrow the prefent Power of the Maratta State, and give ns a killing 
Afcendant in its Operations, and for ever dilfipate all the Dcfigns which the French have at tins 
Time fo wifely and hitherto fucceFfully concerted for their Agg/andlzeiiKiit and our Dellrucdion. 

A more fortunate Concurrence of Circumilances could Icaixely have been conceived than thole 
which appear of theinfelves to draw the 'I'wo States of Bcrar and Bengal into a decided and killing 
Union by the powerful Bonds ol coirmon Interell and common Danger. The Poona Government 
is the natural Enemy of Moodajee. It is ours by their Connexion with our natural and dcclaied 
Enemy the French.

Francis — In Addition to the Rcfolutions already taken, and in Reply to the Governor 
General’s Motion introduced Yefterday, I (liail Hate my Opinion of the farther Mealures which 
v^e ought to purfuc in the prefent Junfture, as briefly and as clearly as pofliblc v declaring at the 
lame Time that I do not mean either to fupport my own Opinion, or to oppofe that ot any other 
Member, by a Controverly, which at this 1 ime can have no good Effcft. 

I ft. I am unalterably of Opinion that the Detachment under Colonel Leftie (hould be imme- 
diately recalled within the Provinces, becaufe I think that the Security of Bengal is the firft and 
mofl eftential of all Objeds to this Government : As fuch the Company have invariably confidcred 
it. 1 will quote one Paftage, out of a Multitude that might be found in the Letters from the 
Court of Direftors, to Ibew how ftrongly they have inculcated this Objeft, and made it the Bafis of 
ihcir whole political Syllem in India. In a Letter to Forj Saint George, dated the 17th March 
1769, they fay, “ I'he Prefervation of our prelent Influence m the Bengal Provinces is the great 
‘‘ Objed of our Attention. All political Conncftiuns in the reft of India arc only important as they 
“ may affed us there. 

“ Every Acceflion of Influence or Pofleftion clfewhere, which by dividing our Troops may prevent 
“ the Exertion of our whole Force, in cafe wc fiioukl be attacked in that Qiiartcr, is hazarding a 
Subftance for a Shadow.” 

Admitting a Suppofition, that the firft Attempts of the French may be made in another Part of 
India, which can only be Matter of Conjedure, ftill 1 think we are bound, by every Rule of Policy 
and Prudence, to make our piincipal Preparations of Defence in that Quarter where our mod cf- 
fential Interefts arc at ftake. Confidcring the extenfive Frontier we have now to guard, I cannot 
think that Bengal is in a State of Defence, much Icfs of Security, while the Force under Colonel 
Leftie is engaged in any diftant Operations. 

zd, I think the Prcfidency of Bombay fhould be direded to make fomc Conceftions to the Minift. 
tcrial Party at Poona, and to endeavour to come to an Accommodation with them as foon as 
poftible. If we were to rclinquifli every one of the Points which have been in Difpute between us 
fince the Conclufion of the Treaty, we fhould neither give up any Thing that originally belonged 
to us, nor indeed any Thing that is worth our keeping. Territorial Acquifitions on that Side of 
India, are inconfiftenc with the Company’s true Interell, and no lefs contrary to their avowed funda- 
mental Policy, When we fee that even their favourite Acquifuion of Sallctte is attended with an 
Annual Lofs of 1,40,849 Rupees j that is, that the Expences of maintaining the different Eftablifh- 
ments there cxc^eed the Revenues of the Ifland by fo great a Sinn; wc ought, I think, to be de- 
terred by this dccifivc Experiment from wifliing to gain more in that Part of India, or even to keep 
a great Part of what wc have gained. 

By purfuing even now a Plan of Moderation with the Marattas, wc (hall probably take the moft 
cfiedual Courl'c for defeating the Defigns of the Frcncli, and inducing the Marattas to relinquifh 
any Engagements they may have formed with them. To introduce a European Army, either French 
or Englifh, into their Country, can npver be a Meafure of Choice with the Poona Government, 
much leis can they be urged by any thing but Necelfity to make their Country the Seat of 
War. ^ 

At the fame Time that we fend chefe Inflrudions to Bombay, I think that at all Events it might 
be adviliible to lend them a Reinforcement of Two or 'I'hrec Battalion^ of Sepoys, but they fhogld 
go from Madras, and be replated from hence if ncceflary. The whole Force of Bombay, in n^y 
Opinion, ftiould be employed upon a dcfenfivc Plan only, to which with the above Reinforcement 
it will be adequate *, that is, to the Defence of Bombay, Salfettc, and the Iflands and Ports imme- 
diately adjacent ; for as to the Acquifitions of Territory made by the late Treaty, in the fuppofed 
Cafe of their being attacked by the united Force of the French and of the Marattas, I would not 
think of defending them. For this Opinion I cannot aftign a llrongcr Realbn than that with which 
the Governor’s Minute furniflies me *, viz. that Bombay is weak in iilclf, and entangled rather than 
“ ftrengihenecl by its diftipated Poirdlions on the Continent, and that it can only defend itfelf ag^inft 
“ a dired Invafion.” 

3d. If by undertaking an offcnfivc War in Defence of Bombay it be meant to conlfnuc the March 
of Colonel Lefllc’s Detachment from our Frontier to Poonaj 1 am entirely againll it, I need not

not think that Dc^tachment can be fpared without Danger to Bengal 

If a I'reaty of Peace and Alliance can be formed with Moodajee Boolla, on the iiui.u j ^ 

having the fame Friends and the fame F.nemics (which we may interpret and ufh iKrealtcr as vve i!,,,; 

fit) fome Advantage may be made of it j but I cannot think that his Friendihip, or tli.it of any 
ratta Chief, is vvordi purclialing at the Fxpence of luch Engagements as are , rofioled to be 01 ],,^; 
to him; viz. “ to fiipporc his rrecenrions to this fovereign J^ovver of the Maiait.i 5tate, .md 
“ Recovery of the Captures made on his Dominions by Nizam Ally.” I know not whhhtr luf-i, 
Engagements may lead the Company's Arms, or how long they may implicate us in the poling,,, 
Coniells of the Country Rowers. Our general Line of Ahtion is and mult be purely detenlive. 
The Inlhudions we have given to the Rrefidency of Ron Saint George to cuhivate the Riiendlhip 
Hyder Ally are formed on this Principle, and it makes Part of the Company’s iundamental Poiup 
repeatedly inculcated in their inftrudions to their Servants, to avoid becoming Parties in any Dii. 
putes between the Powers of India. On One particular Occafion they have gone lo far as to l,,i. 

‘‘ that this Rage for Negociations, Treaties, and Alliances, has private Advantage more for its (Jb. , 
“ jeift than the Public flood.” This Remark is not meant to be applied to the I’roj^of.il before us, | 
but it fliews the general S'enfe the Company entertain of Treaties and Alliances with the Couiitr, ^ 
Powers.

The Gorernor General — I fhoidd be very nnwiUin-g to nnfwer the above Minute under the painful 
ImprclPon which it has laid upon my Mind^ and indeed I hope it will be altogether unnccellary, .is 
it confifts (excepting one didind Propofition) of Points of meic Controverfy, upon which cverv 
thing has already been faid that can be laid on both Sides of the (^lellion ; and it is yet my finucrc 
and anxious Hope, that whatever Diflerences of Opinion may fublifi: on Subjeds long agitated, oi 
which may not refped the new State of our Affairs, our Relolutions lelpeding every Mcafurc foi 
the Defence of the national PoffcAions in India may be unanimous, and our Mcalures poflefs that 
Degree of Vigour and Confiftency, which they can only derive from a cordial, a temperate, and a 
confidential Communication of Opinions. One Tingle Obfcivation I (hall make upon Mr. Francis’. 
Minute, becaufe it applies to the effential Part of Ins Objedions ; namely, Tliat the Mealure which 1 
have propofed is formed on Grounds purely defenfive ; 1'hougli itfliould lead to ofTcnfive Operations, 
its Objeds are the immediate Preiervation of Bengal, and the Protedion of thcle the mod valuable 
Parts of the Britifli Poffcffions in India from an Invafion not very diftanr, if we coniine all our 
Operations within the Boundaries of our Dominions and of our Ally the Nabob of Owde. I'here is 
One Propofition contained in Mr. Francis’s Minute which will merit the Confideration of the Bijard, 
and although I fear that it is too late, fince the Engagemems between the Adminillration at Poona 
and the French Minifter have been carried to too great Lengths to admit of their rctrading on cither 
Side, it may yet be given in Inftrudion to the Prcfidency of Bombay, but it ought not to be the 
Motive for a Sufpcnfion of any finglc Meafure which will be neceffary for tlic Support of the general 
Intercfts of the Company committed to our Charge, on the Suppofiiion that thefe Engagements have 
already taken place. I beg Leave to add One more Obfervation, fuggcflcd by Mr. Franci.s’s Minute, 
and encouraged by the candid Declaration with which it is introduced. It is undoubtedly the Duty 
of every Member of this Board to contribute his Sentiments on all Affairs, but more elpecially on 
fuch as thofe at prefent under our Confideration ; but I prefumc to offer it as my Opinion, that it is 
equally the Duty of every Member of the Board to afford his utmoft Affiffance to the Execution 
and Succefs of every Meafure that has ever been adopted, although originally paffeci a^^ainfi: Ins 
Jud gment, and to profccute it with the fame Ardour as if it had received liis primary Concurrence 
I hope it is needicfs to purfue this Subjeft : I will leave Mr. Francis the Advantage of an iindirpiitcl 
Ground in the many Objections forcibly ftated in his Minute, rather than contribute to diltuib the 
Temper of our Councils by a Debate which can produce no good Effeft but chat of pciibnal Vimh- 
cation. 

Now give me Leave to recall the Attention of the Board to the Subjeft regularly before it. 'I'fr: 
Queftion in brief is. Shall Negociations be undertaken for a Treaty of Alliance with the Rajali oi 
Bcrar An Allirmative or Negative is all that is now necclTary. The Conditions of this AllumLC 
will be the proper Subjeft of a future Debate, and will be contained in the Inftruftions to be given 
to the Perfon who will be employed in the Commiflion for condufling the Negociation. I lhall pre- 
pare them without Delay. 

Mr. Wheler-^I think it abfolutcly neceflary, before I give my Affirmative or Negative, that I fliouM 
know the Flxtcnt and Nature of the Treaty, which the Governor General propofes to form with tli>. 
Rajah of Berar, and I am the more dcfirous of an Explanation on this Head from the Qiidlion being 
now ftripped of that Incroduftion which preceded u in the Governor's former Motion, and wliieli 1 
fear I cannot alfent to. 

Mr. Franciij — I agree with Mr. Wilder. 

Mr. Harwell — I agree to the Propofition. When the Objcfls of the Treaty come under Confi- 

deraiion, 
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f cration, I ftiall give my Affirmative only to fuch Points as may be advantageous and ufcful to this

The Governor General — I beg Leave to recommend Mr. Alexander Kynynnround Elliott to be

rience I think him worthy, I have made choice of Mr. Elliott for this Service, on account of his 
intimate Knowledge ot the political State of this Government, in relation to the other Powers of 
the Country j having given him, under the prefenbed Oath of Secrecy, an early and continued 
Acecis to the Official Records ot this Dcparcmenr, and employed him in an cfpecidi Manner in 
aii my Co/iimunications with the Government of lierar, fince his Return to BengaJ.

Copy of Indrtiifiions to Mr. Alexander K. Elliott. 

We hereby appoint you our Agent and Miniftcr, and Invert: you with full Powers to negociatc and 
to conclude a Treaty with Moodajee Boolla, the Rajah of Berar, or the Rajah for the Tune being ; 
and tfiat you may be completely enabled to accompliih our Intentions in this Commillion, we give 
you the following Inltruftions, leaving it to your Diferetion to erteft them in any Mode which your 
Judgment, formed on the adual State of that Government, and the Intelligence which you (hall re- 
ceive concerning the neighbouring States, and fiom the Prefidency of Bombay, (hall fugged; and 
to agree to fuch other Conditions as are notexprelTed in thefe Inftrudlions, but (liall be conformable 
io their general Tenor, or not contrary to them *, and you are to obferve this Diftinftion in the 
Articles of Agreement which you (hall conclude with the Rajah of Berar ; viz. That although all arc 
to be, and we hereby declare that they (hall be, immediately binding on this Government, and on 
every other of the Company’s Prefidencies, yet fuch as arc in their Nature permanent nuift be referred 
to us (or their Confirmation •, but fuch as are intended for prefent or temporary Purpofes, are to be car- 
ried into Execution without waiting for our Sanftion, and lliall be equally binding as if they had re- 
ceived our rpecilic Ratification. 

Pu ll, It is our fli rt Dcfire ro crtablidi a perpetual Alliance with the Government of Berar on the 
1 erms ot mutual Detence: 1 o accomplifli (uch a Connexion, it mull be conrtituted on Principles of 
mntuil Interell and mutual Confidence ; thefe Princijdes you mull; make the Ground*work of your 
NegOLUtion in every Part and Stage of it, taking cfpccial Care that the Demand for our Affiftance,

tion mult be diiedcd ; namely, to defeat the Combinanon of the French and Marattas, to prevent the 
latfer from allilhng the French in their Dcfigns on Bombay; and further, if it can be effected, to 
ellablilh luch an Imercll and Connedion between our Government and that of the Marattas, as may 
cnliiic the future Support and Allilbncc of the Maratfa State againft the French^ or any other Power 
that may be in I'nmity witfi us. 

But if you fliall luive Rcalon to believe that tlie Prefidency of Bombay have commenced any 
Negociation or entered into any Engagements cither for the firm Ellabiilhmcnt of Peace with tlie 
Poona Minillry, or for the Relloration of Ragonaut Row, or for any other Purpolc* vvluch may prove 
incompatible with the Operations which we have above authorized ; you will in luch Cafe fufpend 
your Negociations until you lhali have leccived authentic Information, cither from Mr. Moftyn or 
the PreTuIcncy of Bombay, of the Nature of the Engagements cither proje6lcd or executed by them; 
and )ou will lb condudt yourlelf as to conform to their Meafures if you can conliftenily with the 
prior Attention wlucli you will give to our Views; or at leall not to engage in any oflenfive Plan 
whith fhall be contrary to t!\K of the Prelidency of Bombay. Remembeiing'tliat a defenfivc Alliance 
witii Moodajcc Botlli being the peimaneiu Objed of your Commiflion, you are to fulfer no ConfidcT- 
ation whatever to eliveit you Rom that Objed but the Kefufal or Inability of Moodajcc* Boofli to ac- 
cetle to it, or the Safeiy of Bombay rendering it impradicable. 

You are to oblerve that the Treaty at prelent iubfifling between the Company and the IV'ffiwa, 
even admitted to be m its fullcft Force, can by no Ce;nftrue‘‘Iion affed our Connedion wiili the Go- 
vernment of Berar, which we not only regard as poflcfied of a Ibvercign and independant ibwer in 
EacR, but we have a Right to deem it lueh with the Poona Government from the i'cltimoiiy of the 
IVliniflcrs ihcmlclves, who on a Rccjuifition made by Colonel Upton on the Part of this Governmenr; 
that MocJajee Boolla ffiould fublcribe to the Treaty, excufed thcmfelves by declaring in efidd though 
not in expuls '1 erms, that they had no Right or Power to compel him. 

And if you lhall leceiveany A Hli ranees from the IdcTidency of Bombay, or from Mr. MoHyn, that 
the Engagements between the french and the Miniflcrs are dillblvcd, and that the latter do not cn- 
teii.un any Dchgms hoflile to ilic Poflcffions of the Fall Intlia Company, you mull in that Cale regard 
the I'rcaty between the Com})any and the Pelhwa as polTeffing full Force, and abflain from any jio- 
fuivc Engagement with Moodajcc Boofla wlrich may be contrary to it; but this, as wc Kuuc alieady 
obleivcd, mult nut prevent you from concluding any Engagement with him of a t'elcnfive Kind, or 
even of an olTenlue, with relped toother Powers or States who are not under their SuhgCcion : 
Isvcii in the Cale thus fuppolcd, it will be no Breach of our Faith with them to agree to Ration au 
Englilh force near the \\dlcrn Borders ot Berar; and wc even recommend it as a (iuard upon their 
fidelity, and as a ready Means ot coiinterading any Atiemps whieli they may make in Violation of 
it. 

Having ddciiiieel the f.nds vvliich wc propofe to derive to the Company from an ofFenfive Alliance 
With Mood.ijcc ika ua, we lhall next proceed to thofc which he may realonably expebt Return ; ibr 
we cannot luppolc tliat he will hazard the Peace of his own Government without Profped cd iome 
Advantage adequate to the Rilque, nor could wc rely equally on his Engagements unlds iiis biierdl, 
R£f.

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hj being involved in them, were made a Pledge for his Sincerity and Zeal in the Pcriornw.ee cl

Mr. Francises Minute on the Injlru^ions to Mr. Elliott. 

Fort William, X5th Augiift 1778. 

i Mr. Francis— Having already declared my entire Concurrence in one general Principle laid 
t'down by the Governor*, viz. “ that notwithftanding the Superiority of the Britifli Force in India, 
its general Line of Adtion is and muft be purely defenftve and having repeatedly dated to the 
'^oard my Opinion of the Wifdom of ihofe Inftrudions which the Court of Diret^iors have conflantly 
'■^'given us, and which we ought to confider as the Bafis of the Britifli Policy in India *, vii. to make the 
Defence and Security of Bengal at all Times the principal Objc6l of our Care ; never to employ 
the Company’s Forces on clillanc Expeditions *, and never to engage the Company In Difputcs 
** between the Country Powers, but to leave thofe Powers to be a Check upon one anotiicr, 
without our Interference I cannot but exprefs the drongeft Difapprobaiion of a Plan which has 
for its Objeft a Union of Forces and Interelh with one of the Indian States againfl another, and 
which, in order to engage the former to unite in a direfd and open PFar againll the orlicr, propofes 
to engage the Company’s Arms in an blnterprize of no Icfs Magnitude and Extent than the Attain- 
tnent of the Sovereignty of the Maraita State for our Ally, and rhe Recovery of any Conquelh 
heretofore made by the Soubah of the Dccan over the Rajah of Berar. 1 eonfidcr the propolcd 
Treaty as not only fubvcrfive of all the general Principles of Policy which ought to dired this 
Government, but as highly dangerous and inexpedient in itfclf at all l imes, and more efpccially ac 
the prefent Crifi.s, at a Time when our whole Force is wanted for the Defence of the Company^a 
t^ofleflions, to which Objed alone I conceive it is or may eafily be made adequate. I wdll never 
;-Confent to fend any Part c^f it upon dillant Expeditions, tar from the Proteftion of our Frontiers, 
tr to employ it in fupporting any Projefts or Interefts in which we have no Concern ; Defence 
Alone fliould be our Objed. With rciped to Bengal and Fort Saint George, we have nothing to 
fear, if we make a proper Ufe of the Means in our Poflcirion, and apply them Readily to wife 
and attainable Purpofes *, that is, if we do not fufler the Firft to be divided, and the Second to be 
‘Ivafted in fupport of Projeds in which diilant Shadows are purlucu at the Expence of folid and 
fubftaniial Intcreft. With rffpedt to Bombay, which it is faid cannot now afford Ra^oba their Affijl- 
once without departing from the immediate Care of their own Safety^ the true and only Way of putting 
that Place in a Pofture of Defence, is to lend them a Reinforcement from Madras, and they tell 
tis fo thernfelvcs. As for Colonel Leflie’s Detachment, I very much fear they will never derive any 
Affiftance from it, 

Thcle Remarks and Objedions arc of a general Nature. I come no\V to the particular Inftruc- 
tions propofed for Mr. Elliott, and fhall confider them in the Order in which they Rand, 

I objed to the Powers propofed in the Preamble to be given to Mr. Elliott ; and whereas his 
Commifhon jiropofcs to have Two Ohjeds, I cannot help exprelfing my Surprize, that our Sanc- 
tion to him Ihould be thoinjlu nccelfary for coming to a Conclufion with the ITijah of Berar, upon 
that which is by far the lead hazardous and exceptiohablc of the Two Meafures, I mean the l)e- 
fenfive Treaty, but that he Ihould be allowed to follow his own Judgment in concluding an i carry- 
ing into Ivxecuiion the Terms of our Offenfive Alliance^ for the Support of isiiterprizcs of uncom- 
mon Magnitude and Extent, without waiting for our Sandion. Againfl: all fuch ablolute and 
diicretionary Powers 1 hereby moll folemnly proteft, and 1 declare, that I fliall never deem this 
Government bound by any Agreement entered into by him in the Execution of his prefent Com- 
miflion, without tlie previous Knowledge and Approbation of this Board, 

1. I objed to thedefcnfivc d'leaty on the Terms propofed, bccaufc I think our prefent Frontier is as 
much as vve are able to defend, and will not admit of our fubjeding any Part of our Force to match 
beyond it at the Kequifition ot the Rajah of Berar *, becaulc, without palhng the moft diilant Limits 
of his Dominions, iucli Rcquifition may carry our Army into the Heart of Indoftan, ata vidt DiRance 
from Bengal, and to a Situation too remote to admit of their lafe and fpeedy Return to the Proredtiofi 
of our own Provinces in cafe of Emergency; bccaufe, on the other Hand, I never can approve of 
our calling in 'I'cn thoufand Maraita Horfe, in any Cafe, to the Defence of Bengal, being thoroughly 
convinced that Inch Allies would only diltrcfs and ruin the Country, and never tio us real Service 
aguinit an Enemy ; and lallly, becaufe 1 have no Idea, that if Moodajee Boofla has a Ray of Under- 
Itunding, and rcllcds on the iaial Confequcnccs which the Nabob of Owdc has experienced from his 
Connedions with this (jovernment, and which took their Origin from a Treaty of bubfidy, he will 
ever iuffer an Englifli Army to ellablirti thernfelvcs in this Country under any Pretences whatfeever. 

2. 'I'he Plan ot an ollenfive Union with Moodajee Boc.Ra ieems to be founded on a Suppufinon 
that Ragoba has no Party left, and that the Prefuicney of Bombay have or will abarxion him. On 
my Principles it is immaterial wlietlier this Suppofition be well founded or not, becaufe 1 think it 
highly impolitic to irnplxate ourlelves in the Support of either of thelc Perfons, but is very material 
10 the Succefs of the Plan now propofed that no Millake fhould tc made in this Matter. I do not 

3 believe 
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believe that the Prefulcncy of Bombay will cafiiy reliiujuilh their Connections with Ragoba ; 
ihoulcl not. It is worth coniidcrin^^ wli.u our Situation may be, and what Appearance our Con ' 
will have in the Eyes o[ the Woild. In tlie iorll Iidlancc, we have a '1 icaty with the Ptflnva 
VNc break or renouiKe in Favour ol Ragoba: ^^'e aurhori/e the l^rcfidency of Bombay to cxccti'. 
I'^Jan for re/toriDg him to the jldminilli.irion, and we fend a Defaclntient of Troops acrofs Ind/, f 
iuppon tlKit Finn. I hc prcicnc Meniuiv luppolcs a 'Third Dillnbucion of Fuwer^ nnd a 
petitor for ir, to he iupporud by our Alliance ; and it is not impolTible., that while this Govcimi^j 
is uniting its Forces and Intel ells with thole of Mood ajee BoofU on one Side of India, the Fitfiu^^., 
of Bombay may be ajuallv engaged on the other in executing the Flan which we have already 
thorized in Conjunction with Ragoba. 

All ihcfc DilHcukics and Inconveniences arc fuppofed to be obviated by the Conditional jr 
llrudlions given to Mr. ElJloct, and the ( onliixnce lepofcd in his Caution and Prudence. I 
nor quciliun the peribna] Qiialifications of any Individual, when the Trull propofed to be veb ; 
in him is I'uJi as I would lepol'e in no Man. 'fhe Cales, in which he is auiliorizccl to iiniiewiij 
Moodjjee Boofla, in a diicdt and open War againlt the Minillcrial Party at Poona, with full a: , 
abfolute Diferction to concert the Plan of 0])erations with liim, arc to depend on Mr. Eljio[,’ 
Knowledge, or on his Perluafion ot tlic J .xillence of many Farts, concerning which it is 
poITible he may be mifinibrmed ; but the Conlcqucnccs of a MiRake, either in point of Judan^-,'! 
or Information, may be fatal. 

I do not pretend to know what the Nature ol Moodajcc Boofla’s Pretenfions may be to the 
ce/Ilon of the Ram Raja. It is a (^leilion of no Soic of Importance to this Government, niilu, 
we voluntarily involve ourfeJves in it. But if it were pollibic for me to entertain anldeao. 
gaging the Company’s Arms in the Support of Inch Pretenfions, the Precipitation with wdiich n, 
Conclufion of Rich an Fmgagenient is prclfed, and tlie implicit Confidence propofed to be |d u,„ 
in Mr. Flhott’s foie Judgment and ^piicretion to decide upon Mealurcs which may affebt ihc vo, 
Exiftence of the Britifli Power in India, would be fullieient to deter me from giving any Couiuc 
nance to the Mealurc. I fliould be guiUy ol a Breach of Trulf, if in an Infiance of this Magni 
tude, I confented to fin render the Powers of this Government to the Diferction of any Indivichuj, 

T o tjut Part of the Inllrurtions, therefore, in which we are “ to impower and dirert Mr. Fdliott ru 
enter into an exprefs Treaty for fupporting Moodajee Boolla’s Pietcnfions, if he fmll be cico'i 
of Opinion that the Chances of Suecefs are confidcrahly vn his Side ; and to leave the Conditions (•; 
cur Participation in an Entcrprize of JhlIj Magutfiulc in Mr. Klltofs Judgment, ' both in the Chui.t 
and Mode of fccuring them F 1 lhall only lay, that 1 believe Rich a J'rufi was never yet r 
pofed in a public Minitler j and that 1 (hall never confider myfelf as a Party to any 'Perms concludcii 
without my Knowledge, 

The Second Condition relative to our A/liftance againft Nizam Ally, is at firfi; ftated as a Sub. 
jert: of Negociation, to be referred to us i'or Conclufion ; but it is prefently added, ‘‘ unlcLs 
Moodajee Boofla fliall require it as an indil'pcniablc Condition. &c.” that is, in File rt', v/e tie ard 
unbind Mr. Fdliott in the lame Breath. In the Kncl, we authorize him to agree to Inch Terms 
may be propofed by the Rajah on this Point, if he (Mr Elliott) be perfuaded, that th^ Exetvua 
of them will tend to the AccompUJJment of our Views ; and in fuch Cafe, he is authorized to fulfil hi' 
Part of the Agreement, without w'aiting for our Sanrtion. 

1 he Mrfi Propofitlon tends to lead the Com[?any’s Arms into the Heart of Indoflan againfi the 
Alurratta State, in the Support ol Moodajee Boolla's Pretenfions to the SiiccefTion of the Rani 
Raja. 'Phe Second may carry them into the Decan, in Ripport of his Claims againft Nirai 
Ally; and in both Cafes, the Decifion is referred to the lole Judgment and Dilcrc\ion of Mr, 

P lliotr. In my Opinion, both the Objert and tlie Means need o.nly to be Rated to enfure du;: 
Condemnation. 

After luch an extraordinary Delegation of Powers to Mr. Elliott, it does not feem tliat farther 
faxj)lanations were nccelfary to obviate any Mifconccption of the Extent of bis Commiffion. 'Phe feJ 
Article, however, baniihes every Idea of Limitation in this Refpert ; neither the Death of t.bf 
Prince, with whom he is lent to treat, and on whofe perfonal Views and Dilpofition towaic. 
us, great Streis lias hcrctolu’c been laid, nor any Change in the Government, is to afiert the J' xe 
cution ot the Plan. 'I1:c 'Preaty is to be executed with his Succefibr, whofoever he niay rt, 
perhap', a Minor, peihaps an Ufurper, perhaps a Man hofiile to the Englifii Intcrellj and ir 
to extend to tlie (jovi i nment dependant on him, under any Change or Augmentation of it', that is, 
conclude our P'reaty with a Prince, who cither may not liave Half the Territory now pollciied 
Moodajee Boofla, or wRo may Iiave extended his Dominion to the other Side of India, In ili' 
latter Cafe, it would be prucient at leaft to fpecify, the dcfcnfive Vreaty, what thofe Litnii' 
Ihould be, \vliich the Company’s Troop;, arc not to pals, and within which the Rvijah of Bci^ 
may employ them on any ?vlilitar-y Seivicc !:e thinks proper.

Morning: Thus circum/taneecf I believe it 
pcannoc be (.xpeded that I /Iioulci enter info a full DihuiJjon of the various Articles which compofc 
hthc Governor's Minute belore us ; but t/iac ic wiii be fu/ficienc for me to declare my general Senti- 
sjinents on the whole (j^uellion ; relcrvjng to mylcit' the Right of d fuller Difcudion, ihould I Hnd ic 
gneceHary hereafter. 

?: But I mull here obferve, that Mr. Francis has exprefled hiinfelf lb ably and fully upon the Subjed, 
^that little more is neceliary for me than to comur with liim moll heartily in his Dillcnt and Protefl, 
•and likewife in the fcvcial Opinions delivered by him upon the Propoluions contained in the Go- 
. vernor’s Minute. 

I am entirely againfl all didant Expeditions and Conneftions, as contrary to the Company’s In- 
ftrudioris, their fundamental Policy, and paiticularly inexpedient at this I’lmc, 

1 join heartily with Mr. Francis, in thinking that our whole Force ought to be retained here for the 
Defence of our own Territory and thofe of our Aliy the Nabob of Oudc; and that this lb far from 
being diminilheil by Detachments fhould be materially encrealed on this Emergent y. I have a very 
unfavourable Opinion of entering into Alliances with Maratta Princes, which they ufually maintain 
no longer than it is for their own Interdh 

J am againfl the Detachment under Colonel I.eflie advancing^ further into the Maratta Territory, 
Jeaft they either meet with lome fatal Dilalter, 01 we Ihould be unable to procure their Return, when 
we may want them for the Defence of Bengal. 

I am at a L.ols to conceive how vve fliall be able to fulfil Stipulations with Moodajee BooHafor for- 
warding his Pretctifions either to the Dignity of Pefinva, or on the Dominions faid to be taken from 
by Nizam Ally j how our Army is to a61, or be lupplied at that Dillance, or what good FfTcft 
! fuch Meafures are to produce, either for the Defence of Bengal or Bombay, other than of driving 
; thofe States, from Apprehenfions of our ambitious Views, entirely into the Arms of the French, and 
' compelling them to form a general Alliance for extirpating us from Indoflan. What will then avail 
our Alliance with the Rajah of Berar.?^ how are we to depend on his Faith; or to get back our De- 
; tachmenf, when ic will be moft material to us ? 

For my Parc I apprehend the molt melancholy Confeqiicnccs : With thefe ImprcfTions it will not 
be wondered if I here enter my DiEcnt and Protefl againft the Expedition, the I'leaty now propofed, 
and the Powers propoled to be given to Mr. Elliott, to bind this Government in Meafures, which 
' I deem neither wife nor expedient, and which ic is highly probable we may hereafter be unable to 
fulfil, and thereby add our prelent propofed Ally to the Number of our Enemies.

The Time and Opportunity woiilii be loll by a Reference, in participating the 
Rerponfibihty annexed to a Mcafure of fuch a Magnitude, I dilclaim every other Rule for my Judg- 
ment but the very Objed Mr. Francis himfelf propofes. We differ as to the Means ; 1 adopt fuch as 
in my Opinion will prove moll ellkacious; he, fuch as he conceives better calculated to the Security 
of thofe IniereRs we have mutually in View.

The (iovernor General delivers in the following Minute : 

The prclent Crifis calls for A£lion not for Debate. 1 think it improper to wafte my Time, or 
to confume that of the Board in the latter, when it < an be better employed, and when I know [\a: 
no Argument will avail. Whenever I fliall find it ncccflary to reply to the Objctlions and Protdlj 
of McHrs. Francis and Wheler, I fliall addrefs myfelf to higher Powers. 1 lliall therefore now pro. 
cccd to fuch other Propofitions as I think ncceflary for the Conclufion ot tliis Bufincls. 

In the Firft Place, I move. That the Office Drafts of the Inllrudtions, after they arc written fair for 
Mr. E.lliott, be fealed and authenticated, in any Manner that the Board may think proper, anti de- 
pofited in Ibme fecret and fccure Pl.icc •, and that they be not entered in the Conlultalu^ns, ^uniil Mr. 
Elliott fhall have concluded his Negociations, or fliall have made luch a Progrefs in them as may 
make a longer Concealment unneceffary. The fame Caution was obferved with the Inllruftionj 
which were delivered to me by the late Council, in the Year 1773. When I was deputed fromchem 
to treat with the late Vizier at Benares, the Effed was aniwerable to the Intention-, theSubjcftoi 
my Negociation remained a profound .Secret, not only to the Time of my Interview with the Vizier, 
but from the private Manner in which it was conducted, it was unknown, and fcarcely furmifed, nil 
the Conclufion of the Treaty of courfe divulged it. I own I do not expedt the lame Caution on the 
prefent Occafion, for I am forry to add, that the Siibjed of Mr. Elliott’s Cornmiffion is alicady 
Known j yet it may have this good Conlcquence, that what now only pafTcs as a Report, wanting 
that Authentication which the original Documents, thougli but in Pollcffion of a few, would give 
them, may ftill continue a Report, and either die away, or be little heeded. If the Board approve 
of this Motion, it will be equally proper, that the Minutes which have been delivered upon the Sub* 
jed of the Inftrudions be aUb kept back from our Records depolited with them. Copies may not* 
withftanding be taken, to be fenc to the Court of Diredors by the firft and fiibfequent Dif* 
patches. 

2dly. I move, That Letters be written to the Prefulenr and Council of Bombay, to Mr. Moftyn, 
and Colonel Leflic, to inform them that Mr. Elliott is deputed to the Rajah of Berar, to treat with 
him on the Part of this Government j to requeft that the President and Council of Bombay will advilc 
Mr. Elliott of all Occurrences in which the political Interefts of the Company, or of that Prefidcncy 
in particular, are concerned •, and to inllrud him upon any Points refpeding his Negociation, which 
cither their own Situation and Circumftances may fuggelf, or on which he ffiall requcit iheir Advice. 
That to prevent any Oppoficion of Meafures, they refrain from any Engagements that may be hullilc 
to the adual Adminiftration at Poona *, except fuch as ffiall be nccefiary ior the Defence of their 
own Poffieffions, until they ffiall have received our further Information, concerning the paiticular 
Objed and Defigns of the prefent Negociation, ffioukl it be found nccefiary to require their Co- 
operation with then) ; and that Mr. Moflyn may have their Diredions to correfpond with Mr. Lllioit, 
and to inform him conltantly of the State of Affairs at Poona, both fuch as refped the Concerns ot 
that Prefidency with the Maratta State, and the Views, Connedions, and Strength of the different

To Alexander Elliott, Efquirc. 

Whereas an Intcrcourfe of Friendfliip has long fubfifted between this Government and that of 
Berar, and it is our Defire, and we believe it to be that of Modajec Bhoofila, the Rajah or Chid 
for the 'I'ime being of Berar, to confirm and perpetuate the fame by a formal Treaty of Alliance, 
We the Governor General and Council, in virtue of the Powers veiled in us by tlie King and Par- 
liament of Great Britain, and by the iMiglifh Eaft India Company, to direid and controul the political 
Affairs of all the Company’s Settlements in India, relying on your Fidelity, ITudcnce, and Integrity, 
have deputed you to proceed to Naigpore, or to fuch other Place where the Rajah ftiall refide, and 
to negociatc and conclude with Maha Rajah Modajee Biioofila, or the true Rajah for the Time being 
of the Province of Berar and its Dependencies, a Treaty of Peace and Friendfiiip between him and 
his Heirs and SuccelFors on the one Parr, and the Englifii Faft India Company on the other, nii 
fuch Terms as fhall be for the mutual Benefit, Honour, and Saiisfaftion of both Parties*, and 
hereby give you full Powers to that F.fieft, declaring that wc will latify and confirm whatever 
be fo concluded by you in our Names, and on our Behalf, according to die Inftrudions with whidi 
we have furniflied you for that Purpole.

^ ^ proceeding upon it as Faft, and therefore agreed to take fuch immediate Mealurcs as wc " 
udged neceflary for the Security of your Pofleflions committed to our Charge. Wc ordered Co- 
lonel Leflie with his Detachment to halt when he fhould arrive within the Dillricl of Bcrar, and to 
wait there for further Orders: We wrote to the Prefidcncy of Fort Saint George, recommending 
it to them to aflemble a fufficient Force in the Neighbourhood of Pondicherry with all poiTiblc Ex- 
pedition, to be ready to inveft that Place the Moment that a Confirmation of the News ihould arrive : 
We ad V lied them to open a Negociation with the Nabob Hyder Ally, who lately had made repeated 
Applications to their Prlifident to folicit an Alliance with the Company : We ordered the Balance of 
Ca(h which had accumulated in the Hands of our Refident at Owde to be immediately lent down to 
the Prefidency *, and called for fuch Accounts as might enable us to determine the State of our imme- 
diate Relburces, 

6. At the enfuing Meeting of the Council the Governor General propofed a Plan for an Alli- 
ance with Moodajee Boofia, the Rajah of Berar, a powerful Chief, with whom a iViendly Intercouife 
had long fubfifled, and who on many Occafions had manifeited a Dilpofition uniformly amicable to 
the Company : As the Plan is particular and worthy of your Ayeniion, we beg Leave to refer to it, 
and to the Minutes whicli have been entered upon it *, contenting ourfelves in this Place with inforiu- 
ing you that wc have accordingly appointed Mr. Alexander Itlhott with full Powers and Indrudions 
to negociate and conclude a Treaty of Alliance with Moodajee Boofla. As the Succcls of Mr. Fl- 
^liott’s Endeavours mult be governed in fume Mcalure by the Secrecy in which the Powers of ConcelFion 
confided in him are prcierved, wc have thought it ntxeflary for the prefent to keep his Inllrudions 
from our Records *, a Copy however, with the Minutes upon them, is made a feparaic Number in thu 
Packet for your Information. 

26. l‘he Situation of Adairs in the North Weft Quarter is nearly as follows : Colonel LeDie, with 
the Detachment under his Command, notwithftanding the Promiles of Fricndlbip which were delb 
vered to him from Balajce, and the other Maratta Chiefs poflcfling the Didrids about Calpee, met with 
feme flight Opi^ofition from their Troops in eroding the Jumna. They retired before the advanced 
Party wlien they had landed, and after fbme SkirmiQics retreated, leaving the Fort of Calpee evacuated* 
which Colonel Leflie in confcquence took Pofltflion of. He then continued his March without fur- 
ther Moleflation till his Arrival at Chatterporc, where he was obliged to Iialc*for the Purpofc of 
icpairing his Gun Carriages, which had been a good deal (haken by the Badnefs of the Roads. 

27. When the Dctaclimcnt had been fome Days at Chatterporc, the above Chief continued to 
manifeft the lame vSpirit of Jealoufy and Oppofition which he had at firfl djfcovercd, by joining 
with the ’nterior Rajahs to throw every Obltrudion and Annoyance in the Way that he could ac- 
complhh He publilbed the ftrongeft Prohibition to the Inhabitants to furnilh Grain or any Kind 
of Relr- Ibmcnt to the Troops ; harrafted their foraging Panics *, intercepted their Provifions, and 
drove awjy their Canle. In this State of Affairs, Colonel Leflie received Intelligence of the un- 
foituiiate I'nd of Captain Munro, who was cutoff* in his Way to join the Detachment; he there- 
foie rclolvcd, from thefc combined Outrages, to attack the principal Station of the Enemy at the 
Fort ot Mow, about 'I'hrec Cofs Weft of hi^ F.ncampment, where they had about 600 Cavalry, and 
2,000 Matchlock-men, with a Train ot Eleven Pieces of Cannon. L/ieutcnant Colonel Goddard was ac- 
cordingly dilpatched with Threp Battalions and a Body of Horfe and after having forced his Way 
tlirough fome Breaches in the Wall of Gircuinvallation, he engaged and drove the Enemy out of 
the Fort, The difperfed Parties have fince withdrawn to Rajegur, on the Banks of the River 
Kain, where Bal^jee having aflcmbled his Men, ttill declares his Intention to oppofe the Progrels 
of our 'ih oops. 

28. By our laft Advices, per Northington, you were fully informed of the Change in the Go- 

vernment at Poona, by the Kcverfion of the principal Dircclion of Affairs from the Hands ot 
Nana Furneefe to thofe of Moraba Furnede ; of the diflercnt Invitations which Moraba had given to 
Kaguba; and ot his Propofal to charge Mr. Moftyn with Powers to conduft that Chief to Poona. 
After having amufed our Refidcnt for fome Time with reiterated Promiies and Pfotradlions, 
it evidently appeared, that the Profeflions he made were calculated merely to deceive ; while the 
real Objed of his Intentions was ^^othing more than to eilablilh his own Authority in the Go- 
.ernment. v 

.9. Mr. Moflyn, after waiting a confidcrable Time for the propofed Overtures to be made to 
vagt.b.!, ’and deipairirfg of them at length, from the Infincerity of the Minifte|;s, and their ap- 

.:rc-ni Adoption of Nana’s Syflems, which were unfavourable to the Englifh, formally made the

ineffedlually, till many Days after the Time limited in his Requifuion had elapfed. 

30. About this I'lmc another Revolution took EfFeft in the Adminiftration at Poona. 
Furneefe, by a conliJerable Sum of Money, which he engaged to pay to Madajcc Scindia anj 
Tuccqjcc Holcar, having gained thole Chiefs over to his Afllltance, wrefted the Government again 
from the Hands of Moraba • who, finding his Influence and Power thus failing him, applied’ 
carneft, as we underftand, in concert with the principal Perfons who adhered to him (among whiej^ 
Number the Name of Tuccojee appears, notwithllanding he had been induced by a pecuniary 
Confideration, to feem to fide with Nana, and is reprefented, in Conjundlion with Madajee Scindig 
in Perfon, to have compelled Moraba to fui render tlie Sicca, which was the Enfign of his Olhct** 
to Nana Furneefe) to Mr. Moftyn, oflering prccifc Terms to fix Ragoba in the Place of Regent* 
if the Prefidency of Bombay would agree to bring him with the Company's Forces to join ihdj 
Party ; and delivering at the fame I'lme, under the Seal of the Pefliwa, fati^faftory Afliiranccsin 
Reply to tlie Demands which had been infifted upon by Mr. Moilyn, tor the Accomplifliment of the 
Treaty. 

31. We have juft received, exprefs. Advices from the Selefl; Committee at Bombay, dated 25th 
July. of which we fend a Copy in the Packet, containing their Proceedings on the above Propolah 
which Mr. Moftyn, being duly authorized by the Party, had delivered to them in Perfon ; alfo other 
Anfwers to the Refident’s Demands, which Nana Furnefe, upon rc-atTuming the Government at 
Poona, had caufed to be given to Mr. Lewis, after Mr. Moftyn’s Departure. 

32. I'hefe arc pronounced by the Sclc( 5 l Committee to be vague, evafivc, unfatisfaftory, and 
amounting to a Refufal, aggravated by a Comparifon with Moraba’s Anfwers. 1 hey therefore, m 
virtue of the Authority given by our Letter of the 23d March, proceeded to declare the Anfwers of 
Nana a Violation of the Treaty ; and on thefe (irounds, urged by Nana’s avowed Predileftion for the 
French, the Profpeft of inevitable War with that Nation, and the Means which they would poiVds, 
conjointly with the Marattas, to cut off the Supplies n quired by the Ifland of Bombay from the Con- 
tinent, they proceeded to confider and attend to the Offers made in favour of Ragoba. In confequenee 
of which they have refolved to purfue the moft pradicable Way of placing him in the Regency of 
Poona, by Means of their own forces, aided by Colonel I.eflie’s Detachment, and I'upporied by tfle. 
Party and Troops of Moraba and Tuccojee, if the Advices which they may receive from Europe, 
or from us, before they can begin their Operations in September, fhall not render a different Plan of 
Meafures expedient. 

33. The general Tranfadions of this Government with the Nabob of Owcle being of fuch a Nature 
as not to require Secrecy, and the Bufinefs of War furnilliing additional Matter for our private 
Department, we have iraiisfeired our Correlpondcnce with the Refidcnt at Owde, and various other 
Subjeds, to the public Records j and fhall only mention in this Place, that the Nabob having con- 
fented to Captain Cfbornc’s Plan, for railing a Battalion of Sepoys for the Proteftion of the Douab, 
which we recommended to him, Captain Ofborne is accordingly employed in forming this Corps. 

34. NudjiffCaw!! having made Peace with the Seicks, is again defirous of rcxeiving Major Hannay 
as an Agent from this Government •, and has acidrefled the Governor General, requefting that he may 
be permitted to repair to his Court. \Vc have in confequenee direded the Major to vifit NucljilF 
Cawn, with the Vizier’s Confent, and to report to us any Propofals which he may have to offer to our 
Confideration. 

35. We have this Day taken into Confideration the Advices from the Seled Committee of Bombay, 
mentioned in the foregoing Part of this Letter ; and have approved of their Refolutions, under certain 
Provifocs, which will appear in the Extrad of our Proceedings, cnclofcd a Number in the 
Packet.

I have been favoured with your .igrcealfie Letter in Reply to Two of mine, and expreffing your 
Plealure at the Proofs of my Heady f ricndffiip in my ready Compliance wiih your Rcquelf lefpccH- 
ing a free Paffage for your 'I'roops, in having deputed a trully Perfon to meet them on the Banks 
of die Nurbudder, and invited the Commander to advance with Confidence and Security ; and 
adding, that, by the Blelfing of God, the greateft Advantages will be derived to our rcIpeLftive 
States by our intimate Uiiion ; allb, that you have, agreeably to my Dcfirc, direCted Bcneram Pun- 
dit to repair to the Commamler of the Forces, and accompany him, and doubt not of his Com- 
pliance. This Letter reached me on the 4th of Jummadee-ul-awul, 3d of April, and made me 
very happy by its Contents. Your many friendly Letters, refpeaing tlie Difpatch of your Forces 
Eo Bombay, which are filled with Profellions of the moft fincere and perfect Friendlliip, and of 
the mutual Advantages which will accrue therefrom to our rdpcaive States, have taken I'uch ileep 
Root in my Mind, that 1 am not only perfectly convinced of them, but entertain even ftill greater 
Expectations from fo intimate an Union. With refpeCt to the Intrigues and Connection of th" 
Poona Minillcrs with the French, and their Eftrangement from the Fmglilb, you obferve that 
tlchough you do not implicitly credit ail the various Reports you have received on this SubieCt vet 
t IS the Duty of a Ruler of a State to be always on his Guard, and prepared againft every F vent 
ind that my Remarks on this SubjeCl were very juft and proper. T he Matter ftands thus • It has 
Seen the invariable Praftice of my Family fteaciily to purfue a Friendlhip once contraded’ and to 
id with the greateft Candour, and to give fuch Friend every necefiary Piece of Intelligence which 
»mes to our Knowledge ; this, by the Bleffing of God, you have already had, and will have ftill 
urtlier Proofs of. The good Faith and Integrity of the Englifii Nation is allb become a Proveib 
,nd are moft firmly imprelfed on my Mind, they are clearly proved to me by the intimate and un’ 
elerved Communications which you make in the Courfe of the Correfpondence which has been 
ftablilhed between us ; God, who penetrates the Secrets of the Heart, knows the Sinceiity of this 
declaration, which is lufficient. ^ 

Whilft my Son, and my Minifter Dewagiir Pundit, were at Pooruntler, all that they faw there 
m afterwards communicated to you by the latter. In your firft Letter on this SubjeCt you write 
hat the Poona Mimfiers had received tlie French Vackcel, and granted him the Port of Choul 
lunder, and a Topekana,^ and eftranged thcmfelves from you, and formed Connections with the 
.nemies of the King of England ; and that it w.as incumbent on you to guard agaiitft their De 
gns ; I therefore, witli a View of difeovering their real Intentions, wrote Letters in which I 
ightly alluded to thefe Matters, and now fend you, for your Inftruftion, the Subftaiicc of the 
aifhwa’s Reply to me and Luckmun Vacked. You muftlikewife have received continual Advices

The Whole to be deduced from tliis is, that it is found Policy, and the Duty of the Kuler of a 

State, to attend to all the Advices he receives ; :o fearch into the Truth of them •, and to take his 
Mealures on whatever is proved true ; keeping himfclf conRantly on his Guard, and prepared againft 
every Event. You are bleflcd with Wifdom and Experience } it is therefore unneceflary for me to 
dwell on fuch Subjefts to you. I have written I'wo or Three different Letters to Colonel Lcflie, and 
liave received a Letter from him, accompanying One from you. My Agents have been waiting near 
Two Months on the Banks of the Nurbudder, in Expedlation of the Arrival of the Forces; 1 do 
not yet know if they have crofled the Jummun. As the rainy Seafon is at Hand, and they have a 
long March before them, and have not yet arrived on this Side the Jummun, I rcquell you will 
inform u.e if they are to advance or not, that 1 may give Inftruftions to my Agents accordingly. 
I am mvrJi plealed that you have, agreeable to my Defire, fent Bcncram to join the Detachment; it 

was highly proper. ^ ^ . . 

I have not replied to the Pcifliwa’s Letter^ but fliall do it in whatever Manner you intimate to me^ 

I wait your Reply, which I beg may be expeditious. 

Knowing me ever anxious for your Welfare, favour me with frequent Accounts of your tlealth, 
Views, and the State of Affairs, which will be the Means ot encrcaiing our Friendfliip.

Copy of a Letter in the Hindoo I.anguage from the Peidiwa to Maha Rajah Modajee Bhofila and 
Luckmun Row Vackcel; received at Naigporc the 5th of Jummadec-ul- Awul, 4th of Apui 
1778. 

The Particulars refpefting the French are as follows: . ' . ’ 

This is a jjowerful State, and every Power is defirous of fending Ambafladors to cultivate it? 
Friendfliip and leek its Connexion. To refufe Admittance to the Ambaliadors ot the French Mo- 
narch, or other Powers charged with Propofitions of friendfhip from their Mailer, would be* highly 
improper, and not to hc.ir their Reprefentations would be inconfillcnt with the Credit and Dignity cl 
the State. It is the Duty of the Ruler of a State to make himfclf aaiuaiiued with the Affaiisof 
every Stranger ; for which Purpidc it was neccffaiy to admit the French Vackcel to an Audience, and 
he was treated in a M.inner becoming tlic Dignity of this State. 

When a Treaty of I riciidlhip and Union has been eflablidied with the Englifh, fo that no Shado'.v 
of Difference leinAiiis, to break this Coniieaion for the Sake of an Alli.ince with the French wooll 
not only be a Proof of the gie.ueil Folly, but would be totally unprofitable. The Report of tlx 
Gram of a Fort to the French, and Topekann.i to their AmbafTador, Is entirely groundlefs ; tlx 
Matter is thi.s : When the French Vacketl arrived, he biouglit with him Merchandize, and by n.y 
Permiflion landed them at KcMcluiida ; Part of them lie fold there, and Part at Poona and Poorundcr. 
His Slay here fb lou”, is lolely to colledl in the Money tor the Goods. 

At what Period have the ercnch fhewn themfclvcs, or what great Adlion have they performed, to 
indued any one to fee k tlieir Fnendfliip or Connedion ? and for what Purpofe fliould a Fort and Tope- 
kanru be entrulUd to them.’ I luue given them neither one nor the other; I have of my own Accord 
given the French Vackcel Ins Difmiffion to his own Country ; his Stay is folely to colled the Ainoiini 
of the Merchandr/.e he has fold ; it would be improper forcibly to drive him avvay ; but 1 undcrlland 
lie \..il flioitly depart ; It is therefore improper that the Englifli Chiefs fhould form any Sufpicionsof 
this (Jjjarter on that Account, and I am convinced they will not give Way to any fuch; I have nol 
nor will ever deviate a Han’s Brc.ulth from the Duties of Friendfliip to them. You will therefors 
(this IS addrclkd to the Vackcel) reprulcnc this Matter in a clear Light to the Rajah, andcaufc him 
to wr te Letters, explaining it Ltisladorily, to Calcutta; 1 have likewife written to Calcutta on this 
Subjci^t to remove all Doubts which may have arilen : Should this Matter be reprefented diftcrcntl/ 
by any News Writer, you will pay no Degree of Credit to it.

I have been honoured in an happy Hour with your gracious Letter, which afforded me ihegreatell 
Satisfa6tion, and by its Contents gave great Pleafure to the Rajah, The fending Beneram Pundit 
accompany the Commander of the Detachment was highly proper ; the great and mutual Advantagf^t 
which will naturally be produced by the unreferved Communication of your mutual Sentiments in ihlj 
Coriefpondence which has been eflablifhed between you and the Rajah, by which your Ftiendlhip 
be carried to the higheft Pitch, will appear at a proper Opportunity.

I have already written you a full Account of the Affairs of this Quarter, and of my Dcfign to 
depute Mr. Elliott to conclude a perpetual Treaty of Friendfhip. and Alliance between you and the 
Company, on fuch Terms as may be for the mutual Benefit, Honour, and Satisfaftion of both Par- 
ties. That Gentleman took Leave of me on the 20th Inftant, or 24th of Rubbce-afl'ancc, and begun 
his Journey to Nai^ore, where he will have the Pleafure of delivering you this Letter. I have al- 
ready written you fo fully on the Abilities, Prudence, and Worth of this Gentleman, who poflcfles 
my entire Eftecm and Confidence, that it is ncedlcfs to enlarge on the Subjeft. I (hall therefore only 
repeat, that nothing has paffed between you and me, either by Letters or through Beneram Pundic, 
but what he is informed of, and that he has full Power from this Government to ncgociate and con- 
clude a perpetual Treaty of Alliance with you, in fuch Manner that whatever he concludes in our 
Name and on our Parts we will ratify and confirm. 

I rcquclt that you will regard him as myfclf, and pay equal Attention to whatever he fliall reprefent

1 hat Gentleman took Leave of me the 2Qth Inllant, 24th of Rubbce-aflaunil, and as he means to 
proceed with the greateft Expedition, I doubt not but you, agreeable to my Rcquefl, will ufe every 
Means in your Power to prevent any Delay or Obflriidions to his Journey. I hope he wiU arrive al- 
molLas loon as you receive this Letter. 

He is a Gentleman of my own Houfe, and particularly attached to me, and of great Abilities; 
he pofleffes my entire Confidence, and is inverted with the fullert Powers from this Government, 
which has the Controul of all the Englifli PofllfTions and Forces in India, to conclude a firm Treaty 
wuh you in our Name and on our Behalf, and whatever he lhall lb conclude we will confirm and 
ratify. 

I therefore requert that you will regard him in the fame Light as myfclf, and pay equal At- 
tention to whatever he rtiall reprefent to you, as if it had proceeded from my own Mouth. 

I'he Advantages to be mutually derived from fo intimate an Union as I propofe to form with you, 
will be evident to you who are poflefled ot the greatert Judgment and Penetration; and I doubt 
not but you will enter warmly into the Propofals which will be made to you by Mr. Elliott, and 
conclude with him a 'Lreaiy on lo firm a Bafis as may continue to our latell Pofterity.

T Am given to underrtand, that the Gentlemen at Bengal have wrote to you to prepare Warlike 
Stores, &c. in order to adift Ragonaut Row ; and that you arc accordingly making Prepara- 
tions for that Purpofe. When the Company at Madras have entered into a lolemn Treaty with 
me, that where-ever my Enemies are, their’s (hall be alfo; what Confillency is there in their giving 
their Artjftance to Ragonaut Row, my profefled Enemy ? Either the Gentlemen of Bengal are not 
acquainted with the Engagements of thofe at Madras, or if they arc, they fuppolp that thefe En- 
gagements are thofe of the Company .at Madras, and not of the Company of Bengal ; Which of 
thefe Two am 1 left to fuppofe i If you have not already acquainted the.m with the Treaty which 
Rep. VI. 3 G fubfifts 
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fubfifts between us, you ought to do it now, but if the Gentlemen at Bengal in fupportlng Ragonaut 
Row are, determined to make War with the Pundit Purdhaun Madherow, I mall be obii 
confideration of the Treaty fubfifting betw^efh hitft'^artd me, to give him every pofliblc Afliftance on 
my Part. 

You, Sir, will be pleafed to communicate thefe Particulars to the Governor of Bengal, and ac. 
quaint me with the Rclult of it. What Ihall I fay more? 


From the Nabob Nizam Ally Khan: Received 23d July 1778. 

When a Merchant of Bengal formerly came here with Rarities, and curious Produ6lions of that 
Quarter, I difeourfed with him on tlie Treaty which fubfifted between me and Row Pundit Purdhaun, 
Madho Narain Row, of the deceitful Murder of Narrain Row by Ragonaut Row, his Expedition 
againft me, the War which enfued, his fublequenc Defeat, and the Renewal of my Engagements 
on tile firmeft Bafis with Pundit Purdhaun •, all which Particulai’^ I enlarged upon to the laid Mcr. 
chant, that he might give you a minute Detail of them, wliich I doubt not he did. Some Time 
ago, when Colonel Upton quitted Poorunder, and returned by the Route of Hyderabad, he paid me 
a Vifit : I took the Opportunity of dilcourfing largely with him of tlie b:vd Faith and invincible 
Villainy of Ragonaut Row, and of the Renewal of the Treaty between me and Pundit Purdhaun, 
^nd (hewed him the 'Freaty which the Ciovernor of Madras had contrafted with me, of which (if 
you are delirous of it) I will fend you a Copy for your Infpcdion. The Treaty 1 allude todeclaicb, 
that my Enemies are the Company’s, and the Company’s Enemies mine-, that the Company lhall not 
proteft the Enemies of my Government, and in like Manner, 1 fhall not proteft the Enemies of 
theirs i I therefore afked Colonel Upton, “ whilft fuch a Treaty kibfills, what is the Motive of 
mving Refuge to Ragonaut Row, the inveterate Enemy of my Government, and labouring at Ins 
Eftabli(hment?” — Colonel Upton replied, “ The King of England, who has lent out a Company 
to Bengal (Council 1 fuppofe he means) did it folcly with this View, that they might liilly inform 
themfelves of all the Treaties which had been contracted with every Power, and comply with the 
Terms of them.” 

It feems that the Nazim of Bengal is unacquainted with this Treaty, as I have received repeated* 
Advice that the Defign of eftablifliing Ragonaut Row is again taken up, and that he is Icvyinc; 
Armies: What can be the Defign of this I cannot fully penetrate. When it is clearly cxprellcd in 
the I'reaty, that the Enemies of my Government are the Enemies of the Company, and the Fnemic's 
of the Company my Enemies, to what can I attribute this Defign, except your Ignorance that fuch 
Treaty exifts, or by fuppofing that the Treaty being made by the Company at Madras, is not bind- 
ing on the Company at Bombay : One or other of thefe Suppofuions I mull: abide by. My M^^aning 
in what I have above written is this ; that if you have any Quarrel with Pundit Purdhaun, on any I 
ocher Account than that of Ragonaut Row, it matters not to me, I have nothing to do with it; j 
but if you engage in Hoflilities with Pundit Purdhaun on Account ot Ragonaut Row, as I am in- 
violable in my Engagements, and am bound by a firm Treaty to Pundit Purdhaun in cafe Ragonaut 
Row makes War on him, it becomes my indifpenfable Duty, in conlequcnce of furh Pingagemenr, 
to give my Alliltance to Row Pundit Purdhaun : You will in fuch Calc refer to the Treaty I have 
before alluded to. It was neceflary to intimate thefe Particulars to you, and I have accordingly 
done fo. 

Should you afk, Why did the Rulers at Poona receive a French Vackeel ? the Anfwer is'this : After 
jhe Departure of Coloned Upton, and his Arrival with you, frefh Advices were received, that Pre- 
parations were making at Bombay to bring back Ragonaut Row. In the mean 7 ime a French 
Vackeel arriving at Poona, in conlcquence of the Reports which prevailed univcrfally that Ragonaut 
Row was again becoming formidable, the Poona Minifters detained him with them, arguing thus: 
If the Peace tllablilhed by Colonel Upton is preferved, it is well ; in cafe it fliould be broken, it is 
political to have the Krench Vackeel. On thefe Grounds they detained him , notwithftanding which, 
when I heard it I wrote to them in the (Irongcfl: Terms, on the Impropriety of their keeping a 
French Vackeel with them, and they accordingly gave him his Difmiffion, and I doubt not he is al- 
ready fet off.

y OUR friendly Letter arrived in a fortunate Hour, and made me happy by its Contents. You 
write — [Here follows a Repetition of the Subftantc of this Letter.] 

The Faft is this : Ic is now more than a Year lince an Agent from the Court of France arrived at 

C Foona, 
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Poonn, and commence a Negociation with the Minifters there, for the Formation of an Alliance be- 
tween the trench and the Marattas ; nearly about the fame Tin)c we were informed, by authentic 
Advice.^ from Fngland, that the King of France had formed the Flan of an Alliance with the Ma- 
rattas, for the Furpofe of afTifting him in his Moftilities againlt the Englifli ; and we have fincc 
received a certain Knowledge, that Engagements have aftually been executed between tlic Minillers 
ot Poona and the French Agent, in confideration of whicli the latter is to bring a Force of luiro- 
peans and Military Stores to Poona; and this Engagement iiibfifls, notwithllanding the Fricndlhip 
which was contrafted between the Maratta State and the Company, and notwithllanding the Changes 
which have taken place in that Adminiftration ; of this I repeat that 1 have a certain Knowledge; 
i In the mean lime War has been declared between the Engli/h Nation and the h’rcnch. I'he Fore- 
I knowledge of all ihefe Circumllanccs induced me to prepare a Force to be fent to Pombay, not for 
I the Support of Ragonaut Row, to whom this Government is under no Engagement, nor to make War 
' with the Minillers with whom we are in Friendfliip, but in Conformity to the Duties incumbent on this 
Government, charged with the Care and Protection of all the Englilh PofleHions in India, for the 
Purpofe of fccuring the Prefidency of Bombay, which is now expoled to a War with our declared 
Encu’iies the Fhench, and may be allb involved in one with the Marattas, for fuch are their apparent 
Dcfigns, If thefe Defigns really exilf, we lhall certainly oppofe them with all our Power; and the 
Minillers, by making themiHves our Enemies, are alio yours, and by Treaty you aie bound to op- 
pole them as fuch, not to take a Part with them: If, on the contrary, the Deligns atiiibuted to 
them have been erroneoully furmiled, or they, refraining from the Dit^lates of Jwimicy and bad Faith, 
Ihould relinquifli them, we lhall imdcrtake nothing prejudicial to their Intereds, but our Friendfliip 
and the luccclslul Operation ol our Arms will eventually prove a Benefit to them. The Sum of all 
1 have faid is this ; We are the Friends of the Pcifliwa and of the Minillers of Poona, and lhall 
continue whilfl: they are our Friends ; we fliall be their Enemies, if they compel us to be rucli by 
becoming our Enemies ; and you, by the Treaty which you have (]uott\l, and the Precepts whicii 
you have preferibed for my Conduct, will remain their FViend, or become their Enemy, fiom the 
fame Caufes. 

As 1 wifh to preferve inviolable the Friendfliip and Engagements which fubfift between you and 
|jjhe Company, 1 have thouglit pro[)er to give you this Explanation of my Condinil, and have no 
'jDoubt but you, actuated by the lame Motives, will adopt llich Meaiurcs as may tend to the Con- 
Jjfirmation and daily Incrcalc of our Friendlhin, which mult be attended with the <>icatelt mutual 
Advantages. 

Knowing me ever anxious for your Welfare, let me frequently have the Pleulure to hear from you. 
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From Nizam ul Dowlah : Received 28th January 1779. 

J Have received the L.etter you did me the Favour to write, and perfcdly underfland the Contents 
of what you fay in Reply to my tormer Letter, as well as on the Subjeft ot your Determination 
to preferve the f aith of former X’rcatics ; your having no Intention to fupport Ragonaut Row, or 
lA^ifh to engage in Hollilities wi^jithe Poona Minifters. 

The good Paith I have found in the Company exceeds witat I have experienced from any other 
Power, and imagining that you might not be acquainted with all the Treaties executed by the Com- 

S any, I formerly wrote you full Information on that Head, and God be prailcd you are ftcady and 
rm in your Adherence to former 'I'reaticsl With refpeft to what you write on the Subjedtof Kago- 
iaiit Row, theConduft vou have purfued is fuch as the Faith of Treaty required. 

I formerly in the (Irongtft Terms dclired the Poona Minillers not to give Encouragement to the 
French Vackecl : They are now alhamcd of their Condudt, and have not the Icaft Idea of connedting 
ihemfclves with the French j but fhould the leall Symptom of Inch a Defign be proved on them, I 
will give immediate Intormation to you, and withdraw mylcll from my Engagements with thenij you. 
hay be perfcdlly afl'ured of this.

I have been duly honoured with your Commands of the oth March; and have the Plcafureto 
acquaint you, that after being fully affund by Mr. Barwell of Fyzoola Cawn’s neither keeping^'? 
any confiderable Force, holding improper Corrclpondcnce or Connections, or appearing in any 
Refpcdl to have violated the Engagements he entered into in his Treaty with the late Nabob Sqjah m 
Dowla, I communicated to the Vizier the Honourable Board’s Permiffion to me to guarantee on 
the Part of the Honourable Company, the Treaty fublifling between him and Fyzoola C.twn ; pro*

The Nabob having apjiroved of the Purpolcs of Mr. Barwell’s Miffion, and being affured fro 
his Report, and other concurrent Circumftanccs, that Fyzoola Cawn’s Conduft furniihed no Grouno^. 
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Accufation by which he could be juftificd in an Infringerfient of the Rights confirmed to hiin fey 
I'leaty, readily and without Ikfitation conlcnted to a Renewal of the Treaty under Guarantee of the 
Honourable Company only, lignifying his h'xpedations that Ibme complimentary Prclent, conforma- 
ble to conftant Cultom, aiid luitable to his Rank, (hould be made him by Fyzoola Cawn on the De- 
livery of the Khelaut : As I could not entertain a Doubt from Fyzoola Cawn’s Anxiety for the Comple- 
tion of this Bufinefs under the Sandiori of the Honourable Boards but that he would of his own Accord 
be ready to fliew the Vizier fuch Maiks of Gratitude and Refpeft as would manifeft his due Confidcra*^ 
tion of the great Obligation confcircd on him, I prefumed to allure his Excellency he might certainly 
expect to receive on the Occafion an Acknowledgment not dilparaging to his Rank and Dignity, nor 
betraying in Fyzoola Cawn a deficient Senfc of the Benefits he derived from an Alliance with his 
Excellency.

Par. 2, T^NCLOSED is Duplicate of our Addrefs by that Ship ^ in the Secret Department. We •Theiu^« 
^ therein fully mentioned the Overtures which had been made to us through Mr. Lewis, 
for the AHillance of the Company to carry Ragoba to Poona, and our Reafons for not pfoceeding 
further in the Bufincls. 

3. We have fince had the Satisfaftion of receiving the mod complete Sanftion and Approbation of 
the Governor General and Council, to the Plan and Principle upon which we had determined to pro- 
ceed; which that you may the more clearly comprehend, vve cnclofc a Copy of our Minutes, and 
of the Letter and Refolutions of the Governor General and Council in confequcncc. 

4. The Failure of this promifing Scheme may in a great Mealure be aferibed to the Diftruft en- 
tertained by Ragoba’s Friends, of our Want of Power to fulfil our Engagements. Moraba's Words 
to Mr. Lewis were “ If we enter into Bufinefs, let us go through it heartily ; let there be no Excufc 
“ on the Part of the Governor and Council afterwards, that they have received Orders to make a 

Peace, as they did before*' This Objeftion may be now entirely removed, if the Party are finccre 
in the Attachment they have profe/fed for Ragoba, and arc really defirous of the Company's Af- 
fiftance to condudl him to Poona.

amounted to 30,000; this Intelligence I have had confirmed by other Hands, with the Addition, 
(hat Crull Row Belal and Mhada Row Jada Roi, were both coining. On Morabah’s Return from 
Holcar, my Man met him, but had only Time to give my Compliments, when Morabah defired hin] 
to (lay ; that he mud go to his Viftuals, having eat nothing all J])ay, come 15 Cofs in the Mornino-^ 
anti been bufy ever fince ; my Man waited until near 11 o’Clock., and finding he did not come our, 
fent to defire to l])eak to him ; he was fent for, but there was fuch a Concourk of People to pay 
their Relpeds, that Morabah could only return his Compliments, and requeft I would fend 
him again in the Morning. I am alfo informed, that after all the Party is met they intend 
to march to Pronder; it may therefore be fomc Days before I fee Merab^ih, unlefs he fends for 
me ; in which Cafe I fhall not hcfitate going, as Sacram and in (liort the whole of the Government 
except Nannah, are here. 1 do luppofe, they will determine foon to fend Ibme Perfons of Confequcncc 
to Bombay lo fettle Matters and to attend Ragoba if he comes ; in which Cafe it is probable they 
will defire me to accompany them, therefore to fave Time I Ihould be glad to have your Direftioib ’ 
on this Point. I am ferry to find the Party are likely to fuccced fo cafily, for I fee no Refourcc Nan- 
nah has but to come into Morabah’s I'erms, or to fly into one of his Ports, whicli are Logur and 
Perlctgur, but the latter is by moft judged to be the Place; fiiould Nannah condescend to make up 
Matters, I fear it may induce the Party to comply wholly with Ragoba’s Treaty ; and ftiould Rago 
ba refufc to accept of their Invitation on any other Terms, Morabah and his Party may look upon 
themfelves as ablblved from the Oath they gave to Ragoha, which is the Reafon of their having 
made this P.ftbrt, and think no more of them. Our Confideration feems now to be, whether it would i 
not be more advantageous for the Company to recede fomething, and thereby fix Ragoba in the " 
Government with a Body of our Troops, and remain in drift PVicndlhip with the Maratta State, 
and confequcntly entirely fliut out our natural Enemies the hVcnch, and all other Europeans, than 
by perfifting in a full Compliance of the Treaty, have Ragoba thrown upon our Hands without 
any further Profpeft ; at Variance with this Government, leave all Hopes of any future Advan- 
tage from them even by the prefent Treaty, than what wc are in abfoiutc Pofieirion of, and give 
them an Opening to admit the P>cnch or any other Power they pleafe.

The Revolution has let the French Captain at Liberty to come here ; 1 faw him this Eveniii;, ; 
and he tells me he has received a Letter from Monlieur Picott, dated Myhie the 29th Janiur'i, 
informing him that his Ship would leave Pondicherry the 5th February, in Company with tlie 
Brilliante ; that Monfieur Bellcombe was on board the latter, and purpofes proceeding in her up ; 
the Coaft as high as Surat, where he intends flaying the Rains. 1 know not what may be 
Views, but by the i ime he reaches Myhie he will have full Knowledge of L.ubin’s Conduft and 
Charafter here, not only from the Officer of the Vclfel he fent up, but alfo from a Black Spy who 
talks French, he fent here in the Charafter of a Merchant, and who found Means to get to live with 
Lubin, by which Means he got at all his Proceedings.

further told the Captain he came to Poona in Company with I'wo Madras Pattamars bound tJ 
Bombay, who promifed to call on him in their Way back ; one of thefe Pattamars was leizcil, , 
luppofing him to be the Man, but Nannah finding his Miflakc only kept him one Night, and nai j 
Morning fent him with a (niard out of 'I'own, to prevent his making a Complaint to me ; this j 
happened about I welve Days ago.

E C E I V E D the following Letter from Mr. Moftyn. 

I lonourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 
r have been honoured with your Commands of the 8th Inflant. 

Before the Receipt of your Letter, a Pair of Pattamars, difpatclicd from the Prefidcncy of Miuh 
on the :jd, acquainted me that they had been Hopped at Baramooty, and fent from thence to Mori- 
bah, wlio had ordered them to me. I immediately lent the Linguill to reprefent to him that this ivji 
the Second Time our Pattamars had been flopped fince the late Change in Govcrnipent, and rcqurik' 
he would prevent the like in future ; to which he replied, that he was extremely loi.y it had lohap ' 
]K‘ncd, but that he having given Orders to flop all Letters, to prevent an improper Correfpondtncc , 
from the other Party, and his having forgot in the Hurry of Bufmefs to except Englilh Letters, b; 
Chowkies had of courfe intercepted them •, he had however iffued the neceffafy Orders for our i'at-; 
tamar’s pafling freely. Tlie Pattamars, your Honour, &c. mention to have been flopped at Barra- 
mooty, came to me at Poona •, I afleed them particularly it any Letters had been taken out ot 
Packet ? when they declaring there had not, and that only the Wax-cloili Covering had been oprneil, 
I diredfed them to proceed to Bombay ; however on the ;2tli Initant, in conformity to your Orutrs, 
at a Meeting Ijiad with Morabah, 1 made a Second Reprefentation to him, and alked him if Ik ha 
taken any Letters from thofe Pattamars when he repeated his Aflurances of the loregoing Day, ai'' 
declared he had not taken any Letter, nor did he know of any one elfe doing fo. 

The Durbar having been much engaged for fome Days pafl, I had not an Opportunity of meetir.? 
witli Tumbacker until this Morning, when he affured me, that he fhould be inverted with full l’o'«r> 
to Icctle both with your Honour, &c. and Ragoba ; that a full Durbar is to be held To-morroiv 
for his final Inflruftions and Difpatch j that he is to leave this Place To-morrow Night, and -ifw

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

I addrelTed yovi lalt on the 14th Inftanr, and not havihg heard any Thing frorti Morabah concerriing 
PuiNbacker’s leaving tile (?amp, notwithfbnding hi'? Afllirances that he fliould do ib as the next 
ivening. on the i6th at Night I fent to requeft Morabah would inform inc the Keaibn thereof ; when 
le replied, that Matters were not fully adjufted with the Durbar ; but that they were all to meet the 
ext Morning at his Teht, and defiled 1 would meet them. Accordingly Yefterday, about Eleven 
*Clock, 1 waited on the Durbar, v\here I found allemblcd Butchaba, Morabah, Chintoo Wittah 
'ookojee Holcar, Narroo Punt, (Holcar\s Duan) Dadoo Punt PoOtnelV, Gopal Naigue Tumbacker, 
nd one ot 1 lolkar’s principal Ofikers, Morabah began the Difeourfe by telling me, that every 
»ody prefent requelled I would Ibew Kagoba they confirmed the Agreement formerly made with 
im, and todcfire that he would not believe what any malicious Pcrlons might write to the contrary. 

.4 The Durbar not mentioning any Thing of empowering Tumbacker to fettle Terms with your 
‘Tlonour, &c. agreeable to what he had allured me on the 14th ; I endeavoured to found the Inten- 
jtions of the Durbar with refpeft to what they meant to do for the Company* by obferving to them 
that there had been I'wo Treaties entered into, and the other by Colonel Upton, with the late 
.Durbar ; when Morabah replied, that this Point would be eafily fettled after Dada Sahib’s Arrival ac 
Poona ; and indeed this Method, which I hope will rlieet with your Approval, will in the prefent Si- 
.tuation of Affairs, I am of Opinion, be mofl lor the Intereft of my Employers, as well as Ragoba’s 
Credit, who I make no doubt will for his own Honour confuler the Treaty made with him as the 
only legal one : It is true he may perhaps at Eirfl be under fucli Reftridions as not to be able imme- 
'diately to comply therewith •, yet if he ads with Prudence, and endeavours to conciliate the Minds of 
che Minillers, and convince thofe who have been in the Oppofition that he means faithfully to obferve 
irty Agreement he (liall make now for the Safety of rheir Perfons and Property, I make no doubt he 
nay in a fliort Time have the uncontrolled Management of AlTairs. 

No Notice being taken at the above Meeting with the Durbar of Tumbacker’s Departure, I fent 
he Linguill to defire he would inform me when he was to fet off j he replied, that he did not fuppofc 
t would be until Morabah’s Man, Daddoo Punt, wlio arrived from Bombay in the Morning, and was 
mmediately returning thither, fliould cither return to Camp, or write to them ; but that he would 
end me Word as foon as he could fpeak with Certainty. The Arrival of Daddoo Punt explains in 
bme Shape the Durbar’s Reafon for detaining me fo long, he having brought a Letter with him from 
lagoba, and I apprehend fome Terms to be fettled with his Friends here, to which he is carrying 
heir Anfwcrs. 

In the Evening I took my Leave of Morabah, when he delivered me a Letter to be prefented 
0 the Honourable the Prcfidcnc on my Arrival.

* Hawke, will inform you of his Proceedings, and all material Occurrences at Poona, till the 29th 
; ultimo *, when the Prefident received Advice frotn him of a Revolution which had taken place in 
• that Government on the 26th. 

3, On that Day Morabah Furneefe and his Party, after having marched from their different Stations, 

; met and encamped clofe to Poona, which they immediately tcok PoflTefllon of, and without any Op- 
I pofition or Bloodflicd, removed the Guards placed by Nannah Furneefe at the Palace, and other 
Officers c^f Government, making Proclamation in the Name of Kagoba for rclloring Peace and good 
Order in the City. 

. 4. Morabah, after having affumed the Office of Duan, and made his Arrangements at Poona, pro- 

ceeded to have an Interview with Sacaram Bappoo, the late Chief Minifter, with whofe Concurrence 
Rep, VI. 3 l he 
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he appears to have proceeded from the Beginnings as you will recolleft Morabah made ufe of 
Name in his Firll Overtures to us, and they have adtecl in concert ever fince, ' 

5. Nannah Furneefe, the other Minifter, after hcfitating for Tome I'ime what Conduft to puifu^ 
we are allured has agreed to all the Terms Morabah has propofed refpeding Kagoba, on Condiuori 
that Morabah and Saccaram would be Security for his perional Safety, 

6. The Confederacy having thus accomplifhed their Furpol'c without our Affiftancc, and having no 
further Oppofttion to expedl from Nannah Furneefe, preferved a long and moft myflerious Silence 
with regard to their Intentions towards Uagoba. Morabah had indeed, a few Days before lie took 
PoirefTion of Poona, fenc an Agent to Ragoba, to piefs him to join the Party without a Moment’s 
Delay, but did not make any Propofals of any Kind either to him or us, 

7. It was not till the joth of this Month that Mr. Muftyn was defired to meet the Durbar, 

he was acquainted tliey were going to fend Gopal Naigue Tumbacker (who is a Perfon of Confuie. 
ration) to Bombay, with Propofals regarding Ragoba, and a Rcqiicft made to him to accompany 
Perfon. Wc were in daily Expcdlation of their Arrival till the 20th, when we received Advice from 
Mr. Moftyn, that the Durbar had not yet given Gopal his final Inilrudions, and it feea^d even then 
very uncertain when he would fet out, though they profefied Sentiments of great Kefpedt and Keg.rj 
towards Ragoba. 

8. We can draw no very favourable Conclufions from this dilatory Condufl of the Durbar; and 
as we do not think it confiflerrt that the Company’s Rcfident fhould come to Bombay upon every Rc. 
quifuion from the Durbar, before he is fatisfied fuch a Meafurc is really neceflary, or may be attended 
with Benefit to tire Company’s Affairs, we have exprelfed our Willies to Mr. Moflyn, but in fuch a 
Manner as not to lay an ablokue Reflraint upon him, that he Ihould not quit Poona before he u 
convinced his coming here will anfwer feme Bufinefs of Importance ^ and we have obfeivcd to him, 
that he may with great Propriety demand from the Durbar, before he fets our, the Narure of the 
Bufinefs they want to intrull to him,* that he may judge whether it is of fufficient Conftquence to 
require his Prefence here. The Uecolledion of the trifling Propofals they committed to him on las 
laft Journey to Bombay makes this Precaution the more neceflary. 

9. In this uncertain Situation are Affairs at prefent : Wc can neither write or determine any thin(» 

decifive, until we know the Terms Morabah and his Party mean to offer to Ragoba. ' ° 

10. It is a moft unfortunate Circumftance, that whiift wc, througli the Want of Powers and 
Sacaram Bappoo’s extreme Caution, were prevented from taking a Part, Morabah and his Party have 
found their own Strength fuflicient to gain their Point without our Affiflance, We did, as advilcd 
in our Addrefs by the Cormorant, do all wc could to remove their Scruples tlic Moment wc rixeivd 
the Sandion and Approbation of the Governor General and Council to our Plan, and Morabah pro. 
mifed to give us the defired Inftrument, under the Hand of Sacram Bappoo, the Cliief M'nilhr, 
without whofeexprefs Solicitation wc were prohibited from engaging in their Schen.c ; and arc not 
without Sufpicion, that when the Confederacy found they might be certain of our AfTiflancc in cafe 
.of Neceflky, they refoivcd to make Trial if they could ^ without it ; and unhappily they have im 
with Succefs. 

11. It now feems to be optional with them to what Share of the Government to admit Racroba, 
or whether they will admit him to any Share at all. Their Fears f(;r the Stability of their Govern- 
ment fo long as Ragoba remains with us, and the Demonftrations we have given of our Attachment 
to him, are now his beft Security, and wc ftill hope will lead them to offer conliflcni Terms to him. 
All that we can write about the Terms for the Company muft be mere Conjedure, thougli wc have 
inftrudted Mr. Mollyn not to give the Durbar the Icaft Hopes we will recede from Ragoba’s IVcaty. 
We can only alfure you, that wc will endeavour to procure the moft advantagebus ones we poHibly 
can ; and we firmly believe, if Ragoba is admitted to a fufficient Influence la the Government, lie 
will confirm his former Grants made by the Treaty of Surat. 

I a. Immediately on receiving Advice of the Revolution, wc gave Orders for our Forces am! 
Military Apparatus to be held in Rcadinefs, to accompany Ragoba to Poona, the Moment Matters 
are advanced to that Stage. 

13. Ragoba is extremely fanguinc on the Occafion, and betrays fo much Impatience to move to- 
wards Poona, that we find it neceflary to fend Melfrs. Carnac and Ramfay, as a Deputation from ns 
to cxpoflulate with him on the Precipitancy of his Conduct, and to endeavour to moderate his Inv 
patience. Their Conferences with him are recorded •, to which we beg Leave to refer you. 

22. Two of Ragoba’s principal Domeftics having applied to us for a Loan of Rupees 15,000, we 
complied with their Requeft, as they (land high in his Confidence, and might be of Service to ihc 
Company, in the Turn Affairs were then likely to take. 

23. Ragoba, at one of his Conferences with Meflrs. Carnac and Ramfay, took Occafion to expref^i 

his \Vi(hcs, that when he was rcinftated at Poona, the Company would afford him their Affifiance 
to recover the large and valuable Territories difmembered from the Maratta Dominions, during ik‘ 
Weaknefs of the late Admihiftration, by Grants to the Nizam and other Powers. He was ac- 
quainted, wc could give no Anfwer to fuch a Propofition 5 and it is at his particular Defire wc n'^en- 
tion this Matter to you, and requeft your Orders and Sentiments on the Subjed. ^ 

24. Having <iitherto received no Satisfaction from the Durbar to the Sufteners by the Wreck 
Aurora, notwithftanding our repeated Reprefentations, we have fiaced the Amount of their Lofs as a 

' Claim 
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upon the Revenues of Jamboofecr, after the Company’s Demands on Account the Twelve 
^cks, and the Country of Three Lacks, are made good; and have refolvcd not to reftore the Per- 
|unnah till the Sum due ro the Sufferers is difeharged, with intcreft. Our Proceedings will Ihew 
Jic Care we took to examine and alcertain the Amount for which the Poona Government was an- 
iverable, according to Treaty, with all pofTible Jullice to both Parties ; and we doubt not you will 
approve the Method wc have taken to obtain Satisfadion for Merchants trading under your Pro* 
|6lion. 

25. The Governor General and Council, in purfuance of their Refolution for fupplying us with 
IJoney to fupport tlic Engagements they concluded we fhould form in favour of Ragoba, have rc- 

i itted us Bills to the Amount of Nine Lacks and a Half out of Ten I.acks, the propofed Supply ; 
that if Matters at Poona turn out to our Wilkes, we lhall leave a fufEcient Command of Money to 
fwer every Purpofe.

SIDE RING the Station Mr, Moftyn holds at Poona, we think it is not confident that 
he Ihould come to Bombay upon every Intimation from the Minifters of fuch a Defire, unlcfs he 
i'atisfied that fuch a Mcafurc is ncceffary, or may be of Benefit to the Honourable Company’^ 
V!«|alr$. In the prefent Cafe wc do not wifh Mr. Moflyn fiiould quit Poona before he is convinced 
his coming here will anfwer fome Purpofe of Confcqucncc ; and we think he may with very great 
■ J^pricty demand from the Durbar before he lets out, the Nature of the Bufinefs they now want to en-* 
twu to him, that he may judge whether it is of fufficient Importance to require his Prcfcnce here, 
j ; ®}s Precaution appears the more neceffary from the Hccollcdion of the trifling Propofais they com- 
to him on his lad Journey to Bombay *, though we do not mean by the above to redrain Mr. 
from ading in this Point as he may judge mod for the Honourable Company’s intcred, 

' J^rom the prefen/ GkXlation of Affairs, we do not tliink there is any Profped of our having Occa- 
/Bm for the Bengal Troops this Seafon ; and therefore in order to favc the heavy Expcnce that will be 
IMurred by their inarc hing forward, it is agreed to write to the Commanding Officer at Culpee to 
Imain tliere till he heaP6 further from us. 

Mcflrs. Draper and Stackhoufe are clearly of Opinion that the Governor General and Council 
having been induced, by our Advices of the 7th of December laft, to order a Body of I'roops to the 
Afljdance of this Prcfidcncy, and they do not think our Situation is lb much altered cither with refped 
ta-the Maraius, the probable Defigns of the French upon Choul, or our own Military Refources, as 
to judity the countermanding the March of thefe I'roops ; they do not therefore concur in the above 
Refolution, wliich will throw the whole Refponfibiliiy upon us in cale of Accidents. Another Rcafon 
for their Opinion is, that it feems very uncertain whether any Reinforcement will be lent from Ma- 
dras, no public Advices having been yet received of any fuch Intention in the Prcfidcnt and Council, 
though a public Pattamar arrived lad Night. 

The Majority hereupon edeem it ncccllary to obferve further in Vindication of their Refolution, that 

I c Difikultics ot the March from Culpee to Bombay are fo great as to make the Attempt next to 
ipradicable, and they would not upon any Account expofe the Company’s 'J'roops to fuch Dangers 
jhout the mtid ablblute and imminent Ncccflity. Belides, it is totally out of our Power to procure 
ipplics of Provifions tor them on the March, or Paffes from the different Powers througn whole 
)untrics they mud come, as defired by the Governor General and Council. The Majority allow that 
c Governor General and Council may have in a great Meafurc been led to that Refolution by our 
^vices, but at the fame 1 ime their Apprehenfions of a French War mud have been a further in-

Lubin to take Leave, and 
accordingly waited on them. Notwithftanding thefe Appearances of Monfieur St. Lubin being dif- 
patched, it is (till a Doubt with me whether he will leave Poona, but c^en if he does, it will only be 
in order to lull us into a Belief of the good Intentionsof this Durbar, whilfl: they have Recourlc to 
the French for Affiftance, a Door for which has already been opened by Monfieur St. Lubin’s Nc- 
; jjociations with Nanah, and which have been lately taken up by Morabali ; as you will pleafe to 
,;'Obferveby the cnclolcd Copy and Tranfiateof a Letter I have received from a Perlbn at Proondcr, 
';who, from the Knowledge I have of him, I do not think would deceive me; but as he is not in the 
/ Governments Service, and might poflibly be deceived by the Perlbn from whom he received his 
jintclligencc, therefore, though this Letter was received the 19th, it containing Matters of luch Im- 
p^jortance I thought it proper to wait until I could receive a Confiimation thereof from Ibme other 
?^\^arter, that the Lofs of a few Days would not be attended with ib much Prejudice as a Milre- 
prefentation. 

From a Perlbn, whofe Employ in the Government’s Service is fuch as to give him frequent Oppor- 
tunities of knowing what pafles, I have received Information that when Cruftrow Belol was lail in 
Town, it was agreed between him and Monfieur St. Lubin to make the fame Propofal to Morabah 
as he had formerly done to Nanah with relpeft to the French aflifting him ; that in coniequcncc 
thereof Cruftrow went firfl: to Proonder in order to prepare Morabah ; and that Monfieur St. Lubin 
on his lirft Vilic accordingly made the Propofal, when Morabah replied, He would conlider of it; 
but that in the mean Time receiving Intelligence from Moodajee Bouncello of our Troops coming 
from Bengal being near Naugporc, Morabah difpatched Monfieur St. Lubin at his Second 
yifit. 

I am informed by a Man, who fays he is a Dodor in Scind^’s Employ, but has for lome Tim^ 

f aft relided in Poona, that Senhor Norronho a few Days ago wrote a Letter 10 the Perlbn who tranfadls 
is Bufinefs in Poona, acquainting him of his having received Information from Cruftfow Belol, that 
JMonlicur St. Lubin had engaged with Morabah to bring Five hundred Europeans hither in Forty 
Days, and that Morabah had prornifed him, Lubin, the Command of the Toff Counah. The Man 
farther added, that in confcqucnce of this Promife, Monlicur St. Lubin had inveigled away almoft 
all Norronho’s People, by advancing them from Fifteen to Twenty Rupees a Man, and promifing to 
make good the Arrears of Pay due to them, but at the lame Time ordered them to remain quiet in 
foona, until he fliould call for them; however, that Senhor Norronho getting Intelligence of this 
Txanfadion, has, by paying out of his own Pocket the Arrears due to them from Governmer.t, 
^duced all his People to return to his Service, and they accordingly went to him at Proonder on 
pic 21ft. This Man further tells me, that Eight Europeans, who have lately deferted from our 
Ikrvice, entefed into that of Monfieur St. Lubin on the aoth, that he has Two Men, one a French 
Man named Le Bourchadicz, who came from Mahe, the other a Portugueze, at Bombay, purpofely 
lOenticc our Europeans to defert, and that thefe People fent them to Panwell in Two Boats, which 
Monfieur St. Lubin has provided for that Purpofe, and which are conftantly employed between that 
Place and Bombay, It will undoubtedly appear fomewhat ftrange that Cruftrow Belol, who is 
Monfieur St. Lubin’s Agent, fhould give the Information above-mentioned to Senhor Norronho *, it 
is therefore ncceffary, ]n order to explain this Point, to inform your Honour, &c. that as Cruftrow 
was the Pcrfoiv who brought Norronho from the Mogul’s into this Government’s Sctvice, he has 
always confidcrcd him as immediately under his Protection. 

-yj have thought it neceflary to be thus particular in mentioning the different Accounts I have re- 
eved of Morabah’s TranfaCtions with Monfieur St. Lubin, and the Honours paid the latter fo farfu- 
perior to any they have ever llicwn the Englifh, in order that you may, Gentlemen, be better enabled to 
judge of the Probability of his having formed a Connection fo highly prejudicial to our Honour- 
able Employers Interefts. I am convinced of the Impoffibility of the French fupplying I'wo thou- 
land Men ; but at the lame Time I think it is very probable that they may have it in their Power 
tQ fend Five hundred at lead, as foon asaheSeafon will admit: At any rate, all Accounts agree, 
that the new Admiiiiftration have entered into fomc Engagements with the French very dangerous 
to our Exiftcncc on this Side India. 

On the 22d, I received your Commands of the i6ih; and^ conformable to your DircClions, im- 
mediately forwarded die Lctteis cnclofed therein for Colonel Lcllie, with one from Inyfelf, by d'fferent 
Routes. 

The Remonflrance and Demands you have been plealed to order me to make to the Durbar, is 
drawn out, and (hall be fent as foon as it can be properly tranflated into the Gentoo Language. 
J Jiave already acquainted you, Gentlemen, that I am affured the French have not got a Grant of 
Choul ; but that Promife thereof was made to Monfieur St. Lubin, appears from Cruftrow

Gentlemen, 

CINCE clofing our Letter of the 3; ft ultimo we have received further Advices from Mr. Modyn 
^ Copies of which, and of the Correfpondence between Monfieur de St. Lubin and the Portiigucii 
Governments of Goa and Damaun, now wait on you. 

By bis latt letter to the Captain General at Goa, written long after the late Change in the Poan 
Government, it is indifputably evident that Nana's Engagements with the French have been 
up by the new Adminiftration. 

Upon the Infpeftion of thefe Letters, we refolved to make a Reprefentation to the following F.fTei 
to the Governors of Goa and Damaun : 


‘‘ That we have Rcafon to believe Schemes are concerting between the French and the Poor, 

Government, which have for their Objefts the Annoyance and Detriment of the Britifh Nation 
“ but that, from the Alliance and good Harmony fo happily fubfifting between His Moft Faithiu 
“ and His Britannic Majcfty, we have every Reafon to hope, and fliall rely, that the Poriugucfc wii 
•• not in any Shape interfere or take any Mcafure that may promote the Succefs of the P’renc: 
“ Schemes, which in the End would prove equally fubverfive of the Portuguefc Influence in India.” 

You will obferve Mr. Moftyn’s Rcafons for deferring to make his Demands on tlic Durbar, aiK 
our Orders to him to abide by his former Inftruftions, which we doubt not you will approve. An) 
Offers the Durbar may now make to Ragoba can only be intended to gain more Time, and the inort 
important Objefls we have in View cannot be put to the Hazard upon the njereTlopesjof A^^vantagi 
to him. 

We have no certain Accounts of Bengal Detachment i Reports at Poona fay it has reaclia: 
the Nerbudda : Wc have however thought it neceffluy that the commanding" Oflicer Ihould have 
timely Inftrudions whither to direct his March •, and as Surat, in point of Situation, Accommodation, 
and every other Refpedt, appeared to us the moft eligible Place, we have refolved to fend InftriiflioriJ 
to Colonel Leflie to direft his March to that City, unlcfs from Circumftanccs he fliould think it tx- 
pedient, or it Ihould prove more convenient to him to proceed to Broach ; in which Cai'c we liavc 
given him a difcrctional Power for that Purpofe. 

The Chiefs of Surat and Broach will be directed to fpare no Expcnce to open a Correfponden c 
with Colonel Leflie, and to afford him all pofliWe Affiffance to expedite his March.

JVIy laft Refpefts waited on your Honour, &c. under the loth inftant. 

In the Evening after I had difpatched the above Addrefs, I received Intelligence that Madajce 

Scindia, having lent 5,000 Men to efcort him, Nanah had fled to him, conveying with him his oin 
People, amounting to about 2,000 Men and his Bazar, &c, ; that Nanah, foon after his Arrival 
Scindia’s Camp, wrote to Morabah, requiring him to deliver over the Sicca Cuttary and Jerry 
which the latter refufed complying with ; and that fcveral of Morabah*s inferior Officers had receive/ 
Notes from Nanah, ordering them to attend him ; but that they, fo far from obeying thefe Ordcj-c 
had all declared their Refolution to (land by Morabah. ’ 

On the 20th, one of niy own flircairahs informed me, that it was reported In Morabah ’s Canip, 
Nanah had proniiled Nine Lacks of Rupees each to Holkar and Scindia, Five Lacks of which wj, 
immediately paid to cither, and the Remainder was to be paid as the next Day •, in conlequcnce ot 
which, Hnlkar, who was encamped in the Rear of Morabah, advanced to his Front, and Scinrfij 
wlio was the Front of the other Party, alfo advanced ; and thele Two Officers joinin<r, now form' j 
One Camp between Morabah and Nanah. What may be the real Motives for this Jundtion, I can. 1 
not jiictcnd to fay, though I make no Doubt they have I'ome Scheme in Agitation againft fotne of I 
the Minifters. 

On the 12th at Noon, I received a Letter from Morabah, defiring that I would fend him a Copy j 
of the Papers regarding the French the one delivered by my Lirfguift having been miflaid, and at : 
the fame l ime earneftly rcquelting I would go to him at Camp. 'Po this I replied, that hivin? 
delivered the Durbar a Paper on the 4th, in which every Thing neceflary was mentioned, and d ^ 
which a plain and direft Anlwer would be expeded in the I'ime limited, the Paper he requefted ' 
was ot no Conicquence : I at the lame Time excufed myfelf from waiting on him, for the Rcafoii; ' 

1 liad formerly given him through Gopaul Naigue I'umbuckur but told him, if he had any tins' 
particular to offer, and would deliver it in Writing, I would forward it to Bombay, and obiai- 
him an Anlwer as toon as podible. The Reafons iicre alluded to, were the evalive and tnilioj 
Treatment, both mylelf and Mr. Lewis had met with at the different Times we went to Camp, ssi ' 
the extraordinary Attention paid by the Durbar to Monlieur St. Lubin ; but 1 was more particii. 
larly led to evade going, by a Letter I had received that Morning from a Perfon in Scindia’s Canip, 
informing me, that Nanah either had written or would write me, to requeft I would go to him ; vv 
being convinced from the Situation tlie Government is in, that the Parties in general would take k <• 
granted, the Englilh would fupport whichever 1 Ihould vifit, it appeared of too much Conlequcne 
tor me to decide. Having received tlic Letter from Nanah, I immediately addrctled my Supetior, 
requeuing their Orders on the Subjedl •, in the mean Time excufing mylelf in the politeft Mar.-.r,.

Queflion. What are his Rcalons for believing the Paper deliveretl by Nannah to Monficur St. 
liObin, and Nannah’s Letter to the Nizam, to be genuine and auiheniic ? 

Anfwer. He procured them by Means of the Vackcel of the Rajah of Toll Bhopall, who obtained 
.them from the Pharanovees, or Pcrfian Writer to the Government, to whom he pays an Annual 
Pcnfion of Rupees 5,000 for Intelligence : 'I'hcir Contents were afterwards in Part contirmcd by 
the Gentoo Writer to the Government. Mr. Moftyn deflres thele Circu'mltanccs may be kept in- 
ftelably fecrct, as the Pxtes would certainly lofe their Lives if any Dilcovcry was made that this 
information was obtained from them. 

/f'/Mr. Moftyn was alfo particularly queftioned refpeding the Country about Poona, and the Roads 
gnd Pafies between that Place and Bombay. He fays, that Rajematchy is the only one of the PaflTes 
defended by a Fort-, that the others have no other Obftaclcs but what are railed by Nature; and thac 
the principal one, called Bhorc Gaut, may be approached by Water, within the Diftance of Six Cols, 
and may be eaflly fecured, by advancing a Angle Battalion, with light Field Pieces, the Ground being 
that the Maratta Horfe cannot aft, it'»any Oppofition flwuU he intended ; but Io little Difficulty 
does he apprehend, that he would have no Objeftion to accompany the Battalion liimlelf. 

He is defired, with the Affiftance of fuch Charts as he may have, and fume cap able Perfon out of 
the Engineer’s Office, to frame the beft Map he can of the Country Fifty Cofs round Poona ; and 
having given us very clear and diftiaft Information on the Icvcral Subjects propoied to hi'u, he it 
jpcrmittcd to withdraw.

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Moraba and his Party had engaged to join Ragoba with all their Forces, as foon as he had 
M .pafled the Ghauts ; but we cannot place much Dependance upon them, at lead for any immediate 
AfTirtance, as Nanah Furncefc upon Sufpicion ot their Defigns, has feized and contined moft of 
this Party, and even lecured the Perfons of Moraba and Bucheba themfclvcs ; yet io much is 
the Poona Government weakened by the inteftinc Uivifions which have lo long fubfiftcd, that we 
u hope we fhall be able to cffcvil; our Point without much Difficulty, even if Moraba ffiould not be 
able CO join us *, and we doubt not when it is feen that we openly efpoufe Ragoba's Caulc, but 
many principal Maratta Officers uill declare for him, as his Claim and Family arc in general 
w favoured by them, and Nanalfs oppreffive Government detefted. 

‘‘ In the '1 erms to be made with Ragoba for the Company, we propofe to look to nothing 
further than the Performance of the 'Preaty of Surat, the total Exclufion of the French, and 
the Payment of our Expenccs.” 

The 29th of December 1778, the Selefl; Committee addrefled the Court as follows, viz. 

Our Addrefs of the 31ft of July will have informed you how Matters then Rood with tHc 
Poona Government. In purfuance of the Rcfolutions then communicated, vve on the 12th of 
OiRober, on the Motion of Mr. Carnac, gave Orders for proceeding foithwith in the Execution of 
our Plan for reltoring Ragoba. The Limits of an over-land Addrels will not permit us to enter 
into a Detail of the fevcral Circumftances of our Preparations and Ncgociation, which will be 
communicated by the firft Sea Conveyance. It will be lulficienc to acquaint you, that on the 
** 25th ultimo, we concluded a Treaty with Ragoba, by which the Honourable Company were 
bound to affift him with a Body of 4,000 Men to conduft him to Poona, and to place him in the 
** Regency of the Maratta Government during the Minority of the Infant Pcfhwa.” 

We have the Honour to enclolc a Copy of the Treaty, and of the Manifefto, publiffied when 
,||ur Forces landed on tiie Continent, which wc hope will be approved of by you •, and vve beg Leave 
j| M (l hcariilyo.b congratulate you on the Prolpeft of retrieving thofc valuable Acquifuions loft by 
p^Treaty oi Poorunder, and of reftoring fuch a Government at Poona as will greatly contribute 
i$a the general Security of your Pofleffions in India.

^ E AD the Letter received Ycfterday from the Governor General and Council, 

^ This Letter, and the Refolutions to be taken in conlcqucnce, being of the moil important Na- 
ure, the Subjedl was very feriouily confidered ; but it is judged beft to defer for a few Days fixing 
Ipon any precilc Meafures, as we have every Moment Reafon to expc(T fome Intelligence of the 
lucctfs of our Operations againft Pondicherry, as well as Advice from Colonel LeQic and other 
^larters. 

It is remarked as extraordinary in the Governor General and Council having kept us fo much in 
he Dark, rel'pefting the Object of their Ncgociation with Moodajee Houncello, and the Nature of 
he (.ommiffion they have given to Mr. ITliotc, efpcciaily when it appears by their Letters, the In- 
crefts of this Prefidency may be fo confulerably ail'eded theicby« 
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Soigal Secret Conftiltafions^ September 1778. 

E AD tlic following* Letter fiom Mr. Lewis at Poona : 

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemerr, 

I clul mylelf the Honour of addrefTing you lad, under the aoth ultimo. 

Nanah Furneefc having made Madjce Scindy a Prefent of Three Lacks of Rupees, in order to ij 
duce him to confent to Morabah’s being fent a Prifoner to Amdanagur, it had the defired Etltfl 
for on the 24 th July, Serndy removed his People, giving Morabah into Charge of Five hundi( 
Ilorfo, and Two hundred Foot, belonging to Nanah, who fet oil' with him the fame Evening totl 
above Place. It was at one Time determined on fending Buchabah Proonder Prifoner to Portabou 
dole to Pundapore ; but Scindy afterwards objected thereto, as it belongs to Nanah, and propoit 
his being fent to Solahpore, on the Kiftna j but Nanah being apprehcnfive that Hyder*s Troops woii] 
relcafc him, it was finally determined on confining him in Chundur, clofe to Settora ; but on h 
being fent there, the Kclledar refufed to take him in, alledging that Buchabah was as much his Malli 
as either Sacaram or Nanah : He has therefore at lull been fent to Wundun, a Fort clofe to the bdon 
mentioned, belonging to Bhimrow Panfee. 

Nanah Furncefe, Sacaram Bapoo, Madjee Scindy, Tookajee Holcar, Hurry Punt, and Purfohra! 
Bhow, have all lately come from Proondur, and encamped on the Plain jull without fciic Town, wh 
their Forces, amounting in the Wholt to about 1‘wclvc thoufand Men •, and I am alWed, that \yith 
a few Days the Durbars have been confulting how they Ihall oppofe Colonel Leflic’s March, but ai 
much puzzled what Officer to fend ; for Sacaram and Nanah, being mutually afraid of each othc 
will not confent to Scindy’s going, as they confider him as the Umpire between them. Hurry Pu: 
has declared his Refolution of not ftirring from hence without the Minifters, who are afraid to in:! 
Holcar with a Command ; and Purferam Bhow mull return to Merltz, Hyder’s Army being encainpe 
on the other Side of the Kiftna, with a determined Relolution of attacking it as foon as the Seafo 
opens. However, in order to do all in their Power to prevent Colonel Leflie^s advancing, tht 7 hav 
fent private Orders to the different Rajahs and Officers through whole Diftrifts the Colonel will h 
obliged to march, to ufe every Endeavour, without coming to Aftion, to harrafs him, and prmc 
his proceeding ; particularly recommending the his receiving Supplies of Provifions 

at the fame l ime telling them, (hould they find their F’flbrts to oblige him to retreat ineffciflual, thej 
are to deny having Authority from this Government for the Oppofition they may make, which tha 
Durbar will likewifc do, in cafe of a Complaint of their Behaviour from your Honour, &c. I have 
already acquainted Colonel Leflie with thefe Orders, and recommended to him not to truft a.'i) 
Profi’ers of Service from Madjee Scindy’s Officers; being apprehenfive, from his general Charade; 
for Deceit, that he may have given the like Orders. 

I am alio informed, that the Durbar, in order the more feciirelj'jo carry on the above Scheme, 
have determined on fending a Perfon of Confequence to Bombay, with Propofals to Ragobali; 
though, as tar as I can learn, they are to be nearly the fame as thof(>4^t by Mr, Moftyn hii 
Year. 

Enclofed I have the Honour to forward Three Letters from the Durbar, in Anfwer to thofe from 
the Honourable the Governor General, received with your Commands of the 8 th June; anil bfg 
Leave to obferve, Gentlemen, that I have not received an Anfwer to the Application I made fora 
Duftuck for the free Paffage of your Troops through the Maraita Dominions, as mentioned in nn 
lafl Addrefs.

That Nanah Eurnceze, Saccaiam Bapoo, Madjec Scindia, and TOukajee Ilolcar, wx‘re encamped 
near Poona with 5,000 ilorfci but whether they meant to join the mam Body at Wurgaon, was not 
known. 

Ragoba dcfiied the above Pei funs to acquaint Mr. Carnac, that he lubmitted it to his Cunfideni 
tion, Whether it would not be advilablc to have a Detachment of Sepoys, with 2 Guns, fent from 
Bombay, to he kept below the Gaut', in oixler to protccl our Convoys of Provilions, and to keep tlic 
Communication open with Panwcll ? 

Ragoba is confident that the Mmldeiaal Party have adopted the above* Plan, as they make no 
Scruple to declare that it is the only likely Mode of harradlng and diltrefiing the Englifli 1 roops 
being unequal to an adual Engagement with luch a Body of Forces as we have now in the

So fat from any Perlbn of Co:ifequenee having yet joined Rapoba, llolkar, the Oiily , 
from whom there appeared the lealt An'urance of Support to his Cauic, is now in Artns again*., 
and joined with Scindia and other Chiefs, vvltofe Guns hav(‘ been firing on our Camp, and v\la) , ’ 
now before us with a large Army, d'hc Burning of the large and populous Town ot Ti.llcgaoa , , 
confirms our Sufpicion, and the general Intorrnation we daily receive from all Siiles, oi their 
Mode of Procedure, viz. by the Dellrudion ot the Country, by harrafling us, and cutting us of ^ , 
all Supplies of Provifions. In fliort, tluic appears to be a general Delv 1 mi'iation to o[q)ule ti.eJblai, 
lifhment of Ragoba with that Depree of i\uthority, which from his cr^nlidciit Allurantes ot tiicuij, 
vSiipporc, and from the Reprefentations of the late Mr. Mofiyn, the Honourable the Selecl Comiiiin,.

hi5 (Government from Men on whom he might depend for effecting the great Object of thu L\ 
pedition, namely, the entire Subverfion of the Party in the French Intercll.

From every Experience wc have had of the Marartas, and particulaily in this Bufinehs, it 
clear to us, that the 1 le of their own Intcrclt is the only one io be depended on. From all inchj' 
Mr. Molfyn’s Advices, and from every Information we can obtain, it appears tint Saccaiam 
and Nanah Furnceze, though at Times apparently united, have each been aiming, thoiigli by 
Moue>, i> lecure to themlelves the elicctual Pov.er in the Poona Durbar. As Nanah, fioink‘^V‘ 
Cir( unilKmct's, leems peculiarly to look to the French, and is indeed the very Man whole 
is the Obgd we now aim at, we are of coiiiic precluded ibrming any ConnedPon wuh him: 
lore appear, to us, that Saccaram ikmdit is the only Man witli whom we can hope to lorm tiic

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rc.r.entj that mull lead to our main ObjeCl; Moraba Furnecze and Butcheba Prondcr, the l'w<) 
•i(.)ns mentioned in our Inllruftions, being at prclent imprifoned, and, as far as we can’peiceivc, 
illy incapable oi afiording us any ciredual Aid, whatever their Interefts may incline them 
do, 

lie I'wo next Peirf)ns who llrike our Attention, are the Jaghirdars Holkar and Scindla, whole* 
)ops form the chid’ Force of our Enemies, and whofe Dccifions, if favourable to us, mud, to ,dl 
>pearance, enalile us dTeclually and fpcedily to crufh the Powers of Nanah Furnecze and his Party, 
iring the Divilions amongll the Brahmins, we are given to underftand, they have made great Ac> 
Ions to their Jaghircs ; and was the Poona Durbar once in Power to enforce their Demands, iliey 
^Id probably inlill on the Rdlitution of thefe, as well as the Arrears due from them for the 
intry they hold, Thefe are Confidcrarions that mull ever influence them to prevent the uncondi- 
lal Rdloration of fudi Power amongll the Brahmins; and therefore it feems they are naturally Jed 
ippole the Ellablilhment of Ragoba, which great Idne of Interell feems on the Trial now to in- 
ince them both, notwithllanding any Promilcs or Writings they may have given, relative to a 
liflion with Ragoba. 

fThc Mode ot lec til ing thefe fevcral Perlbns and their Pirtizans, appears to us as follows ; To 
ire them that we mean tlie Government (hall go on in the Name of Mhadoo Row Naiiain, leaving 
to Ragoba the Naiblhip, as in the Time of the Minority of Mhadoo Row ; to alTtiic Saccarani 
Duanlhip, cf our Support to him in the real Powers of it, and of the Aid of our Army, m 
Cbnjundion with Scindia and Holkar, againll Nanah Fiirneeze ; to ofler to the Two Jaghire Daais 
jul* Guaiantee, fecuring to them their Jaghircs, fiee from all Demands for Arrears from the Poona 
Durbar. 

Agreed therefore, that Mr. Sibbald, who was defircd to be prefent at this Meeting, Ihould nciiuaint 
Ragoba, in a fuiiahle Manner, wnh our Sentiments relative to the Caufe we are embarked m — 'To 
remind him we liave been led into ihis dillrcflcd State by too great a Reliance on his Pro nifes and 
Afluranci'-s lelative to a plentiful Supply of Provilions when^wc got above the Gauts, and to 
the Junction of 'I'ookajcee Holkar, which he acquainted Mr. Sibbald on the iid ultimo, lie was 
confident would be in Eight Days— That the finglc Circumltance of having now but fulflcient Pro- 
VMlons to condud our Army liack into the Conkan, added to the total Impollibility of procuring a 
Supply in a Couniiy laid wallc all round us, mull infallibly force us to retire, which would be the 
total Ruin of his Caulc poflibly for ever — That the only probable Mode to remove this Dillrcfs 
was to make immediate Overtures of Accommodation to Scindia, and to Holcar, and to Saccaram, 
which mud be done by committing to us the Power of ncgociuting for him, fignifying to thefe diffe- 
rent Pei Tons his Confent to any Agreements we might conclude for him — That we (ee no Alternative 
between this and an inltant Retreat to Condolah ; and that, unIcTs he confents to it, our Army mull 
perforce immediately retire, in order to prevent a total Dillrcfs from the utter Want of Provifions — 
That we mull leave to him the Mode ot opening this Ncgociation ; and that during the Courfe ot 
it} we fliould be guided as much by his Advice and Interell as we cunfillcntly could.

'I'heir nuiriCrous Bodies of Cavalry rendered it impon^ible to protedl 
tHJr Baggage, a Part of which conlequenily fell into their Hands,* as the commanding Olliccr forc- 
m would be tlie Calc and it is with Concern we acquaint you, that in the Courle of the 
viBiylong .'\ttack our People Ycllcrday lullained, wc futfered fomc Lofs, the ParticuLirs of which 
flMll be licrcafter tranfmittcd. In Jullice to our Troops, both Europeans and Sepoys, we have 
'Pleafure to acquaint yon, that they behaved with the utnioft Intrepidity and Alacrity during 
the whole Attack. 

We fliall continue our March to Condolah with all pofllble Expedition, in the Purfuit of 
which we expeft to be much hnrrafTcd ; but to render our Baggage as little troublcfome as poflable, 
ind our Body as compail as Circumflances will admit, the Commanding Officer means to reduce 
tvery Parc of the Baggage that is not abfolutely neceflary.

Men that Ragoba had lent to Tookajee Holcar. i hey told me there was no Hope of his joining us 
till we had beat the Mlniderial Army ; that Holcar declared himielf thcrcughly acquainted with our 
Situation i that our lo)rce did not exceed Four Battalions, and with that Number we could never cx- 
pc< 5 t to reduce the Maratta Empire; liiat lus b'orce added to ours would give 11, very little more 
Weight; that by joining Ragoba he iilkcd every Thing:, without the fmallcd Prui'pecd: ot Advantage 
to himfelf : Therefore all that he could promilc was to be neutral; and tliougji he mifght be obliged 
to bring his Troops into the Field, jet he engaged that they Ikoiild not light ag^ainil Ragoba.

9. We were loon after given to undcrlland, that the Poona Durbar had not only refufed to grant 
DuHucks for the PaHage of the Bengal Detachment, but jeni Orders to the liiHerent Officers tluoiigh 
wli^r J}iHrids Colonel I xdlie would be obliged to j)ars, to ule every Idideavour to molcdl and h.irrals 
hini in his March; and the Army at l^oona was then laid toe infill of about 12,000 MA, which was 
to be difmilTed in a few Days, with Orders to airemblc again at Deura, or about the Beginning of 
Odober, as they could not procure Provender for ihcir Cattle at that Scafon of the Year.

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10. Colonel Ltflie appearing to make but a flow Progrefs in his March, we wrote to him in the 
moft prefling Manner to advance as quick as pofliblc, alluring him that the early Arrival ot ih^ 
Army under his Command wouhl be ot ihc utmoft Importance to the honourable Company’^ 
Affairs. 

11. At this Time Madjee Scindia acquainted Mr. Lewis, that the Minilters had given him full 
Powers to fettle Affaiis with the Lngiifh, and promiled to fend a Ferfon to Bombay for that Piirpo:.^ 
who accordingly did arrive Ionic i irne afterwards ; but, as the Frefidenc lately acquainted us, he 
not open him'lcit on the Bufincls for whicli he was laid to be deputed, thinking perhaps that our Cuik 
ncdlion with Kagoba did nut luit his Maftei’s Views. 

12? Mr. Lewis al fo advilcd, that the Durbar, in order to amufe us, intended fending a Perfon cf 
Con/cquence with Propoials to Ragoba ; and the PrcTident, at our Meeting on the i ^th Augull, re- 
ported that Propofals had been made to him verbally, by an Agent tor Nannah Furneze, to brioo- 
Kagoba into the Government nearly on the fame 'I'erms as piopofed by Moraba and his Paitv’ 
which will appear by the Papers annexed to our Proceedings ot the 2 i (t of July •, but as wc had 
Reafon to fufped that every Propofal from that Qiiarter was infidious, and only meant to amulc u , 
we returned tor Aniwer to the Agent, that we could not give his Propoials any Confideration, unlcf, 
they came before us authenticated under the Sicca ot Nannah himiclt ; after which \vc had no 
Overtures on the Ihirt of Nannah Furneze. 

On the 1 6th of Auguft we received Advice fiom Mr. I ewis, that lie was informed from v(*r\ 
good Authority, that it had been dclenni cd by Nannah and Scindia to fend Two princi[ial OiUcci- 
to oppofe Colonel Leflic's Mnrcfi ; and that Nannah had lent to recall Monf . St. Lubin from 
Damaun, where he had redded fince the Beginning of July, giving out that he mrended employ: - 
him againft Hydcr. We immediately feiu this Intelligence to Colonel I.eflie, thit he might be p ( 
pared to take his Meafures with the piopcr Caution and Vigour^ and tb.e Chiel of Surat advilcd i , 
under the 9th of September, that Ch^keys had been placed on the Biampore and Ogien Road , 
order to intercept all Letters. 

14. Under the 8th ScY'temher Mr. I, ewis advilcd tlic Prefident, that lie had been infornn-d by rfr 
Nabob of Arcot’s Packecd, that the Killcdar ot Ahrnednagur Fort, in which Mor.iba was confined, liPi 
not only refufed complying with an Order from Nannah for delivering that Fort to Scindia, but !iil1 
feized forne Treafurc to a great Amount belonging to Nannah, and declared he affed in Belidfo; 
Ragoba. The Vackccl further added, that though Moraba was not abfoluiely Mailer of tlie Kilb, 
yet he and the Killcdar undcritood one another perfectly \ and that ir was entirely t)y the A lvicc ot 
the former the latter had aded. Mr. Lewis doles his Letter with thefe Woids : “ Nor a Man is jr: 
“ come in, and the few who remained here bedonging ro n urry Punt’s Army ate f) very iinporriinaic 
“ for their Arrears of Pay, that the poor Man is afraid of flirting or.t of ilc'ufe.” In a I.ettcr n 
us, dated 24th September, he lays, “ Purlo Ram Bofe is flill here, not being able to raife a Man L: 

Want of Money, which the (juvernincnc is cither unable or unwilling to advance lum.’' 

15. In the Idft mentioned Letter, Mr. Lewis acquaints us, that on 2orii September, a Frenchnuii 
arrived at Poona, with Letteis tor Nannah, bur notw iihflanding his iitnv)fl Fndeavours, he couid 
not learn until the Night before the Date of his Letter, who tlie Frenclinian wa^^, or from whciuc 
he came •, when he was informed it was Monfieur Le Roy from Surat. 1 his was one of the 
Gentlemen mentioned in tlie Secret Letter of the 15th January 1778, to have been landed on 
Choul from Pondicherry, and lie now brought Letters to ISannali from Monfieur St. Lub;n, with 
whom he had a Meeting at Damaun, and from Monfieur Briancourt, the Ihench Conful at Surat; 
the Contents of which Mr. Lewis learnt were U) defire Nannah not to liflen to any Terms 
Accommodation with the P nglifli, at leafl for One Month, as he made no Doubt the AirdUirat.* 
promifed by Monfieur St. l.ubin would arrive by that Time. 

16. On the 27th Augull we received the firfl Advice from the Governci biencral and Coiirud, ot 
their having ileputed Mr. Fllioc to the Court of Moodajec Boofla, the Rajah of Berar, witii I'ii 
Inltruitions to negociare and conclude a Treaty w'ith that Chief, acquainting us no farther with 
the Objedt ot their intended Treaty, than exprcfling their Opinion in general Terms, that aa 
Alliance With him might be attended with the greatclt Utility, in providing for the Defeme D 
the Honourable Company s Pofieflions in the prelent War. 1 hey defired us to correlpund w.ifi 
Mr. Elliot, and ^to advilc him ot any Occurrences that may effedl the generd political InterLib 
of the Company s Settlements and ot our own in particular, telling us, that the Succcis of t! •' 
Meaiures entrufled to Mr. Elliot, mull; in a great Mealure depend upon rheir [irelent Secrtc; ; 
that he would however lend us inch Articles as he might agree to wuli rhe Raja, and iu 
mean lime, to prevent any Stej) ot a contraiy Tendency on our Part, tlicy requefl we would tc- 
tram from forming any Engagement of a Nature hoflile to the Government at Poona, except fuch 
as might appear abfolurely neceflary for the Defence of our own PolTeflions. 

17. From the very general Information the Governor General and Council gave us of rheir 
projedal Alliance with Moodajec Boofl.i, we could not form any Judgment in what Manner tfiis 
I relulency might be aireftccl thereby, nor did it flnke us that w'c could receive either Injmy of 
Bcneht from the Raja of Berar, unlels he fliould afll-rt his Claim to rhe Rajalhip of the Mnraita 
Empire, to which he has Ibme Pretenlions, and reftore the ancient Form of the Maratta Govern* 
ment. We did not pretend to judge what Advantage a Connection with him mr-ht aflord to 
Bengal Provinces to which his Country is contiguous, but fu far as we mi^dit'^vencnrc an Opi' 
nion, wc conceived them lo little liable to Danger, that an Alliance wfith Mooilajee Boofla n'xnf- 

ibr 
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for their Security, fo far as he could contribute to ir, which appeared by their Letter to be the 
Objcit of Mr. Elliot’s Deputation, diti not Iccm to be a Confideration equivalent to the Injury 
your ‘^‘neial Interclt would lullain, were vve to i'oivgo the Proiecution of the Plan refolvcd on the 
2 1 Jody. 

iS. '1 hele were the Sentiments vve exprclLd on the 31(1 Aiiguft, when this l^etter came under 
Coiiiidtration *, and as we were then every Day in I''xpcdlation of Advices from iMiroj^c by the 
\Va\ of Suez, which would place us at a Certainty with rclpcdt to the War with France, we did 
lint Viinic 1C prop'er to take any decifivc Rcrolution for the Profecution of the intended Meafures, 
tliuJidi t!]e Ncedlitv tlieivot (hll continued to Itrike us in the molt forcible Manner. 

jy. On ilic 9th Sepiembcr Mr. Willia ii Moore arrived from Suez, having left London i6th 
June, and Marleilles the 2d July. Py him vve received Intelligence next to a Certainty, that the 
C^'iint D’Ellaing’s Squadron was gone to America, and tliat Admiral Kyron had tailed in Purluit 
oi him, nor had vve any Kealon to apjirehend the French intended lending any Armament to India 
[his Seal ui. 

20. On iliezyth following we received a l.etter from the Governor General and Council, dated 
I7tli Augiill, in which they acquainted us, 'I'hat they had approved our Refolution of the aill 
July, and authoriz(?d us to allill Ragoba with a military Force to condud him to Poona, and to 
edalililh him in the Regency there, on the following exprels Provifions :

and [ncvious Notice to us given. 

Second, That our latdl Advices from biurope fliall be equal to an Allurance that the Force 
rci]iii;ed for this Service may be Iparcd without endangering the Safety of Bombay, in the Event of 
a r'lench Invafi 'U. 

d bird, f liat the liim^agcment wc might form vviih Ragoba himielf or Moraba, and his Aflb- 
elates, be not ct)ntrary to ihf)re concluded with Moodajee by Mr. Elliot, and noticed to us, nor of 
a lu>Ilile reiideruy to the Ciovt rnment of Berar. * 

21. On tiic 30th, wc received Advice Ircm Colonel Leflie, that he had on tlie 15th Augufl: 
kfi Chaticr[ 30 ie, or Chunderpore as it is called in the Maps, where he had remained on Account of 
the heavy Rains fmee 31! July, in order to proceed on his Maich to the Neibuddali, and alter Two 
Days Maich had arrived at Raje Gur, from whence he dated his Letter the 25th AuguR-. By this 
1 -cLicT it appeared he had had a flight Skirmifli with the 'Proops of one of the Bundcila Lliiefs, but 
was in Treaty for a Pacification, and at the lame 'Lime taking Mealiires for crofling a River be- 
tween him and the Enemy, tliat if drawn to that l^xtrcmity, he might by difperfing them fccurc hia 
Maich from further Moleflation. 

22. Wc have now brought our Detail down to the i2ih Oftober, and Matters were circumflanced as 
flated in the foregoing Sheets, when Mr. Carnac delivered in a Minute, urging the Danger of lofing 
any fuiiher Time, and prefling us immediately to undertake the Mcafurcs rclolvcd on under the 
2ifl: July. 

23. Before w’e came to any Refolution on Mr Carnac’s Minute, we thought it ncceflary to take the 
Advice of Mr. Moflyri in Ibme Points-, and that (Lmtlcman being accordingly conlultcd, gave it 
lliongly as his Opinion, that if we did intend to rake any Mealurcs in Favour of Ragoba, the looncr 
they were undertaken the better, the lefs Oppofitioii we Ihould meet with, and titcrefoic the greater 
Certainty of Succcls *, of which indeed, he laid, he had not in his own Mind the le.ifl; Doubt; and 
upon the Whole he faid he did not conceive theic could ofler a more favourable Crifis ilian the pre- 
lent ; lor w'liich he fully explained his Rcalbns, as will appear by our Proceedings on that Day. 

24. After full Confideration of all Circurnflances, it was lefolved by tlie Majority of the Com- 
mittee, Mr. Draper (mly difl’enting thereto, lorihwith to carry into Execution the Plan agreed to 
under the 2 ill Jtily, lor ce,nduding Ragoba to Poona, and placing him in the Regency there, during 
tlie Minority ol the young Pcflnva ; and that the needfary Mealuies for that Ikirpofc be undertaken 
as foon as pijlliblc. 

25. 'Pliat you may have our whole Proceedings on this Subjed before you in as fmall a Compafs as 
poflible, we now lend in the Packet a Copy of our Minnies ironi the 12th Odober to the Time the 
Army l('l t Bombay, anti the 'I'reaty was executed by Ragoba, colledcd in One Paper, under N" 2. 

26. Mr. 1 draper’s Rcaloiis lur not concuiring in the Kelolution for immediately putting our Plan 
into lAeciition, will appear at Teng^th in tlie Ibiper menlioiied in the preceding Paragraph. 

27. Our whole Pioceedings previous to liie Army’s leaving Bombay being ' comprized In that 
Paper, it appears unncccfTary to repeat them here ; and we chearfully fubmit them to your Candour 
and Judgment. 

28. bur our future Guidance we muft requeft your Opinion and Inflrudions on the Point debated 
at our Meeting of the 7th November, whether 'Pwo Members of the Committee can be detached 
trom the Pidiciency at the fame Time, upon any temporary Service ; and whether the Two remain- 
ing Members are in their Ablencc competent to form a Seled Committee. 

29. Eveiy Argument that was advanced on cither Side of the Qtidlion is contained in the Extrad 
from our Proceedings. 

3,^ JJnder N" 3. we tranfmit a Copy of the Treaty as executed by Ragoba. 

31. To avoid Iwelling the Extrad of our Proceedings, wc fend in a feparate Number^ Copy of a 
Letter from the Isxccutors of tlie late Mr. Will'" Shaw, on the Subject of the Loan to Ragoba, with 
our Minutes thereon ; and we are perfuaded, that when you refled how wc w'crc circumflanced with 
Rep. VI. 'G; Ragoba 
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Kagobaat the Time, and the flattering Proipeft then opening to the Company, yo'i will approve om* 
Determination to difeharge the Debt, and not to fuffer him to be embarrafled with Demands fro n the . 
Executors at fuch a Jundurc. 

32. Ragoba having afterwards ftated his Account with Mr. Shaw’s KiTate in a dilRrent Manptr 
from the Executors, we leni his Statement to them, and demanded them to relund the Overplus ac.^orj-. 
ing thereto. In Re])Iy to which we received another Letter from them, controverting Ka.^oba’^ 
Statement, and fupporting their own. A Coj)y thereof is annexcal to the other Letter. And K.njoli,^ 
departing a few Days aftei wards to join the Army, we had nut I iinc to obtain from him the necef 
fary Proofs, even if he had any to produce, which we much doubt. 

33. We hope and trull; likewife that, conlidering how Allans were then fituated, you will approve 
the (.oan of Four Lacks of Rupees, wliich it was ablolutely neceflary to make to Kagoba, to eiuldc 
him to make the necefiliry Preparations for the ICxpcdirion. We alio thought it for tiie Good of the 
Service to make a further Loan of Rupees i5,oc^o to 'Two ])! incipal Officers of RagobaN, to whom 
we accjiKiinted you, in our Addrefs by the York, wc made a 1 .oan of the like Sum when tlie Udulm 
tion in March 1778 took place. 

34. We beg Leave to menfion that Ragoba’s Jewels depofitcd on executing the Treaty ol* Surat, 
arc llill in our Polfclfion at Bombay. 

35. Our Addrefs, 291!! December, of whit h a Triplicate is now inclofed, informed you briefly of 
the IVogrefs of the Army to that Lime; however, to bring their Operations before you in One 
Point of View, wc will begin our Account from the Day the i'orces lert Bombay. 

36. Captain James Stuart, who had been previoufly fent to l^)ona to make himfelf acquainted with 
the Roads and Palfcs, cmbarloai from this Place the 22d November, with a Dctachmeiu of Greinulier 
Sepoys and fome Ldght Artillery, as mentioned in the Extuu^t of our Proceedings, and proceeding up 
Apta River by a Route diflerenc from what was taken by the Remainder of the Ai iuv, lecured the 
Pafl'age of the Ghauts, and took Poft on the Summit of Condella the 25^1 following, die ^^d Day 
from his leaving Bombay, where he was to remain till joined by tlie Army, 

37. The Remaimier of the h'orees left Ffombay the 23d, arul were followed the next Day by 
Colonel Egerton, who took on him the eliief Command. Afici* Iccuiing rhe fort of Bellapoie, 
which commands the Entrance of Panwdl River, the Army proceeded to Panwcll, v. lure it arrival 
the 2 5rh. 

38. To prevent, as far as we could, any Diminution fiom the Strength ol' the Army, the Fort uf 
Bellapore was foon afterwards garrilbned irom Bombay. 

39. The Army remained at Panvvell the 25th November to the 4th D('ce nber, waiting die Arrival 
of their Stoics, Provifion, Oxen, &c. and employed in dealing ilie R<>ad ni f roijt for their iVdvance. 
On the 4th they began their March, and on the i jth arrived at Campoly, at the fo^^t ol the Gauts. 
Here they were joined by Meflfs. Carnac and Moltyn, who, v/irli Coiond Icgeitoi!, idniir i a Coiih 
mittee for the general Condud: of the Expedition, and the Settlement of the Chn'ernmenc at Poona. 
Their Comnfiflion and Inflrubdons arc entered at Length in tluar Diary now tiaidmitu d. 

ji\o. Mr. Moflyn only remained a few Days at Campoly, when he was obliged to return to Bom- 
bay by a violent Dilorder, winch put an End ro his Life on the Firll of Januaiy. In him you lolt 
a very faithful, valuable Servant j but it was an inexprcflible Misiorturc ro be deprived ol his Ser- 
vices ju 11 at the very Time when they were lb particularly requiflte for the Accomphllunent of a Plan 
which he had been lo very inllrumenrai in bringing to bear. 

41. At a Meeting of the Poona (.'ommittce held at Campoly cm the ?6th December, Mr. Carnne 
delivered in a Minute, rcmaiking on the flow i^rogrds hitheito made by the A; my, and tlie Time 
loll by making a Carriage Road up the Gauts inllead of carry ing up the Stores by Hand. This 
Miiuuc will appeal under its proper Date in the lk;ona Diary ; and wiih the (vd,: r Papcis herealter 
mentioned, wc tranlmit a Co)>y of Coiond Egerton’s l\(*ply, (Idivcred lince liis Return, and of a 
Letter from the Commandant of Artillery, and the other Pagers on the lame subject, which wc beg 
l.eavc to lubmit to your judgmenr, 

42. At length, on 23d December, the Troops and Artillery were got up to Coudilla, at tlie lk)p 
of the Gaut, but fbmc further l ime was employed in bringing up the Commillary’s Stores, and cuiu- 
pleating the Provifions to a Stock for Days. 

4^. 1 ill this 1 ime tlicte had been no Appearance of an Enemy, but on tlic 2 2d they n,ade a trifling 
and unluccdslul Attack on a fmall Party of Ragoba’s Sepoys, whicii with llirte ol hu Guns had 
been polled in front of Captain Stewart’s Detachment. I'hey were hovvever laeat off by Rapol^fs 
People, with the Alfillancc only of Two ol our Artillery Olliccrs to p unt iluir Guns. Cajuain 
Stewart judged that the Number of the fmemy exceeded I'cn thoufiiul i lohe and foot. 

44. From this 'Lime the Enemy daily cannonaded our C amp at a Dillance, with a very trifling 
Effed till the 3111, when, after they had withdrawn their Guns,, a Imali Party concealed in a (billy 
threw feme Rockets, one of which mortally wounded Lieutenant Coiond Cay, who died at Bombay 
the 14th January. 

43. After levcral fmall Movements towards the Edge of the Plain, the Artny, equipped with a 
Stock of Provifions for 25 Days, began the March for Poona on the 4th January, havino^ left a for- 
tified Poll at the Head of the Gauts to feciiie t!ie Pals, under the C<;m,nanci of Licuteioant rr>r.er* 
On the lameVJay they met with a very heavy Lofs by the Death of Cap. am Stuart, who was a moll 
aftivc, gallant, and judicious Officer, and polfdTed of the true Military Spirit. 

46. On the 5rh the Army halted.

51. Though the Mode adopted by the I'inemy of retiring before our Army, and laying wallc the 
Countiy, Icemed to render Ragoba’s Rcaloning ajjparcinly jult, the Committee (till hoped that as 
they advanced towards Poona, llolcar, on whofe Jnnflion there might be Idme Depcndaiice, would 
be enabled and encouraged to kcc[) firm to the i'romilcs he had made through the late Mr. Moflyn ; 
and they fiuthcr oblerved, there was too mucii Kcalon to ap[aehend that Ragoba, tiulling to lubtiuc 
<*very one by our Arms, liad not only ncglcilled the lit Means to conciliate the relpcvHal'de (ihicls to 
lih Caufe, blit had aded in fucli a Manner as would naturally lentl to unite them againit him ; in 
Pioof of which they adduced an Information given by the Agent of Moraba then in our Canij), that 
Ragoba had lecrctly lent Diicdions to the Kilkdar (d* Ahmednagur, not to lelealc Moraba till he 
got lurther jiofitivc Orders from him on Ins Arrival at Poona. 

52. The Army coniinueti to advance till the 9th Jaiiuaiy, when it arrived at Pellagom, a confi- 
dciable Town about 18 Miles from the Suirimit of ilic Ckiiiis, and 16 Miks from Poona. Lellagon 
was burnt and abandoned before our 'Troops ariivenl and here they found a very numerous Army 
iircinblcd to oppole rfiem, under the Orders of the Minillers Saccaram and Nannah, Madjce Scindia, 

J oolnijee ] lolkar, and other principal Olhcci':. 

'['he Committee liiidlng fo general an Oppofuion to Ragoba, and no Ho[)CS ol being joined 
oy any conliduMble Chief, were ot Opinion that tlie Plan of elbiblilhing Ragoba in (he Regency of 
the Maialta I'aujnie would be impradieablc, wiihoiii the immediate Com] cration of a refpcdable 
Paify in that Slate *, and conlidenng likewife the total Impiobabiliiy of procuring any fun her Supply 
ul Prnvilions, or even of iec unng their own Sto k as iliey advanceti, came to the Refolunon to iall 
back wkIi ihe Aim) lu far as might be requilite to lecure their Communication with the C.'onkan, or 
ihcCounrrv l}chnv the Gaurs. The Mealure taken by the Ch)mn)itiee, previous to and in C'onle- 
ijiicncc c'l tins Rdoiution and Situation of the Aimy at the ’( ime, are lull) delcnbcd in their Pro- 
ceedings under the qtli, lotli, and iith January, to which we beg [.cave to refer. 

54. Ai tins Place the Committee leceived Information that a llody of Horle bejonging to M'U'aba 
!iad maiched into the Conkan to join Ragoba. 

5-;. The Army accoidingly began to fall back on il.e Night of the nth ; and the F.ncniy having 
bv loiue Mcvins got Intelligence of their moving, attacked them on the Mirc.h before Day-light, 
whkh they continued with great Vigour until lour o’clock in the Altcrnoon, betore our Troops 
c»)uld make their Retreat good to Burragom or Wargaum, which they cflcdcd at Iall with much 
Di(hciib) and Danger. Ihe Committee’s Accmini ot the Adion is crueicd on their Diary under the 
13th January *, and Colonel Cockburn’s is tranfinitted with the Copies of his other Luters during the 
Service under 9. Both Accounts agree that a Part of the Baggage fell into the Enemy’s Hands, 
and that the Troops during the whole Attack behaved with the greatell Intrc[)idity. The Particulars ol 
theJLols lutlained in the Adion w’lll appear by the Return annexed to T/ieutcnanc Colonel Cockburn’s 
Tetter; and in killed, wounded, and niilfing, of Ariilkry, Inlaniry, and Sepoys, and Artjllcry Lafears, 
amounted 10 362.

77. \Vc fiavc now brought die Amouiv- td this Exjiediiion to a Concliifion ; in which w'c liave 
ronlincfi ourlelves to a msie N.irrativc of [hiCh, as Hated in the Comn»ittccL Diary and Colonel 
fgerton’s Letters to the Prefulent, avouimg an Ojiinion, or entering into Particulars more than 
neceffdry to eonneft our Account, aud give you a general Idea of the Matters rejmelcnted. Any 
Judgment offered by us might be imputed to die f'eelings naturally arifing IVom die Dirapj)ointment 
j 1 a Scheme which we liad promoted w tli lo mueli Zwil, and by tnelivent ol which we, blr. r)raj'-er 
excepted on Account of his DilLur, aic ourfelvt s liable to be :.lL< ud •, and it has for thele Kealons 
ippearcd die moll ecjuitabic and inijiaiiial Method to lend only a general Statement to you and to the 
Governor (jcnctal and Council, arco npaified with everv Voucher that can tend to illuffiate the 
SubjcLd, and make your Inlbimatiun as compleat as i.oililile, leaving to you to toriVi your own 
Judgment tro;n the Mateiials before you, to what Caulcs the Failure of die Pbxpedition is to be attri- 
buted, and on whom C enlure ou/Iit to tall. 

78. In puifuanrc of this I’hi.i we lhall lay iieforc you in (i)u!er, the fcvcral Letters and Ihru rs tint 
have been delivered in lelat.ve to IoIn Expedition, die Ikiriiculars ol which will be mentioned in die 
Secgiel of this Ahlvliefs’, i> many of them are connebled with Matters not yet mentioned, which have 
lakcn place finee the Evpediiion. 

79. In the 2 dl Paragrap.h our Advices, brought ilown to th.e :^oth September, left Colonel Lcflic 
at Uajegur tlie 25th Augufl-, and, as we then thought, preparing toconiinue his March. We had no 
further Accounts of the Bengal Army till the 28th Oelobcr, when we received a I.ettcr liom Colonel 
Goddard, dated the 4 til of that Month •, by which we obferved widi Concern that the Army flill 
lemained at Rajegur. Colonel Goddard therein ndvifed, that C'oloiul Ltllie had died on the precede 
mg Day ; and that the Command having thereby devolved on him, he ffiould march from that Place 
in Three or Four Days. In our Reply to this Letter, dated the 13th November, we repeated the 
Dire^ons before given to Colonel Leflie, for the Army to march towards Poona with all poflible 
Expedition ; at the lame Time giving to underffand that his eaily Arrival migfit be very eflential to 
the Succefs of the important Scheme we liad then in Agitation. By his next Letter, dated the jiil 
October, and received the 30th November, wc found lum ailvanccd to Kemlaify, on the Road to tlx 
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^crbtrdda-, and afccr the Treaty had been concluded, and our Forces had aftually landed o, 
the Continent, we then more iully explained our Plan, and again urged him to purfue his 

with all poffible Expedition. r i i , 

8o On the 1 b'th December, whiUl our Army lay at the Foot of tlie Ghauts, we received Advices f,o. 
Lieutenant Colonel Goddard in Twenty-two Days, dated at Bojuul, within j8 Cols of the Nerbudd, 
which he hoped to crols m Imvc or Six Days, and m Pwo Days more to enter the I’erritories of 

the Berar Rajah. , , r- -i ^ , 

81. 'l‘hc lame Day we icccived a [xitcr from the Governor General and Council, dated the 

Oftober, advidng us ot tfieir having removtd Colonel Leflic from tlie Command, on Actou{jd(,f 
the little Pro^^rcls the Detachment had matie under him, and of his manifcll Dilobedicnce of t’/ - 
nofitivc OrdeT, in concluding a I'reaty with Two Chiefs of the Bundclcund Country ; that they h,.' 
appointed Colonel Goddard to the chief Command, aini ordered him to profecutc his March WiLh„:4 
further J ajIs of d ime into Berar, where, on his Auival, he was to apply to Moexlajee Boofla, ai.^j ,j 
that Chief Ihould agree to join him with a fuflicient Body of h'orecs for the Purpofe, he [ 
coiitinue his Route in Conjundlion with them, and to obey all Orders he nfight receive frorn u 
but if lie ihould not Inve received any frefh Direelions for his March, and if tlic Rajaii Ihoji 
decline or lefule to grant liis Alliltance, they had then veiled in Colonel Godtlard a dilcrctionarv 
Power to fulpend his Ihoceedings. 

82. 'The Governor General and Council to our great Salisfaftion added, that if the Plan vc h,J 
rdolved in July to carry into Execution in September, for liie Rdloration of Ragoba, flill lubliircJ, 
or if we iliould have formed any otlier for the fame Idul, confidently with the Terms whicii 
had jirdcribcd for their Affent to that Meafure ; or if we fhould judge a ftrong Reinforcement ml 
inediaiely and indilpcnlably neecflaiy to infure the Safety of P>oin bay againft a French Invafiun ; an| 
Iliould deem it rcquifue and advifabie in either of thole Cafes to command the Detachment at J] 

J la/ards to proceed further towards Bombay, even without a Jundion of the Troops of any power 
in Allianu' with the Company •, they gave us the Power in fuch Cales, and in luch only, to rrqu.ic 
Colonel Goddard to advance, but in all others, to give him Notice of our Intentions, and to k\i\; 
Jiim to ad under tlicir Direelions. 

8^ They likevvile acquainted us of the Death of Mr. Elliot, and that as the Rajali had n 
prdfed great Saiisfadion at the Overtures made for a Connedion with him, by that Dejuitatn' 
they concludctl he would take an ai^livc Part in ])rofecuting the intended Negociation, eithdb; 
deputing a pro[>cr Miniller to them on his Ikirt, or l)y loliciting an Alliance on fuch 'fenid .. 
might prove a general Advantage to the Company’s PoUclFions ; for thclc Reaions, they d dd: 
nu'an to a])point any Perfon to fuccecd Mr. Elliot, until their Advices from the Raja fhouJd cp 
able theiu t) determine on the Expediency of t.he Meafure. 

84. UjA)n Receipt of tliis Letter, though we concluded that Colonel Goddard having by ila: 
l ime leceived frefli fnilrtidions from us, would according to the C'laule in his Orders from If:, 
gal continue to advance to this Coaft, yer, to prevent all DilapjAfmtment, and that he nsiglii b 
.;t no Lois in his Proceedings, w'e immediately acquainted him in the ddams of the Letter fi 'T. 
Bengal, that we deemed it icquifite and advilable ihe J)etachmcnt under his Command flimr: 
jnov'e forw’aids towaids lE^mbay ; and therefore direded him to advance according to his iernv 
Orders, even without a Jundion of the IVoops of any Power in Alliance with the Honour.iin? 
Company-, hoping, that the Movement of our Forces would facilitate his March in tlic Jame 
gree that the Advance of his Detachment would Iclien the Oppofuion to our Forces. 

85. On the 28th December we had t!ie Idealurc to receive a I.ettcr from Colonel GodcLirJ, 
dated the 6th, adviling of his having crolftd the Neibudda, and his being encamped at Hulii'- 
gabad on the boiuh Bank of that River, lie ac(|uaiiUrd us, that he Ihould halt there a fc. 
Days to determine liis future Rcmtc, and that in the intervening Time, he hoped to be able u 
orevail on Moodajee Boolla to join him with a Body of 'i'rooj)s, liy wliich Means the Incon\C' 
iiiences he might otherwife exped, refpeding his Supplies of Pruvilions, would be obviated. 

86 . In thele Letters, Colonel GoLklanl furtlier urged the Expediency of immediately taking 
fome vigorous Mcafuies to counrerad the Oppofition of the Minifters to his March, and to caiib 
a Diveiliun in order to prevent dieir employing tlieir whole Force againft him, which he wasaj' 
ro believe would be lirengthemed with that of the Nizam. 

87. I'hc Mareli of our Forces had already anticipated his Wiflies in that RcTped ; and on RcEf- 
rnce to our Proceedings of the 12th Odober you will pleale to obferve, that the facilitating tb 
Marti) of the Bengal Detachment was a lliong Confidcration with us for immediately undertakinf 
ir.c Icxpedlnon. Matters now wore rather a plcafing Afped; our I’rcops had jufl afeended tia 
(fliaius, and wc had Keafon to exped: that Colonel Goddard would foon make good his Marc:- 
and that eveiy Step both Armies advanced, w’ould be a mutual Advantage to both, by dividing 

b Ifurts of the Enemy. 

88. We have aheady acquainted you how fatally we have been difappointed in the Hopes weentcr 
tained fiom tlie Advance of our Troops-, and Colonel Goddard received Advice of the Milcarriap'^ 
1)1 our Army a fliort I'imc before wc had been put under fuch Rdlri6lions, that v/e began to be np 
prchenfive he would loie the Advantage of the Exertion wc had made, and that wc fhould bt 
emircdy deprived of the Services of his Detaclimenc, at lead for this Scafon ; for on the loch Januar) 
wc received a Letter from the Governor General and Council, dated the 23d November, referring to i 
Ixtccr of the lOth of that Month, w'hich we luve never yet received,, wherein they bad informed ti^ 
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of their having veftcd Colonel Goddard v^ith full Powers to conclude a Treaty with Moodajee 
BooIIj, the Rajah of Bcrar, on the Grounds of their Inftru^lions to the late Mr. Elliott j a Copy of 
u'hicii was laid to be cnclofed, but which has likevvife never come to Hand, fo that we are to this 
Moment totally iininforn'ied as to tlie particular Points of tiie intended Alliance with that Chief. 
But the Governor General and Council acquainted us, that the Event of that Ncgociation was 
likely to caufe a very Ipeedy and eflential Change in the Defigns and Operations of the Detachment; 
and as the Plan which they had cholen to fupply the Place ot that originally recommended by us, 
rendered it necclTary that they flKHild retain in their own Hands the Means of effefting it, they there* 
fore revoked the Power which they had given us in tlieir Letter of the 13th October, and fliould 
diieft the commanding OiHcer of the Detachment to obey only Inch Ordeis as he might hercaiter 
receive from them, 'i'iiis Letter was tranlmittcd by Colonel Guddard| who advifed that he Ihould 
regulate his Conduct accordingly. 

89. hey luriher acquainted us, that although the Circumflances into which they had been thrown 
by the kailurc ol the Plan tor which the Detachment was originally tormed, had rendered it necclTary 
to make that /Mieration 111 tfie Conrroul and Direction 01 it, their Intention was not entirely to with- 
draw the Sei vices of the Detachment trom the Support of any Meal'ures we might have lormed in 
Reliance on them, if Inch Meafures fliould not prove incompatible witli tlie Inlti unions given to 
Colonel Goddaril, and with the ]sngag('mcnts which he might conclude in conlequcnce of them ; that 
they iliGuld tjierefore leave him Ibll liibjei^l to our Inftruflions under thole Provifions ; and they re- 
cjiidlcd we would communicate to them Inch Points as wc niigfit judge proper to be included in tlie 
Opciations to be concerted vvitli the Rajah of Bcrar. 

90. We have recited .it Length the Letter from the Governor General and Council, and vvlien our 
Situation at the 'Time is confidered, you may eafily conceive the Perplexity we were thrown into by 
tlie Intelligence it conveyed to us ; we Iiad then jull: received the Advices ho vi the Army entered in 
llie Poona Committec-hs Diaiy under the 6th January, when A H airs above the Ghauts icemed not to 
wear an Appearance as wc had expeded, and the AHillance oV the Bengal Dctachmcnr, on which 
%ve had alwiys depended, appcaretl abfolutely ncceilary on that Account; cxclufive ol‘ this Confidera- 
lioii, we rellcded that there was only an Interval of little more than Four Montlis left him to perform 
Ills March before the Monloon would let in, and that it was higlily proper he lliould teach tliis CoafL 
befoie tliat 'rime, in older to Iccure Bombay in cafe of an Attack by the Ihench at the Opening of 
the Sealon, which it might be out of his Power to j^crlorm il* any confidcralilc Idmc was emjiloyed 
in the Nh'goc iations. liniiiformed as we were as to the Objeef thereof, or ol* the Plan laid to be fub- 
IhtiUcd in lieu of oui ,, we couhl not judge what Points it might be ncccllary to iiu liulc relpefting 
this Prelidcncy in the Alliance to be conclutled with Moodaiee Boofla ; all wc could do in fu^ h a 
Situation was to explain to Colonel Goddard our Views in the Engagement we had formed with ICi- 
goba, and to fend him a Copy of the Treaty, that he might judge how far our Meafurcs were com- 
patiblc with his Inlh udioiis from Bengal; and we at the fame 'Time llrongly urged to him tlie Ne- 
cefluy of his advancing to this CoaO: as (bon as poiiible, explaining the Diniculties wc Ibould be un- 
der in cafe lie fttould not think himlelf at Liberty to comply with our Ri quifition. 

91. We think it proper to tranimit Cojfies of tlie Letters we wiote on this Gecafion to Colonel 
Goddard and to the Ciovernor (icneral and Council, which wait on you under 5; and lelt we 
ihould be difappoiiited in the Arrival of the Bengal Detachment, wc defired the Gentlemen at Madras 
in fucli Cafe to give us a l.atitudc to detain a Part of the Forces deltincd for the Expedition ngainll 
Mahe, after that Service fliould be brought to an Iflue. 

92. On the 2 ill January we again found this Detachment returning to its former Dcihnation, 
Colonel Goddard informing us, under the 3d, from his Camp at 1 lulTcngabad, that the ICijah of 
Berar vvilhed at prefent to delay tlie Bufinds that was to liavc been concluded with him, iiigiiig, that 
our Forces having taken the field obliged him to wait for Anfwers frotn the (loveinor General and 
Council to Letters he had wrote them, bclore he could take any further Steps : 'That in this Situation 
he had refolved to n^irch with ail Kxpcdition towards Zenor, by the Way of Brainpore ; but that ic 
would be a Week before he could commence his March, as he w'as waiting for the Arrival of fome 
Money from Naigpore to pay his Army, then Two Months in An cars. 

93. At this Time we knew no more of the Situation of AlTairs above the GhvUits, than diit there 
had been an Adion, in wliK.h we had fuffered fome Lofs ; and that the Army was on the IC lurn to 
Bombay, after fome very dil'agreeahlc Compromifc; and as in fuch Circumflances ic might be impro- 
per and tiangerous for Colonel Goddard to proceed to Zenor, and we concluded from his Letter he 
Avas then adlually on the March, we refolved to fend him immediate Orders to direed his Courle to 
Surat ; which Of’der we rej)eaied on the 3d February. ^By Colonel Goddard’s fubfequent Letters, wc 
learnt that he had left the Nerbudda the lyth January, and after a March of Eleven Days, cxclufive 
of Three he had halted. Two of which were on account of the lllncls and Deatli of Lieutenant Colonel 
Fortnom, arrived in the Neighbourhood of Brampore the 30th January, on which Day he received 
the Letter from the Poona Committee dated the 19th, revoking their Orders of the i6th; winch 
Letter, though delivered to M idjee Scindia, had not then I'cached Colonel Goddard, v/Iiich is a re- 
'markable Circumilance, conlidering that Madjee Scindia, if he had been anxious for the quick 
DitpjTtch, could have conveyed tive L.etter to the Army in Ids than Half the Time employed by our 
Patamars. Colonel Goddard left Brampore on the 6th February, and on the 8th received the Letter 
from the Poona Committee, dated the 16th January, with one from the Durbar to tlie fame Fdccl ; 
and proceeding without Interruption or Intermifljon^ arrived at Surat the 25111 February, after a

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lable Country Lnemy, He proceeded to (hew the Nccefiity c(‘ keeping up t!ie gallant Sp.iit of 

t c Army, which could not be done without didinguifliing thofe whole Behaviour liad done thein 
onoLir, and marking the Men who had been wanting in their Duty, and v,'hofc I^xam])lo could 
ijil of corrupting our Militaiy ERablilhmcnt in all us Branches. He ncuiccd the MilLehavioui 
d hree Subaltern (dliiccrs who were to be tried by a General Court Martial; but obUrved lie di.l 
[)[ think an Example made of tliem lalFicicnr, and tliat he had accordingly intimated to Colonel 
gerton on his Arrival, that his Conduit, as wcdl as Lieutenant Colonel CockburiFs, as OlFiccrs, ap 
f.ircJ to hill fo far impeached, that he judged it would be pioper for them both to deelire afting 
I any Military Character. That Colonel Ihgerton having ihouglu projier to infid: on taking the

That this however could not be adfnittecl as an Extenuation, 
uieh Icls as a Juftification of the Conduct of Colonel Egerton and Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn, 
lid was befides a Cireumflancc lo big with Danger, that they could not be allowed to fujiport their 
xtraordinai y and* Linfoldicr-likc way of thinking, by the Authority of the inferior Officers. Thus 
ircumflanced, rhe Prefident obferves he fhould think himfi If jufii/ied in moving for lihpending both 
hole Oflicers from the Service; but that they might prevent that Extremity, if they ehofe to decline

105. A Copy of our Pioceedings on that Day is tranlinitied in the Packer, wherein is Hated at 
Length the Opinion ot eacli Member on the C^icltion of Colonel Egerton’s Right to his Seat in 
die Committee ; and wc alio tranfmit a Copy at Length, of the Governor^ Minute, and of the Corre- 
Ipondence between him and Colonel Egerton, in the Interval between our Meetings of the 29th of 
January and the ifl of February, and of the General Order given out in confequence ; which it is nc- 
ceftary to recommend to your 7\ttention, as Colonel Eg(.rton has fince denied his having accepted 
the Alternative oflered him by the l^refiiient. 

106. Colonel Iggerton iias wrote us Icvcral Letters on the Subject, and infilling Ujion refuming 
the Command of the A^rmy ; but wc continued in our Kefolution not to admit of his retracting, 
nr ot his taking the Command, until we received tlie Sentiments of the Governor General and 
Council on his Conduct. 

107. A Copy of his Letters, and of our Anfwers in their proper Order, is tranfmitted in the 
Packer, alio ct a Protell he thought proper to deliver, and a Minute made by the Prefiilent, la 
i-onlequence, with an Addrds fiom the Colonel to you, and a Copy of his AddrtTs to the (jo- 
vernur General and Council ; all of wliich, agreeable to our before-mentioned Kefolution, we beg 
Leave to fubmit to your Judginenr. 

108. Lieutenant Colonel Co( kburn having delivered in a I^etter relative ro his own Conduift on 
the late Service, a Copy thereof is tranfinittcd in the Packet with the other Papers, the Partiiulars 
of which will be mentioned in the Sequel. 

109. The Piedicament in wfxich Colonel Egerton and Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn now (land, 
and the Death of Lieutenant Colonel Cay, rciuleretl it a Cale of indifpenfablc NeccIFity to make

and was the Officer whom we judged it our Duty to fnperledc in the Field, by the rromotK -^ ,/ 
Lieun nanc Colonel Dagon as abovementioned. We deemed it, therefore, in no Shape prop.^ . ^ 
continue Major l lcnncy in Command of our Infantry Elhbliffiment. 

111. Major Charles Frederick was the next Officer in Handing. He had been but lardy 
rived Irom England, and, as we underlland, had borne a Commiffion •.the Guards, but haj 1 
ver fern adiial Service before the late Expedition. When you fent him out as the youngcit hi- 
vet Major, we jnelume you did not exped he would I'o early arrive at the SuctcfiiLwi ^ 
advanced Rank, and a Poll of the firll military Charge; and as by an iiiiforcfecn Cliain o| : 
cuniHances, it had devolved to us to make the Appointment of an Olficei for the Co'nru:.i.^. 
the Infantry, vve conhdered ourfelvcs as rcfponfible for the Choice wc made, and on that 
cip!e we did not think we fhould do Jullicc to the Charge repoleJ la us by piomoting M.,, ,; 
Frederick. 

1 1 2. However it was ablolutcly necefiary that we fhould have an Officer at the I lead of iL- 
Tnfantry, on whole Condud wc could fafely rely.» and it was at the fame Lime highly incu'uboii 
on us, confidcring the State of the Army, to confer the moH honourable Mark^ of Notice on 
thofe Officers who had particularly cliftinguiffied thcmfelves on the late unfortunate ExpcJaioii ; 
both ihcl'c Confideiations Hrongly united in pointing out Captain James Hartley, who of all the 
Odlceis on our military Lift appeared the rnoH fit for this Command ; Ills Behaviour in a Coude 
of Fourteen Years Service has been unexceptionable, and his Condud and Intrepidity in the Ac- 
tion of the 1 2th of January, when he commanded the Rear Divifion, mciited every Rewan! in 
our Power to bellow, and, as far as we can judge, proved tlie Prelirvacion of the whole Army. 
His Merit, and the Judgment he flicwed on that c 3 ccanon, are acknowledged in the gcneial Ouhn 
given out by Lieutenatit Colonel Cockburn and Colonel iv erttm immediately after the Act 0:1, 
where in Captain Hartley is the oi,ily Officer j-aiticulat ly commended, except Lieutenant Culond 
Cockburn himlelf. 

1 13. Under thefe CircumHances, we refolved to appoint Captain Hartley a Lieutenant Colo- 
nel of Infantry, and wc do moH carneHly folicit you to confirm this Appointment, to convince t'r 
Army that we Hiall meet with your Support when the Good of the Service tnakes it recpiiiitc 
that we fhould dillinguifh particular Olficcrs. We are very forry that we have been ol)liged to 
ad contrary to your Orders refpeding tlic Promotion of h'ield Officers, but we trull tlic Necdiii. 
will plead our Fxcufe. On the I’crms vve are with the Marattas, and in a l ime of adiul War 
with France, it would have been highly unjuHiiiablc in us to have IvitTered our Military to remaiti 
for any Length of I'lmc without an Officer to command them, cjualificd citlicr to preferve them in 
proper Difcipline, or lead them into the Field ; and w'e hoiie that the RekiLlance we muft naturally 
fed to all Kinds ot Suiierccflion, and the Complaints we foielaw we fiiould c.x[)ole ouilelve.s to from 
Individuals, will be a Conviction to you of the Ground and Neccfliiy for the Promotion of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Hartley. 

114 Captain John Wellphall, the fenior Captain of Artillery, having alfo j)articu]ariy dilhn- 
guiffied himfelf on the late Service, vve refolved unfolicitcd to appoint him a Major of Artilleiy, 
to which he had a Title by Seniority ; and the Promotion of Lieutenant Coiuncl Dagon was a IF* 
ward due to his Ability and Merit. 

115. VVe alfo conferred Marks of our Attention on Cn|nain Ikdlas, of the Artillery, Capuh 
Cadger, of the Infantry, and Lieutenants Dawfon, Bowles, Jackibn, I liomas, W'addingtun, BamU' 
tyne, Macpherlbn, and Burchall, ant! tlic Six Companies or G^xmadier Sepoys, wiio compofed tiic 
lU-ar Divifion under Captain Hartley; the Iku ticulars of all w’lnch are mentioned in the Coj^y ul 
our Minutes under the iH ultimo, tranfmitted undcT N'" 17. 

1 16. Lieutenant John Rattray of the Bengal EHabliffimenr, wlio arrived horn Imigland in tr.f 
Royal Henry, and went a Volunteer on the Expedition, where he gave llrting PiooL of liis Skill 
and Condud as an Officer, we returned him our public 1 hanks for his Serv^es ; aiul as we wen' 
glad of die Opportunity of adding fuch a valuable Officer to our Kilablilhmcnt, wc offered him u 
Commiffion as youngell Captain, which vve doubt not you will approve. 

1 17. As in India Service in general, and particularly in our imall Army, the Cli.irge :ird RcfponC' 
bility of each Captain is very great, and the moH dangerous Confeejuenccs may anle Irom improfx t 
Pcrlbns being [iromoted to that Rank, vve judged it lor tiic (ioud of t!;e SeivKc to make it a RuK', 
and fignified accordingly to the Army, that the Lieutenants will not in futme I c [iromoted in 

tion to the Rank of Captains, citlicr in the Infantry or Artillery, unlels they Ih.dl be judged ffify

' 1 19. Wc have received Reprefentations on the Subject from feveral of the O/Hcers who were 

fupcrleded tiy the Promotion of Lieutenant Colonel Plartley j and Major Frederick has refigned 
his Commifljon, and let out for England by the Way of Suez. In his Ferrer he afllimcs to hiinielf 
the chief Part of the Merit attributed to Captain Hartley, in the Adtion of the 1 2th ; and we rlieic- 
fore think it necclTary to mention, that although Major Frederick was Tent to leinfoice Captain 
Hart)c7, he has made a great Miltakc in rel'pCLl: to the Time when he was lent, which is conhrmed 
by the Evidence of Captain Rattray and other Circumllances ; it mufl be oblerved, tliough not 
taken Notice of by Major Frederick, bur which is confirmed by Captain Rattray, and in Part allowed 
by Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn himlelf in his Letter to us, that when Lieutenant Colonel 
Cockburn fent him down to fupport tlie Rear Divifion, he was ordered, though the Superior Of- 
ficer, to aft in concert with Captain Hartley, and not to make any Movement without his Ad- 
vice, This is a very particular Circumftance, and llrongly expreffive of the commanding Officci’s 
Confidence in Captain Flartley, to which we may aild tlic General Orders given out at the Time, 
when no other Impreffion prevailed but the Senfe of Captain Hanley’s dillinguifiicd Services. 
In tliefc Orders not a Word is mentioned of Major Freelenck ; but fince tlic Promot on ol’ Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Hartley we have received Commendations of Major Inttlcrick, ^ 

120. In the Packet we fend Copies of the Letters we have received from Majors Frederick and 
Hopkins, and Captains Jacklon, Fewtrell, Campbell, and Turner, and of our Anfwers. I'hc l.ilt- 
mentioned Officer is in the Engineer Corps, and is not lupcrleded by Colonel Hartley, but thought 
himlelf reflifted on in the General Orders. This l^oint we clea’cd up and did him Juflice. 

121. It is a Plea much infifted upon by our Officers, That if we have any Fault to find with their 
Conduct, and think it ncceffary to fuperfede them, they ought to have a I'rial by a (Funeral Court 
Martial. 1'o‘this we anfwer. That many Officers may pals through the Service without laying them- 
fclves open to the Military Law, and yet may be very unqualified to rife to the highell Stations in their 
Line. The Times required an Officer who had fomething more to plead than n^crel)^ not having 
comitlitced a Fault : Wc wanted an Officer of aftive and approved Merit, and on whole Ability and 
Conduft we could depend for the Execution of any Service committed to him. 

122. It is fcarcc poffible to give you an adequate Idea of the Deficiency of our Military Efla- 
blifbment in Point of Officers. In the Artillery and F'nginecr Corps indeed we are lo fortunate as to 
have a Number of wclFformed, aftive, deferving Officers-, but in the Infantry we lee a very fmall 
Proportion of our long Lift of Captains, from whom we can Hatter ourfelves with any extraordinary 
Expeftations, in cafe of their ever rifing to a ibperior Command, and even of this Imall Number w'c 
mull look for the greater Part amongft the junior Captains. You will fee on Reference to the Cone- 
fpondence between the Prefident and Mr. Carnac during the late Service, and by tlie Prefident’s 
Letter to Colonel Cockburn upon his taking the Command, how mucli was thought to depend on the 
Abilities of Captain Hartley and Captain Stewart, and how elTential a Point to fix them in Colonel 
Cockburn’s particular Confidence. The very ftrong, natural, and acquired (Ltudifit^’ations of Captain 
Stewart as an Officer, had given us the mod flaucring Mopes of leeing him in the 1 dft of thofc 
Names that have done tlic greatell Honour to your military Service, and his Lofs is one of thofe Cir- 
cundlances which in our prefent Situation wc nioft fcnfibly feel. The unhappy Terrliination of the 
F'xpedition, on which he was cut off, together with the general Opinion entertained of the dificrent 
Succefs that would have attended our Army had Captain Stewart’s Rank been fuch as to have 
enabled us to have given him the Command, arc Circumftances that juftly augment our Regict. 

123. Ca|)tain Hartley’s Merits cannot be fee n in a more favourable Point of View than in the 
Choice that was made of him to fucceed Captain Stewart in the Command of the advanced Divifion 
of the Army, and his Conduft in that Charge was in every InHance luch as did him Honour, and 
will we hope julliiy the Diltinftion to which we have thought it entitled him. On the Day of the 
i2Lh there is Reafon to think, that had his ipiriced and judicious Counjeh been followed, of moving 
up the Line to fupport him, inftead of his retreating to the Line, the Fortune of that Day niighc have 
been fuch as to have fecured our Honour, if not our SucceJs • and as it was, his keeping his Ground 
vMih his Divifion nil his Reprefentation of the inevitable bad C()nlc(.[uences of Inch a Mealihc induced 
Cokjn^.l Cockburn to revoke his Orders lor retreating, was probably the diicf Circumllance to which 
the Prciervation of our divided Forces was due. 

124. Many Particulars will appear in the Papers to which we have referred in this Letter, to fup- 
port and cotifirm the Opinion wc have given with regard to the Merit of Captain 1 lartlr)', and to juf- 
tify our Motives in advancing him to his prefent Rank. Yet wc are fenfible wc nmft ffill rruft much 
to your favourable Interpretation of our Conduft, and to your Confidence in the Motives by whicli 
we were governed in taking this Step. 

125. At a 'Pimc when the 'i’wo chief Officers on our Fffiablifhmcnr are under Cenfiire for a Con- 
duft totally oppofite to that we think ourfelves bound to promote, and to that Spirit which it is our 
Duty to encourage among your Troops; when fo great a Number of Peiions find an intereft in main- 
taining, by any Means, tlie Claim of Seniority to Promotion, in Preference to dillinguiffivd Merit and 
Services; it is iinpoffible for us to produce iliofc general and dt.'cilive Ttflimonies of our Affirtions 
and Opinions which we always wifii ffiouid .accompany. l‘herc is a 'renderncis due to*modcrate Ta- 
lents and Fixertions of Perfons of ordinary Merit, width docs not allow us even to point out to them-

whole Weight of what we might urge would djpend on the Authority you might be wdlmg lo 
allow to our Capacity and Integtity in forming our Judgments of the Men, and in the fuihfu] 
Communn ation of our real SendVnents ; wc will therefore only beg Leave to remind you, tlu- 
in the prelenr critical C ircumllanccs our own Intcrcft is too much complicated with that of 
the I'ublic ru fuller us to be Iwayed by Motives of partial or private Regard. 'I'hc Oppoicn. 
nitics wc likcwilc have of acquiring an intimate Knowledge of the Charaders of youi Scr- 
varus, wc Jiope will entitle our Opinions of them ro lome ConfKlcration ; and we will only 
oPlrrvc tunher, that the Abilities, Integrity, Temper, andthcgener.il Hllimation each Rcrlon Uan 
in in his lelpedive Branch of Service, are commonly well underll-ood on the Spot ^ and that v\h;!j 
we arc conlcious of being guided by fucli C^^ialuies, we feel that w’c have paid that Attention to yocr 
Jiitercll which our Duty exads from us, and Ihall rely on that Suppoic from you which i.fc 
rcrformaiKc of it requires, and warrants us to hope for. 

12O, There arc 'i'wo Circumllances which in this Rhne we cannot pafs over, both ns they areiin, 
teiial lor your Information and are Inftanccs of the Ncceffiry of the Mcafurc we hive adopted in ihe 
Militaiy I ine, and ol‘ tlic Occalion we have for your Support and Confuleime : "J'he Tirll rclap'^ uj 
the Icvtrul Com])laints of the rerfons foperfeded by Colonel Hartley’s Promotion ; the Second to the 
C.il'e of Major J^Vedenck, who would have it thought tliat he was particularly injured by it. 

liy. You will ice by Colonel Cockburnks Letter to us of the i6tli February, in what Manner he 
endcavonis to exculpate himlelf, and jullily tliat written Opinion of his, on which the Cyoveinor Ki; 
iorined his Charge againlt him, in his Minute of the 29th January. This you will find he attcinjitr, 
by referring to the Reports ot Delertion amongll the Sej^oys, and Panic amongfl the Luroj^enn% 
biuught to him by leveral un-named Ofikers ; and we have Reafon to think th.at much of this Spiru 
had lj)rcad through the Army *, and it is no Imall Occafion of the I Iifiatisiailion we exprefs at i!>c 
Condud of Ctdonel Cockbur/p that he docs not feem to liavc at all exerted hirnfelf to rcprefs thu 
Dclj'jondency, 01 10 itvue and luppoit the Spirits and Courage of his 'I’roops, I lad lie Ihevvn iht 
Fnmnels, Vigoin, and Kxamj)le, lo cfirntially reciuifue in a Ccmniandcr on llich an lYuergency, wc 
have no Realon to fiippolc l)ut that a Retreat might have iieen cflVdcd ; Idr neither the Lois on our 
Side in the Ad ion ol tlie r;th, nor any Advantage gamed by tlic bmeiriy on that Day, were fuch c] 
can be icrir.ed decillve. At any Rate, the I'rial Ihould have been naadc, and a lew Marches would 
liave put it out ot the Power of the linemy materially to annoy them. 

128’. i lie bad Co!)ft(]uences ol a contrary Condud have been too feverely felt in their Effed to 
need iuitlicr Ddci iptiun ; but we are allured that Captain FJartley, in that trying Situation, notwiil- 
Ibanding the Contagion ot bad Exam|)le, duUngudlicd himlelf more honourably, bccaufc in a MantnT 
more uncommon, than he had Ixdure clone in /'kCtion, He infilled he could dc[)end on the Men W 
had coinmandetl •, and lome Delertion having a[)pcartd in his own Battalion, from whicli he had been 
^leniovecl to command the advanced Divifion ot the Army, lie joined that Divifion to his ikittalion, 
whilfi the Army icinaincd at Worgaum, and at once put a Scop to the I'ivil, fo far as the Limits or 
Ills Command ex'tcnded. When he was coniulted on tlie Occation, he urged every Argument U) 
attempt the toicini> a Rrtieat, laiher than lubmit to the humiliating Terms prelcribcd by the F.ncmy, 
he even lurnKil a Idlpofiiion, and jjrclcnied it to Colonel Ckjckburn, for conduding tlie Retreat, ai n 
avoiding, the I nconvcniencies relulting born a Night MarJi, and the Divifion (;f the Troops. ll^V 
arc C.’iia umliaiiccs we have every Realon to believe-, and yet you will plainly perceive, that in rli^ 
prefent Situatitm of Allans, we cannot expect to have them vouched for by thole, from whom aiiV 
lormal Pellimony could wiili moll Propiiety have been received; and inched they imply a Conv 
parilon lo unlavourable for the Generality of our OHicers, that Prudence lequircs us in lome Degm*'^' 
not to promulg^ate them. 

I2g. With rc*garil to Major Fitxlerick, we mull take the Liberty, in 2\ddilion to what we have 
already l.iid of his miiuaiy I'alcnts, to advance, that v\e conlider his Relignation, not only in thiU, 
but in evciy other RelpeA, as a very fortunate Event for the Service. He came out recommcivdcd 
very powerfully, ami me Rdpehl entertained for the Fiiencls who had ituerdled tliemlelves in his !'-■ 
vour, jccuied him rvny Atieniion that could be (hewn him; but we are loiiy to lay, that he hre- 
walled and exliaulle<l ilu* g(jod Oilices of i;i,s Friends, in icrcening him Iron) the bad Confequcnces t' 
wIiiJi thf Viclenic of Ins Temper, ai,d other (.Qualities, nuift have liibjcftcti hint; fo thac theic i> 
haidly a MdfMllraie in the I’laee who has not in'Turn iiad Chtgnizance ol Ins I'xrellcs. I'hc Idea c: 
his Interell in I’.n^laiul being uleiiil to thole who now make a i oinmon Caiilc with hint in the Coin 
plaint ot Supei St llion, lias lince the I’lomotion of 1 aeiitenant Colonel llaitley united tnore ICrlons 
to him than belorc; aiivl we believe he is now gone to I'.nglancl as a gtreral Solicitor for the liip'-T- 
fcJied CHj(.c’'s. Ikit our tfpinion ot iVl.i)or hiedeiitl; was lo little in liis f avour, that when his I'n - 
tenlioiis ill the Set vice became I'uch as could not be allowed, without facnliciiig the Interc'ls ot th-' 
Comii.uiy aiul ot the .Scttlcniciu, we fliould have ihoujdit ourlelves liigiily culpable, liad \Ve not m- 
jefled them ; We Iiave, nottsiilillanding, in ('Ur ]\ep!y to his I.etttrs, confimd ourlelves to ths^e p"' 
tieral AnIueV.., which we apprehend arc fully luHiciriu in the public Line of Ifulinefs •, but to VoO. 
to whom we owe a more ciri umllantial Lxplanation of our Cotuluff, and fuch Information as ma) 
ferve to guaid you againll Milapprehenlions and Milrrpielentatlons, we tuui it neceUary to open oui' 
Iclves without Rcletve, even on the tender Iktint of peifonal Characler ; a Subjedl svhich if pofTilde 

vvc 
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we flioulcl avoid, but cannot in this Cafe, without making ourfclves anfwerable for the Errors into 
\\1iich you might be naturally led by the I'pccious and bold Plea of irreproachable Service, unlcfs 
furniflied by us with a Knowledge ot Circumllances and Charadcr, which have been the Ground of 
our Proceedinos, and will, we trufl:, inlluence yours. This Communication we think at lead our 
i;uty, and fuch a Talk as we can exped: no Perfon to take on himlelf, who is not called on by the 
iaiiie Principle j and thcrefoie, however neceflary, it miifl have been left undone, unlcls performed 
by us, 

1 ^ 0 . From the above Reprefentation, we truft you will be convinced of what Importance it is, and 
what difagrecable Meallires it will relieve us from, that the Gentlemen lent out for Field Officers 
fliould be Officers of Service and F.xperiencc, and of known Merit and Charader ; and we make it 
our ciirncd Reqiiefl that you will attend to thole ^Nullifications, in any you may think proper to lend 
to Bombay in future. 

On the Promotion of Lieutenant Colonel Dagon, a Doubt occurred to us, whether, according 
to the IVnor of your Orders, we are abfolutely prohibited from promoting a iMcld Officer from one 
Degree to another, when there is an adhial Vacancy, and the Brit Appoincn\ent has been appuived 
and confirmed by you ; both of which w'erc the Cafe with refped to Lacutenant Colonel Dagon. Vve 
uquell an F.xplanation of your Intentions, to ferve us for a Guide in future. 

132. At our Meeting on the ill: Febniaiy, it was agreed todifpatch a Vdfel to Bengal, with Copic; 
of all ncccBary i^apers, and a full Account of the late Tranfadions and our prel'enc Situation, and 
that in the mean l ime a (liort Addr( fs Ihould be difpatched over Land, to advile the Governor Ge- 
neral and Council, in AbBrad, of the unlbrtunate IfTiie of the Isxpedirion, and to requelt: vfem to 
fufpend their Judgment and Determination till the promifed Detail w'as laid before tliem. A l.et* 
ter on that Plan was accordingly difpatclied, fubicribed by the juefent Members ot the Com- 
mittee, but Mr. Draper having, at our next M('eting, rxprelfeii his Dillent and Difappi obatioii of 
that f.etter, and of one of the fame Date to Colonel Godtia^d, terming thiCm pariial and falla- 
cious •, this Proceeding drew Minutes fiotn the Prefident and Mr. Carnac, anti IL'plics liom Mr. 
Draper, all of which, with the i.ettcis ubjeded to, are collcded in one Jbnper, and trani’mittcd under 
N* 18. 

ijj. Shortly after the Return of the Army, a Vaciccel from tfic l^oona Duibar, and a feparatc 
Vackecl on the Parc of Madajee Scindia, demanded in Imrm the PoBeflion of the Icveral Places 
id} uiated to be luriendered by the Agreement at Worgaum. The Anlwer we relolved to give 
t;.ii)i, was in lifted as follows : That Mellis. Carnac ancl Lgerton hid no Anthf^nty wliarever to 
i<;rm any Treaty or Faigagcmcnt binding on die Honourable Comj^any, winch thGi Ikiiuipals 
Vvcie given clearly to undcrlland before the Ibiper upon which they fuoiind their Demands was 
lublciibed by chofe CkMitlcmen *, and that we likewife had no Auilioniy to take any Steps in Con- 
icquenee untd we received the Sentiments of the (Governor Cjcneral and Council, to whom w^e 
ftiouli! dif|)accli a Vcftel exprefs with a hill Account of the whole 'I'ranfadion, and v/aic rheir De- 
tcj mination. 

134. ddie Prefident was defired in the Delivery of this AnfwTr, to malte ufe of fuch Terms ns 
would leave an Opening lor further Nc-gociation or Ovcrluies from Mad.ijee Scindia, which wc 
lurmifed from lome Part oi his ConducH' might be expeded, and that he had even Views to a Con- 
nection vvitii us upon Principles of mutual Interell. 

135. According to the Intimation given us by the Prefident in his Minute of the 29th January, of 
his Intention of Iboitly [impoling fome Plan of Coridud fur extricating us from our prelent Dif- 
ficulties, he on the 19th ultimo laid before us a Minme of Review of Maratta Affairs, and con- 
taining fundry Refolutions propoled by him in confcciucnce. A Copy thereof is tranfmitted in 
the Packet, with the Rcmaiks made by Mr. Draper and our Dccilions on the Propofal, and will 
exhibit lo extcnlivc a View of our political Situation as leaves us little to add on the Subjed. Uc" 
therein Itrongjy fet before us the great Probability that Nanalfs Determination on our Anfwer to 
the Demand made by the l^urbar for the Surrender of our Poftelfions, would be hollile to ns, if 
he could prevail on tiie Chiefs who had aded with him againfl: Kagoba to fupport him in a War 
againlf us •, that we had therefore no Time to lole in guarding againll fuch an Union, and that it 
would be expeded from us, that we ftiould exert ourfelves in extricating our Affairs from their 
prefent Embarraflment according to the Powers already given us by the Governor General and 
Council, and not fupincly to throw on them Difficukies which it was our Duty to meet, and if pof- 
fil)Ie to overcome. I'he feveral Mcafurcs propofed for this Purpofe will appear by the Rcfolii- 
tions; ancr after full Conlideration of the Advantages of a Connedion with Madjec Scindia, and the 
Grounds wc had to hope that Overtures from us would be well received, determined to take the 
f>Cep recommended by the Prefident for putting his Dilpofition in our luiVour to tlie Tell, by 
writing to him in Terms mentioned in his Minute. But wc arc lorry to mid, he docs not feem to 
nieet our Advances in the Manner we hoped for. Whether it may be his Idea, that he fliall find his 
Advantage in keeping us in our prefent Situation, and that we cannot extricate ouifclves without his 
■Alfiltance, or whether he may think himfelf able to efted his own Purpolcs at Poona without our 
Aid, we cannot determine ; but however, we Ibll think it will be good Policy to obferve fuch a Con- 

towards him as if we did not confiJcr him conneded with Nannah in any Deligns againll the 
Englidi, and as having feparate and diftinc't Views, which appears to be really ihe Cail* ; and 
we hope we fliall derive Advantage from his Condud in any Mcafurcs wc may find it neceftiuy to

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136. The Refident at Fort Viftoria having fent Intelligence that the Marattas at Sevendroog ;vcre 
making Preparations for the Attack of that Fort, and rtquefled a Reinforcement, we ient dow^ 
Company of Sepoys in a Bomb Ketch, and in the Interim, on the 13th Inltant, an Attack was nude^ 
the Particulars of which we are not yet acquainted with, the Refident's Letter having been int(/ 
cepted ; but in a fublequcnt Letter referring thereto, he defircd the Reinforcement might be 
without a Moment’s Delay. 

137. VVe had before received fevcral Letters from the Durbar, demanding a Compliance with 

Terms of the Convention of Worgaum, and complaining of the Reference to Bengal ; and wc 
alfo received Intelligence of an Attack being intended againll Sallctte and Caranja at the fame I'mie 
but we conclude the Meafurcs immediately taken for the Security of thole Jflands, prevented 
Marattas from making any Attempts in that Quaiter. But by this open Ad of Holtihry om). 
mittetl at Fort Vidoria, it appeared the Durbar were rclolved not to keep I’erms wiih ms; 
we therefore refolved, on the icjrh Inlfant, to meet on fome early Day, that after due Conluid ui ^ 
we miglit determine what Condud to purlue with the Marattas, and in what Manner to f ( 

the Bengal Detachment, and to provide Funds for its Support, as well as our oiher Charges ; an 1 !i| 
mate of which, and of our Refourccs, we direded to be laid belore us, and in the mean 'l ime \vc 
fired the Prefidcnt to write a Ibitable Letter to the Durbar on this open Ad of 1 Icdb.iry. 

13S. We (hall communicate the Rclult of our Deliberations on this important Subjed, and tb* 
JMeafures wc (hall fix upon, in the molf expeditious Mani7cr we can *, but as the Sealon diaws latt% wt 
cannot detain this Vedcl any lo/iger without defeating the Intcntof her Dilpacches, and h.;zarding h-i 
i])cecly Arrival in Fngland. 

139. That we might obtain a full Account of the State and Objeds of the Ncgociation w,:'] 
Mood.ijee Bouncello, and alio of the Contlition and Wants of the Bengal Detachment, we deliicii 
Colonel Goddaid to come down to I’ombay to give us Information on thelc Paiticulats ; and alio ri,a: 
we might have the Bcnclit of his iV^lviic m our Proceedings at this Crilis. By a Return lie preknted 
on his Arrival, we find his Force conhits of upwards of 4000 Sepoys, Rank ancj File; about jco 
Horfe, being Part of a Regiment of your Cavalry; 500 of the Vr/jcr’s Cavalry, which accompaniid 
him on the hlaicli ; and a Company of Native Artillery, with proper Fdlablilhmencs ofLafears, Arti- 
deers, and Labourers, attached to the Artilleiy and other Branches of the Army. 

140. As the Fx{)ence of this Detachment on its prclent Footing mud be very condderahle, \cc 
thought proper to coniulr Colonel (ioddard on that Head ; and whether it might not be poHiblc to 
make- lome confiderable Kecluelu)!! therein ; and up-on his meeting us in Committee for that Pur[.T)rr, 
he acquainted us that the monthly in\ies for his Detachment amounted to I'wo Lacks and 'i’enci 
Twenty thouland Rupees; and that this Sum might be reduced lo far as Twenty five or 'limn 
tliOLiland Rupees a Month, by fending back the' Cavalry, and cutting off fome of the Edablifhnieot 
lor the Staff ; but (ubmitted to us how far any Menfuie of tliat Kind might be p:c;per, in cafe we hd 
any near Prolpecd of lunploymcnt for the Troops, and cfpccially how far it migiit be prudent to.part 
with the Cavalry, whole Services would be of the utn'-oft Importance in cafe of my OpLratio'ns againll 
a Country Power, which he obferved we mull be fenfiblc of from the great Dilficulties (;ur Aimy 
lately experienced from the Want of fuch A/fiftancc. 

141. He informed us, that he had Authority fiom the Governor General and Council to draw on 
them ibr the Fxpcnces of the Ariuy, and leemed to think that fur fome 'Lime at ieall he might Ir 
able to liipply his Wants without Alfillancc from us, by Means of the Surat Shroffs ; but this dot^ 
not appear to us a Reiource on which lie can long depend. 

14a. lie gave us an Account of the State in which he left his Negociation with the Rajah of 
Berar, which appears to be ilill in a 'Lrain ; and as we had a lew Days before receivtcl from the 
Ctovernor General and Council a Copy of their Inlliuftions to the hue Mr. Llliot, dated the i^th 
July, we arc now poflcdled of full Information with refpe(!:t to tlieir Views and Defigns in the 
propofed Alliance with that Chief, which will be a grand Advantage to us in our Councils, and 
enable us to frame our Mcafures corrdpondent with their Plan of Politics ; an Advantage we regret 
was not fooner given to us. We prelumc you mull long ago have received Mr. Elliot’s I n (1 tuft ions ; 
but we now tranfmit in the Packet a Copy of Colonel Goddard’s Letter above mentioned. 

143. Colonel Goddaid has ha<l the Materials put into his Hands to inlbrm him fully of the late 
Tranikftions and as we Hull cntrull to him the Execution of whatever Meafurcs may be adoptd, 
we defired him to attend at our future Meetings, in order that he might obtain a proper Inlight into 
our political Proceedings. 

144. VVe (hall conclude? our Letter with fome general Matters of Detail not immediately connet^ld 
with our Proceedings above related. 

145. Upon the Firil Notice of an approaching War with France, which was received in June lad. 
Orders were given for our fortifications being carried on with all poffiblc Vigour ; and we have the 
Plealurc to intorm you, that our Works towards the 8ea are in great ForwardnelL I'lie Royal 
Admiral, now under Difpatch, the Flans and Eftimates ordered by the honourable Court in then 
Commands of the 19th March, will be tranfmitted, and a full Reply lent thereto by the Governor and 
Council. 

146. Conjidering the Importance of Tellkherry, and its Vicinity to Myhee, we thought it Tiig^^y 
incumbent on us to take Mcalures for its Security, and accordingly permitted of Ibme (mall Addi- 
tions to the fortifications, and formed an independant Corps, confiding of Three Companies of regn* 
lar Sepoys drafted from the other Battalions, to com pole the Garrifon. The Drafts were replaced by 

the 
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the Recruits, fo thrit by tliis Plan our own Force was not diminifhed ; and we gave ftrift Orders td 
ihcP'adors at Tellichcrry to attend only to the Defence of their own Settlement, and not to 
in oftenlive Operations. 

147. Colonel F.gerton having frequently preHed this Government to make Trial of a Corps of 
native Portugueze Infantry, with their own OHicers, on the Footing of a Sepoy Hattalion, and urging 
our great Deticicncy in Furopeans, we, on i ,jth Auguft, confented to raile a imall Body, conhiling of 
400 Privates, to be divided into Five Companies, with Portugueze Officers anlvveiable to the Black 
OlRrers of the Sepoys, an liuropcan commiflioncd Officer to each Comjiany, and the Whole to be 
commanded by One Furopcan Captain. If it is poffibie to make good Soldiers of tliefe People, this 
Plan gives them all pf)nible lancouragejnent, whic h they never received before ; and this poffibly may 
be the Realon why they have not hitlierto been in much Repute ; and it was upon that Principle Mr. 
Carnac gave his AlTein to the Meafure. In our Proceeding*?, which will be lent Home by the Royal 
Admiral, you will find under the above Dare the Particulars of the l\llabli(hment of this Corps i 
whk.il however we may perhaps find it receflary to retain, when our Furopcan Battalions are com- 

pleatcdjCven if it lliould be found to anlvver the Expec^tations formed from ir, which we begin to 

doubt. 

14S. A general Return of the 'J'roops on this Fltablifhment is forwardi'd under N" 4^. 

149. Agreeable to your Directions a Sheer 1 laiilk has been fitted up for the Ule of His Majefly’s 
Ships •, and under N'^ ^9 we tranimit Copy of a Report from the Committee ajipointed to furvey our 
Docks, and of the Lalt therein referred to, the Purport of which was mentioned in our Addrcls of 
t/x 29th of December. 

l AO. We have not come to any Determination on the Propofal for building additional Docks, ca» 
pablc of admitting 74 Ciun Ships. 

151. In our ;\ddicl i of the 29111 of December, we advifed of our having taken Poffiffioii of the 

lucnch P'adijry at Surat, and leizcd the JVilons of the Confu)^ and of every other Ficncliman in 

tlijt City. I'his Step, we doubt nor, from your Commands of the :^itl AuguF, will be approved ^ 
and we removed all the French Gentlemen to Bombay, except rlie Conful and his l'’.imily, whom wc 
permitted to remain at Surat upon his Parole. Amongit the Pnfoners removetl fo IFniibay was a 
Ihielt, who fonutime after his Arrival lent to inform the Prefidcnt that lie had Intelligence of an 
important Nature to communicate •, and being accordingly examined, gave fniormai ion, and wliich 
was confirmed by another (jI' the Pril'oncrs, that a Plan had been concerted hctvvccn iVlonfieur Brian- 
courr, the french Conful, and Monfieur St. Lubjn, for bringing down a Body of Mir.itti Froops 
10 feize and [ikinder the City cd Surat, whillt our I'niops were employed on the Fxpedition; in which 
Scheme they had engagevi iome of the Nabob’s Onicers, A Copy of the Narrative fjf* whu was de- 
clared Iiy the i^ idl and the other Pril'oner Monlicur Charleval, now wait on you under N* 40 ^ and 
the Brclidei-t prelervmg the molt profound Secrecy, immediately Tent up the latter tai Surat, in I lopes 
of his being alile to I'lnd the Box of Papers mentioned in the NfriMtive, which c:oivaineci tire Particu- 
lars of the Conlpiracy. I le however did not fucceed, and no farther Dill' )vcvy has yet been made, 
though wc have oll'ered a Reward of Ten thoufand Rupees, and directed Mr. Ijoddam to trace this 
Matter with all poffibie Diligence •, but as it appeared very improper under luch a Sulj)icion to jjcr* 
mit the Conful to remain any longer at Surat, we have removed him with his Family to the Fort at 
'Fannah, where we propofe to kce[) them till tlicy arc lent to leurope. 

152. In our Diary, which will l)e lent by the Royal Acimiral, is entered under the i8iii Augull, a 
Letter wc rectivecl horn Sir Iflward Vernon, in Anfwer toour Rcquifiuon for his biiivy.ag Kcind the 
Squadron to Bombay by the Southern PalF.ige, which wc mentioned in our Addrels of r'^.e jill fuly-, 
and under the 8th September, you will find our Reply to the Realons urged by ilie Commodore in 
Support of his Rtlolutiun for remaining on the Coall *, and circ'Umllanced as Allans thc.n were, we 
Haller ourlclves you will think our I\eafoning well founded. We allo, upon an Application from 
the Merchants of tlie Place, made a Requcll to Sir led ward Vernon to fend a Convoy into the Straits 
of Malacca, to fecurc tlie returning Ships from China; which tlie Strength of his Squadron would not 
admit of his complying with ; but the Governor General and (Council difpatched your Ship the Kelo- 
lution on that Service, and ffie has fince arrived on tliis Coafl with fome of the China Ships, and is 
now under the Orders of Sir Edward Vernon, on the Expedition againfl Mahex 

153. Wc have long thought it would be for your Intercli: to have a Refident at the Durbar of IlyJer 
Ally, to endeavour to counteraft and penetrate into the Schemes of the French, and to bring him 
into a Difpofition more favourable to the Honourable Company : And in the Beginning of May lall 
wc propofed this Mcalure to the Governor General and Council; who feemed to have fome Doubts 
how far it might be agreeable to the Nabob of Arcot ; and accordingly wrote to the Prclkicnc and 
Council at Madras, defiring them to acquaint us with the Nabob’s Sentiments on the vSubjert, leav- 
ing us neverthelels m a great Meafure to ait in this Point according to our own Judgment. Not 
hearing from the Gentlemen at Madras for a confiderable 'Fime, wc on the 4th November, upon 
Receipt of Advices Irom'the Refident at Fellicherry, of lome particular Inilanccs of the Nabob’s At- 
tention to the French, in affording liberal Supjilies of Provifions, and even Muney, to their Settle- 
uxnt at Mahe, and exciting fome of the petty Rajahs dependant on hi n to affiil them with their 
Forces, we came to the Refolution of deputing Mr. James Sibbald to his Durbar, to make the pro- 
per Remonllrances on that FIcad, and to endeavour to detach liim from the French Interdl: ; judg- 
ing that the Reduction of Pondicherry, which we daily expended to be informed of, would be a fa- 
vourable Opportunity for cffeding our Point. Being afterwards informed that the Nabob had given 
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the Governor of Mahe Pcrmiffion to hoift his Colours in cafe of the Place being attacked by (f, 
Englilb, and that he intended fending his Fleet with Supplies of Grain to the French Iflands^ 
have judged it bell, as thefc will be fuch decided Inftances of his Attachment to them, not to\lif 
patch Mr. Sibbald till we arie at a Certainty with refpedl to the Part the Nabob will take when Mai' 
IS attacked ; which we hope you will approve , and we took Care to give Notice to the Prefideiicy 
Madras and Sir Edward Vernon, of the Intelligence we had received of the Nabob’.s Intention.s, that 
they might be prepared to regulate their ConduA accordingly, in cafe the Nabob fhould openly afilit 
the Frencli. 

154. VVe have aflual Advice that a Veflcl of the Nabob’s, formerly the Salamander Bomb Ketch 
failed for Mauritius the i6th ultimo, with Ibmc French Gentlemen, and a few Articles of Mcrchan! 
dizc, and 40,000 Pagodas in Money. 

J55. On the 18th December we received a Letter from the Select Committee at Madras, dated ths 
8th November, acquainting us tliat they deemed it fo important to acquire Polfenion of M.ih- 
before the Arrival of any French Armament from Europe or Mauritius, that they then wrote purl 
pofely to concert with us the necelfary Mcalures for the Attainment of that Objedt, and they delirtd 
to know what AfTittancc we could afford in Troops or Stores; acquainting us likewife, that as tliir 
Lofs before Pondicherry in Europeans, and particularly in the Artillery Corps, had weakened thira 
very confiderably, any Affillancc we could give in thefe would be very acceptable, and that if we 
coiilil fupply any Part of the heavy Cannon, Mortar, ami Stores, it would be a great Relief to 
them. 

156. They alfo dcfired us to take the ncceffary Meafurcs for feciiring Provifions for the Troop-, 
and engaging in our Intereff the Country Powens adjoining to Mahe, and fignified their Intention iL: 
the Troops Ibould leave Madras, in December, if nothing fliould happen to prevent ir. 

157. We did not lofc a Moment in acquainting the Gentlemen at Madras that yye fhould imnie 
tliately fend down to Tellichcrry a Tr.ain ot Battering Cannon and Mortars, with all their Apj.iaiat :, 
and Appurtenances compleat, fpare Carriages, and a proper Qiiantity of Shot, Shells, and Ciiiu- 
powder, which we accordingly difpatched the 25th of December in the Revenge and Bomb.iy Grab; 
and at the fame Time lent the iicccffary Oiciers to your Servants at Tellichcrry on the other Pointy 
and alfo the Rcfidcnt at Aniengo, to take all neceffary Meafuresfor facilitating the J'ranfportatioii uf 
the 'r loops from thence to I'eilicherry, if the Squadron under Sir Edward Vernon, which wc Icatnt 
was to come round, fhould not be found fnfliciciit. 

158. Our 'I'roops were at that Time in tlie Field with Ragoba, and it was not in our Power ti 
promife to Iparc a Man for the Siege of Mahe. 

159. Wliilll we were amciouny cxpcClmg to hear of the Arrival of the Madras Troops on i!e 

Coalt, we leccived on the mh Fcliniary anotlier Letter from the Committee at Madras, dated ilic 
7th January, ac'(]Liainting us of their I’roop.s having marched, but that it was out of their Power 
(even had they Conveyances) to fend more than Half of the Stores neceffary for the Expedition, la 
great had been tlicir 1/lues for the Siege ot Pondicherry ; they therefore fent us a Lift of the Stoics 
they could not furnilli, and requefted wc would immediately difpatch tliem to Tellichcrry, as the Ex- 
pedition could not otheiwife go on ; though the Demand made upon us was very heavy we inftantly 
rdblvcd to comply with it, aiul being unprovided with any other Conveyance, wc made Application 
to the Commandi.r of His Majclly’s Ship Afia, then under Orders to join ilie Commodore, to rcicive 
them on board, which he readily agreed to, and arrived with them at Tellichcrry the 2ti of this 
Month. ^ 

160. I'he Force deftined for this Service confifts of

under the Command of Colonel Braithwaitc ; who is inftruAed, in cafe of Succefs againft Malie, to 
avoid if pofbble entering into any Agreement for preferving the Fortifications. 

161. Sir Edward Vernon, with the Rippon and Sartinc, arrived at Tellichcrry the gth of Fe- 
bruary, having left at Anjengo the Seahorfe and Coventry with your Ships the Reveni’e, Bombay 
Grab, Royal Charlotte, and Relolution, and the Ravenfworth Country Ship taken up at Anjengo fo' 
that Purpofe, to tranfport the Troops from thence to Tellichcrry. He acquainted us he fhould ea- 
dcavour to pi event any Reinforcement being thrown into Mahe, and give every Affiftance in Ins 
Power towards the Reduction of that Fortrcls ; after the Performance of which Service, he flioukl 
proceed to Bombay to clean and refit the Squadron. In the mean Time he defired we would afford 
all poflible Affirtance m refitting the Afia and Sartine, by which we conclude he had revoked Im 
Orders for the Afia’s joining him; .ml the Sartine arrived here the 18th Inftanr, and will fiioitly 
come into Dock. 


162. By our lateft Advices from Tellichcrry, dated oth Inftant, we learn that Two of the Batta- 
bons of Sepoys were arrived there with Major Kelly, who aAs as principal Engineer; and that the 
Kemaindcr of the Force.s, with Colonel Braithwaitc, were expefted to arrive at Anjengo, w (h<' 
Month of K-bruary. As the Scafon begins to grow late, it will give us great Plcafurc to hear of 
their having commenced their Operations. 

16 ^, rhe 
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163. The Kings of Cotidee and Cartinaddce, and the Samorinc, are now in Ar.ns to recover thrir 
dominions, of which they were dilpoficflcd by the Nabob Hyder Ally, and have made confuicrahle 
Prof^refs. It was thought the latter will foon be in Pofledion of Callicut, having already expelled 
rfie Nabob’s People from feveral of his Forts. 'I'hey have made Offers of granting to the Uoaour- 
able Company any Privileges of I'lade in thtir different Countries, provided we will take them under 
our Protection, or affiff them with Amnui'iitioin The Samorinc’s Miniffcr informed Mr. Church, 
that his Maftcr had been fecrctly fupplied with Powder and Balls by the Dutch, who have been for 
fume Time in a State of lloffility with the Nabob ; but he hoped the Company would in future 
fiipply him, as being his old Ally, and whofe Friendfhip he ffould prefer to that of the Dutch. 

164. t he King of Cotidee has promilcd to give the Pepper of his Country to the Company as for- 
merly, which, whilil ir was in the Hands of the Princes of Chinka, to whom the Nabob had made 
it over, was given to the French. 

165. Thcle Infurredions will be very favourable to the Operations againfl Mahc, and we hope put 
it out of the Power of the Prince of Cherika to impede them, for which Purpofe we undcrlland he 
had affcmbled a confiderable Number of Men by the Nabob’s Order. A Party of his People had 
Hopped a Party from the Polt at Mount Dilly, who were making Fafeines for the Siege, and fired 
upon them *, but upon the Poff being reinforced the Prince’s Fcople retired. 

166. The Prince of Cherika had jull before font to acquaint the Refident that he was well-difpofcd 
to be upon the bell: Terms with the Flonourable Company, but that being tributary to Hyder Ally 
was under the Ncceffity of obeying his Orders, and that in confequence thereof he was then at 
Chinibra, to give every Affiffancc to the French whenever our Army fliould proceed to the Attack of 
Mahc : That he wilhed the Company to defer the Attack till they heard the Kefult of a Negociation 
then on Foot between Hyder ancl the Gentlemen at Madras, to whom Hyder had promifed a IVeii- 
trality between the French and Englifli in India, to be guaranteed by him ; and that in calc the Ne- 
gocution failed, Hyder was determined to fall upon the Carnatic, and at the lame Time to lend 
effcdlual Suppojrt to Mahtf. I’he Refident returned a luitable Anfwer to this Meffagc •, but sve cannot 
take upon ourlelvcs to lay whether there is any Foundation for the Prince’s Allertion of a Negocia- 
tion being on the Carpet between Hyder and the Gentlemen at Madras, not having heard a Syllable 
from them on the Subjeft. 

167. In the Beginning of laft Month wc were informed by the Chief of Surat, that the famous 
Vi'^ier Ghazidy Cawn had been difeovered in the DiTguilc of a h'akicr, near that City, and had been 
fecured by the Nabob. He had rcfided at a Molque, and laid lie intended proceeding on a Pil- 
grimage to Mecca. This Perfon is the Son of Ghazie ul Dicn, eldell Son of Nizam ul Mulk, for- 
merly Subah of the Decan, and at an early Age was made Buxey to the Emperor Ahmed Shaw, in 
the Year 1751 : He afterwards became remarkable by his Abilities and Crimes, and the Murther of 
one Mogul Emperor, and depriving another of his Sight-, after which he fled to the Jauts, in the 
Year I/61, and has ever (ince been wandering from one Power to another^ as lie cOuld find 
Security. 

1 68. When we firff received this Intelligence, wc were of Ojiinion, that as fo diftinguinicd a Perfon 
had been thus thrown within our Power, it was proper to detain him until we could receive In» 
ill unions from the Governor General and Council, whom we apprized of this Event •, and that, as 
he could not be entirely fafe at Surat, and as his remaining there would be attended with other Incon- 
venience, we thought Bombay would be a more eligible Place for Ids Refidencc j with which both he 
and the Nabob, afterwards expreffed their Satisfadion •, and he accordingly arrived here the 5th 
Inllant. 

169. Wliilft the Vizier remained at Surat, we received a Letter from him, containing very fplendid 
Accounts of the powerful Affiffancc he had intended bringing to Ragoba’s Caufc, by his Connedions 
with different Rajahs, and the moft profufe Expreffions of Regard to the Englilli. In ilie Conclufion, 
he acquainted us his Intentions were to go to Mecca j but having no Ncccflaries for that Expedition, 
he defircd wc would conclud him thither. 

170. On making Enquiry from Colonel Goddard refpeding this Perfon, wc learn he had fomc 
Tinae ago been in the Bengal Provinces, and that the Government bad not thought it material to detain 
him •, therefore, as he was very earneft to be permitted to proceed on his Pilgrimage, and his Rcfi- 
dence here would be attended with confiderable Expence, we did not judge, from Colonel Goddard’s 
Information, that it would anfwer any adequate Purpofe to detain him here, contrary to his Confent ; 
and we rellcded likewife, tliat if the Governor General and Council chofe to have him fent round to 
Bengal, he would probably return from Mecca fufficiently early lor that Voyage the following Sealon . 
We therefore fent him up again to Surat in one of your Cruizers, to take Paffige from thence in a 
Country Ship bound to Juddah •, which we hope will be approved. 

1 7 1. Mr. William Lewis, late Affiffant to the Refident at the Durbar, having acquitted himfelf 

with great Merit, and very much to our Satisfadion, in remaining at Poona to the very laft Moment, 
with apparent Danger to his Perfon, till our Forces were actually embarked, and we had ordered him 
to retire, by which we had the Advantage of the latell Intelligence of the Proceedings of the Mi- 
niffers *, and Mr. Moftyn having hkewile warmly recommended him for his Diligence and Attention 
in the Difchargc of his Duty 5 we refolvcd, on the 3d December, as a Mark of our particular Appro- 
bation, to augment his Salary to R* 500 per Month *, but as our Intentions in his Favour have beert 
defeated by the unhappy Iffue of the Expedition, wc think it a Juftice due to Mr. Lewis to give this 
Teftimony to you of the Satisfadion received from his Behaviour, •

Colonel Goddard was confulted, who being of Opinion, that as the Keterence to the Governor (hMicril 
and Council had been accepted by Lieutenant Colonel Coekburn, there would be an Impropi kiv ^ 
withdrawing the Decifion oir his Conduct for their Cognizance ; we iciurncd him an Anl'wer to iCt 
Efiec^, and at his Defire mention this Application to )ou. 

173. Lieutenant Colonel Coekburn hiving jult lent in a Letter, addrefed to you, and one 
the Governor General and Council, the lonner is incloled, and a Copy ot the latter. 

174. This Ve/iel, the Lc-i/ey Snow, will proceed dired:^ to Lngland with this Packet ; and in cjrd 
to multi|)!y the Chances of our Advices getting lafe and eaily to your Hands, a Duplicate ot this 
Addrels is put on board the Betlcy, to be delivered to the Commander of any of your homevvaul. 
Ixjund Siiips flie may fall in with at the Cape, or Sr. 1 lelena. Our Diary from Ship to Ship will 
lent iJome by the Royal Admiral, and the Annual one by the Morfe; and in the mean Time wc 
hope the ICxtrads now torwarded will furnifli you with every necedary Information. 

175. We fliall, as foon as podible after the Departure of this Veflcl, difpatch the Panther to 
Bengal, with Copies of the fame Papers we now tranfmic to you and we (hall then, ac^:ording to the 
Kdblution propofed by the Prefident after his Review of Maratra Affairs, depute Mr. George Hodley 
to i'upply the Governor General and Council with fuch Information and Details of local Knowlt L. 
as they may require. 

176. Agreeable to what was mentioned in a former Part of this Addrefs, we now let down n 
Order the Papers forwaided by the prefent Dilparch, which we fubmit to your Candour, with a I’li::, 
Keliaflce of receiving an impartial and dilpaflionate Judgment.

The Committee having met very often to read the Papers trnnfmitted from Bombay, relative to 
tlie Expedition undertaken in favour of Ragoba in November 177S, and having alio duly con- 
fidered the laid Papers, do now, upon the moll mature Deliberation, fubmit to the Court the 
following Opinions on that Subjed:. 

1780, Report on R embay Affairs. 

"JTe Committee find, by a Letter from the Governor General and Council of Bcnf^al, dated 2 nl 
March 1778, and received at Bombay the 3d of May following, that the Seled ’^Committee of 
Bombay were therein exprclsly autliorized, under certain Circumllaiices, to form a new Alliance 
with Ragoba, and to engage with him in any Scheme which they fhould deem expedient and fafe, 
for retrieving his Affairs. 

I’hat on the 2ift of July the faid Sele£l Committee refolved iinanimoudy, d hat they were then 
at full Liberty to take Meafurcs for fubverting a Party in the Poona Government, which was cun 
neded with the French in Schemes hollile to the Knghfh Company ^ and that in order to at- 
complifh the Meafure, the moll pradicable Me.ins to be uled for jdacing Ragoba in the Re-ciicy 
at Poona, during the Minority of the Infant Pelliwa. ^ 

And the Committee find, that the Governor General and Council, by I.etrer dated the 17th 
of Augull, approved the Kelolution of the SeJce^l Committee at Bombay, and authoiized them 
to allilt Ragoba with a military Lorce, to condud him to Poona, under the following exprefs i’fo- 
Vifions i viz. 

Pirll, Phat it do not interfere with any Emgagement formed with Moodajee Bounccllo by Mr, 
Fdliot, aiul previous Notice to the Select Committee of Bombay by him. 

Second, 1 hat the latell Advices from Europe fliall be equal to an Affurance that tlie Force 
required for this Service may be ipaicd v/ithouc endangering the Safety of Bombay, in the IG'cnc 
of a French Invalion. 

Third, That the F.ngagemcnts which the Selcd Committee may form with Ragoba himfelf, or 
Moraba and his Afluciates, be not contrary to tliofc concluded with Moodajee by"^ Mr. Elliot, and 
noticed to the Committee at Bombay, nor of a IkjIIiE 'Pendency to Berar. 

And the Committee find, I'hat the above Letter was received at Bombav, the 27th of September 
i 77 « » duit no Step had been taken by the Selcd Committee of Bombay, in Profccution of 
the Meaiures lefolvcd upon the 2 ill of July preceding. 

I'he Cuinmittee alio find, by Letters from Mr. l.ewis, the Company’s Refident at Poona, entered 
on the Selcd Committee’s Proceedings of the 26th and 30th cf July, that fcveral Maratta Chiefs,

'1 he Committee find, 1 hat when the Governor (icneral and Council approv(‘d t!ie Prlolution 
of the 2 lit of July, they could not have been informed nf the Conlihenient of ilnde Mararta 
Ciiiefs, who vvcie luppofed to be well inclined to Ragoba, and capable of aliuuiing him the Al- 
fi I r,( e af)Ovementioned. ^ 

/'nd the Committee having duly attended to tlic Whole of tlie Proceedings previous to the Expe- 
dition unrlcr Confideration, are of Opinion, d’hai the Rclolution of the Seled Cornivatrte ol Bom- 
bay, of die 2 lit of Julyj for placing Hagoba in the Regency at Poona, vvaa not i[nj-io]cr, under 
die favouiable CircumitaiKcs let forth on their Proceedings at that Period. 

i he Committee are of Opinion, 1 hat the Change which happened loon artcrward>, rcfpccling 
he Situation of Ragoba’s l^'iacnds, ainl the L.aple of 'Pime from the aid of July to the ?2J of 
November, rendered it extreiuely imprudent to undertake the Expedition at that Period.

u,. I'l .0 large a hoice on foreign Service at the Commencement of a h'.i!r(-p( an War, more 
i|e I h as i,,cedy Succour was rendered prcraiious, and confapiently Siicccfs very doubtful, by 
iie tii'ac r -abie Situ.i.ion of the fuppoftd Friends and Fartizans of Ragoba. 

1 he v.,ominittee are therefore cleaily of Opinion, that in November 1778, the Expedition, under 
'll firi i. nffa.-ecs, was evidently very hazardous, and not to bcjuflifieil; that tin’ ICalons fla’tcd by 
Mr. Diaper lor diffenring theicto at that I'eriod, were lolid and judicious ; and that the .Sdeed Com- 
n:tu:c of ifombay ought to have waited the Arrival or nearer Airproach of the Dengal Detaclmient 
.aider 1' e hommand of Colonel Goddard, before they attempted to reinflate Kagoba at Poona. 

but .IS the Majority ot the Scleft Committee of Bombay feeincd convinced that l)ehty would 
eiidc r the Execution of the I' luerprize much more difficult, if not altogether impraflicable ; that the 
‘Ctuli might thereby accjuiie luch Influence at the Poon.i Durbar as vvoiihl occ.dion perpetual War 
vith the Marattas, and render the Company’s Pofleflioiis on the Wellcrn Side of India iiilecure and 
mprolitable; that they confideied thcmfelvcs bound in Duty to the Company to endeavour to 
irevent Mealures lb ruinous to their Intereft, by taking Advantage of Divifions then luppofed to be 
ubfilling among the Biamin Minifters, and by attempting to eftablifli Ragoba at that critical 
Itinclure, and therefore perfifted in tlie Rcfbliitions to affift him with Forces for tliat I’urpolc.

'■ore clpccially a.s fo large a Sum as 1,50,000 Rupees was Cent witfi the '1 riitjps, and /' utlionty 
wanted to the Commilfary and Paymafler to pals Draughts on the Sclefl Committee for the neccIFiry 
Muurlenients during the Expedition ; And the Committee find that Bills have been accepted on 
Account 10 the Amount ot Rupees 2,28,529. * ^ 

And your Committee fubmit it lo the C'ouit as their Opinion, That unleE tl^e C< mmdi. e 
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give bette/ Reafoiis than have yet appeared tor lending the Sum of 4,95,000 Rupees in the 
above-mentioned to Ragoha and his Servants, that the Court take into Confideration the ProtV " 
of rendering the laid Selert Committee rcrponfible for that Amount to the Company.

pointn'ienc of a Member of the Sclcd Committee at Bombay, to accompany the Comn^andcr in Chat 
to Poona, was altogether improper, and that the Majority of the faid Committee are very reprclitr, 
fible for their Conduft in that refped: ; but the Committee exempt Mr. Draper from iliis C^nlu^e 
becaule he juiUy luppolcd it to be the Intent of the Company, that none of the civil Members oft ^ 
Committee Ihould be detached from the Prefidency, if the Commander in Chief were to be ubbi 
allb, and delivered his Opinion in the Selccft Committee accordingly.

'Fhe Committee find the Firft Detachment of the Army embarked for the Continent the 2-:J u 
November 1778, and Colonel Egerton Two Days afterwards: 

That the Army was at Panwell the 25th of November, and remained there till the 4tli Day 01 
December following. 

That the 30th of November, theQiiarter Mailer General proceeded with a Company of 
Bara, to mark out an Encampment for a Detachment under Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn, Vj 
however was not able to proceed as was intended, for want of Bearers. 

And by Letters from Colonel Egerton and Mr, Carnac to Governor Hornby, it appears, liiK 
there was an almoll immediate and total Want of Harmony in their Proceedings during the Ifxpt:!;- 
tion i that the diftina: Powers veiled in the Poona Committee and in the Conmiander m Chief or il:c 
Army, the Propriety of the Commiffion granted to the Committee, the military Honours to be paJ 
to Colonel Egerton and Mr. Carnac refpeftively, and the Propriety of keeping feparate Tablcii tor 
them, were Objefts of much Difcuflion and Contention. 

I he Committee find, that Mr. Midlyn was compelled by a fever c Indilpofition, to return to Bor- 
bay, where he died the ill of January *, and that Mr. Carnac thereu[)on claimed the Right of a c.nl- 
ing Vote, whenever Colonel Egerton only fliould meet him in Couunittcc ; which was decrecil anJ 
ordered accordingly by the Selctfl Committee at * Bombay. 

1 he Committee find it Hated by Mr. Carnac, on ilic 20th Day of December 1778, that theTrooj^ 
had, in 25 Days from their Debarkation at i^anwell, marched little moic tlian the lame Numi)<^i 
Miles: I hat it .appeared to him, that much I^abour, lime, and Money, were unneceffarily Wiillfi 
in making a Carriage Road for the Artillery and Stores up the Gauts : That with the Number of 
People employed, every Thing intended to be carted might have been carried up by Hand, wiiii 
moie Eaic, Security, and Dilpatch : 1 hat from Converlation he believed this to be the gcneul 
Opinion i and dut the Commandant of Artillery had at^lually paffed fome of the Guns by a Mlhxv.i 
Route, wide ol the new Road then making by the Engineer, which proved it to be needlefs. 

Colonel Egerton deterred leplying to Mr. Carnac’s Minute until his Reruin to Bombay*, vvloo 
he appealed to his Diary, and to the Commiffary of the Army, to prove the Propriety of his a- 
maining lo long at Panwell; he denied there liaving been any Languor in the Motions of 
Army ; he jaitl, the Commander in Cliicf could not take the Stv^res and Provifions under 
Arm at I .in well, and wa!!; away witli them to Poona ; tliat no Guns, except Two, had been 
paffed by any Route wide of the Road made by tlic Engineer ^ and he produced feveral Vouchers 
in Support ot his Afferdons. 

The Committee find the Reprelcntation and Vouchers produced by Colonel Egerton, relative to 
me Gun% was partial and defedive •, for although no more than Two Guns, as mentioned by 
Colonel Egerton, wrie adually paffed by Major Ijagon up the Gauts, in the Manner Hated by 
Mr. Carmic, it appears that the Mcafure was praLlicable, and due the Colonel was highly d-i* 
plealed with Major Dagon’s ^divity in aitunprino to move the Guns up the Gauts, bff^^'^

d'he Committee do not find, that the d'roops experienced any Obllrudion from the Enemy till 
t!ic ?. 2d of December : From that Day to the 4th of January they were at Times cannonaded, 
iMvirh trifling Eflcd ; except the Lols of Lieutenant Colonel Cay, by a Rocket, the 31II I.)cceinber, 
farl of Laptain Stuait, by a fpent Shot, the 4th of January • by whicli Accidents the Company were 
^Cpilvcd of Two very gallant and meritorious Ofliccrs, 

I Mr. Carnac in a Letter to the Selcd Committee, dated the nth of Fcbruaiy 1779, has delivered

Hut tlif" Co mmittee find, That Colonel Egerton, the next Day, inftead of perfeVcring in his Dc- 
hgn of Fckui r ri.c Idnemy m their Camp, declared to the Poona Committee, that having borne 
up as long as he could againfl an lllnels, with which he had been for fome Time paft affiided, he 
was then under the Necelfity of arijuninting them, that the Surgeon Major thouglit the l atif^ues 
of a Campaign, co-opc i ating with his Indilpofition, endangered his Life-, that he could not hope 
IO have vStrtngrh lulilriciu to attend to liie Avocations of a Commander in Chief-, and therefore 
lie requelted Ftrnr.flinn of Mr. Carnac and hiir.felf, to refign the Command of the Troops 10 Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Cockburn, and to proceed immediately to Bombay ; which being granted, he bet out 
:wcordingly ; and having ( brained Intelligence of a Party of Huife being in the Conkan, he after- 
wards thought i((;per to rctuin back to the Army, but did not attempt to refumc the Com- 
mand. 

As Colonel Fgertonbs Want of Health did not prevent him from refuming his Seat at ihe Poona 
Committee, it will be ncccllary hereafter to Hate the Part which he took in the fubfequent Pro- 
Cfedingsof that Comrniitee ; but your Committee nevettlielels think proper in this Place to ex- 
pi els their unanimous C')pinion, that the Condud of the laic Colonel, now Brigadier General Charles 
h <'erron, during rhe late dilgraceful Epeditiun towards Poona, was inch as renders it highly im- 
]rop(r that he (fiould be continued in the Command of the Company’s Forces at Bombay; and 
duit he be therdorc difmifred from the Company’s Service.

his Enemies, he had no Hope ot being joined hy any one ; and that our Situation would be rath*' 
worle than better, as we advanced towards Poona, bccaui'c the Army would be cut off from tV^ 
munication with tlic Conhan, from wiicnee Provifions and Stores would be I’upplied. 

The Committee allowed tliat tlie Co/uiuot of tlie Enemy, in ravaging the Country and retiring ( 
fore our Army, fcemctl to warrant Ragoba’s Reafoning, but iliey hoped as they advanced tow, i- 
Poona, Ilolrar, on whofe Jundlion they Hill placed fome Depcndancc, would be enabled and cnc 
raged to fulfil the Promiles heretofore made by him to Mr. Moffyn in favour of Ragoba. 

'I'hc lame Morning, the 6th of January, tlie Army marched, and tlie Guns of tlie Enemy op-n ' 
from a Wood on the Line. A large Party of 1 lorfe feemed inclined to t.ike the Army in Flank - 
to enter the Rear, but were prevented, and driven from their higli Ground by our Troops, whu’b^. 
haved on this and on all Occalions with the grcatcll Intrepidity and Chccrfulncfs. 

And the Committee find, I'hat on the Three fucceeding Days the Army marclicd from Mondluitiii 
to Tullagoan, i8 Miles from the Summit of the Gauts, and i6 Miles from Poona, without Mokf 
tation from the Enemy. 

The 9th of January 1779, Meflieurs Canmac and Egerton deputed Mr. Sibbald to R.igoba tj 
reprefent tlie Dillrefs otcafioncd by relying on his Promile for a Supply of Provifions above’ the 
Gaut.sj and on his AITiirancc tii.u Holcar would join the Troops in Isight Days from the izd ultimo, 
and alfo to inform him, that having only Provifions fuincicnt to fublill the Army back again to ihi 
Conkan, and the Country being lait! walk-, the only probable Mode of removing their Dillrefs wjj 
to make Overtures of Accommodation to Scindi.i, Holcar, and Saccarain. Thar the Power of nc! 
gociating mull be left to the Comijiittec ; and that they faw no Alternative but the inllant Retreat tf 
the Army, to prevent a total Diflrcfs from the utter Want of Provifions. 

The next f)ay the CommilTary repotted, that from the Stock of Provifions on Hand he was abk, 
barring Accidents, to fopply the Army with Provifions for 18 Days 5 but Lieutenant Colonel Cock’ 
burn thoughc it would be impollible, without a Body of Horfe, to fecure the Baggage from tht 
Enemy’s numerous Cavalry, as the Troops advanced further into the Country, and thar the Provi- 
lions were equally expofed with tlie ICiggage. 

The fame Day Information was received that a Body of Horfe belonging to Moraba had niarcld 
into tlie Conkan ro join Ragolia •, but Mellieurs Carnac and Egerton obicrved, that however iildll 
thofe Troops might be, it did not appear that they could eireflually relieve the main Di/liculty of die 
Army, which was the total Impollibihty of receiving any further Supply of Provifions, excep: 
through die Conkan j it was theiefbrc rclolved to preferve the Army by falling back fo far as 1111. 
be necefl'ary to lecuie their Communication with tlie Conkan, unleis Holcar’s Army ffiouKi join thtni, 
confoiinably to the Alfurances of Ragoba. 

And Your Committee find, Pliat Lieutenant Fraitcr was not to fulkr Moraba’s Troops to alccrul 
through the P.ils where he was polled, till further Orders. 

In the l-'.vcniiig ol the faid loth of Janu.iry fClr. Sibbald reported that Ragoba had carnclllv;'- 
(luellcd the Committee to deter their Application to any of the Maratta Chief?, except Holcar lir 
One U.iy, 1 , il Scimlia, from whom he expeaed a Vackeel, fliould infer that they beg, 111 to dclpiircf 
Suetelc, winch would of couile encourage the Minillerlal Party to hold out- that the Care of lup- 
plying the Army with Provifions relied with him ; that he would furiuni the Comniiiriry Irom lliu 
1 own (1 ulhigoan) with a luiricient Quantity for fome D.ays, and that we ffiould get more at the next 
Village. ° 

R.igoba alfo informed the Poona Committee, that he had wrote to Scindia to endeavour to enmuc 
him 111 his liiieiell; but the find Committee not being able to place any Depcndance on R.npo’bA 
Promile for a Suppily of Provifions, nor deeming the gaining of Scindia an Objeft of fullicient Im- 
portance to wai rant a Departure liom their preceding Refolution ; and believing it certain, tin' 
thou;;.! Holcar c.id not adt againff them, he could not adl for tlicm ; ilfucd Orders to Lieuuivm! 
Colo.a-l Cocicburn, the nth of January, to march back the Army towards the Pafs at CondoHi .’ 
cxiH-Jiiioully as poflible and the iztli of January the Army fell back to Waro-aon

the Atiaa wall grc.ic Vigour till Two in the Afternoon ; that the numerous Bodies of Horle ren- 
dered it impofiible to protedt the Baggage, and that Part of it fell into the Enemy’s Hands ; iL' 
3 ' fuiiK 
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Vomc Lofs was fuffcred i that in Juftice to the Troops, both Europeans and Sepoys, they with Plea- 
sure declare that they behaved with the utmoft Intrepidity and Alacrity during the whole Attack. 
That they lhall continue their March to Condolah, and expe6l to be much harrafled j but the Army 
will be rendered as compadl as Circumftanccs will admit, and every Part of the Baggage nut ablu- 
lutely necelTary will be reduced by the commanding Officer. 

As Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn was in Command of the Army, the Committee will (late his Ac^ 
count of the Aftion of the 12th of January, as tranfmltted in the following Letter to Governor 
Hornby, dated the 13th of January: 


“ To the Ilonourabic William Hornby, Efquire. 


Honourable Sir, 

“ I did myfclf the Honour of informing you of our Arrival at dellagon on the 9Lh inflant. Wc 
halted here the lOth and nth ; and it being determined by the Committee that the Army could not 
proceed any further, but was under the Neccflity of retreating immediately, I accordingly gave out 
Orders for the March at ii o’Clock at Night, in Hopes, by leaving our Ground at tit.ii 1 lour, to 
gain a Day’s March of the Enemy, before they could know of this Step •, but in this 1 wa ; ciif 
appointed, for I found they had got Intelligence of it before we moved, which mult luve been cuiw 
veyed to them by fome treacherous Perfons about Ragoba. About 2 o’Clock a large Party of 1 !v)ilc 
firll attacked our advanced Guard, which had got on fome Diltancc fiom the main Body. On Ac - 
count of the Confufion occafioned by the vafl (^lanrity of Bag(^agc% and the Batlnefs c'f fome Part 
of the Hoad, they unfortunately took a great de^l of our Bagga-.m and. (;am[i Kcpnpag.e in this At- 
tack ; however, the advanced Guard reached this Village about l 3 ay-light, with a gic.a Lkal of the 
Provi lions and Ammunition fafe. 

“ Our main Body was attacked about Four o’Clock on the Rear and both blanks *, and as we were 
frequently obliged to halt and fire fome Guns at them, it retarded our Marcli, and gave them 'PiriiC 
to bring up their Cannon, which obliged us to form in tlic belt Marine we could to ujipole them. 
It was Ihortly after Day-light when the Attack became general, but the Wei-ht of ic lell principally 
on Cajitain Hartley’s Divifion, which I fupported with Europeans and Sepoys at diilerent 'Times. 
From the Situation of the Ground I found it imprafticable to join the whole Line to Captain Hart- 
ley’s Divifion, as tliere were large Bodies of Horfc ready to charge us, when they found us in fuch a 
Situation tli.n we could not ufe our Guns. I'he Attack continued till 4 o’Clock in the Afrernoori 
before we could retire, which was cfl'cdted at lafl with mucli TJanger. I'he 'Trotps duiing the whole 
'Time behaved with the grcatell Bravery. I am truly foiry to convey fuch difagreeable News to you ; 
the laft Time 1 wrote I had no Thoughts of any thing of this Kind happening. I nov/ enclofe you a 
Return of the Killed, Wounded, and Miffing. They have engaged us all this Day with fmall Arms 
from their Arabs, &c. and a very heavy Cannonade ; fortunately wc have not lufTcrcd much, and we 
obliged the Arabs to give way at lalh It is not determined when the Army marches, I wait the 
Committee’s Orders.

tain Hartley, not only on that Account, but his Judgment as an Officer. 

Colonel Egerton having by Accident been an Eye Witnefs of Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn’s 
‘‘ Condud this Day, cannot help expreffing his highell Approbation thereof i and is willing to hopc^ 
“ that this will be a ftrong Recommendation of him to the Board.

But thi Committee find no Copy of the Letters faid to have been fent to the Pdhwa on the ijtli 
of January, nor of his Anfwcr, in any Troccedings tranfmitted from Bombay. 

And the Committee find, that Mr. Parmer, Secretary to the Poona Committee, was lent to the Mi- 
ratta Camp to propofe an Accommodation, which they judged might be effeded by R.igoba 
over to Scindia ; and which they obferve he leemed determined to do, rather than nlquc another 
Day’s March with the Army. 

The Mcflage fent to the Marattas was as follows : 

That having had Aflurances given us, that the Eftabllflimcnt of Ragoba in the Regency of the 
“ Maratta Empire was a Meafure much wiflied for by many of tlie Sirdars of the Maratia Sircar, 
as well as by the Country in general, we had confented to condud him with an F.ngliih Army for 
‘‘ that Purpofe j but contrary to our Mopes and Expedations we found his Eftablifliinein oppofed 
by the whole Empire: That we had feen with infinite Concern, the Country laid walle aiui c!^ 
“ ftroyed at our Approach ; which being fo very contrary to our Intentions by clpoufing the Cauleoi 
Ragoba, that we were determined to be the Occafion of no farther Defolation, and were therefore 
“ refolved to march back with the Army to Bombay : That after this Declaration, we expeded all 
Hollilities would ceafe •, and, by fo doing. Peace and Eriendlhip would be efiablilhed between the 
Englifh and the Maratta State. If, on the other Hand, we fhould experience the Icall Ad 
Holtility on our March, we fliould confider it as a Declaration of War againit the Enghlli 
“ Nation.” 

from Anfwer of the Durbar to Mr. Farmer was, Thu if we wiffied to remain at Peace v.i'^ 

4arch “ thcm, Ragoiiatli Row muft be delivered up, and then \vc may return quietly*, otheiwile we ini/ 
Par. 60. pkafe.” 

The Committee wrote to Mr. Farmer in Reply, “ Thar all Difficulty of Accommodathjn was ic 
“ moved, by Ragoba’s Defigii of going over to Mhaiijec Scindia ; and that they expeded, in co*]le 
“ quence, proper Securities I'rom the Durbar for })iocceding unmolefted on their March.” 

Vit.Ci. On the Diary of the J5ih of January, there appears a Letter from Mr. Farmer, 

the Refuk of his Conference with the Durbar. He reports, that having informed them of the Difj 
culty being removed by the Determination of Ragoba to deliver himfeif up to Scindia, and th a 
fiippolcd t!.': Aimy would therefore be lulTered to return quietly to Bombay, Nannah obfervrJ la 
Reply, that as we had broken the 'Lrcaty concluded by Colonel Upton, we mult agree, befoie tL'

^ Ac this Junflure LieiuenatU Colonel Cockburn was called upon by the Committee to p^ivc his 
inion in Writing relative to the Practicability of marching back the Army to Bombay •, which was 
^jne in the following Words ; viz. 

*• Bein*^ called upon for my Opinion on the Po/Tibility of m.aking a Retreat to Bombay, I mull; 
<i dcclare°that I think the fame utterly impr.ifticablc. Our Troops are already much harralfed and 
i‘ dilpiritcd, from the Neceflity we were under ot retiring Iroin 1 ulktgaon and were we to fuftain 
<c another Attack from the Maiatta Army, I am of Opinion the 'I'roops would not (land it ; and that 
i‘ conleqoently the whole Army, with its numerous hollowcrs, would be cut to Pieces. But the

At the Clole of the Poona Diary, immediately after the Proceedings of the 2 2d of January, it 
hands recorded, that the Committee met the 15th at Wurgaon, to take into Confidcrati on the Mea- 
lurcs neceflary to be immediately adopted for extricating the Army from its very critical Situation, 
lurrounded by the whole Strength of the Maratta Empire, and witli only about I'en Days PiovilionS 

d h'al Colonel Egerton’s Opinion was alfo required, and that his declared Sentiments were the fame 
with thole of Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn, that a Retreat in their then Situation was impraelicable, 
and if attempted, tlie Conrcqucnce mull be the L.ofsof the whole Army. 

Mr. Carnac’s Opinion is then recorded as follows, viz. 

“ Mr. Carnac is fo confident the Army is fufliciently numerous, and fo well provided with Artil- 
lery, as to be able to force their Way back againd all Oppofition, if the Officers and Men will do' 
their Duty : That there is no Doubt with him the Attempt ou;-ht to be made at all Events, rather 
than fubmit to the Terms prefciibed by the Enemy, to which we have no Authority to bind pur Em- 
ployers. And for his own Part, he declares, he would much fooner run his Share of the Rilk, than 
that they fliould be complied will;. However, as Colonel Egtrton and Lieutenant Colonel Cock- 
burn have given it as their pofitive Opinions, that the Troops will not fland, and conlequcntly mull 
be cut to Pieces, Mr. Carnac dares not take upon himfclf fingly to prefs a Retreat, whicli it is pro- 
nounced will be inevitably attended with Confequences that cannot tail of endangering the Preferva- 
tion of the Sculemcnt. He therefore, however reluaantly and contrary to his own Sentiments, finds 
himfclf obliged to concur in the Acceptance of whatever Conditions can be obtained. Allowing, 
therefore, that the Gpimons of Colonel Egerton and Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn be well founded 
(in which we aic given to underlland many Officers in the Army alfo concur) there leems to be no 
other Refoiirce left, but to accept ot luch Conditions as can be obtained from the Enemy.

In the Margin of the Diary of the 2 2d of January it is noted, that the above Minutes were omitted 
in the proper Idace, through the Milapprchenlion of the Committee’s Secretary, and without the 

Knowledge of Mr. Carnac. . < u - 

Colonel Egerton has dllavowed and protelled againfl the faid Minutes ; and in regard to the writ- 
^^0 Qpinion of Eicutenant Colonel Cockburn, he has declared, in his Letter to the Governor General 
and Council of Bengal, that he never faw it till it was read at the Board at Bombay ; bup he there al- 
lows it to have been founded on folid Rtafons and uncontrovertible Fafts. The Colonel adds, 
that he is much at a Lois to conceive how he could be faid to have concurred in Colonel 
Cockburn’s Opinion at a Committee which was never held, and in a written Opinion which he never 
law, til! produced at Bombay ; and he has alfo declared, that the grcateR Part of the Diary was fpu-

Colonel Egerton, yet as Mr. Carnac had a calling Vote in the I^oona Committee, and polfeHed in 
Fad lupre/nc Authority in Camp at the Tune, he was more particularly rclj'ionfible for that

And it appears by the Return of the Commanding Officer, that our Lofs of Men in the Adion 
of the r2th of January, was not very great; the general Orders of the Day expreds Ids extreme 
Satisfadion with tiieir gallant Behaviour in general ; the Officers were publicly tlianked for 
their cool and ipiritecl Condud ; and Captain I Lutley was particularly diftinguilhed for his Judg- 
ment as an Officer ; It is allowed that there weie Ten Days Provilions in Camp after the Adion ; 
it IS alierted by the Sclcd Commitree, that the Officer lall mentioned declared he could rtdy upon 
the Men he commanded, and urged every Argument in favour of forcing a Retreat rather than 
fubmit to the Terms prelcnbed by the Enemy : It cannot be doubted, that Mr. Carnac con- 
tinued in Poffeffion of Authority without Controul, except to make 'Freaties ; he was confideni, if 
the Officers and Men did their Duty that the Army was fufficienily numerous, and fo well ju'o- 
vided with Artillery as to be able to force their Way back againll all Oppofition ; he had no 
Doubt but the Attempt ought to have been made; his Words are, “ at all Events rather than lub- 
“ mit to the Terms prelcnbed by the Enemy — yet, under all Circumftances, rather than prefs a 
Retreat, he ventured to pledge tlie iMiglilli Faith, in the moft lolemri and lacred Manner, for 
the Obfervance of Treaties, of which he owns he did not at the Time expeft the Confirmation. 

He ftipulatcd f.o obtain the Governor’s Dulluck for dclivcTing up the Compapy’s Pofteffions to 
the Marattas, and gave Ilollages for the due Peiformance of extraordinary Agreements, under 
vwital R.j'ervatiom and prc-conceived Ideas that thc-y were o* no Validity, and would never be 
raiified by his Superiors. 

And your Committee do not find that any Cenfure has been pafled on Mr. John Carnac at 
Bombay ; nor that any Enquiry has been made by the Seled Committee into his Conduft and Be- 
liHviour during the late Expedition. 

And upon the moft impartial Review of the v?hole Condinfl of Mr. Carnac during the late Ex- 
pedition towards Poona, and after duly confidering all the Circomltances relative thereto, the Com- 
mittee are unanimoufly of Opinion that Mr. John Carnac be dlimifl’ed from his Office, as one of 
the Council and Select Committee of Bombay.

And Your Committee find, that on the 17th of Imbruary J770, die Selcd Committee j^refintf*] ^ 
the Governor and Council the military Commiflions which they had deemed it for the Good ( r 
Service to grant to particular Officers; but the Seleft Committee did not thunk it proper to t\[ 
their Realons for having granted the fald Commiffions, when it was recommended tathe Board to 

them. « 

And Your Committee find the following Minutes entered by Two Members of the Boaid, \:) 
were not Members of the Select Committee. 


‘‘ Meffirs. Ramfay and Moore deliver in the following Minutes on the Occafion ; and the 0 
Members declare, that by figning the Commiflions they do not mean to take any Share of Relpoiili. 
bility for thefe Appointments. 

Mr. Ramfay figns tlic Commiflions now prefented to the Board, becaufe the Sdeil Commltiicr^ 
commend it as necelTary for the Good of the Service, and becaule he thinks it will be agieeauij lo 
the Honourable Company, that the Board ffiould co-operate with the Committee in every Mcibire 
which may be thought conducive to their intereft; but as thefe Commiflions appear to Mr. KairJ.7 
to be a Deviation from the eflabhflied Rules of the Service, and contrary to the exprefs Orders of die 
Company, and as the Committee have not been plcafed to communicate to the Board the Motius 
which have induced them to grant them, Mr. Ramfay cannot pofllbly be a Judge of the Propi)C(7ur

“ The Orders tor the Infhtution of the Seledl Committee are certainly in fuch general Terrs 
as may admit of their being conflrucd in the very extenfive Senfe the Members la ni to have fF 
thern. 'They are to tranla^f all political, military, and naval Affairs, and iikewile all fuch as nuy 
require Secrecy. 1 hele are, no Doubt, very indefinite Orders ; but Mr. Ramlay, taking the by ' 
and not the Letter ot the Inlliiution, conceives they are meant to extend only to fuch military I ’d 
naval Affairs as may depend on political Meafures, which the honourable Company very wiiely ibink 
it proper to confine to a few, and by no Means intended to throw the whole military Detail ul die 
Eftablifliment into the Committee’s Department. To efled this, the Mutiny Acl mull nccc ijanly 
rc])calcd, or at Icafl amended ; and the Court of Dire< 5 lors mult have feen the Ncceffity of icvobc g 
former Orders, whereby the fupreme military Power is exprelsly verted in the Governor and 
and they required to fign all Commiffions.

** Mr. Moore further b.\gs it may be minuted, that from the clolcft Confideraiion of the Power veflcd 
in the Select Committee, Uj above recited, he is of Opinion that the Sided: Committee arc alone 
authorized to grant all military Commiflions v/hatever, they alone being rcTponfible for granting 
them. 'J he CommifTions now before the Board arc, to Mr. Moore, Proofs that the Selcd: Committee 
think tl.cmlVlvcs io authorized. Mr. Moore, therefore, his figning Commidions with.oui being con- 
lulled as to the Propriety of granting them, Mr. Moore not only thinks unneceffary, but abfurd, 
becaufe it fixes his Name to a Mealurc which confequently carries with it the Appearance of

“ W'hcn Mr. l^rnpcr prefented l/ieiitcnant Colonrd Dagon’s Cpmmifllon to the Board for figning, 
which Comrnifiion was given by the Scled: Committee, Mr. Mooic then meiitioneil to Mr. Draper, 
that as the SelecL Committee had granted the CommifTion, he th.oughi the Select Committee alone 
Ihould fign it. Mr Moore figned it, however, to avoid the Ap| earance of Sinj.rularity, becaufe lue 
thought the Occafion an urgent one, and becaufe he never willies to enter a Minute, whether of 
Diflent or Obfervation, unlcfs compelled to it from the Duty which he owes to the Company, to the 
Ihibiic, and to himlclf. 

‘‘ 'The Commiflions were then figned.” 

And the Scled: Committee of Bombay have mofl earneflly foliciied the Court’s Confirmation of i,.ttcrfrom, 
the Appointment of Captain Hartley as Lieutenant Colonel of Infantry, in ortler to convince tlie 
Army, tliat Support will be given to tlie Sided Committee when the Good uj- the Service makes it 
rtquiliie to diltinguifli particular OlFiccrs. The Sided Committee are lorry to have acHed contrary 
to tli'! Court’s Ordcis in the Idomotion of Fiidcl Officers, but hope the NecefTity of the Cafe will 
jdcad their J' xcufe ; that on the d'erms they are on with the Maraitas, and at a I'lmc of adual War 
v/ith France, it wonuld have been highly unjuflifiable to have fuflered their Military to remain for any 
length of J une, without a commanding Oflicer qualified to preferve proper Difcipline, or to lead 
them into tlv" Field. 

i hat the Times required an Oflicer who Iiad more to plead than merely not having committed p^r. m; 
I'aults ; tlicy vvaiited an ChFicer cd’ adive and approved Merit, on whole Ability and Condud they 
could depend for the I xccuiKm of any Servic'c committed to him. 

I'hai the i.oh (d* Cap. am Stevvait liad been feverely felt. I'hat the Condud of Captain Hartley, Par. 
who on the Death of Captain Stewart lucceeded >0 the Command of the advanced Divifion of the 
Army, did him Hononr-, that if his judicious and fpirited Counlel had been purfued, and the Army 
moved up the Line to llippoiC him, 'iifl(?ad of ordering him to retreat to the Line, there is Reafon to 
believe tliat the Fortune of tlic Day mipht have feeured our Honour, if not our Suceefs *, and that 
keeping his Ground till the inevitable Confequence of the Meafure induced Lieutenant Colonel 
Cockburn to revoke his Order for retreating, was probably the chief Circumftance to which our 
Troops owed tlicir Prefervation. 

That when 'l\vo chief Officers were under Cenfure for Condud oppofitc to that which the Seled 
Committee are bound to fupport, and to that Spirit which it ts their Duty to encourage; when Se- 
niority, maintained by any Means, is pleaded by fo many Perlbns, and claims Promotion in Pre- 
ference to diltinguifhcd Merit and Services; it is impoflible for the Scled Committee to produce 
ihofe general and dccifive rcllimonics in Favour of their AfFcrtions and 0 [)inions which they always 
wifli to accompany them ; that in the prelent critical Circumflances their own intereff is too much 
complicated wnth that of the Public, to lufFcr them to be fwayed by Motives of partial or private 
Regard ; and while they are confeious of having been guided by the Abilities, Integrity, Temper, 
and general Ellimation of the Perfon, they believe they have paid fuch yVttention to the Company’s 
interefl: as their Duty exaded ; and they rely on rliat Support which the Performance of Duty re- 
quires, and warrants them to hope for on the Occalion.

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Extrail of Letter from the Court of Dire^ors to the Select Committee of Bombay y dated nth April 

Par. I. Having duly attended to your Proceedings previous to the late Expedition towards Poon^^ 
we allow that your Rciblution of the nil of July was not improper, under the favourable Circu.^! 
fiances Hated by you at tliat Period •, but the Change which happened loon afterwards in the Situation 
of Ragoba’s Friends, and the Laple of Time, from the 2 ill of July to the 22d of November, render, 
cd it extremely imprudent to undertake the I^'.xpedition at that f ime. 

2. The State of your Garrilbn, as rcprelented by yourlelves to Sir Edward Vernon 
your Letter of the 8th of September 1778, could not warrant your fending lo large , a Pone (n 
Foreign Service at the Commencement of an pmropean War, more efpecially when Ipecdy Succcuj. 
was rendered precarious, and conrequcntly Succefs very doubtful by the difagreeable Altcrauoa 
which had happened in the Situation of Ragoba’s Friends. 

3. Under the above Circumdances the Undertaking was evidently become hazardous, and not to 
be juftified ; the Reafons urged by Mr. Draper againfl it were folid and judicious •, and you ought 
•crtainly to have waited tlie Arrival, or near Approach of the Bengal Detachment, before you at- 
tempted to reinftatc Ragoba at Poona. 

4. And although we ate willing to hope, for the Reafons offered by the Majority in Anfwcr to 
Mr. Draper’s Dilfcnt, that you aCfcd according to the bell of your Judgment in undertaking to 
place Ragoba in the Regency at Poona in November 1778, we neverthelels conlider you as haviig 
proceeded with great indiferetion on that Occafion. 

5. Your Appointment of a Member of the Sekvd Committee, to accompany the Commanckr m 
Chief to Poona, was highly improper. By the Departure of the Commander in Chief and Mr. 
Carnac, the Governor having a calling Vote, became pofiTcned in Pa£l of ablokite Autlionty, 
for tranfat^ting all Political, Military,* and Naval Affairs, and fuch as require Secrecy, at Bombay. 
And as this Tranfa6tion militated againit the Letter and Spirit of the Court’s Orders of the ic'h 
of April 1778, the Appointment of a Member of the Select Committee at Bombay, to accompany 
the Commander in Chief to Poona, mull have our Dilapprobation •, and we declare the Majorny oi 
the laid Committee very rcprchenlible for their Conduc'l in that Relpccft. We find tlie Com- 
mander in Chief protcllcd againll the Meafuie-, and we exempt Mr. Draper from this Cenlii i, 
becaufe, jullly fiippoling it to be tlic Intent of the Company that none of the Civil Member, ui 
the Committee ikouki l)e detachtxi fro n the Pivfitlency, if the Commander in Chief were tu ba 
ablenc allb, Mr. Draper very pcopeily delivered his Opinion in the Selcil Committee accord- 
ingly. 

6 . We find the Amount of Money due from Ragoba to the Company, is Rated on your quitk 
Stock the 3ofh Day of April 1777, at Rupees 24,72,775. 

7. Your Payment of Ho, 000 Ruj)ecs to Mr. Shaw’s Executors, and your Loan of 4 La(k^ta 
Ragoba, and 15,000 Rupees to his Servants, belides Arms and Military Stores fiirmlhed for Ins 
Ufe, were unjullifiablc Mcalures j more elpecially as fo large a Sum as 1,50,00 Rupees was idnt 
with the I'roops, and as Authority was alio granted to the Commiffary and Pay maker to yds 
Drafts on the Stktl Committee for their neceffary Difburlenicnts during the Expedition ^ and 
we find that Bills have avjfually bee n accepted on tluat Account, to the Amount of Rupees, 2,28,529* 
Unlcfs, theieforc, you (hall be able to produce better Reafons for having made the above L.oans and 
Payment, amounting to 4,95,(H)0 Rupees, than appear to us at pi dent, you mult expeft to be 
made relponlible to the Company I’or the laid Amount. 

8. As a Scledt Committee, your granting of Military Commiffions was unwarrantable ; your 
prefenting them to the Council for fi|vung, without Rating your Rcalbns for having granted tiicm, 
was an Indignity to the Board ^ and the Council arc very blamcable fo: not rejecting every C( m-, 
miflion lb prefented by you as aforefaid. 

9. I laving noticed the above I’articulars^ wc proceed to examine the Behaviour of fuch Per- 
fons as were immediately concerned in conducting the late Expedition towards Poona. 

10. 'rite firll Objed that Rrik' s us, is the flow Progrels of the Army. This we deem an irre- 
parable Injury to the Service-, and in this RefpeCt the Condudl of the Commander in Chief ap- 
pears extremely deleclive. The Conkqucnce vy,as obvious : The Enemy had full Opportunity 
to colleiR their Strength : 1 'Ik Friends of Ragoba, inllcad of being encouraged by the Ipiriad 
Exertion of our Foice to join his Standard, muR, as wc conceive, have been deterred from de- 
claring in his Pbvour, by the Languor of our own Military Proceedings. 

11. And upon the inoR impartial Review of the ComluCl of the late Colonel, now Biigrrdier 

General Egerton, during the late dilgraccfiil Expedition towards Poona, wc are of Opinion, that 
it was fuch as rendered it highly improper for him to be continued in the Command of the Com- 
pany’s Forces at Bombay ; we have therefore rcfolved, That he be dirmiffcd from tlie Cornpi^" 

ny’s Service, and he is hereby difmiffed accordingly. 

12. In regard to Mr. Carnac, we arc very forry to find his Conduifl not kfs exceptionable 
that of Colonel Egerton. 

13. Wc rtfmark, that the Army was only 18 Miles, or about 2 Days March from the Summit 

of the Gauts, and about 16 Miles, or 2 Days March from Poona, on the iith January, when Or- 

ders were given to marcli back towards Condolah : That Advice had juR been received, of Mora- 

bas 
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ba’s Horfc being in the Conkan, to aft in favour of Ragoba : That the Commiffary had 18 Dayi 
frovifions in Store, and that Ragoba had proinilcd a further Supply : That in the pieccding 
Skirmifli, the Enemy had been worlted, and compelled to retreat: That the froops were in Spirits, 
and intrepid : That no Council of War was called at 'l\illag^)an, to fake the Senic of the Ollieers 
of the Army on the Neccfijty of retreating : 'I'hat although tlie Order for the Rein at oi the 
Army, on the 11th of January, was the joint Aft of Mr. Carnac and Colonel Tgerton, yet as Mr. 
Carnac had a calling Vote in the I’oona Committee, and poliftlcU in Taft lupreme Authority in 
Camp at^hc Time, he was particularly refponfible for that Mealuiv, 

14* P appears, by the Return of the Commanding OHirer, that our Lofs c f Men in the Ac- 
tion of the I2th January, was not very great: The general Oiders ot the Day exprels his extreme 
Satisfaftion with their gallant Behaviour in general. 'The Odkeis were publicly tlianked for 
tlieir cool and fpirited Conduft ; and Captain Hanley was particulai ly dillinguilhed lor his Judg- 
ment as an Officer. It is allowed, that there were den Days Trovifion in Camp after the Ac- 
tion: It is afferted by the Selcft Committee, that the (dlliccr lall mentioned, dedaied. He could 
rely upon the Men he commanded ^ and urged every Argument in lavour of foicing a Retiear, 
rather than to fubmic to the humiliating Terms prelcnbed l)y the Tnemy. It cannot l)e doubted 
that Mr. Carnac continued in Pofleffion of Authority without v uiuroul, except to make Tieaties.

He fiipjiilated to obtain the Governor’s Dufluck lui t!cli\e:ing up the Company’s Tollcllions 
to the Maraitas i and gave HoBages for the clue Pcifurmance ^of extraordinary Agteernenis, under 
mental Refervations and pre-conceived Ideas that they were oi :io Val diiy, and would never be ra- 
tified by his Superiors. 

15. Notwithllanding the dcTpicable Charaftcr given of the 1 roops by Mr. Carnac, in has I.ettcr 
to Governor Hornby, when the Army was on its Return to Bombay, we line! that he altetwards 
fubkribed to an ICxccption, which in our Opinion would Iiave fully jullilied his iffiiing the moit 
pufitlvc Orders for the' Army to attempt to force a Retieat from Wurgaon to Bombay, rather 
than fubmit to the dilpraccuii Conditions piefciibed by the kiiemy. 

16. In your Letter of the 27th of March 1779, Par, i.>8, which is figned ly Mr. Carnac, it is 

Bated, that Captain Hartley on that trying Oecalr)n, noiwithllandnig the Coiuagion of bad Ex- 
ample, infilled upon it, that he could depend on the Men which lie hail commanded : 'That he 

actually put a Stop at once to Deferiion io far as the Limits of his C'ommand extended ; that 
when conlultcd, he urged every Argument to auempt the forcing of a Retreat, rather than lub- 
mit to the humiliating 'Terms prelcnbed by i!ie Inicmy that he even iormed and prefented 

Colonel Cockburii the necefiury Difi'oluion for conducting the Retreat, and for avoiding Incon- 
veniences rclulting from a Night March, and the Divilion or the i loops, 

17. And we do not find that any Ceniurc has been pafled on Mr. Carnai’ at Bombay nor that 
any Taiquiry has been made by the Seleft Committee into his Conduft* and Behaviour during the 
late Expedition. 

18. And upon the rnoR impartial Review of the whole Conduft of Mr. Carnac during the late 
Expedition towaids Toona, and after duly confidering all the Cin umRances lelative thereto, we 
have refolvcd, 'That John Carnac, Elquirc, be difmiRed fiom his Office, as one of the Council and 
tSdeCt. Committee of Bombay, and he is Inreby dilmilled accordingly. 

19. T he Charge brought by Governor Hornby againfl Colonel Icgerton and rdeurenani: Coliinel 
Cockburn was very proper j but we doMiot find it noticed on your Proceedings on that Gera* 
lion that Captain Hartley had given a dificrent Opinion, concerning the Ihopruty of arrenipring 
to force a Retreat fram Wurgoan ; nor that you have, in any Stage of tin- iTnfinefs, iniormed 
Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn of your being in Poffi-fiion of that Eaft • which ceiiainly you ought 
to have done.

Company’s Orders but as you have reprefented the Merit and Services of Lieutenant Colonel Hart- 
ley in a Light io very favourable for that Officer, we Iiave refolvcd, rather than degrade an Officer 
whofe Ability and Merit feeiiis wniveifally acknowledged, that Lieutenant Colonel Hartley fliall re- 
main the youngeR of that Rank at Bombay; but that he (hall, from the Ren ipt of this Letter at Bom- 
bay, receive the Pay and Aliowarrees of Captain at Infantry only, until iuch meritorious Officers as 
have been fuperfeded by his Promotion, fhall have nfen in regular SuccGfon above iiim, to the 
Hank of Lieutenant Colonel. , , » 

21. Having taken into our particular and moR ferious Confideration the State of tlie Company’s 
Military Force at your Settlement, we have refolvcd to appoint an able Officer to the Conimancl of 
Hk: 'Troops at Bonibay.

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42. And having the higheft Opinion of the Zeal, Experience, and Military Abilities of Colonel 
Thomas (jodilard, we have thought fit to appoint Colonel Gcddard Commander in Chief of the Coni, 
pany’s Forces at Floinbay, and-granted him a Commilfion of Brigadier General in our Service. 

23. We have alfo requefted His Majelly to grant a Commiflion of Brigadier General, with loc„l 
Rank to Colonel I homas Goddard, which we doubt not will be granted accordingly. 

24. We feel the molt: fenfible Concern tor the Situation of Mr. William Gamul Farmer and l.i,,,. 
tenant Stewart, as Hollagcs for the I'erlormance of the Convention of Wurgaon ; but as we !.vv/c r.a 
Doubt, but that Mcakires will have been taken, either by you or by our Governor General and Council^ 
to procure their Liberty bcToie this Letter can reach you, we for the prefent only add, that early 
Information of their F'.nlargcmcnt will afford us very great Satisfaftion.

To the Honourable William Hornby, Efquire, Prefident and Gentlemen of the Seleft Committee, 

Bombay, 


Gentlemen, 

E have not received any l.etters from you fince the Date of your Difpatches by the Terrible of 
the '25th July laft ; but we have been informed, by Letters received from Mr. Lewis, dated the 
6th Auguft, that Nanna Furnefe liadcffeded the Imprifonment of Morabah and Buchaba, by Means of 
a Prefent of Three Lacks of Rupees given to Madjee Scindia \ that Nannah, Succaram, Scindia, Hol- 
kar. Hurry Punt, &:c. had affeinbled thei;; Forces on a Plain near Poona ; and that the Durbar were 
concerting Schemes to oppofc and diftrefs the Detachment j and that they had adlually cirLulated 
Orders to the different Raja’s, to praftife every fecrcc and underhand Means in their Power to effeft 
this Purpufe. 

We advifed you in our laft of the Appointment of Mr. Elliot to proceed to the Court of Moodajee 
Boofta, the Kajvili of Berar, with Inftruftions to negociate and conclude a Treaty of Alliance with that 
Chief ; but we are now concerned to inform you of the Dcmifc of Mr. Elliot on his Way to Nague- 
pore, at a Place called Sarungar. The Rajah having cxprcfTed great Satisfaftion at the Overtures 
which we made for a Connexion with him by this Deputation \ and being, as we have every Reafon 
to believe, firm in his Attachment to the Englifh, we conclude, as foon as he hears of the unfor- 
tunate Event of Mr. Elliot’s Death, that he will take an adtive Part in profccuting the intended Ne- 
gociation either by deputing a proper Miniftcr to us, on his Part, or by foliciting our Alliance on 
fuch I’erms as may prove a general Advantage to the Company’s Poffeffions. For thefc Reafons, 
we do not mean to appoint any Perfon to luccecd Mr. Elliot, until our Advices from the Rajah 
fliall enable us to determine on the Expediency of that Meafurc. 

We have thought it incumbent on us to remove Colonel Leflic from the Command of the Detach- 
ment of Forces, which was ordered to march for the Support and Alfiftance of your Prcfidency, on 
account of the little Progrels it had made under him ; as we underftand that he was advanced no fur- 
ther than Rajiguron the 25th ultimo j and of his manifeft Difobedience alfo of our pofitivc Orders, 
Rep.

it j but in all others you will give him Notice of your Intentions, and leave him to act under our 
Direftions.

IN our Letter of the 16th inrtant we informed you, that we had thought it proper to invert Coloixl 
Goddard with full Rowers to conclude a Treaty svith Moodajee Boofla, Rajah of Berar, on tlic 
Grounds of our Inrtruftions to the late Mr. Elliot j of which we enclofc a Copy for your Information. 
As the Event of his Ncgociation is likely to caufe a very fpeedy and eflential Change in the Defigns 
and Operations of the Detachment •, and as the Plan which wc have chofen to fupply the Place of 
that originally recommended by you, has rendered it neceflary tliat we fliould retain in our Hands the 
Means of c(ie£ling it ; we hereby revoke the Power which we gave you in our Letter of the ijtli 
ultimo, and fliall diredt the commanding Officer of the Detachment to obey only fuch Orders as he 
lhall hereafter receive from us. 

Although the Circumrtances into which we have been thrown, by the Failure of the Plan for which 
the Detachment was originally formed, have rendered it neceflTary to make this Alteration in the Con- 
troul and Diredlion of it, our Intention is not to withdraw the Services of the Detachment entirely 
from the Support of any Meafurcs which you may have formed in Reliance on them, if thefe Mea- 
furcs /ball not prove incompatible with the Inftruftions given to Colonel Goddard, and with the En- 
gagements which he may conclude in confequcnce of them ; Wc (hall therefore leave him rtill fubjrd 
to your Inrtruftions, under thefe Provifions j and requert that you will communicate to him fuch 
Points as you may judge proper to be included in the Operations concerted with the Rajah 0! 
Berar.

The IVcfident’s Review of Maratta Affairs, and Refolutions propofed by him in confequcnce, 

S I N C 1 '. the firfl Advice of the unfortunate Ifl'uc of our late Expedition, my whole 'I'iiue and At- 
tention has been employed in a careful Review of our palt 7 'ranladions with lefpeLt to Maratta 
Foliiics, in the Conlideraiion of the Cirt umflances of our prefenc Situation, and in torminr^ Inch a 
Plan of Conduft as feems bell adapted to meet the many Difficulties and Dangers that we may have 
to expeft, and mull guard againlt. 

This kill is fo much my ObjecT, that I neither intend to go into any Enquiry of the Caulcs of the 
Failure of our Hopes from the late Expedition, nor into any Julhfication of the firfr Undci taking. 
The Motives on which we determined on it were certainly no weak ones : They have been frit, ac- 
knowledged, and even prclfed on us, both by the Governor General and Council ; and within thcle 
few Days by the Hoiiuurable the Secret Committee, irl their Difpatch of the Augull. I am 
however well aware, that the Judgment that is to be given on Enterprizes of great Moiuent, mufl be 
expeCfcd to be formed from the Event*, that Objedlions will hardly ever be wanting againll Mealures 
which have proved unlucceisful ; and that hardly any Aniwer can be found that will fatisfy ObjC(!:f ions 
fo fu})[)orLed. 1 think it bell therefore for every Membei, according, to the .Share he has had in this 
Bufiners, to IcaVe the public Proceedings and Records to jullify or condemn his Opinions and Con- 
duct, with a general Reference to the Candour of thole who are tb be our Judges, as to our Attention 
to the public Intercll with whidi we are charged ; the Steps we have taken for the Security ot it ; and 
the Caule to which our kite Milcarriage is to be attributed *, the Remedy of which is the only Point 
I can now think of Moment, how much ibever we may be concerned incfividualiy in the Approbation 
or Cenlure of our pall Conduct. 

Since the Removil of Colonel Egcrion and Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn from the Command of 
the Army, we have made Ibmc Promotions, anvl oiherwile diilinguifhcd thole Officers whole Merit is 
irknowledged to have been molt confpiaious on the late Service. 1 hope this will produce a Spirit 
of Emulation, that will be of the greaiell Advantage to the /\rniy *, and I truft we have now at the 
Head of the Infantry and Sepoys, a Gentleman who will diltinguifli himlclf in Garrilon no Icfs than 
he has done in t!ic Field, by the fliiitetl Attention to the Difcipline and general Improvement of our 
Troops. I now propofc further, that we apply to the Governor General and Council for a tried, ex- 
perienced, and adive Officer, of the Rank of Coiond, to take the Command of the Troops on this 
Ellabkffimcnt ; that it be reprefented to them how very material the Choice of Inch an Officer is 5 
and that we rather wi(h them to promote to the above-mentioned Rank an Officer whofc Mciit they 
entertain an high Opinion of, than to be guided in their Appointment by any other Rule. It wculd 
kkewirc be a confiderablc Advantage and improvement to tlie Service, if they would furniffi us with 
a Major and Five or Six Captains of Infantry, all choice and experienced Officers, whom wc might 
re-place with Officers of the fame Rank, whole Want of Experience is the only Objection to them. 
Our Troops would the n, I think, be on a Footing equal to any Service that might be required of 
them*, which I fear has not for fome i ime pall been the Cafe. Whatever is to follow from the 
doubtful State we arc now in with the Marattas, I think we ffiould thus, even with our prefent Force 
alone, be well prepared for a defenlive War with them ; and prepared it is needfary wc ffiould be, as 
foon as poffiblc. , 

The firfl and moft important Objeift of our Attention Abroad is to endeavour to fccure Colonel 
Goddard and his Army from Accitlents : By a Letter I have had from him, dated the 26th January, 
I find he was then within Four Days March of Barampore, where he intended to ftop fome Days 
for further Advices iiom us, aiui to determine on his Route. I have fince had certain Intelligence 
of his Arrival on the 291I1 at Barampore, where I flatter myfelf he will be fecurc from all hoftilc 
Attempts: I piefume that having fo confiderablc a City at his Command, he will be able to fur- 
niffi his Troops with every Thing they may Hand in need of for a long Time, and that no Enemy 
therefore will be able to diflodge him, while he remains there. He (hould I think be adviled im- 
mediately of the prefent State of Affairs, as far as we arc acquainted with them, among the Mar- 
ratta Chiefs, who certainly do not feem united enough at prefent to concur in fo diftant a March 
as to Barampore, and each of whom has probably too important Concerns to manage near Poona 
to accept a Command at fo great a Diftance, and which they all may think too dangerous for any 
one to undertake alone. But however this may be, I would leave it to himfelf to take his own 
Opportunity for coming on to Surat or Broach ; informing him at the lame Time of the urgent 
Occafion this Prefidcncy has for his Army, and how much wc think our Safety may depend on its 
fafe and fpeedy Arrival, together with the Mcafures we arc taking to facilitate this important Pur- 
polc. • 

The Confideration of the Conduft to be purfued with the Maratta Chiefs opens a wider Fields 
through which, however perplexed it may be, wc arc now to find our Way— nor is there any Time 
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for Procrii{\ination : The Marattas are aiming at this very Moment to Itrip us of eveiy 
we are in PolTeflion of, to the very Edge of our Eland: They arc aflcmbling 'I'loops hK/, 
Neighbourhood ot Caranja and Salfetce, and arc laid to meditate an immediate Invafion of 
Iflands, if they are not peaceably yielded up to them, together with all the Ccflions lUpulated for 
the Convention of Woorgom. I have already given Gunnis Punt, the Agent of Nannah (or ot 
J3urbar as he is called) a general Anfwer : 1 hat h:s Mailer mull; have known at the I'ime the Cun* 
vention was made, that it was not valid : That Mr. Carnac and Colonel Egerton had previinifly 
declared lo to him : That he had bcfidcs been long before informed of, and knew by his 
pcricncc, the controlling J^ower of the Governor General and Council in Matters of this Kuid : d har 
1 had informed that Hoard of the Convention, and would do nothing further in it without thm

What may be the Refolution of Nannah in conlequcnce of this Anfwer, I do not know, but 
no Doubt of Its being iiodile to us, if he can but prevail on the Chiels, who have been afting with 
him againll Ragoba to fupport him in a War againll us : We have therefore no Time to lole to guard 
againll fuch an Union *, nor do I think that in fuch an Emergency as this, we can defer coming 
the necelfary Relolutions, under Colour of waiting for Orders from the Governor Cicneral a .d 
Council, without being wanting to the Duty we owe to the Company and to ourfelves i nor do 1 
think It would be a fair and confident Condud towards the Governor General and Council ihtrn. 
fdves, who have certainly furnilhed us in their Tetters of the 23d March and 17th Aiigufl, with 
ample Powers for the War we have begun, and may judly expect from us that we exert ourklvcs 
in extricating our Affairs from their prelent ICiibarraliments, and not lupinely throw on them Diu 
ficulties which it is our Duty to meet and if poffible overcome. 

The War was undertaken with the mod: flattering Expectations ofvNflidance from feme of the 
mod powerful Mnratta Chiefs ; of thde, after our Troops had been near I'vvo Months in the 
Field, and had advanced almod to the Capital, not one elpoufed our Caufe ; it was thought dd- 
perate *, and indeed, feems to have been fo ; but, had our I'roops after all been brought back to 
Bombay in ipite of all Oppofition, I make no Doubt they might have been, the Reipett with whicH 
every Maratta in the Enemy’s Army mud have felt himfelf imprefled at the Indance of o r 
Forces unaided by any Aliy, would have been at) Advantage equal almod to Viedory ; and niigiit 
fliortly perhaps been ul’ed to fuch an EfTedl, as to leave us little to regret in our prefent Difapj^oinc 
ment. Humiliating as the I'crms arc, to which our Troops fubmitted, I am happy to lay, I can 
dill perceive we are not fallen wholly into Contempt. Left as we now are, to wage War alone, the 
Credit we yet preferve mud be employed, and 'I'rial made wdiat new Friends it will procure us, ar,J 
what Enemies it may detach from the Confederacy we have drawn on us as the Allies ui 


Ragoba. 

Before 1 enter into Particulars with regard to thefe Objefls, I mud defire the Purpofe fur 
which our lad Treaty with Ragoba was calculated; the principal Confuleration on wlncli ihe 
Governor General and Council approved our IMan ; and the evident Motive of the Orders now be- 
fore us, from the Honourable the Seleft Committee, may be kept in View. • I hardly need fay, 1 
allude to tlie dangerous Connexions forming or formed between Nannah and the French; and 
the abfolute Necelfity we were under on the Iffinciplc of Self-prefervation to attempt to remove 
from the Chief Adminidrntion of tlic Maratta Empire a Minider whofe pernicious Defigns li 
ever ripened into AXion, might end in an l^xpulfion from all our valuable Poffeffions in this Ifirt 
of the W Olid. 'This Neceffity appears to me dill the fame, and ought ftill to be the leading I'rin 
ciplcs of our ConduX. The Means we have to effeX our Purpofe are indeed at prefent in- 
adequate, bur they arc not perhaj)s unattainable; and while the Poffibility of accoinplifliing lo 
imponant a Point exills, 1 think no Exertion is to be omitted to effeX or facilitate it. 

When the Relulal ol^ the principal Ofliccr to charge himfelf with the ConduX of our ^rmy to 
Bombay, anil tlie Countenance given to this Refufal by the Commander in Chief of our Fora^, 
made )t nccelfary to enter into lume Sore of Treaty wirh the Enemy for tlie fafe Return of the 
'Troops, the fird Application was made to Nannali, as the odcnfible Minider. The Surrender o! 
Ragoba’s Perfon at firil was the only Condition demanded of us; but on finding that he had alrcac^y 
made "Terms with Scindia, Nannah infilled on Articles dill more humiliating, and at lad feemecl dc* 
termined to accept of none but the mod rigorous of all j viz, the Detention of the whole Army as 
I lollages for the Performance of the Terms on which their Lives were fpared. On this preOiPg 
Occalion, it was thought of applying to Madjce Scindia, whofe Influence in the Maratta Diuh.a 
was reported confiderabie, and whole Connexions now formed with Ragoba, it is to be hoped, 
would difpole him to Ihew fome Sort of Regard to fo faithful an Ally as the Englifli had provi ’ 


themrclvcs to Ragoba. 

Mr. Holmes was accordingly fent out to him : Every thing immediately (hewed how fenfibly 
Madjce Scindia was flattered with this Acknowledgment of his Confequence and Authority, vvhiclt 
was at once dilcovered to be fupremc. Mr. Holmes, in his Way to Scindia’s 'Tent, was dopped by 
a Picket Guard of Nannah’s Troops, who would have perfuaded, and even forced him, to go to 
Nannah intlead of Scindia. Mr. Holmes declared politively that he would and mud go immediately 
to the latter. The Difpute laded till Scindia fent down a Party of his own, who difperfed Nannab y 
People, and brought Mr. Holmes to him : He received Mr. Holmes with every Demondration ot 
Kindnels and Civility; and on his Reprelentation of the Treatment Mr. Farmer met with from Nan* 
nah, to whom he had before been fent, and by whom he had been kept the wiiolc Day, expoJeJ 
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t'jc open Bazar, with no other Covering than his Palanquin, from w.henec lie had been obli-er; m 
^viite the Pariieulars of his Converfation with Nannah, and to e.ait tlie Aniwers of tlie ConiuVittu-, 
Madjee Scintlia immediately lent and conduced Mr. Farmer to his ov.n (flatters ; and dclireil that 
hi-, as well as Mr. Holmes, would regaid himlelf as his Gucll. 

I'hc '1 erms to which we mult lubmit were I'o lar known, tliat toleiable ones could no longer be 
ilematided for us ; but we were however obliged to Madjee .St indi.i for making them as e.Uy as he 
attempt to do, without he had ablolutcly ileclared ag.uiill the red of tiie Maiatta Chiefs, 
and joined us. It was owing to him that the Point of dctJining tlic whole Army as IJoll.g w.aj 
given U]i, and by that Means that we have it in our Power to tlifivow the Convciiiiun : 'Mils, io,;c- 
ther with Artiides for the .Surrender of the CalUe of Surat ami hoit Victoria, ami for the Payment 
of the Expcnces of the War, were adually fent by N.innah to Scrndia. to be .ulded to t!ie C'omlitions 
inipofcd on ui ; Madjee Scindia replied, that he had alie.uly Ibtiled the Conditions, and could not 
now in Honour think of adding more. It is true that a priv.m; I'romile had been made to Scirnli.i, 
of ceding to him Broach, and the Share of its Furgunnali'i conqoeied fioin the Nabob; yet he 
could not but wcdl know that the Performance of this Article could be- no Way cniffu.dly Iccured by 
him, but by the very Means he rejeded, the Detention of our Army as 1 loftages. 

in the little while Mr. Holmes was at Scindi.a’s Durbar, he had an Opportunity of obferving, that 
Scindia concerted and determined on all Affairs of Importance ; which were only refeircd to Nannah 
for the necelfary Forms of Office, the Sicca being affi.xed of courfe to every Paper or Difpatch that 
■Scindia had once pafTed ; and that Holcar, though treated with all external Marks of Refpeft by 
Scindia, as the head Subedar of the Empire, was entirely at his Difpofal. The Bufind's of tlic Treaty 
being concluded, Madjee Scindia took Advantage of the Stijiulation we made for Holfages to be 
delivered us in F.xchange for thole we put into his Hands, to fend a Perfon hither, whom he has de- 
fired me toconfidcr as a confidential Mmiller : He even olTered to lend Rona Cawn, his chief Con- 
fvJanc and Ffivouriic, whom he treats as a llrother, and is rerpcdftd next to himfelf in his (Scindia’s) 
Durbar. In convcrfing concerning the Dil'cipline and Manceuvres of our Troops, he whiljicred 
Mr. Sibbaki, that he hoped one D.iy to fee them and our Forces afting together. Umlerllaiiding 
that Mr. Holmes was one of my Family, he charged him with the molf friendly A ffiurances, and 
Itemed ftudious to give liim every Mark of liis Confidence. Mr. Farmer is Ifill kept with Madjee 
Scindia, who behaves perfedly well to him -, and doc.s not allow Nannah to have any Intercourle w'lth 
Mr. Farmer, but through him. I mull not omit to mention too, as the moll convincing Inllancc of 
Madjee Scindia’s good Difpofition towards us, that on the Hril Propofal on our Part, for infertinn in 
j the Convention an Article to exclude the French from all Protedlion and Countenance in the Maiatta 
i Empire, he admitted it, and fupported it againll Nannah. 

Thefe arc Circumdanccs well known to Mr. Carnac, and perhaps to Mr. D.-aper too : I have 
however been at the Pains to colleift them, as tliey have been communicated to me in Converfation, 
and as they do not appear on any public Record ; owing to the Confufion which naturally attended 
fuch a State of Tilings as our Army was in while the Treaty failed, and to the fudden Departure 
of Mr. F’armer, the Committee’s Secretary. 

The Le.id that Scindia has taken in the Adminillration, and the Condition to which he has re- 
duced Nannah to be no more than a Creature of his, were never thoroughly known, till the Fads 
clifcovered themlelvcs on this Occalion •, yet they are to he traced in Mr. Mollyn’s and Mr. Lewis’s 
Advices, ever lince the Revolution effeded by Madjee Scindia’s Means in June lad, when Nannah 
fled to him. 

It was only a few Days after that Event, that Holcar obliged Moraba to deliver to him the Infigiu.-i 
cl Office, which he fent to Scindia, who coiillitutcd Nannah Minider, by delivering them to him. It 
was Scindia who leized Moraba and Butcheba Prondar, and afterwards confined tlicin : It was he 
who confined Holcar’s Duan, and appointed him another, by whofe Means Holcar has ever fince been 
a mere Pupjiet, at Madjee Scintiia’s Dilpofal : He too removed .Saccaram Happoo from the Afimini- 
dratioii ot Aflaii.®, and made him Piiloner in his own Houle : Hurry Punt’s Refignation of the Com- 
mand of the Tioops, Icems to have been in Compliance with Madjee Scinclia’s Pietcnfions to the 
Office of -Suray Putty, which lie demanded at the fame Time as he inl'ided on the Ceffion ot Alimcd- 
nagur and Afhur. Whether that important Office hat been ever conferretl on him in Eorin, I do 
not learn but being at the Head of his own and Holcar’s Forces fthe belt in tlie Empire) he has in 
Eacl the Command of the whole Army : He accordingly treats I lurry Punt quite in the Stile of a 
Dependant and ridiculed him to his Face, before Mr. Holme.s, for his ill Siiceefs in his Camp.iign 
againll Colonel Keating in Gtizerar. 

The feveral Ptopofals tor a Settlement of the Government among tlie Chiefs at Tellowgatim, fince 
the Return of our Aimy, confirm this Reprefentation of the uncontrolled Power of Scindia. In every 
Change, flill Madjee Scindia has appeared fupreme and I have Atlvice under the iitli Inllant, that 
the Arrangements are aAually made at lall in the followiiu' Manner : 

Madarow Narrain, Pcfhwa. 

Sewajee Iktcljerow, K.agoba’s Son, Naib, 

Scindia and Holcar to aft in the Name of .Sewajee BadjerOw. 

Ragoba relinquilhes the (iovernmenr, and is to have a Jagliirc, and refide at f.ffi, Ths he is 
to lignify in Wiiting to all the Powers in India. " * 

Nannah and Saccaram to condufl the Government as Minifierq ard derive their Authority from 
Scindia and Holcar.

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'I'lie above Settlement was pafieel in Writing. All the Maratta Officers were aflembled an 1 
formed, that this miifl: be regardeti as a conclufive Settlement ; and any Attempt to oppofe 'it m 
be conlidcred as Treachery .againlb the State. The ufual Rejoicings on fuch Occafions 
obferved. 

Madjee Scindia’s Dil’pofitioii towards us, and Averfion to the French, have in like Manner 
pcared in various Inilances, fince the Period of the June Revolution ; and I cannot help fcelip^' 
Refped for tlie Abilities of a Man, who has thus pcrfifted in a Point, which he has, c 
thought it good Policy to endeavour to attain— *a Connedtion and iMliance with our Nation, in f 
of all the Difappoiniments he mull: have met with, from ilie Circumftance of our not unde'ilbr f 
Jrs Advances. '‘sing 

U|ron Mr. Mollyn’s firfl; Application for Madjee Scindia’s Paflports for the Bengal Troopc | 
fent them without I lefitation, and forwarded Duplicates from himfcif to his Officers. Only 
Days after, upon Receipt of my Letters on the lame Subjedf, he forwarded to me another Copy 'of 
thele Palfports, and Orders to his Officers-, and it is remarkable, that at this very l ime Mr. MoHy 
was in vain foliciting the fame Mark of Confidence from Moraba, then at the Head of Adminifira! 
tion. Thefe Paffiiwrts feem to have been given with Sincerity, and to have had their ElfeA ; lince 
by Colonel Goddard’s Letter of the 26th November, it appears, that in confcquence of them ’he had 
paired peaceably through a Province of Madjee Scindia’s. At that Time (26th November) Madiec 
Scindia’s Officer h.id indeed joined Ballajce to obftrua his (Colonel Goddard’s) March ; but [he nx-re 
Date of Colonel Goddard’s Letter fufficiently accounts for this. A few Days after the Gum of 
Madjee Scindia’s Paffiports the Revolution was brought about 1 and the very Day following Touka.ee 
Holcar fent Mr. Moltyn his Palfports likewife. On the ill July, Lubin left Poona, and lias never 
fince returned. This was a Point Mr. Moftyn had been inetfeaually labouring to carry in both the 
preceding Adminillrations of Nannah and Moraba. Nannah, together with Scindia, lent early In- 
vitations to Mr. Mollyn to come to the Durbar ; and Mr. Mollyn was told by Madarow Jadauw 
in Anfwer to his Enciiiiries concerning the Bufinefs Nannah wanted to fpeak to him on, that ii was lor 
the Increafe of our Fricnfllhip. Thele Overtures having failed, Madjee Scindia made Two to Mr 
Mollyn, diredly and feparatcly from himlelf ; offering to fettle our Dilputes with the Durbar before 
Mr. Moltyn left Poona in Augull lall: Thele were both rejedlcd ; and Madjee Scindia, in Alkilion 
to thefe, told Mr. Holmes in Camp, that he was the Man to whom Mr. Mollyn ffiould have applied- 
that he had twice made Advances, but had as often been flighted. After Mr. Moftyn’s Departure’ 
Madjee Scindia made the fame Offers to Mr. Lewis ) and then, on Mr. l.cwis’s declining to vilit 
him, he determined on lending an Agent to Bombay. He did accordingly fend this very Appajee 
Sabajee, his pielimt Agent-, who, I luppole, finding Reafon to think that our Meafures were already 
taken with Ragoba, too much beyond his Mailer’s Views, confined himfcif to general Proieflions of 
Fricndfliip, on the Parc of Madjee Scindia, without opening himlelf further. 

Since his Return hither with an Army, fuch general Profeffions have been his chief Topic ; but he 
has at the lame Time given me to underftand, that Gunnis f lurry and he are by no Means employed 
on the lame Errand -, and has even defired to be feparated from him, in order that his Intercourlc 
with me may not be fubjedl to the Enquiries and Oblcrvations of Nannah’s Agent. He has even in- 
timated, in pretty dircd Terms, that his Mailer interells himfcif but little in the Anfwer that may be 
given to Gunnis Hurry, with regard to' the Ceffions llipulatcd for the Poona Circar; and that he 
(Appajee) had the particular Interells of Madjee Scindia only in his Charge. He has talked loofely 
^ Alliances between Madj^ Scindia and the Company, for reducing the Power of the Nizam and 
Hyder ; ftill demands the Ceflion of Broach, llipulatcd for Madjee Scindia, but is by no Means 
preffing on the Subjcift ; and in ffiort, plainly indicates his Views on the Part of his Mailer which 
however (as in the prclent Circumllances we feem to'have more immediate Occallon for him ’than he 
for us) he does not feem difpofed to explain particularly, without fome further Openina on our 
I art. Madjee ^India’s own Letters, which I now lay before you, arc written in a Strain entirely 
conformab e to this Language of his Miniftcr : In the firll of them it is obfervable, that he takes no 
Notice or the Return of the Bengal Troops -, and in the lall, thougii this is demanded, yet it appears 
from Colonel Goddard’s lall Letter, that he had not then received the Older of the Poona Com-

5th. That inckpendantof his Views to an Alliance with us, he has feme Motives of Policy, which 
render him unwilling that our Power and Polkflions on this Coalt fliould be very materially re- 
cluced. 

6th. That it is for the Intereft of the Company, and necelTary to their Purpofe at this Settlement, 
-V. •.iVdi.:-’ ourl'clves forthwith what Madjec Scindia’s real Intentions are; and to take fuch Meahnes 
we confiftently can, in concert with him, for the Exclufion of Nannah from all real and cffcdual 
Power in the Adminiftration of the Maratta Empire. 

I have faid that independent of Madjee Scindia’s Views to an Alliance with us, I conclude he lias 
feme Motives of Policy, which render him unwilling that our Power and IVdeOions on this Coalt 
ihould be very materially reduced. I ground this Opinion on that very llriking Circumllance, hisol)- 
taining for our Army Pcrmifiion to depart, without any adequate Security tor the piomiled Cetnons to 
the Poona Circar, or to Iiimfelf. This was too obvious to have cfcaped ins Notice and left it fliould 
be fuppofed to have pafl'ed throiigli Negligence, the Propolal for detaining the whole Army as Hof- 
raoes, together with the further CcITions of Surat and Fort Vidoria, was adually made to Madjee 
Scindia by Nannah. Whatever thefe Views of Madjec Scindia may be, they cannot yet be [icnctratcd 
with Certainty, and can be only known by his future Intimation or Condiid. I will however venture 
to give my prefent Ideas of what may be probably the Motives for the great Attention he has paid 
to us and our Intereft. 

The inteftine Divifions among the Maratta Chiefs has effeded what civil Diftuafions long conti- 
nued have never failed to bring about in every Age and Country — the Overthrow of all Power 
and Dominion but that of the Sword : Of this Madjee Scindia is now in Pofl'eirion, and we may be 
affured, does not mean to part with it ; his great Objed therefore muft be to lecurc it, and our*s not 
to let nip the prcl’enc Crifis, while our Alliance is fought, ant? worth his Purchafe. His Intention 
mutt be cither to remove the Seat of his Government to Poona, or to cilablilL fome Kind of Power 
there fubordinate to his own. 

The Firft he muft find very dangerous; the Chiefs, whofe Jagliires lie neareft Poona, will be natu- 
rally alarmed at the Thought of feeing the Pcfhwa Domains united to [the other Pofiefijons of a 
Power already fo formidable as Madjec Scindia; who by his Acceflion will be able to crufii the Inde- 
pendence they have been aiming at in common with the other Jaghierdars of the Empire. The Ni- 
zam and Hyder, whofe Dominions bound the Pelhwa Domains to the Southward and Eallward, 
Miidjee Scindia knows, will be always ready to fupport the difeontented Chiefs in the Southern Part 
of the Empire-, where the Bramins muft ftill likewife be of Confequcnce and Weight, from their 
Riclies, their Intrigues, their Experience in the Revenues, and all other Departments of Government, 
and in a Word, from that facred Charadcr which proteds them at all Times from open Violence, 
better than any other Set of Men. Thefe Difficulties are not relieved by the State of Things in Scin- 
dia’s own Jaghire. The King taking the Advantage of the Abfence of him and Holcar, is I find 
ftill making lome Progrefs, and I am informed has lately reduced fome of the Holcai s to his Obedi- 
ence. Moodajec Bouncello is faid to have Views to the l^ajahlhip, and there are Conjedures abroad 
of his being encouraged in them by an Alliance with the Governor General and Councib Both the 
King and the Bouncello, who are already formidable to Madjee Scindia, from the Situation of their 
Dominions with refjied to his, muft be confidered by him as the moll dangerous Enemies he can ever 
have, ihc*y are aided by us, and undertake to oppofe him in the Purfuits of his Ambition. 

The Eftabliflimcnt of fome kind of Power fubordinate to his own, Items a Policy more fuitablc 
to Scindia’s Circumftances, and more agreeable to the Condud he has hitherto obferved. The 
Difficulty in this Cafe lies in the Choice lie fliall make, and on the Means to be employed when- 
ever he may chufe to fecurc his Dependence. Nannah has been chofen, an<l hitherto employed by 
Madjee Scindia ill the Charadcr of Duan : Mis Abilities, long Experience in Bufinefs, and abo\e 
all, the Appearance of Moderation difplayed in the Continuance of a Bramin Minifter, who has fo 
long filled the full Civil Department of the State, juftify this Choice. But the fame (^alifica- 
tions added to Nannah’s Riches, will doubtkfs render him dangerous to Scindia, whenever lie fliall 
be obliged to retire for any Time to his own Dominions. Tookajee Ilolcar has been long dc- 
firous of returning to Madjee Scindia has no lefs urgent Inducements to rc-vific Eu- 

gene ; and the Diftance they will be at when there, and the Power Nannah, if he continues in tlie 
Management of the Ptfliwa Domains, muft have in their Abfence, will foon |nit him in a Condi- 
tion to afiert again his Independence. Madjec Scindia is certainly not ignorant of NannalPs Con- 
nexions with Lubin, and the Promifes of Affiftance he has received from that Qiiarter : It was 
one of the firft Mcafures of Scindia’s Government to fend away this Man, no Icfs dangerous 
perhaps in his Eftimation to him than to us : He muft know that a very ihort Time may now 
bring Nannah the Succours that have been promifed him and that Ihould they arrive in his 
(Scindia’s) Abfence, his Hopes of retaining this afpiring Rival in ins Dependance is at an End. He 
rnay perhaps, in cafe of fuch an Event, forefee the Probability of the Reftoration of the Pelhwa 
Bower in the Perfon of Nannah ; and fancy the jagheirdars of Eugene and again reduced 

to the State of Submiffion in which they were held by Badjerow. • 

Thus circumftanced, what may we fuppofc Madjee Scindia’s Views with regard to us, and 
vvIku the Principles on which he aXs ia his Endeavours to conciliate our Friendfhip, and fccure to 
us our Poffcffions on this Coall ?

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Madice mufl have obferved in our Coiulud: with re|prd to Ragoba, fince our fail Alliance v.idi 
liim, N^arUs of the mod hearty and honourable Attachment to his Cauie. He will no f)oubt hav 
reiiiaikeil, tliat though liagoba’s Aftairs when in a prolperous Courlc were (uddenly ruinc;l 
lomc Dilagrccinenc among ourlclves, which perhaps he cannot very ealily explain ; though the I'lf 
gagements of this Settlement were given up and departed from by the Governor General and Coun. 
cil, and the moll declared Partiality (hewn to Ragoba’s avowed Enemies, fo far as to proceed eve.i 
to Orders for the Surrender of his Peilbn into their Hands; He will, 1 fay, no Doubt 
marked, that the good Faith and Honour of an Englifhman is fuch, that under all DiirKulties 
lie cannot lictermine to withdraw Protcidion from the Man to whom it has been once fokinnly 
piomifed : 1 Ic will h.ive fecn that this Principle of good Faith has at lalf prevailed over all teai- 
porary Oppofition ; chat we have again taken Ragoba by the Hand ; coiiducfed him with oar ow^ 
Forces alone almolt to Poona ; and have at lad only c^uitted him, when it was evident that there 
was not one Chief in the Empire who would draw a Sword for him ; and after he had tonduded 
'I'ern'.s for himfelf with this very Madjcc Seindla. 

He finds that thtoughout the whole Period in which we have been Aiders in the Maratta Scene, our 
Objedls in point of Acquifuion have been the fame — a Territory on the Sea Coad and in the 
Neighbourhood of Bombay, nearly equal to our Expences. He has feen this Sdieme of Acipiifi. 
tion abided by under all Changes, with little Variation and this mud Itrike him tlic more forcibly 
as he mud be well informed, that at the Time of the Conclufion of the Treaty of Poorunder, the 
Plan might have been confiderably enlarged, if that had ever been the Intention: Our prefenc Line 
ofd'enitory, wliich we Jiavc never thought of cxiending beyond the Gauts, cannot be an Object 
of Jealoufy to Madjee Scindia •, on the contrary, it may be highly uleful to him, and that whether 
wc arc engaged to him by Alliance or not. 

On account ot the well-founded Jealoufy he knows we entertain of Nannah and his Connexions 
with the Fienth, he may be ad'urcd, fhac an Union can never take place between us and Nannah: 
Whild our Podi dions and Forces continue fuch as they now are, wc arc both confidcrable and near 
enough to keep Nannah in condant Apprehenfion ; and yet the Barrier of the Gauts, between us and 
him will always l)c llt.'hcient to rdtrain us, iinlcfs we aft in ConjunXion with fomc Power above the 
Gauts, who can Iccure us the Pafles, ani.1 Subfidencc. Madjee Scindia knows too, that while v\e 
continue able to refid the Attempts of the French to throw a Body of Troops into the Maraiu 
J''.mi)ire, we can never fit dill and fuller ir. 'I'he Support of our Power therefore on the Coal! is 
his greated Security againll Nanna’s Attempts for Independence-, tf.c Succefs of which would be 
almoll uifured, it lupported by a reljicXable Body of European Forces : Scindia has the more Ku- 
fon to turn his Thoughts to this Point, (the Exclufion of the French) fince a Connexion with them 
appears to have been fo far the Plan of Policy adopted by the Bramins, that Moraba when in 
Power aXuaily proceeded on it, no Icfs than Nannah, by whom it feems to have been fird formed; 
And ir is remaikable, that much of the Intelligence Mr. Modyn received on this SubjeX, whieli 
was found very exaX, was conveyed to him through Perfons clofcly conneXed with Scindia. 

Should Madjcc Scindia turn his Thoughts to an Alliance with us (as I have no Doubt he has 
done aheady) he has Advantages in fuch a Connexion, far beyond any other Indian Power, to induce 
him to court it. T he Celdon of a 'I'crritory of no Confcc]uence or Value to him is the eafy Price 
he will h.ivc to pay for our Friendlliip which Territory will ferve him as a Frontier againd the 
IntroduXion of an Kuropean Force, engaged to other Intereds than to his ; be a Curb 'upon his 
Delegate of the Pediwa Domains to fecurc his Dependence ; and will thus enable him to give his 
Attention and Prefence to his Northern Dominions, in the Projiortion they demand. The Rajah of 
Berar and the Shaw Allum, fituated between our Bengal Podcllions and Madjee Scindia’s Countiv, 
will be content to leave him in Tranquillity, if they find us ferioully bent to prevent its being 
didiirbed. As Madjee Scindia’s Podedlons border no where on oiir’s, he has lefs to fear from our 
Kncroachments than any Prince of Hindolfan with whom we are at prefi nt conneXed. Or if the 
Pelhwa Domains are already to be confidcred as his, the Mountains form a Sciraration between 
us ami him, tliat we never can be fuppofed to carry our Schemes of territorial Poflefiion beyond 
then). 

Thus the Opinion he may judly have formed of the good Faith of our Nation the Moderation 
of our Views in point of I'crritory j his own Caufes of Jealoufy of the Schemes of Nannah, for ren- 
dering himfelf iiidcpcndant, and of his Connexion with the French for tins Purpofc ; our mutual 
Intcrell to gu.yd againd both, and, above all, to prevent the IntroduXion of French Troops into the 
Maratta Ii.mpire : 1 he Support our Poflefnons on this Coad will ad'ord to his Autliority at the 
Poona Durbar ; the little Value to him of the Countries we feek to acquire; the Security an Alli- 
ance with us will afford him from his mod formidable Neighbours ; the Obltacles that mud for 
ever prevent us from encroaching on his Dominions or Sovereigntj'; thele all Item jud and con- 
curling .Arguments to ililpofc him to an Alliance with the Company, advantarreous to botli 
Parties. ° 

The Motives on our Side are for the mod Part fo connected with his, tliat they feem to be .sl- 
mod the lame ; yet they are further enforced on us by the particular Situation wc arc placed in by 
the Convention ot Worgaum-, a Convention forced on thole who had no Authority to accept of 
the Ferms infided on, and who declared fo in the mod pofitive Eixpredions, which were explained 
verbatim from Meffieurs Carnac and Egerton’s own Letter before Nannah, in open Durbar. Tliere 
can be no Hehtation in declaring fuch a Convention invalid ; yet wc arc not to forget (as I have be- 

^ fore 
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i;)v, reiliarkctl) that we arc indebted to Madjee Sciiulia for our having this dill left in aur Power, 
le, the whole Maratta Army, and we, mufl: be equally llruck vvith this Fact. I do therefore think 
ui'Nntional flonour concerned in finding fome Way of acejuiuing ourielves to him. ’ I'ls impoi- 
ble to proceed on fuch rotten Ground as tliat ot renouncing both the Fngagements widi tin* Din- 
ar and with him, who enabled us to rejeCt them ; It would be breaking Faith with the whole 
^ Ol id at once, vvith our Friends, and with our Fncmies. The Pcrlbrs who pr imifed Madjee 
rindia the Cefiion of Broach, and engaged for thofe to the Poona Circar, were the lame, and their 
'^n, I)oth Calcs equally ineoinpctent : Bin a great Ddlindion ought to be made between the 
)bligauon we arc under to Nanah and to Scindia: I’he firfl; could and would have (liij p. d us of 
vTiy fifing i the latter, by relieving us fiom the hard Terms of the former, did in lacf give a valii- 
)le Confideration tor what was promiled to him. 1 flatter rnylelf it will not be imjiollible to fatisfy 
im, without parting with any of our prefuu PoUelfions ; but at any rate, I think wc mult Ihew a 
'd I^efirc ut giving him Satisfadion : For this Purpolc, and to try further whactlienal Fxrcnc 
fills Views in i elation to us is, it will be neceffary to eiuei into Negoeiaiion with him, and to oik-u 
ipclvcs to him in fome Degree confidentially. 

I cannot think that any new Powers arc wanting for proceeding in this immedi Uely, as the Necef- 
y anil Emergency ot the Occafion demands. When the Cioveinor General aiwi CounLil give ihcir 
inCfion for our '1 lealy with Kagoba, and for our lupporting [us Caufe by Arms, in that SanCtioii 
as neceflarily i'wluded eveiy Power which the Caiile ot fivents mipju call t n*. f he Ch)vei noi 
[iieial and Council have a Right, as I laid biloie, to expert evuy Fxeition on our Pair, and w(Mild 
illy leproacli us were we timidly to wilhdiaw um (elves from the RcTponlibility tiiar bGoiigs to our 
. I lion and the prelhnt Crifis. 

'\ here is a Paflfeje in the Governor Gcrural ai:d Couni ifs 1 'rr:r whicii, tliouid) defined for an- 
other Gccafion, l».ems peri(.(ftly ap[)licabie to the [iteliiit C.ii i unulaiu i i'hey il us that they do 
not mean to [)rcclMdc us from gaining any Advanta_:( s we ivin by Ne-'ociation , tiuir a Change in 
the Adminillration at Poona will probably afloid 0{)[)oi tunny t«>r obt nning fucli A' antag^rs • anti 
they conclude in thelc remarkable Woids : “■ And wc leavt* it f) vuj ro purlue luch a Policy as 

Circumllances require, indcpcridant of any particular Inicuils i I ICigoba, wlumi you mull n*gauf, 
“ in the great political Objefts of our Government, as fimj)ly rneiiiinp^ our Cmiifideration, and uoi as 
“ netdldiily ci^nnedcd or blended with itd* 

Wc find a Change of Adminillration, or at leall of tlie Power tm which the Atimnudr.Uion de- 
pends, has adiially taken place at Poona, which gives very favnor.ihle I h)|.)t s ol o n licin - able to 
ittain at leall One, and that the firlt Objed ot our Ihjluy, the Exclulion of the ifi’endi lioin ilic 
Connedions they were forming by Nanalfs Means in the Maiatta Cfourc. Kagoba has alieady re- 
lieved us from the Care of his It terells, and left us nothing to attend to Init our own, which re- 
quire the Fxertion of our bell I’aleiits, but depend no Ids on Idzuig the prd'ent Moment. Wbch 
111' h Piofpcds before us, and fuch a general Inlliudion for our Condud, can we doubt whether to 
lake an adive Part in the very Line that Inflrudion has marked out to us ? 

'flic Governor Ciencral and Council, in their i.etter of the 17th Aiiguft, lay us under One Re- 
flraint, which I make no Doubt we fliall agree in thinking it no Ids ro be oblervcd in our picfcnt 
Circumllances, than in ihofe for which it was originally defigncd : I mean, that in any Engagement 
or Treaty of Alliance w'e may enter into with Madjee Scindia, or any other Power, we aie to avoid 
all Stipulations of a 'f endenc y hoRilc to the Kajah of Berar. I mention this now for this Reafoii 
only, that the Governor and Council may oblcrve the Caution with whidi we determine to ad in 
every Cafe wherein their Defigns can be fordeen. Our Objed is to make what new Friends we can, 
and to avoid all Ivnmities that aic not unavoidable. 

Madjtc Scindia is undoubtedly the Perfon from whole Friendfhip we have the moll to hope, and 
whole Ennfiiy is moil to be apprehended. Could he theiefore be determined to an Mliancc with ir , 
that would aniwer the Purpoles of the Company, and the Nation on this Side of India, by excluding 
t!ic h'rer.cli dfcLtually and permanently by providing againll their i hief Abect')r Nanah’s lecover- 
ing his funner Power ; by lecunng to us tlie Territory we are ddivient in to defray the Ivxpenccs of 
this Settlement, or at leall piddving that we at prefent hold : Could thefc Piirpofcs be dfeded, I 
fliall not fcruple, it there be any Rilk ot luling the Ojipoitunity by waiting to refer the Matter to 
Bengal, to give my hearty Concurience to the needfary Mcaiurcs, without dedaying fuithcr Time iri 
Expectation of other Powers than we arc now turnifhed with. But I do not mean by this, that ! wifli 
any thing to be concluded precipitately •, all I propofc to do at prd'ent is, to give Madjee Scindia an 
Opportunity of explaining himfdf further, and put his Difpofition in our Favour to one mure 
'fell ; which I think will be ib decilive, that if he comply with oiir Wiflics in this Kelpcd we may 
be fatisficd that I have not gone too far in any Hopes I have entertained from Iiim. 

In the find Place, however, as an Intlancc of the diflcrent Light in whidi w-e regard the Stipulations 
made in Behalf of die Poona Circar, and the Return to be made for Madjee S’cindia’s tricndl/ Uffices, 

I would propofc, that tlie Notes given among Madjee Scindiahs Cllliccrs, as Durbar Charpes, fliouid 
be immediately taken up ^nd dildiargcd ; which Amount 1 find to be IV 41,000. Phis is ablolutcly 
neceflary, not only as a Mark of our Regard to Scindia himlelf, but as a Eailuie in this Artic le would 
make every Man of h\s Durbar our Enemy, at a Pime when the leall impoitaiu of them might be 
able to do ns fome Injury. 

I next propofc to write to Madjee Scindia, to acknowledge the lnflant.es we have received of his 
Friendfhip i to make him very frank Offers of a Return on our Part j to hitit generally to Inm, that 
Rep. VI. CO we 
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vvc wifh itiuch 10 fall on Tome Expedient to fatisfy his Kxpedlations from us •, to explain to in,, { 
our Army, wlien it pallVd the Gants, had no Defigns inimical to him ; that on the contrary, 
Reafon to think, that he wilhecl us to undertake Ragoba’s Caufe-, that we are therefore wdl u\,/ 
to have left Ragobn in hji‘(Mad)ee Scindia’s) (lands, as our common Friend, though we l evei cn 1 
have conlentid m put him into thole of Na-ali, whatever BencHt we might have derived fro,n 1 
a Bargain with liiin ; to .icquaiiu him, that Nanah’s Views with regard to the French, and the p. 
ferenre flu wn by him of them to us (the ancient Allies of the Maratta State) had giv^n us mud 
jud Caufe of Alarm ; that his (Madjec Scindia’s) Proftirions on this Subjeft have afibrdnci 
Satisfadion; and that wc particularly confide in his Authority over Nanah, which we are now , 
formed of, and heartily icjoice at : To inform him of the Arrival of our Bengal Army at Brampoie 
to rcinind him that he long ago granted his Dullucks for their friendly Paflage through his Territor,eJ 
and that his Credit as wdl as our’s is now concerned that they fhould not turn back, after 
lo far i that they are coming hither for the Proteftion of our Settlement againft the French-, aj 
that on the Terms we would have him efteem himfclf to be with us, we hope he will con(k]er 
thicy may be Icrviceable to him, as well as to us i to dcfire he will therefore now grant his 
and Letters to Futty Sing, and the other F'rientls he may have between Brarnpore and Surat, to 
mit our Army to pafs as Friends through their Countries •, fupplying them with Provifions andfithff 
Necdlaiies on their March, for which they will punduaily pay. 1 think it may be proper too to 
propofe to liim to fend One thoufand of his Ilorfe to meet our Armv, and accompany them to Surat 
advn’ing him, that the Objeft of this Requell is, that the Wiulo may be Witnefles of the Friend^ 
that fubfitU between us, which, after fuch an Inilance, can never airerwards be departed from on our 
kSi(I(\ I lhall at the iltmc Time congratulate him on the Giaui of Brarnpore, which has lately been 
added to his Jaghire ; and inform him, that I have written to the Commander of the Bengal Army, 
to acquaint him of our Hopes from his (Madjee Scindia’s) Friendlhip, and ordering him to confidcr 
the Fi lends of Madjee Scindia as our’s. With this Letter, if approved by the Committee, 1 il^jj 
fend back his own Agent, whom h flatter myfelf I can make ufeful to us, in our Tranladtiuns c.ih 
his Mailer. 

While we are waiting for his Anfwer, I think it will be abfolutely neceflary, in order to be preonrej 
for every Event, that we diredl the Field Train and Equipage of the Troops to be completed, and 
held in Rcadinefs for Service at the Ihoitcll Notice: For fliould Madjee Scindia relule his Con- 
cur] cncc to the March of the Bengal Army to Surar, I am of Opinion that we mull fend a ilrnp/» 
Detachment into the Field, near Surat or Broach, to in concert with Colonel Goddard, and tob. 
vour liis March towards one or oilier ol fliofe Places ; on the Succefs ol which every thing iiuw 
depemis, and all mull be rifked to enfurc it. 

A Connexion with the Guicawars oilers another Refource, which in the prefent Poflure nf our 
Affairs is by no Means to be ncglc^bcd. My Sentiments with regard to this Family appear at large 
on our Proceedings under the loth Oftober 1777 : Their near Neighbourhood to our Northern IW- 
Icflions, their Difeontents at the 'Freatment they have received from the Poona Government, the very 
advantageous Offers formerly made by Futty Sing for an Alliance with the Company, the Command 
ot the Country through which Colonel Goddard’s March lies, their actual Force, and the Dilhncc 
trom the Center of the Empire, which in thefe Times mull render them proportionably more inde- 
pendent, point them out to us as Allies of the firfl Confequence ; yet it muft be acknowledged (hat 
the Divifions in their Family render it lets conficlerable, and our Dependance on it therefore mull be 
lefs than it otlu iwiie might be. It is well known that Futty Sing is the Party favoured by the Poona 
Miniflers, as Goviiul Ro.v has been that which has been hitherto mod: ftri( 5 lly attached to Rngeba’s 
Interefl : Madj.e Scindia is laid too to favour Futty Sing: Our Ground therefore in this CLianer 
lliould be tiled with Caution: A Paflage lor Colonel Cioddard’fi Army may Iiowcver be demanded 
troni both, and boili may be founded with regard to their Dii’pofition towards an Alliance with the* 
Company, (jovind Row, on our late Motions in Favour of Kagoba, made fome Overtures to mej 
bur, conlidering Futty Sing’s fuppoled Connexion with Scindia, to wiiom our prefenr Views muil be 
piincipally turned, as well as from a political Regard to his greater Authority at this Moment in the 
'I eri itories dependant on his Family, his fhould certainly be the Party to which vvc fhould at prekni 
raiher incline. 

I have only One or Two Refleclions more to make on the prefent State of Affairs with the 
Marattas. 

'Phe Schemes of the Governor General and Council with regard to the Rajah of Bcrar being yet 
unki.own to us, it is iinpollible tor us to found any Mealurcs on them : Yet I cannot help now (d) 
lerving, that if, as lias been conjeftured, the Gentlemen of that Prcfidcncy have entertained Thong'''* 
of reflonng in his Perfon the ancient Rajah Government, the Attempt feems likely to be atrcrak’l 
with no fmall Difficulty. The Powers who are now in P( fleflion of the Pcfhwa Domains, togethc: 
with all the Jaghierdars, however difunited among ihcmfeives, would probably concur in oppofmg 
Moodajee Bounccllo, who, from every thing I have been able to learn, has for fome 'I'ime taken no 
Pait in thde Wellern Broils, nor appears to have any Party among the lending Men of this Part of 
the iMnjnre. And I would wifli to fubmit to the Governor General and Council, whether we migbr 
not better anlwer our Views by fuppoiting a formidable Chief like Madjee Scindia, who has alrr-niy 
acqiiiitd the acluai Poflefhon ot the Pefhwa’s Domains, with all the Authority of the Office, vvho 
backed with the Refoiirces of his own Jaghire, and has the Perfon of Ragoba at his Dilpohd la 
give a Colour of lawful Authority to that he has alfumed, than by attempting to model the vvhok 
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,^taFc anew, and to place the Rule of it in Hands of our own chufing; a Labour that is periups too 
arduous, and the Succtfs certainly dubious, ^ 

The fame Objecnon lies againfl our afting upon tlie Orders of the Honourable Secret Com- 
mittee for the Reiloration of Ragoba to the Tcihwaihip. However favourite an Objed this was 
v/ith me in i 775 ) Circumltances are now entirely changed ; and Couiuils mud be changed with 
them; At that 1 ime the Jaghierdars kept aloof from theQtiarrel. Madjee Scindia who is now tlic 
lupreme Head of the Poona Governnient was making I'endcrs of his Services from Hugene to Ra- 
goj'4, at the Head of a formidable Army ; and would have been content with lome Acceirions 
of foinc honorary Dittinftions. Kven the Officers in whom the Miniilers v;crc forced 

to put their greated Confidence, were wavering, and thinking more of I'ecuring ilumfelvcs than of 
lupporting the Party they were ftill engaged in. vSince tliat l ime, while Ragoba has been kept 
inadive, a new State of Things hast taken [)lace. Lven the hoirns ot the Government are now 
hardly left, and the Command of the Army is the only real I'lilc to the Empire. He who might 
then have called out at lead Half the Forces of the State, has not found Five bundled Hord^to 
affid him m the late Attempt wc have made in his Favour. He has been undeceived, as well as 
wci and has found all, to which the Splendor ot his former Fortune and the Glory of his Name 
can entitle him, is no more than to become the Penfioner of Madjte Scindia, and the Cloak of his 
Ambition. 

After dating thus fully my Sentiments on the prefent Podure of Adairs, it only remains for me 
to piopolc to the Committee that we come to the lollowinp^ Rclolutions : 

id. I'hat the Affidance of Military Officers (mentioned in the Fird Part of this Minute) he 
requeded from Bengal. 

On this, however, it is proper to remark, that in cafe of Colonel Goddard’s making good lus 
Way to Surat, our Wants on this Rel’peft will moll probably be lupplied. 

2dly. d hat Colonel Cioddard be written to in d'erms propoled above. 

^dly, d hat the Convention concluded by Medicurs Carnao and Egerton at Worgom was inva- 
lid *, and that the public faith cannot be confidered as pledged, alter their exprels Declaration to 
the Maratta Durbar, that they had no Powers to accede to the d erms infided on from them. Idiat 
the general Anlwer however given to Nanah’s Agent, is all that is neceflliry to be communicated 
on this Subjed, for the prefent to him. 

4thly. i hatMadjee Scindia’s good Offices wereof tlie greated Service in the Negociation of the Terms 
of the Convention, and particularly in procuring Permiffion for the immediate Return of the Army : 
That he is in coniequcnce entitled to every Mark of Regard we can confidently flunv him; and 
that it will be nccefiary to find feme Means ot expreffing tlie Senfe we entertain of his Attention 
to the Intered of the Company, in lome Degree equivalent to the CelTion of the Mogul Share of 
the Broach Purgunnah. 

5thly. That the Notes paded at Worgon to the feveral Offices of Madjee Scindia’s Durbar as 
Gratification to them, amounting to Rupees, 41,000, out of Refpeft to Madjee Scindia, as well as 
out of Motives of good Policy, ought to be forthwith taken up and dilcharged, 

6thly. That we have good Ground to hope, that Madjee Scindia is well-dilpofed towards the Com- 
pany, and will be willing to enter into a Connection with us, advantageous to the Company, 
ythly. That the grand Objeds to be kept in View in forming of Inch a Conncdion, are, 

id. To exclude the French cfFectually and permanently from all Connedion, whether com- 
mercial or political, in tiie Affairs of the Maratta Empire, and with all Perfons concerned 
in the Adminidration thereof. 

2d. To exclude Nanah Furneze, if poffible, from the Adminidration of the Poona Government : 
or if this cannot be, to unite with Madjee sScindia, for the Purpofe of guarding agiind 
Nanah Furntze’s acquiring any Sort of independant Authority in the Poona GovcrnmVnc •, 
and to obtain the bed Security fo;; the Company agaiidt fuch an Event. 

3d. 1 o endeavour to obtain for the Company Inch a 'Ferritory as may be fufficitnt for de- 
fraying die Expenccs of this Settlement, or at lead to preferve that we at prclenc liold. 

8thly, That it is ablolutely necefiaiy to lole no i'ime in the Meafurcs to be taken, as well to 
inform ourlelves of Madjee Scindia’s Intentions with regard to an Alliance with the Company, 
to guard againd the pernicious Deligns of Nanah Furneze, and thofe of the French. 

9thly. 1 fut in any Connexion to be formed with Madjee Scindia, every Engagement that may 
have a Tendency hodile to the Raja of Berar be avoided. 

lothly, Fhat nothing be fin illy and conclufivcly fettled in way of Alliance with Madjee Scin- 
dia, until we rcrci\’e the Concuriencc of the Governor General and Council j unlels the Icvcral 
i’oints ipecilicd in the 7th Rciolution can be latisfactorily provided for. 

iithly. I’liat the Prefijenc write to Madjee Scindia to the Purpofe propofed in the foregoing. 
i2ihl)*. i !iat the Chief of Broach be ordered to apply to Futty Sing Guicawar, as iikcwifc to 
Govind Row (lUicawar, , for tlieir Paffports and Duftucks, for die Paffage of the Bengal Troops 
through th.cir Country ; and for their being fupplied on their March with Provifions ; for which 
the Commander will rake Care that the Inhabitants are pundfually paid. That the Chief of Broach 
make the lame Profeffions of Peace and Amity to the Guicawars as thole directed in the Iii- 
ftru<ilions fiom the Governor General and Council to Colonel Lcflie : And that he advifc this Coriv 
mittee and Colonc'l Goddard without Delay of his Succels. 

ijthly. d'hat the Chief of Broach be likcwife di reeled to found with proper Caution, the Dif- 
3 pofiriun 
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pofition of the Guicawars towards an Alliance with the Company of mutual Defence; and advifc ,, 
us of the Succcfs we might expedl, fliould we judge it expedient to make any Overtures for that

Bengal, in order to fupply the Governor General and Council with luch Information and Details of 
local Knowledge as they may require, or the Support of our prefent Plan may render neceflary.

Maraita Affairs, 

Friday, 19th February 1779. 

Ac a Committee ; PRESENT', 

The Honourable William Hornby, Efquire, Prefident and Governor, 

John Carnac, and Daniel Draper, Efquires, 

T he Prefident now lays before us, a Minute containing a Review of Maratta Affairs, and fundry 
Refoliuions propofed by him in confcquence. 

This Minute having been attentively perufed, the Prefident, in conformity to the 15th of his 
propolecl Rcfolutions, acquaints us, I'hat he thinks Mr. George Horfley a Perfon every Way qualified 
to be lent to Bengal on the intended Service, and therefore nominates him for this Coin- 
mifiion. 

Mr. Draper thinks it is very unneceflfary to fend any Perfon to Bengal, with regard to the palt 
Tranfadions to this T ime, exclufivc of the Prefidrnt’s Minute, and therefore difapproves of it, bodi 
on Account of the Expences that will be incurred by fuch a Meafure, and the Probability he thinks 
there is that the Governor General and Council will order an Enquiry to be made here into the 
late Tranladions. 

Mr. Carnac entirely concurs with the Prefident, not only in the Propriety and Neceffity of the 
Meafure, but alfo in his Nomination of Mr. Horfley, whom he thinks pcrfedly qualified for fa im- 
portant a CommifFiori 

Mr. Horfley is therefore appointed accordingly, and mull hold himfelf in Readinefs to proceed 
With the utmoft Expedition, after our Difpaiches and the Inftriidions to him are prepared, which 
the Secretary is ordered to get ready with all Speed. 

Mr. Thomas Shotbolt is appointed to accompany Mr. Horfley to Bengal as his Afliftant. 

T he further Confidcratipn of the other propofed Rcfolutions is deferred.

T’he Prtfidends Review of the Maratta Affairs being now re-perufed, Mr. Draper, in the Courfe ot 
;eadlng, makes the following Obfervations : 

With relpcd to what is advanced of the Motives for the late Expedition being pre/fed on us hy 
the Governor General and Council and the Secret Committee, be perfifts in thinking that the 
l.ettcr from the tormer of the 17th Auguft, was conditional ; and the Letter’s depending on the 
Co-operation of the other Prefidcncies, which leaves us only to lament that it has been fo prema- 
turely undertaken. 

With refpeft to the Requifition for a Colonel from Bengal, inflead of Colonel Egerton and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Cockburn lemovcd, Mr. Draper has no Objedion, provided they are thought by the 
Cjovernor General and Council unworthy of being continued j though he remarks, We have no 
Rcafon to expec:! Colonel Goddard loon. 

With regard to the Major and 5 or 6 Captains, he could wifh to confult the commanding Officer, 
either in the Committee or in Council. The great Difference in Emoluments ought to be confidercu, 
and likewiic the Board confultcd.

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entirely concurs in the propofed Mcafures for facilitating the March of Colonel Goddard’s 
i thofe now appear unneceflary by his near Approach. 

‘ 1 le approves the Governor’s Anfwer in general about a Reference to the Governor General and 
( ooncil rc-fpeding the Convention of Worgnum, though he makes a Rtierve, in confequcnce of the 
I'oona Cotr.mittee having deputed Mr. Farmer, and afterwards made a Declaration allb about Mr. 
Holmes’s being fent with full Powers, or Carte Blanche, as declared by Colonels Egerton and 
Cock burn. 

The Meafures propofed for defending ourfelves againft the Marattas he approves. 

' d he Reafons why a proper Retreat fhould have been made to or attempted from Worgaum to 
Bombay, he conceives are jufl:. 

Several Inftances ot Scindia’s good Dlfpcfirion towards us arc quoted, but Mr. Draper declares 
he knows nothing regarding the Exclufion of tlie French but from the Sequel of the Treaty, ex- 
cT})t from private Converfatiun, fincc the Return of the Expedition. 

Mr. Draper cannot enough lament that vve have fo lately become fully acquainted with Scindia’s 
being tlie principal Perfon in Power, notwithftanding the RtTidence ot Meliis. Mullyn and I.ewis 
at Poona ; and does not recoiled hearing any 'J'hing of his Agent’s being lent here till fince the Ke- 
curn of the Expedition. 

The Six Conclufions appear plaufiblc; but he does not approve the 4th, which appears to him to 
clafl) with the 5th. 

He thinks the Conjedures about Scindia’s Motives of Adion fhould be fubmitted to the Gover- 
nor General and Council, and that the Determination, as well refpeding the Convention as the Point, 
xvhether we are indebted to Mndjce Scindia, or not for the Power of deciding on ir, fliould alfo be 
icferrcd to the Governor General and Council. 

He remarks on the Argument about the Poona Committee having no Authority to treat. Wliy 
did tl.cy then invelt Mr. Holmes with full Powers, and lend Mr. Farmer making a fubfequent De- 
claration to the 'Letter ? 

He thinks the Negociation with Madjee Scindia may be commenced, provided nothing conclufivc 
is done without the Governor General and Council’s Approbation, and that it is put on that looting 
on the Commencement, that they may not pretend we deceive them. 

With rel'ped to the Notes for Rupees 41,000 to Scindia’s Durbar Officers, though he highly difap- 
proves them as exorbitant, and never heard of them till the lad Meeting of the Committee, he is 
lorry to fay, that in our prefent Situation it feems neceffary to dilcharge them. 

The Propofals for the Letter to be written by the Prcfident to Madjee Scindia, appears in general 
proper; but he thinks that the Circumftance of 1000 Horfe accompanying the Bengal Army had 
better be declined, and feems now to be totally unneceflary. 

The Propofals for the Field Train and Equipage here being got in Readinefs, Mr. Draper ap- 
proves, but thinks that a Detachment being fenc out to join the Bengal Army now, feems totally 
unnecefTary. 

He thinks the Guicawars may be founded, hut with Caution, left Scindia’s Jealoufy might be 
excited ; and that the Remarks on the Governor General’s fiippofed Scheme concerning Moodajec 
Boiincello, ought to be fubmitted to them. 

He concurs in Opinion with the Prcfident, that the Selcd Committee’s late Orders regarding Ra- 
goba, received the 8th Inftant, cannot now prove ufcful. 

The Queftion being then put on the fevcral Refolutions propofed by the Prcfident, in the Order 
they ftand in liis Minute ; 

lit Refolution. Mr. Draper cannot concur in the Firft Refolution, becaufe of Colonel Egcrton’s 
and Lieutenant Colonel Cockburn’s prefent Situation ; becaufe Colonel Goddard may be foon expefted ; 
becaufe of Lieutenant Colonel Hartley’s late Promotion ; and becaufe he concludes, that in cafe of 
Emergency, we can more eafily get a Field Officer from the Madras Troops, intended to be em- 
ployed againft Mahc. 

Mr. Carnac and the Prcfident think the Neccfilry of this Refolution in a great Meafurc fuperfeded 
by the rapid Approach of Lieutenant Colonel Goddard.

Confiderations on the State of Affairs at Bombay. 

Honourable Sirs, 

R Advices conveyed by this Vcficl will inform you at large of all Occurrences of Moment 
^ up to this Time ; but as we have come to no Refolutions with regard to the Meafures neccfliiry 
to be taken at this critical Jundure, the Letters from the Committee will ftill leave you unfaiislied 
on this Subjed ; which of all others I prefume will be that you will be moft folicitous about. My 
'Lhoughts have been much employed on it, and I now do myfelf the Honour of enclofing for yoi.r 
Information a Paper which is the Rclult of them. The Porm is that in which I have prepared to 
bring the Matter before the Committee as foon as the Betfey is difpatched. 

I have in that Paper given my Sentiments fo fully, as well on the prefent Poffurc of Affairs, as on 
ilie Prol'ped before us, Ix'tween this I'lme and the End of next Odober, that 1 have nothing to add 
here on thofe Subjeds, and muff beg Leave to refer you entirely to it. I llatter myfelf you will elleeni 
tile Mcalurts I propole, lucli as are bdl adapted to remaiy out prclent and future Dilficultic.s, to pn> 
vide for the Security and Prolperity of your Affairs under this Prefidcncy, and to enable us to rake 
the Part which may be hereafter afilgned us by the Governor General and Council in their general 
Plan, with the greatell Profped of affording elTcdual Aid in the Execution of it. 

'Pile Royal Admiral, which will fail about the 15111 or 20ih of next Month, will bring you Advice 
of the Kerolutions of the Committee on my |)ropoled Plan of Operations. As I have butjuff com- 
pleated it, I thought it beff not to detain the Bclicy, that we might be relieved from all other Bufinels 
before we took this into Confideration ; lor a.s it reejures Difpatcli, fo the Importance of it renders it 
the more nccefiary that our whole Attention lliould be confined to it, 

(^n the other Hand, I was unwilling you fiiould be left to fuppofe that no Plan had yet been thought 
of, and our future Reloluiions bear an Appearance of Piecipiiation for want of your receiving by tlii^ 
Opportunity fome Intelligence regarding them. 

Ihinking it a Duty I owe to iny llonourable Employers to ftay in Irwlia until Anfwers are re- 
ccivetl to this Letter, and being confident it will be pleafing to you,’ I intend doing it, though I was

We have now before us that Information of the Views of the Governor General and Council in 
their projeded Alliance with Mooclajee Bounccllo *, and in the State of which Colonel Goddard 
has left the Ncgociaticn with him, the Want of which has hitherto lendcred it impoffible for us 
to come to any final Refolution, either with refped to the Steps neceflary to be taken here, or 
with regard to the future Meafures proper to be recommended and lubmitted to the (Governor 
General and Council for their Approbation and Sandion. 

It appears that the Firft Objed of Mr. Elliott’s Embaffiy to Nigapoor, was a defcnfive Alliance 
between the Company and Moodajee Bouncello, for the mutual Security of their relpedivc Poflef* 
fions. The Governor General and Council charged with the Care of all the wide extended Territory 
ol the Company have with great Judgment at the Commencement of a French War, turned 
their I'houghts thus early to the Cultivation of a Eriendffiip with a Power, whole Dominions, 
fiuiated between the Company’s Provinces in Bengal, and on the Coafe of Coromandel on one 
Side, and the Country under the Command of the Poona Minlftcrs, and the b. Hates of the Nizam, 
on the other, render him bed able to any Prince in Indoflan, to aflorvi us Affidance, and to check 
the Dcfigns of our Enemies, at the lame Time that his near Neighbourhood to the Settlements 
where the principal Force of the Company is maintained, mud make him fenlible of the Intered he 
himfelf has in a hearty Union with our Nation. 

The Governor General and Council proceed from this Fird Mcafure planned for the general Safety, 
to jioint out to their Minider Ibch particular Circumdances on the Allairs of the Prefidency, and 
in thofe of the Poona Miniders and the Rajah of Bcrar, as relate to the more immediate Security 
of this Settlement, to the Exclufion of the French and their Fadion from the Direction of the 
Adminidracion at Poona, and to the Ellablilhmcnt of the Government there in the Hands of 
Perfons well difpofed to our Intered. 

Mr. Elliott was for thefc Purpofes authorized to enter into a 'Preaty with Moodajee Bouncello, 
to unite with him in a direft and open War againd the Poona Miniders, and to concert with him 
Plans for the Proleciuion of it, for counteraaing the Defigns of the French, and for edabliffiing 
him in the Dominions and Authority of the Ram Rajah. 

Thei'c arc the Mealures Mr. Elliott was to purfuc, under the following exprefs Limitations and 
Provilbs, that the Prefidency of Bombay had neither entered into any new Engagement with Rago- 
ba, nor with any other Party in the Maratta Stare, with which a Conned ion with Moodajee 
Bouncello might claffi •, nor had concluded a Peace with the Poona Miniders: In either of which 
Cafes Mr. Elliott was to fufpend his Ncgociations relative to the Edablifhment of Moodajee Boun- 
cello in the Ram Rajaffiip, to conform to the Bombay Meafures, and to engage in no oflenfivc 
Plan contrary to that of the Prefidency of Bombay. 

The Intentions of the Governor General and Council with regard to a defenfive Alliance with 
Moodajee Bouncello, were communicated to us by a Letter dated on the lame Day as Mr. Elliott’s 
Indrudions (the i8th of July) and received here the 27th of Augud •, but with rcgaid to the Union 
projeded between the Company and Mbodajee Ibiuncello, for the Removal of the French Fadion 
from the Poona Durbar, and for the Edablifhment of Moodajee in the Rajafliip, we have till 
this * Time remained uninformed. On the 27th of September wc received from the Governor 
General and Council their Approbation of our Refolutions of the 2id July, and of the Meafures 
wc propofed taking in favour of Ragoba, without any Intimation of the Defign in favour of Moo- 
dajee Bouncello, excepting a Redridion from entering into any Engagements oi a Tendency hof- 
tile to the Government of Berar, or contrary to Inch as Mr. Elliott might have apprized us of his 
having concluded with Moodajee Bounccllo. 

Under thefe Circumdances our Treaty with Rngoba was concluded ; and we heard no more of the 
Negociation with Moodajee Bouncello till the iSth of December, when the Governor General and 
Council’s Letter of the 15th of Odober advifed us in general, that the Rajah’s l])ifpor]tions towards 
the Company were favourable, but that Mr. EHiotr was dead *, and that the Governor General and 
Council propofed to wait for Advices from the Rajah, before they appointed any other Perfon to 
bicceed Mr. Elliott. Wc were at the fame Time authorized to give Colonel Goddard Orders lor pro- 
ceeding forwards, at all Events, in Support of our Plan for reindacing Ragoba in the Regency, if we 
Ihould judge this neceflary.

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On the loth of January the General LctUT of the 23d of November can^.e to Uanu, refeninrj to 
one of the 16th, wliich encloleci a Coj^y of Mr. Elliott’s Inihiiaions •, advifmg ot Colonel CiodJ.nd’^ 
being inverted with Jiill Powers to conclude a 'I re.uy with Moodajee Bonnet llo, on the Giound oi* 
thofe Inftrudlions and informing us that Colonel Goddard was no longt r tin ier our Orders, but m 
a very limited I 3 tgree and what the Eimitations might be, we remained utterly ignorant, as the 
l.etter of the i6ih of November, and Mr." Mliott’s Inlli unions contained in it, had milcaiiied. 

'Phat of the 23d of November was forwarded to us by Colonel Goddard, accompanied l)v one fionj 
himfclf, which relieved us from mucfi of the Anxiety we muft liave felt, while doubtful how Gr vve 
might depend on the Suppoit of the i'ortes under his Command: But the Colonel, aware of ' 

Difficulties we m’plit l)e thrown into by an Uncertainty with regard to this l\ainc, allured us tliai he 
would affilf with lies froops in any Mcafures we naight have formed in Reliance on them, as far as 
wc might deem confident with the Negociation he was then engaged in. And on Receipt of our 
Letters of the 6ih and 19th of December, and on Moodajee BouncelloVs declining to proceed fuithcr 
in the 'I'reaty projiofed to him by the Ciovernor (jeneral and Council, after he knew of the Bombay 
Troops being in tlie Field in favour of Ragoba, Colonel Goddard determined to march torw.irj, 
without waiting to hear fuithcr from us. 

I have entered into ihefe I\\rticulars in order to rtie^s, that no over -weaning Partiality for Meafurcs 
of our own, picvented us from paying the Attention and Deference to the Views of the Governor 
General and Council, to which I (hall always dunk them entitled. I make no Doubt t!ie Governor 
General and Council had good Reafon to referve to us, with regard to fixing Moodajee Bouncello in 
the Rajihfhip; which Referve I conjedure was owing to the Preference they were willing to give to 
the J)efign formed here for the Re-ellal)linimcnr of Ragoba in the Regency, which is evidently the 
Piincipleon which Mr. Idliot’s Inrtru^tions arc framed. 'i‘he Governor General and Council pro- 
bably thought, that die Comnnunicaiion of another Scheiue of iheir’s, while our’s was under Conluie- 
ratiun, might ferve only to embarrafs us, and produce a DifiVrcnce in our Councils, which ouglit not 
allow us to purfue our own Mealurt;s with the necefiary Degree of Confidence and Vigour. 1 can- 
not rtfuie myfelf the acknowledging the Attention lliewn throughour Mr. Elliot’s Infiruclions to 
the Intercfl of this Prefidency, and to the Support of that Cicdit and Influence of the Adminillraiion 
here, lo neceffary to the lucceliful Management of the Affiirs under our Charge. Tlie li[)er.il Spine wc 
have experienced from the Governor General and Council, as well in their Judgment of our Printi- 
ples and Condiid, as in the Affiltancc they have offered this Settlement, is the beil h’.ncouragcmcnt to 
us to ad with that Confidence in them, which, in Times of Difficulty, is neceffary to lupport us 
through our Exertions beyond the mere Line of Duty. 

It is impoffible likewile to pafs w.thout noticing the great Merit of the Cieinleman who has con- 
duced the Bengal Troops witii fuch Prudence and Difpatch to our Aflillance at this ciltlcal Tune. 
The Difficulties were very great which he mull have been under, while charged wuh die Management 
of a moft important Negociation from tiie Government of Bengal, to which he mull have found him- 
jelf unable to reconcile the Mcafures already taken at this Prefidency. 'I'he Delays and Doubts 
which the fame Caufe naturally occalioncd m the Rcfolves of the Rajah, to whom lie was deputed, 
rendered his Situation rtill more cmb.irrafTing, as they left him witliout any determinate Plan for 
his CondiiC, but fuch as he himlclf might form for die Occafion. Tlie pi effing Exigency of the 
Company’s Affairs on this Side, the united Oppofition he had Reafon to cxpcdl from tiie Maratta 
Chiefs, in the Courfe of a veiy long March through an i!^ncmy’.s Country, the unfucccfsful F.vcnt ot 
our Expedition, the Stipulation for his Return, the Inftances made him at the fame Time, even on 
the Part of Moodajee Bouncello, to induce him to it, and a Regartl to the future Relolves of the 
Governor General and Council, were Ciu.umllances that all claimed a Share in his Confideration, and 
rendered the Choice, whedicr to proceed on, 10 return, or to wait for further Orders, no ealy one : 1 
ready Determination of coming without Delay to our Aid, in my Opinion does the greatcll Honour to 
his Judgment. Attention to the Intel ells of the Company, Prudence, Decifion, .and Diiintereflcd- 
nels, were ecjiially confpicuous on diis (Xcafion ♦, and they aie fuch as I think it becomes us to ac- 
knowledge to Colonel Goddard ; and to poinr our, with the rtrongelt Expreffions of our Approba- 
tion, to the Governor General and Council, who, 1 flatrer myfelf, will erteern Colonel Goddard’^ 
Condufl deferving the fame Degree of Commendation ^ and permit us to requeft from them fomc 
dilVinguiftied Mark of their and our Senfe of his Services. 

The Knowledge of the State (rt' the Negorution entrulled to Colonel Goddard with tlie Rajah of 
Berar, and the Arrival of Bengal 'I'rcop*^, have made a very confiderable Change in our Affairs. 

It appears that the Difpoluion of MuQdajce Bouncello towards an Alliance with the Company, on 
the Terms propofed by tiie Governor Geneial and Council, is fuch as to give us Reafon to expccl 
that he will be ready to conclude the propofed I reaty, as foon as ever he receives the Anfwers of* the 
Governor General and Council to the Lctccis traiilmiiied to them thniugli Colonel Goddard. Thele, 
however, it is likely may not arrive near fo loon as Colonel Goddard fupjiofes they may be expected- 
The Impolfibility of clofing with the Rajah, while our h.ngagemcnt with Ragoba fubfirted, will d 
courfc be a Caulc of Delay on the lirll Receipt of them. Tlie Governor General and Council’s Ex- 
pe(l‘lations of receiving tlic Particulars of our unluccefsful F.xpediiion, together with Copies of the 
Convention concluded at VVorgom, Information of the State of our Affairs fublequent to tliat Period, 
and Advice of Colonel Goddard’s Arrival at Surat, will probably rtill prevent their coming to any 
final Rcloltition, with regard to the Alliance with Moodajee Bouncello, for fome Time longer. Yc'C 
there feems no Reafon to doubt of their Detetininaiion to proceed with this Dcfign, which they have
